TRUSTEES OF THE PUBLIC LIBRARY. 


L887. 


The Trustees have the honor to present to the Mayor and 
the City Council their Thirty-fifth Report, embracing the 
details of the condition and administration of the Library 
for the year 1886. 

The usual yearly examination of the institution by a 
committee of citizens, omitted for the last eight months of 
the year 1885, has been resumed. It consisted of eight 
members, viz.: Rev. Pitt Dillingham, Henry H. Edes, 
Esq., Mrs. Charles D. Homans, Mrs. Charles C. Smith, 
Hon. Solomon Lincoln, Col. Henry Stone, John O. Teele, 
Esq., and Wm. F. Wharton, Esq. It organized by the elec- 
tion of Col. Stone as chairman. 

Their important and valuable report, to which fuller refer- 
ence will be made, and that of the Librarian, with its care- 
fully: drawn appendixes and sub-reports, will, it is hoped, 
give a satisfactory and encouraging account of the large de- 
tails which enter into the wor kings of the whole reunion 
including the Central Library, the branches, and the delivery 
stations. 


Tue LiprarRy AND ITs WorRK FOR THE YEAR. 


General Statement. 


The present extent of the Library collections and their 
public use for the last year are herewith presented : — 
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The aggregate number of volumes, including the dupli- 
cate-rooms, embraced in the Bates Hall collection, i is 305,- 
006; in the Lower Hall 41,777; in the Branches, 152; 638 ; 
making the total number ai volumes in all the libraries 
479, 491, —a net increase for the year of 18,428. 

The whole number of days upon which the libraries were 
opened was 305. 

The total use of books for the year was 958,629,—a de- 
crease from the previous twelve months of 63,014. This 
diminution of circulation occurred in all the popular libraries, 
except the Lower Hall, and the North-End Branch, and is 
due to various causes; principally to the withdrawal of sen- 
sational works for the young, but is also effected by the in- 
creasing sale of the great monthly periodicals, and in the 
ability of the individual reader to purchase at a low price 
such series of attractive books as are issued by the leading 
publishers at minimum rates.

The number of books recorded as missing during the year, 
from all the libraries is as follows: From Bates Hall, 10; 
from the Lower Hall, 31; from Roxbury, 3; from Charles- 
town, 5; from East Boston. Dorchester, and South End, 2 
each ; Froud Brighton, 1; fon South Boston and Jamaine 
Plain, with an aggregate loan of 148,336, 0; in all, 56, or 
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“one in 17,119 volumes. A varying portion of these annual 
losses is usually recovered afterward. 

The periodicals delivered to readers at the Central Library 
and Branches since the beginning of the Library year have 
been 506,758, as against 551,550 for the same period in 
1885; of these 327,915 found use in the Boylston-street 
reading-room.

The aggregate ISSUES from Bates Hall, the Lower Hall, and 
all the Branches, from the original distribution at the main 
library in 18538, and including the work of each branch in 
the successive order of its establishment, amount to the 
large ageregate of 18,437,147 volumes, of which 9,315,517 
were delivered from the Boylston-street libraries.

Of the important edifice to which the attention and expec- 
tations of the community are so aroused at the present time, 
there is little to be said beyond the following facts. A good 
and sufficient foundation of the building has been completed, 
and is now covered in for protection against the winter's 
climate. ‘The Trustees are ready to give the necessary in- 
struction to such architect as may have the matter in charge, 
as to the proposed internal arrangements of the building, in- 
cluding the stack. After these points are settled, an eleva- 
tion can be projected for the construction, of the most durable 
material, and of sufficient proportion and dignity. While spe- 
cially to be built for great public uses, and for a long duration 
of time, it should have a consistent elegance of its own, 
which will be in sufficient harmony with the other noble struct- 
ures in the finest square of which our city can at present 
boast. 

But the limit of expenditure for the external and internal 
construction of this great temple of learning and general 
knowledge has been fixed by the City Council; and, before 
proceeding further in the work, it is the desire of the Trus- 
tees that, after suitable plans have been accepted, specifica- 
tions shall be made of every detail necessary to its proper 
completion, and bids taken from responsible parties for the 
whole cost of finishing the structure; whether the balance

remaining of the appropriation will erect such a building as 


will be satisfactory to the community will then be shown. 


Toe EXAMINING COMMITTEE. 


The report of the Examining Committee is the fullest and 
most comprehensive dccument upon the actual condition, 
working detail, and progress of the institution that has been 
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presented for years, if ever, to the public. It deserves the 
careful examination of general readers, as well as of the 
friends and advocates of free libraries. 

It has not been considered as within the compass of the re- 
ports of the Trustees of the Library to cover, in their annual 
statement, anything further than the actual statistics of Li- 
brary work for the year, accompanied by such recommenda- 
tions to the City Government as would extend its usefulness, 
although the tables forming the appendix of each statement 
give comparison with the important detail of previous years, 
to which the attention of readers and thinkers is annually 
called. 

The recognition of the principles upon which the libraries 
were based, and have been administered, particularly in ref- 
erence to the Bates Hall collection, is most judicious and 
gratifying. While, of necessity, the larger, more valuable, 
and costly works cannot be loaned, either because of the 
terms of their gift to the Library, or from the inherent value 
of the book itself, there still remains for circulation a very 
large and valuable collection of permanent value, which is 
within reach of the student and the scholar for home use, and. 
suflicient to show the annual movement or progress in science, 
art, and literature. The Library would poorly meet the de- 
mands of inquirers if it did not keep pace, so far as its means, 
would permit, with the important accessions to scientific and 
general knowledge, whether derived from our own and Eng- 
lish scholarship, or from the kindred advance of the more 
enlightened communities in Kurope. 

With regard to the circulation of fietion in the popular 
libraries the result of its curtailment to the better reading of 


this class of literature forms an interesting study of popular 
tastes. An indiscriminate purchase of works of this class, 
neither expensive in cost nor absolutely immoral in tendency, 
but vapid, unnatural, and sensational, would largely increase 
the circulation of the popular libraries. The reading of fic- 
tion is a natural taste among all classes of the community, 
and, from the experience of former years, the Trustees have 
sought to restrict the additions to this class of books to such 
new works as seemed to have sufficient merit and interest to 
deserve a position upon the Library shelves. They have 
withdrawn from circulation, particularly for the reading of 
the young, such works as seemed simply attractive from 
their exciting relations of life and its accidents, entirely out- 
side of any probable, or, perhaps, possible experience ; or if 
not outside of this last condition, not of any prospective value 
for the youthful thought or consideration as fitted to the pos- 
sible emergencies of life. | 
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The Trustees would most gladly add to the facilities of 
the catalogue department, particularly in reference to the 
popular libraries. The force employed upon transcribing 
the book-titles, cross-references, and classifications is now, 
and has been for years, entirely inadequate to cover the 
whole field of labor. The number of first-class skilled em- 
ployes in this index work throughout the country is small 
in proportion to the labor to be accomplished, but more of 
them could be had if sufficient assistance was given from 
the annual appropriation for this necessary work. A good 
library is opened to public use by the maintenance of its 
index of contents. The pertinence of the remarks of the 
examining committee upon the slow progress to be made by 
the present catalogue force deserves special attention. To 
enable the scholar, student, and reader to find the book of 
which he is in pursuit, either by author, title, or subject, two 
steps are necessary to be taken; first, and most important, 
to catalogue the accessions to the Library as rapidly as possi- 
ble after their arrival, so as to place them within quick 
access of the public; and, secondly, to bring up the great 
mass of titles previously recorded to the system adopted 
years since as most useful and convenient for general con- 
sultation. 

The principle upon an the Bates Hall catalogue was 
based was that of instruction to the searcher after knowledge 
in that, so far as was practicable, a person ignorant of the 
author or name of a book, but desirous of exploring a sub- 
ject, should find under that subject-title such references as 
would lead him to the books on the shelves. The sugges- 
tion of the examining committee that an attendant should be 
at hand, who could act either as a subject-encyclopedia of 
the works in-the library, or to direct the inquirer how to find 
such as were needed for his purpose, would be most valuable 
if practicable in its fullest sense. The librarian of Bates 
Hall who has a familiarity of years with the contents and 
accessions to the great consulting library, together with his 
assistants, can always be consulted. He will gladly aid 
any reader or student in his researches. With the popular 
libraries, the librarian, or possibly the more experienced 
assistants, should know and be able to advise as to the read- 
ing material under their care. 

The suggestion of the committee upon the expediency of 
opening for public use the card catalogue of the Lower Hall, 
now under the care of a special attendant, who furnishes titles 
and shelf-numbers to the inquirer for books, requires ex- 
planation of the circumstances to which it owed its origin. 
When the Mason-street Library was moved to the Boy Iston- 
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street building, and the Bates Hall Library was established, 

a selection of books of permanent value was taken from the 
original collection and placed in the alcoves of the upper 
hall. A consulting catalogue, alphabetically arranged for 
the whole library, was placed on the same story on which 
the most important contents of the institution were stored. 

It was largely consulted by visitors to each division of the 
collection ; ; but its frequent use by borrowers wrought such 
injury to the cards, especially to those for the Lower Hall, 

that it was found necessary to separate the catalogue into 
two parts; and that devoted to the Lower Hall was sub- 
stantially rewritten, and put in charge of a custodian. ‘The 
newer accessions were placed upon lists within convenient 
access in the delivery-room. If any system can be devised 
by which a larger access can be given with safety to the slips. 
in this catalogue, or by which increased facilities for infor- 
mation can be had, it would gladly receive consideration 
from the Trustees. 

The Trustees avail themselves with pleasure of the sug- 
gestion of the committee that a systematic arrangement 
should be made for a closer connection with the branches 
than has hitherto been had. Conferences of these librari- 
ans at different periods with the principal officer of the institu- 
tion, and with one another, have already been inaugurated by- 
him, and will take more systematic form hereafter. This 
will naturally increase the interest of each branch officer in 
her work, and will give the advantage of mutual expe- 
rience in assisting readers in increasing circulation and in 
overcoming difficulties, with such advice from the central 
institution as its chief librarian may think necessary. 

‘The system under which the Public Library has so suc- 
cessfully been administered from its outset was the result 
of the general principles laid down by Mr. Ticknor in his 
well-known initial report, —to which was joined the prac- 
tical experience of experts in administration, — so that it has 
been carried on upon substantially the same lines as at the 
outset, but with such larger liberty to borrowers as could with 
safety be permitted. Other libraries have followed the 
Boston system, but with such changes as the character of 
their readers, or the nature of their collections have demanded. 
The study of the appendixes to the librarian’s report will 
show the extent of the work done, and an intelligent inquiry 
into the different methods pursued, with a full understanding 
of the reasons and of the practice, would by itself furnish 
a normal-school education of library knowledge. 
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In GENERAL. 


The Trustees acknowledge with pleasure the continued 
bounty of J. Ingersoll Bowditch, Ksq., to the Bowditch 
Library ; now, with its additions, forming a collection of great 
importance to students of the mathematical sciences, and 
eradually becoming the most important collection of its class 
in America. 

The condition of the Treadwell Trust-fund remains sub- 
stantially as given in the last report of the Trustees, with 
the exception of the investment of the money balance paid 
to the Library, which witb the stock dividend of the Boston 
and Albany Railroad added another share to the property — 
already held. 

The restoration of the appropriation for the support of 
the Library to the amount found necessary for the previ- 
ous five years has enabled the Trustees to purchase more 
books for the libraries, but not to bring up the acquisitions to 
the needs of the requests of books “asked for,” already 
upon file. 

In conclusion, the Trustees wish to express their great 
gratification at the regular increasing use of the Bates “Hall 
collection, and with the manifest tendencies in the Branches 
to's better class of reading.

REPORT OF EXAMINING COMMITTEE. 


The ordinance under which the Boston Public Library is 
administered provides for its annual examination by “a com- 
mittee from the citizens at large.” This committee for the 
current year was appointed about three months before its 
close, and has given such examination as the limited time 
allowed. 

The object aimed at in the appointment of such a commit- 
tee undoubtedly is to enable the citizens at large, in whose 
stead it acts, to learn, as well as they can, from a perfectly 
independent source, what the condition of the Library is, 
and how the great trust devolved upon its Trustees and 
officers is administered. The committee has no power ex- 
cept to examine and report. 

The Library has been in operation a third of acentury. In 
that time it has grown from a petty village circulating 
library of about 10,000 volumes, and open a few hours 

each day, to a vast institution, — the central building having 
340,000 books on its shelves, and open twelve hours every 
week: day and Sunday afternoons, — and eight Branches, the 
smallest of which is larger and better equipped than was the 
entire library at its opening. So great an aggregation of 
books, collected in so short a time, at the. coat “and for the 
free use of all the citizens of the city, would, under any 
conditions, be a source of just pride. If, in addition, the 
books have been selected with intelligence, and always 
with the single purpose of making the Library as complete, 
in all divections: as its means will allow ; ; and if it has heen 
so administered as to afford anybody wishing to read any 
book or to study any subject quick, easy, and unrestricted 
access to all its treasures, our sense of its value and useful- 
fulness is immeasurably increased. 

That the books have, as a rule, been so selected there is 
abundant evidence. From the beginning one of the aims 
of the Trustees has been to make the Library as full as possi- 
ble in all departments of human knowledge. In this purpose 
they have been heartily seconded by the liberality of many 
citizens. The great gift by Mr. Bates, of $50,000, to be 
expended for books, in addition to the permanent fund of 
the same amount which he established, was spent, under the 
careful advice and direction of literary and scientific gentle- 
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men, for Poaks deemed most important in various depart- 
ments of knowledge. About 35,000 volumes were selected, 
and thus the foundation was laid. Mr. Bates’s generous 
example has been followed by numerous smaller ‘gifts, of 
books and money. In this way the Library has grown great 
as a whole, and exceedingly valuable in various directions. 
Thus, the Barton Library, of nearly 14,000 volumes, is, in 
addition to other rare tr easures, one of the best Shakespeare: in 
libraries in the world. The Ticknor Library, of nearly 
6,000 volumes, is one of the best collections, in its way, 
oF Spanish books, containing, as it does, some works so 
rare that their very existence has been doubted by accom- 
plished Spanish scholars. The Bowditch Library, of 4,000 
volumes, is a mathematical collection of rare excellence. 
The Prince Library, of 2,600 volumes, in the custody of, 
but not owned by, the city, is unequalled in its way. The 
Parker Library, of 14,000 volumes, is unique, abounding in 
books which could scarcely be replaced. The Patent Library, 
of 3,500 volumes, is practically complete. The collection 
of public documents of the United States government is 
not surpassed anywhere, even in the Library of Congress. 
Other departments might be named which are equally worthy 
of remark. ‘These facts show that the Trustees have con- 
stantly and steadily kept in view the purpose of having in 
possession every obtainable book of real value to scholars 
engaged in investigating any subject. 

To show how carefully this purpose has been followed the 
following table has been prepared : —

The Bates Hall Library has, in the same time, grown from 
227,804 volumes to 274,467 volumes, —a gain of 46,663, or 
21 per cent., in five years. Of this gain 20,000 volumés 
have been given to the Library, in addition to the number 
bought with the funds bequeathed to the city for that pur- 
pose, and yielding an annual income of $7,000, nearly all of 
which is required to be spent for “books of permanent’ 
value.” 

In the Lower Hall, which is specifically the popular 
library, the classification is, of course, necessarily different 
from that in Bates Hall, which is the scholars’ library. Of 
the 40,911 books on its shelves, January 1, 1886, 14,694, 
or 36 per cent., are classified under the heading English 
prose fiction, including juvenile fiction and other juvenile 
books; 3,490, or 84 per cent., come under the heading 
poetry, drama, oratory, rhetoric; 3,105, or 7s per cent., 
are biography; 2,680, or 63 per cent. , are travels, The 
remaining 42 per cent. are generally standard works in his- 
tory, politics, theology and moral science, mathematics and 
natural science ; and books in foreign languages, — German, 
Re Italian, and Spanish, — of Sen these are about 

000 | 
Lhe committee does not pr opose to discuss the much-vexed 
question of the propriety of so large a proportion of works 
of fiction. The fact that everybody reads such books, and 
has read them from time immemorial, justifies their admis- 
sion, in large numbers, into the popular branch of the Public 
Libr: ary. In the purchase of such books the committee has 
ample evidence that great and unremitting care is exercised 
that nothing which appears to have an evil, tendency shall be 
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admitted. But it is as useless to attempt to exclude “ story- 
books” from a library as to exclude fancy or imagination 
from the human mind. The desire for hearing fads telling 
stories is innate, and cannot be suppressed. The Publie 
Library judiciously and carefully ministers to this healthy 
appetite, and, as the committee believes, with no injurious 
result. 

The growth of circulation in the Library, and in each 
ee during the last ten years, is shown in the following 
table : —

During these ten years, while the libraries have increased 
from 297,873 to 460,993 volumes, or about 55 per cent., the 
circulation has only increased 8.4 per cent. Buta close ex- 
amination will show that this difference is more apparent than 
real. ‘The use of the Bates Hall books, which is by far the 
most valuable part of the Library, has nearly doubled ; and 
the hall use of books in the Lower Hall is three times as 
great as it was ten years ago. It is only in the home use 
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of books belonging to the Lower Hall that there has been any 
serious decline. That is largely due to two causes, — the 
opening of the South-End Branch, which has drawn to itself 
a considerable part of the former constituency of the Lower 
Hall; and the cheap issues of the better class of fiction in 
the Franklin-square, the Seaside, and similar so-called “ Libra- 
ries.” As a consequence the demand for works of fiction has 
decreased, as is shown by the following table, which gives 
the per cent. of increase in the several classifications of the 
Lower Hall Library.

These facts are significant, as showing the very small in- 
crease in the number of works of fiction compared with other 
books in the popular branch of the Library, during ten 
years. They show that the ample supply of standard works 
of fiction, which from the beginning had been gradually sup- 
plied to the Library, almost reached the maximum ten years 
ago, and that the additions of that kind of literature since 
have been made as sparingly as a due regard for its welfare 
and completeness required. 

That the Library has lost none of its hold on the interest 
and regard of the people is evident from the fact that while 
the total population of the city on the 30th of June, 1885, 
was 390,406, the registration on the Ist of January, 1886, 
was 224,118,—or 57 per cent. of the entire population. 
Lhe Central Library is also daily visited by an average of 
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more than 2,200 persons, of whom over 1,600 use the Lower 
Hall, and over 600 Bates Hall. 

It now remains to consider whether the Library, thus es- 
tablished and developed, is so administered that the books 
are freely and easily accessible to the public, to whom they 
belong, and for whose use they are held in trust. 

Perhaps there is no Library in the world the management 
and administration of which are so difficult as the Boston 
Public Library. A College Library is for the use of pro- 
fessors and students, and it is comparatively easy, with such 
a constituency, to make and enforce rules the practical work- 
ing of which will yield the best results for all concerned. A 
Social Library, like the Atheneum, is for the use of its 
owners. A Consulting Library —like the Astor, or the 
Lenox —is very easily managed, since its use is given to 
the public, subject to certain conditions, and its rules 
can be made as -narrow and inflexible as desired, with- 
out giving any just cause of complaint. But the Boston 
Public Library, like its public schools, is mainly supported 
by the city, and is “open to all” its citizens. The chief 
question to be answered in its administration is, how can it 
best be made to subserve the purpose for which it was estab- 
lished? In answering this question, no consideration of 
personal convenience, or even of ordinary expediency, is to 
be taken into account. 

The committee has found, so far as its examination has 
enabled it to judge, that the Library, in all its departments, 
is administered with constant and unusual attention to the 
wants of the public. One cause of complaint has come to its 
attention, which seems to require explanation, viz. : the large 
number of starred books, 7¢.e., books which can be taken 
out only by special permission, or not at all. It is to be 
remembered that there are not less than 30,000 volumes in 
the Library, nearly 10 per cent. of all the Bates Hall collec- 
tion, which, by the very conditions of their gift, are not to go 
into general circulation. The only question which concerns 
the Trustees is, whether it is better to have the books, subject 
to such condition, or not to have them atall. To such a ques- 
tion there can be but one intelligent answer. The Library would 
be an incalculable advantage to the city if no book on its shelves 
ever went outside its walls, as is the case with the British 
Museum in London, and the Astor Library in New York. 
The starred books, aside from those given with the condition 
stated, consist almost entirely of bound pamphlets, magazines, 
reviews, etc., which, once lost, could not be replaced at all, 
or only at the cost, perhaps, of the full set, from which a 
single volume is missing; and books containing valuable en- 
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gravings, maps, ete. All such works, while they are indis- 
pensable to the completeness of a great Library, ought to he, 
and, for the benefit of the whole popul: ition, must be, so 
guarded as to reduce the risk of loss or injury to the minimum, 
It is not merely better, itis necessary, in such case to use 
the ounce of prevention. The pound of cure could never 
be administered. 

A catalogue is the only means by which, in a large library, 
books can be found. That is the only key to the treasures. 
It should, therefore, be so complete and so accurate as never 
to disappoint or mislead ; so plainly written or printed as not to 
try the eyes severely, and so accessible that no time is un- 
necessarily lost in consulting it. The card catalogue in Bates 
Hall is, perhaps, as good as can be expected, in the present 
state of things; but, with the limited room, its arrange- 
ment is necessarily inconvenient and cramped. When the 
system of card-cataloguing was first undertaken the method 
adopted was far less complete and serviceable than now ; and, 
in many cases, the titles were written, or printed in type so fine 
that it is difficult to read them. The work of remedying this 
defect has already begun ; but, at the present rate of progress, 
it will be some fifteen years before the catalogue will be made 
as complete and legible as it ought to be. The only way in 
which this Indispensable work can be brought to an early 
completion is by an addition to the cataloguing force. This 
can only be brought about by the employment of special 
help. The time of every one of the present Library em- 
ployees is fully occupied with useful, necessary, and legitimate 
duties. An additional appropriation should be made by 
the city ; or, perhaps, some generously disposed persons, who 
know the value of a really good catalogue, might furnish the 
means. 

This pressing need of the Library deserves special atten- 
tion. It is earnestly wished that a permanent fund of at least 
$100,000 might be secured, either by public grant, private 
subscription, or testamentary bequest, —or by all combined, 
— the income of which should be exclusively devoted, in per- 
petuity, to the Bates Hall catalogue. If this shall appear to 
some persons a large sum to dedicate to the object named, it 
should be remembered that, with the rapid growth of the 
Library, in the not distant future the requirements of this 
department will be immense. 

The Lower Hall catalogue, in its entirety, is inaccessible 
to the public. The only way in which books can be found is 
by personal application to the curator, or by consulting the 
bulletin-board, where the titles of later additions are dis- 
played in manuscript, or the printed quarterly Bulletins, in 
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which the books belonging to the Lower Hall and the Branches 
are arranged together. It seems to the committee that there 
should be a complete catalogue of the Lower Hall, more simple 
in form, perhaps, than that of Bates Hall. The latest printed 
catalogues of the Lower Hall have been as follows: One of 
works included in poetry and the drama, in 1871; history, 
biography, and travel, in 1873 ; art and science, and foreign 
books, 1881 ; fiction, 1885. Thusthereare at least five different 
printed catalogues, of various dates, as well as the Bulletin, to 
consult, before one can be sure whether the book one wants 
belongs to the Library or not. Many books are not easy of 
classification, and might readily be placed in one of two or 
three classes. A consolidated alphabetical catalogue, as free 
as possible from cross-references, to be issued as a supplement 
to those already in print, would be a great convenience, and 
probably would also bring into circulation many books now 
lying unused on the shelves. 

But if it is impracticable, for any reason, to supply such 
a catalogue, it is suggested that the printing, yearly, of class- 
lists of history, fiction, science, etc., for the use of the 
Lower Hall and Branches, shall be made a part of the regu- 
Jar work of the Library. ‘These lists could be made by 
classifying the titles, as printed in the three Bulletins pub- 
lished each year, and could be prepared at comparatively 
little expense. Such lists, mounted and hung on the walls 
of the Lower Hall and Branches, will, it is believed, give 
help often needed by the public, especially by young readers. 

In addition to what has already been said on this subject 
the committee presents here the substance of a special report 
made by the sub-committee on the Lower Hall :— 


The suggestions of this sub-committee seem to sum themselves up 
into one cataloguing: Ist, making the card catalogue accessible to the 
public; 2d, bringing the printed catalogue for history, biography, and 
travel down to date. It is now nearly fourteen years behind time in 
fields where the last fourteen years have made the most important con- 
tributions. Itis as if a great mercantile house should fail to advertise 
its best goods. ‘To fix the attention is a first principle in education. 
How much may we be losing in chance to educate the public taste, 
so long as we cannot call the attention of the public using the Lower 
Hall to the recent books in these departments of literature ! 

If the card catalogue were accessible to all those above a certain 
age, and the present superintendence of that catalogue continued, the 
difficulty would be partly solved; but the printed catalogue, especially 
just such an annotated one as the present down to 1873, is most 
urgently needed, and seems indispensable. 

Such a catalogue, once published, the committee believes would 
lessen the demand tor ephemeral fiction, and help to turn public atten- 
tion in a better direction, even if it would not result in a sufficient 
saving of money, now spent to supply the demand for lighter novels, 
to enable the ‘Trustees to increase the department and keep up the 
catalogue of history, biography, and travel. 
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The relation of the Public Library to the school can only partially 
enter into the province of this committee. The Lower Hall must, 
however, tuke the lead in any development here. It is the belief of the 
committee that a world yet remains to be conquered by the Boston 
Public Library; ¢.¢e., in establishing a vital relation with the public 
schools. Wedo not speak without careful consideration of results else- 
where. How to graduate the pupils of the schools into the Library, — this 
seems to be the problem: to make them know and appreciate that the 
city offers them a university, where the charges are nothing. We 
know that something has been done and is doing in this direction, and 
that adventures have been made in the hope of expanding the use of 
the Library through the schools. But, from the committee’s point of 
view, this is a matter which merits special attention of all who believe 
in a wide use of the Library. Ifsome one with a genius for this subject 
should devote a very large part of his or her time to a development of 
the latent possibilities a few years would tell an important story. In 
this connection the committee are glad that the lists of supplementary 
reading, prepared from time to time for the Lower Hall, and hitherto 
confined to its use, are now to be sent to the Branches. 

The committee would say, in conclusion, that it fully realizes that, 
with the present shortness of means and lack of space, many things are 
impossible which are highly desirable, and it submits this report with 
a strong sense of the present usefulness of the Lower Hall, and its 
faithful management, and also in the belief that in its present lies the 
promise of much more to come.

Since the Library was opened, in 1854, the total expense 
of carrying it on, including books, salaries, etc., has 
amounted to $2,283,369, —an average of $71,355 per year. 
The largest amount appropriated in any one year was 
$135,000, in 1875. The sum annually appropriated, of late 
years, has been $120,000. The amount spent for books has — 
aggregated $533,065, showing a cost per volume of the 
460,993 books in the Library of $1.15. Deducting the in- 
come from funds given for the purchase of books, — about 
$230,000, — the cost to the city has been only about 65 
cents per volume. For this trifling sum our city is possessed 
of one of the largest and best libraries in the world. All 
the additional cost of these priceless treasures of learning, 
as well as of more than three-fourths of the vast collection 
of pamphlets, numbering nearly 320,000, has been paid by 
generous donors from all parts of the world. 

The total expense of the British Museum since its estab- 
lishment has averaged over $107,000 yearly, of which sum 
an average of $13,000 per year has been spent for books ; 
while the average amount spent for books in the Boston 
Public Library has been over $24,000, nearly double the 
amount spent by the British Museum. It is to be said, 
however, that a copy of every book copyrighted in England 
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has to be given to the Museum, so that the sum paid for 
books represents only that spent for foreign or uncopyrighted 
books. 

The number of visitors to the reading-room of the British 

Museum in 1874 was 104,727 ; ten years later, 152,983, —an 
increase of 48,256, or 46 per cent.; in ten years. 
In the Astor Library, which is the great consulting library 
of New York city, the use of books, “which in 1876 agere- 
gated 143,545 volumes for the year, was, ten years later, 
166,561, —an increase of 23,016 Foluines: or nearly 17 per 
cent., in ten years. 

The use of books in Bates Hall, in 1876, aggregated 59,373 ; 
and ten years later 124,134, — an increase of 64,761, or 109 
per cent. 

These figures show more plainly than any words the value 
of the Boston Public Library, and the appreciation in which 
it is held. Notwithstanding the limited accommodations, 
and the great inconvenience attending the consultation of 
books in Oaates Hall, its use has more than doubled since 
13876. With the completion of the new Library building, for 
which every lover of reading is ardently longing, it is evident 
that the use of books will be only voverned by the capacity 
of the library to supply the demands upon it. 

What the Library wants, and ought to have, beyond every- 
thing else,is more money. Thatis needed for the revision and 
completion of the catalogue ; for the increase of the working- 
force ; for the purchase of new books constantly called for ; 
and for facilitating, in every way, knowledge of and access 
to the books that ard its shelves. With « every additional 
10,000 volumes the expense of administration correspond- 
ingly increases. Each Branch, also, adds to the item of sala- 
ries far more than to that for books. In the Central Library 
their are 80 persons; in the Branches, 66. Not one of them 
could be spared without serious injury to the efficiency of the 
Library. The number should be increased rather than 
reduced. A very large proportion of the persons now in the 
service of the Library have been there for so many years as to 
be thoroughly familiar with and efficient in their duties. Forty- 
two, including all but five of the heads of the eighteen depart- 
ments and branches into which the Library is divided, have 
been connected with it for more than ten years, and, of those 
who have been there a shorter time, the most are runners 
and persons employed in the merely mechanical work of the 
institution. It is evident that the Trustees have faithfully 
carried out the spirit of civil-service reform. 

The facts here stated are nearly all to be found in the 
annual reports of the Trustees; but the committee has 
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thought them of sufficient significance to invite renewed atten- 
tion to them, that all our citizens may realize more nearly 
the greatness of the work which the Library is doing at so 
small a cost. 

The committee feels called upon to make certain recom- 
mendations, some of which are repetitions of those made by 
former committees, and chiefly in regard to the administra- 
tion of affairs at the Central Library. 

There should be, in Bates Hall, a person whose sole duty 
it would be to answer questions of all sorts, and to direct in- 
quirers in their search for information. In this we ay the use 
of the Library would be greatly increased, and much informa- 
tion furnished which would save students and others a great 
amount of useless labor. Indeed, almost the only drawback 
to the complete fulfilment of the hopes of the founders of the 
Library is to be found in the barriers between the book and 
the reader. Every such obstacle should he reduced to the 
minimum. The catalogue 1s only one means of enabling a 
reader to find what he wants. It is sometimes as important to 
avoid what he does not want. Many a beginner in the use of 
a great library has wasted precious hours in searching the 
wrong trail, when, by intelligent answers to a few questions, 
he would have saved his time and trouble. 

The committee has found, also, a certain degree of separa- 
tion, or lack of sympathy or closeness of action, between the 
Branches and the Central Library. Each Branch seems to be 
carried on in its own way, as if it were the only library, and 
according to the plan or method of the Branch librarians. 
While, of course, a certain amount of freedom and individu- 
ality in the conduct of each Library will yield the best 
results, there ought, also, to be a general harmony of action, 
which draws its inspiration and guidance from the Central 
Library. To this end the committee recommends either the 
frequent inspection and personal oversight of the Branches by 
some officer of the Central Library; or, what seems still 
better, frequent stated meetings of the librarians of all the 
Branches at the Central Library, where they can compare 
notes and results with each other, and each learn what the 
other is doing, and so the combined experience of all be 
made common to each. While the most competent and skil- 
ful librarian cannot compel people to make use of a library. 
an incompetent or inefficient one can greatly hinder its use. 

It is also suggested that such a method might result in 
making the Library a sort of normal school for librarians, 
where persons wishing to qualify themselves for such a pro- 
fession may spend two or three years in a sort of apprentice- 


ship, learning, by actual experience, every part of a librarian’ s 
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duties, and so fitting themselves to become chief librarians, 
either of the Branches, when vacancies may occur, or wherever 
competent service of this kind may be required. 

There are several petty inconveniences, which, if they 
cannot be remedied in the present building, ought, if pos- 
sible, to be done away with in the new library, the erection of 
which is so eagerly looked forward to. One is the method of 
notifying an applicant for books of the result of his applica- 
tion. In the Lower Hall this is done by calling out the 
person’s name; in Bates Hall, by placing the book or the 
card on the table and waiting for the applicant to take it. 
Both these methods are undesirable, the latter especially ; 
for there is usually a considerable crowd at the one place of 
’ inquiry in Bates Hall, and some time is thus lost to the ap- 

plicant. The light in Bates Hall is also inadequate for 
readers, and especially for those consulting the catalogue. 
In the evening, particularly, when the gas is lighted, the card 
catalogue is in shade. Perhaps the ingenuity of some of the 
assistants might remedy all these inconveniences, to the great 
satisfaction and comfort of the public as well as of them- 
selves. 

Making every possible deduction, and considering every 
objection and criticism that can justly be brought against the 
Library, the committee has been more than ever impressed 
with a sense of its vast usefulness, and also with the excel- 
lence of its general administration. Every facility has been 
given to the committee for seeing it in all its aspects. Every 
portion of the Library has been at all times open to inspec- 
tion; and the members of the committee have, either as a 
body or individually, visited it at all hours. They believe 
that its work is as faithfully and efficiently carried on as the 
means at the command of the Trustees will permit ; and they 
have been gratified to find, in every part of its widely 
separated operations, that spirit of intelligent interest which 
no mere money-service can secure, and without which the 
Library would fail of a large part of its usefulness.

LIBRARIAN’S REPORT. 


To the Trustees : — 


Herewith I submit my report as Librarian for the year 
ending December 31, in which I have passed over, or lightly 
touched upon, matters contained in your own report to the 
City Council. 

The net increase of the Library for the past year has been © 
greater than for any other year within the last ten, the gifts 
being especially numerous and valuable. The contributions 
to the Library from all parts of the world, as will appear in 
Appendix IX., show the wide-spread esteem in which the 
institution is held. 

Many works privately printed, or not offered for sale, have 
been freely given to the Library upon intimation that they 
were desired, or have been sent as the voluntary act of their 
authors. 

Among the more notable accessions are: 

In Fine Arts Jahrbuch der Kioniglien preussischen 
Kunstsammlungen; Koehler’s American “etchings ; Book of 
American figure painters; Foreign etchings ; Portfolios of 
reproductions of Chodowiecki’s Kupferstichen, etc. ; Port- 
folio of eleven photographs of municipal buildings of Leeds, 
England; Chenneviére’s Les dessins du Louvre; Vachieds 
Fifteenth century Italian ornament; Audsley, Ornamental 
arts of Japan; Darcel, Les tapisseries décoratives du Garde 
meuble ; Brook Taylors Method of perspective (folio). In 
English County History the Archeologia Cantiana, published 
by the Kent Archeological Society, in 15 volumes, and pub- 
lications of the Harleian, Lancashire and Cheshire, Chetham 
and Camden Societies. In periodicals and transactions the 
Comptes rendus of the Académie des inscriptions et belles- 
lettres, in 29 volumes, completing the Library’s collection of 
the publications of the Institut de France ; the London Maga- 
zine from 1732 to 1783 (95 volumes) ; Westermann’s Monats- 
hefte, 1857-86 (60 volumes) ; the Revue d’artillerie, 1873- 
86 (24 volumes). In Oriental research, Benndorf, Reisen in 
Lykien und Karien (folio), the Indian antiquary, 1872-86 
(16 volumes); Mémoires publiés par les membres de la 
Mission ar chéologique frangaise au Cuire, and in general 


=) 
biography, Niceron, Mémoires pour servir a l'histoire des 
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hommes illustres, Paris, 1728-45 (44 volumes). The depart- 
ment of English family and county histories has been strength- 
ened by numerous accessions from purchases at sales in 
England. In American history the collection of early 
American prints which occupies a section of the Prince al- 
cove has also received important accessions. Pains’ have 
been taken to keep up with the latest productions of foreign 
literature in works of literary criticism and history. With 
the Bowditch fund for mathematical works 517 volumes have 
been purchased during the year. In American local history 
and publications of historical societies effort has been made 
to make the collection as complete as possible. 


CATALOGUE DEPARTMENT. 


During the year 28,967 volumes and pamphlets have 
been catalogued, and 84,994 cards, prepared in connection 
with this work, have been placed in the catalogue drawers at 
the Central Library and Branch libraries. This does not in- 
clude a special collection, numbering about 4,600 volumes, 
purchased by the Fellowes Athenzeum, the cataloguing of 
which is not yet finished. In this work intelligent aid has 
been received from the officers at the Roxbury Branch 
Library. 

A new catalogue for the Jamaica Plain Branch Library has 
been prepared, and is in the hands of the printer. New printed 
catalogues are needed in several of the Branch libraries, as 
well as in certain departments of the Lower Hall. The cata- 
logue of the miscellaneous works in the Barton collection 
has been completed and printed to the title Massachusetts, 
making 368 pages, and is in type through title Mercier. The 
Bulletins, with titles of new books and lists of works on 
special subjects, have been printed as usual, and the Index of 
Congressional documents has been continued. . 

The Index to the Bates Hall card catalogue is finished to the 
letter W. This, which forms a guide or key to the subjects 
of books in this collection, is contained in blank books, which 
can be consulted by those who wish. It is also duplicated 
in the cards in the catalogue drawers. 

The work of revision of the card catalogues of the Cen- 
tral Library has ‘gone forward steadily, and the result is 
apparent in their more orderly arrangement and increased 
use. 

By the two clerks at the northern end of the Bates Hall 
4,946 readers have been helped, and many more by the 
Librarian of this department and his assistants; 17,185 per- 
sons have been helped by the assistant in charge of the 
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Lower Hall card catalogue. Many are helped by other 
officers in this department of which no numeration is made. 
Changes have been made in the Branch libraries with a view 
to increasing the use of their catalogues. 


Bates HAtu. 


The circulation in Bates Hall has been satisfactory, both in 
the number and in the character of books issued to readers. 
There have been the same difficulties to contend with as in 
former years, arising from the lack of room for students, 
and, in general, from the faulty arrangement of the Library 
building. These obstacles cannot be overcome, and can 
hardly be mitigated so long as the Library is in its present 
location. In the proposed new structure it is to be expected 
that readers can be waited upon more promptly than at pres- 
ent, and can have greater conveniences in their investigations. 

The straitened condition of the shelves is felt more and 
more with each year’s growth of the collection. The custo- 
dian of the shelves reports that he is much embarrassed in 
trying to maintain the lines of classification. Already inroads 
have been made in the system. This stringency in shelf ac- 
commodation is perhaps most to be regretted in the case of 
large, illustrated works of fine arts; for many of them are 
necessarily located in places remote from the reading-room 
of Bates Hall, and in their transportation to and fram which 
they suffer more or less damage in their bindings. 


New REGISTRATION. 


The new registration, the fourth, begun Saturday, May 1, 
1886, is progressing favorably, not only at the Central De- 
partment, but at the Branches. 

The rule requiring a delay of two weeks before a lost card 
can be replaced is the chief difficulty connected with regis- 
tration, and causes some dissatisfaction. This regulation, 
however, should be strictly enforced, for the reason that 
many persons, after giving notice, find their cards. An 
average of 75 lost cards each week is sent to the Branches. 
Over 1,500 lost cards have been replaced since May 1. 
The registration work at the North-End Branch and at the 
Mount Bowdoin delivery station is included in the returns 
of the Central Registration Department. 

Losses of books issued to borrowers are so small as to 
be significant, only because of the remarkable state of things 
indicated. Tt i is certainly worthy of remark that in a library 
sending out a million of books only one in 17,000 should fail 
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to return, and that those lost are generally of the cheaper 
sort. 


Lower Hatu. 


In the Lower Hall there is little in the way of change in 
organization to report. The old complaint, once so _ fre- 
quently heard in the Library and outside of it, of the 
length of time required to get a book from it, seems to have 
completely died away. 

The reading of the Hall steadily appreciates in quality and 
variety. No figures, based upon a classification of only 
seven divisions, can properly show this, but such is the 
testimony of all who come directly in contact with the public. 
The more recent German books, in this Hall, have a circula- 
tion but little less than the more popular English ones. 

Wholesome recreation for the public is one of the functions 
of a popular library, and efforts have been made to provide 
this end in the examination and selection of lighter books 
adapted to readers of this class, especially to boys and girls. 
Where books have been found to be good, duplicates “have 
been procured, and the attention of young readers called to 
’ them, — a course which has exercised a wholesome influence. 
Many of these stories of Indian life, hunting adventures, 
etc., for boys, have been spoken of by teachers as a welcome 
relief from the sensational books which at one time seemed 
to be the only ones heard of by the average boy. No difh- 
culty is found in the circulation of these better books, and 
they have diversified and increased the attraction of the Hall. 

The express connection with the Branches and deliveries is 
steadily increasing ; the largest draft being made by the Ros- 
lindale and Mt. Bowdoin deliveries. 

The Librarian and assistants share the work of assisting 
readers, and the demands made upon their time and service 
grow more frequent, and vary from those of the seeker for 
the fairy story to the insatiate reader of fiction, or the student 
in quest of general information. 

It is impossible not, to regret that want of space and light 
and necessary accommodation for the public prevent the 
development of some ‘plans, and render impracticable others 
which would increase the usefulness of the Hall. 

The lack of shelf-room and of numbering capacity grows 
more serious each year. New alcoves would obstruct light, 
air, and passage, and add to the difficulty, rather than lessen 
it. ‘The transference of books to the galleries above would 
greatly increase the work of the runners. The use of the 
galleries, however, seems feasible, if a part of the work can 
be done by mechanical means. 
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BRANCH LIBRARIES. 


A general falling off in the circulation of books at the 
Branches is noticeable, and is the natural result of the 
multiplication of low-priced books of all kinds, with which 
the market is flooded. Many people prefer purchasing these 
to waiting for the one copy only with which each Branch is 
supplied. The withdrawal, early in the year, of a large 
class of sensational books for the young is an important 
item to be considered in connection with the diminished 
circulation ; this withdrawal reduced the number of juvenile 
books used, but not the number of juvenile readers. Bound 
volumes of such magazines for the young as St. Nicholas, 
Wide-Awake, and Harpers’ Young People, together with the 
works of travel for young people which have appeared in 
recent years, require a longer time for their reading than 
the class of books now not allowed to circulate. 

There seem to be at the present time fewer boys and girls 
who change their books every day than formerly. The 
eximple of the Lower Hall would tend to show that the 
diminished circulation will be ouly temporary, and that the 
diminution will be partially, if not wholly, redeemed by 
numbers representing a higher order of reading. 

To the stopping of the use of cards whose owners are 
either dead, or removed from the city, required by the new 
registration, may be attributed, in some of the Branches, a 
part of the decrease of circulation. This has especially been 
the case at the South Boston Branch. 

I would recommend to the Trustees that the rule pro- 
hibiting the duplication of works of fiction and books for 
the young, at the Branches, be modified so as to allow the 
better class of such literature, to a limited extent, to be 
represented by more than one copy of each book. This 
would act as a sort of compensation for the withdrawal of 
the large number of sensational works. 

The quarters in the Hancock School-house, used for the 
North-End delivery station, having been required by the 
School Committee, new AOconmmd aon: were secured at the 
corner of North Bennet and Salem streets. This station, 
which is carried on not without some annoyance to its 
frequenters and employees by rude boys, is, nevertheless, 
justifying its continuance. The number of readers for the 
eight months that the delivery was open is larger than for 
the whole of the preceding year, 

During the year the experiment was tried of direct com- - 
munication, by express, for the transmission of books at 
stated times between the Central Library and the respective

delivery stations. The success of the plan has fully justified 
it, and the result has given satisfaction to the citizens who 
draw upon the Central ‘Library through these stations. 

A new delivery station has been opened at Mt. Bowdoin, 
in connection with a reading-room, which is maintained at 
private expense; and there is every reason to believe, from 
the active interest shown by those who use it, that it will be 
a permanent as well as a vigorous establishment.

Nore.— The expenditures for books cover the cost of those chargeable to the trust-funds 
account, as well as those charged to the annual appropriations from the city, and also include 
such as are bought with the balances with the foreign agents at the close of the previous year. 

Bills accruing subsequently to the middle of March (when the last requisition of the year, 
payable April 1st, is approved) will be audited in the subsequent year’s account beginning 
nominally May Ist. In this way books added between March 15th and May Ist may be 
counted in one year, and paid for in the subsequent year. The cost of maintaining a branch 
after the first year makes part of the general items of the several appropriations. 

The money for books bought on seat gab of the Fellowes Athenzeum is spent under the 
direction of the book committee of the tvustees of the Fellowes fund.

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APPENDIX XXIV. 


TRUSTEES FOR THIRTY-FIVE YEARS. 


The Honorable Edward Everett was President of the Board 
from 1852 to 1864; the late George Ticknor in 1865; and 
William W. Greenough, Esq., from 1866 to the present time. 

The Board for 1852 was a preliminary organization ; that 
for 1853 made what is called the first annual report. It 
consisted of one alderman and one common councilman, and 
five citizens at large, till 1867, when a revised Ordinance 
made it consist of one alderman, two common councilmen, 
and six citizens at large, two of whom retired, unless re- 
elected, each year, while the members from the City Council 
were elected yearly. In 1878 the organization of the Board 
was changed to include one alderman, one councilman, and 
five citizens at large, as before 1867; and in 1885, by the pro- 

visions of the amended city charter the representation of the 
city government upon the Board by an alderman and a 
councilman was abolished, leaving the Board, as at present, 
consisting of five citizens at large.

To the Honorable City Council : — 


Having been appointed, under the new city charter, by His 
Honor the Mayor, and confirmed by the Honorable Board of 
Aldermen, I became, April 5, 1886, the first Superintendent 
of Bridges, and on that day entered upon the duties of the 
office. 

Previous to that date the several superintendents (or draw- 
tenders, as they are now called) of the Tide water bridges 
had the care of their respective bridges, and for a short time 
were under the supervision of the City Engineer, having 
been placed there by His Honor the Mayor, pending the adop- 
tion of an ordinance making provision for them, and the care 
of the inland bridges was vested in the Superintendent of 
Streets. 

And in accordance with the provisions of the eleventh sec- 
tion of Chapter 45, Revised Ordinances of 1885, I herewith 
respectfully submit the first annual report of the expenses and 
operations of the Bridge Department for the nine months 
ending December 31, 1886.

The existing regulations for the passage of vessels through 
drawbridges have been posted on the several bridges, as re- 
quired by law. 

The records of the number of vessels passing through the 
draw-ways, time of passage, kind of vessels, etc., as kept by 
the draw-tenders of the several bridges, fave been tabulated, 
and the totals are given in the summary, which will be found 
in Appendices A and D. 

A list of widths of openings for vessels in all bridges pro- 
vided with draws in the city will be found in Appendix B. 

The widths of the openings were measured by the City 
Engineer. 

A list of culverts, or small bridges, will be found in Appen- 
dix C. 

These culverts have been for many years under the charge 
of the Superintendent of Streets, but he now claims that they 
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should be taken care of by the Bridge Department; and to 
settle the question I would most respectfully ask that by a 
vote of the City Government they be transferred to this de- 
partment, and a sufficient appropriation made in order that 
they may be kept in good condition.

The Joint Standing Committee on Legislative Matters 
report the following drafts of petitions and orders relating to 
the City of Boston, pending before the Massachusetts Lesis- 
lature of 1887.

Ordered, That the Committee on Cities consider the expe- 
diency of so amending Chapter 266 of the Acts of 1885 that 
members of the City Council of the city of Boston may be 
eligible to serve on boards and commissions whose members 
receive no pay or salary. 

Petition of Brown, Durrell, & Co., and others of Boston, in 
aid of the petition of the Police: Commissioners of the city of 
Boston for authority to introduce and maintain an electrical 
police and patrol wagon system in said city. 

Petition of the City of Boston for the passage of an Act 
amending Chapter 354 of the Acts of 1886, so as to provide 
that the Fire Commissioners shall not authorize expenditures 
for the department of the Fire Marshal in excess of the sum 
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which will probably be refunded by the Commonwealth, 
unless provision for such outlay shall have been previously 
made by the City Council. 

Petition of the City of Boston for legislation to enable 
cities to dedicate real estate purchased for a certain public 
use to any other public use for which real estate could be 
purchased or taken. 

Petition of Henry W. Putnam and others, commissioners, 
that the City Council of Boston may be authorized to convey 
to lot-owners the whole or any part of the public cemeteries 
of the city. 

Petition of the Mayor of Boston for such legislation as will 


do justice to all residents of the Commonwealth whose weekly 


religious services are held on any day other than Sunday. 

Petition of the City of Boston for an amendment to the law 
establishing aldermanic districts for said city so that they 
may be made more nearly equal in population and voters. 

Petition of the Common Council of the city of Boston for 
the transfer of the powers and duties of the Board of Alder- 
men, acting as Surveyors of Highways or as County Com- 
missioners, to the City Council. 

Ordered, That the Committee on Cities consider the 
expediency of establishing a Board of Public Works for the 
city of Boston. 

Petition of the Second National Bank and others for the 
establishment of the police signal-service system in the city 
of Boston. 

Ordered, That the Committee on’ Cities consider whether 
or not it is expedient to make any additional changes in the 
charter of the city of Boston. 

Petition of the Police Commissioners of the city of Boston 
for authority to introduce and maintain an electrical police 
and patrol wagon system in said city. 

Petition of the Mayor of Boston for legislation authorizing 
the city of Boston to take such land and other property as 

may be required to construct the proposed new channel for 
Stony Brook. 

Petition of the City of Boston for authority to borrow 
money to be expended in payment for lands purchased or 
taken by the Board of Park Commissioners, etc. 

Petition of the City of Boston for such changes as may be 
found necessary in the act incorporating the trustees of the 
Public Library of the city of Boston. 

Petition of the Common Council of Boston to such amend- 
ment in existing laws as shall place the city of Boston on the 
same basis as other cities in this Commonwealth. 

Petition of the City of Boston for an amendment of the

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charter of said city so as to provide for 74 members of the 
Common Council instead of 72, as now provided. 

Petition of the City of Boston for the passage of an act “ to 
amend the existing laws relating to the police of this city, so

Ordered, That the Committee on Election Laws consider 
the expediency of placing the appointment of the election 
officers of the various voting precincts of the city of Boston 
with the Board of Police. 

Ordered, That the Committee on Election Laws consider 
the expediency of so amending Section 5 of Chapter 345 of the 
Acts of the Year 1885, in relation to naturalization, so that the 
returns referred to in said section shall not be printed. 

Ordered, That the Committee on Election Laws consider 
the expediency of reporting such legislation as will ensure a 
fair caucus at political meetings. 

Ordered, That the Committee on Election Laws consider 
the expediency of legislation, permitting the opening of 
polling-places, at State and municipal elections in the city of 
Boston, at an earlier hour than is now prescribed by law. 

Ordered, That the Committee on Education consider the 
expediency of legislation, providing that a State tax, not ex- 
ceeding one mill on the dollar, be assessed on all the taxable 
property of the State, to be distributed to the cities and 
towns thereof, on some equitable basis, toward support of 
public-school education. 

. Petition of the Board of Park Commissioners of the 
city of Boston for authority to make certain excavations 
and fillings, and to erect and maintain structures east of the 
westerly “line of Q street, extended northerly to the pro- 
posed reserved channel, as it now is or may hereafter be es- 
tablished. 

Ordered, That the Committee on Liquor Law consider 
the expediency of providing by law that: All fees re- 
ceived for licenses to sell intoxicating liquors shall be paid 
over within ten days of their receipt by the treasurer of the 
several towns and cities to the Treasurer and Receiver-Gen- 
eral of the Commonwealth, to be held by him as a special 
fund to be appropriated by law for the enforcement of the 
liquor laws, and the maintenance of pauper, reformatory, and 
correctional institutions.

Petition of the Mayor of Boston for a law providing that 
eight hours shall constitute a day’s work for all laborers, 
workmen, and mechanics employed by the city of Boston. 

Petition of Spear, Gregory, & Co. and others of Boston, 
for amendment of the law relating to the manufacture, 
storaoe, and sale of petroleum and its products.

of Boston, provided like authority i is eranted by the city. 

Petition of the City of Boston for such modifications of 
the Sunday laws as have been rendered necessary by the 
present social conditions of the community. 

An Act concerning the appropriation of money by cities 
and towns : — 

Section 1. Any vote passed by any city or town, in con- 
formity with the statutes, appropriating money for legal 
objects, shall be valid, if the sum total to be used for any 
general class of expenditures be so set forth, although the 
specific items in such class be not named. 

Provided, however, that the amount for a reserved fund 
or for contingent and incidental expenses, respectively, shall 
in no case exceed five per cent. of the whole amount of the 
sum so appropriated.

TWENTY-NINTH ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


TRUSTEES OF MOUNT HOPE 
CEMETERY, 


To the Honorable City Council : — 


The Board of Trustees of Mount Hope Cemetery respect- 
fully submit their annual report of the affairs of this 
institution during the year ending December 31, 1886, 
with a detailed statement of the receipts and expenditures 
during that period. 

The unexpended balance in the treasury on the first of 
January, 1886, was $1821.73. Subsequently an appropria- 
tion of $12,000 was granted by the City Council; and still 
later an additional one of $2,000, for the specific purpose of 
conveying to the cemetery a large amount of gravel, required 
for filling and grading certain portions of the grounds, and 
which had been purchased a few years previously for that 
purpose. Although the appropriation of $2,000 was re- 
stricted to the specific work for which it was made, the 
aggregate amount is presented as one grant in this report for 
the sake of convenience. 

The Trustees would here advert to a matter which they 
consider of great importance, and to which the attention of 
the City Council was called in their last annual report. 
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Although a large amount of gravel (some 2,000 cubic 
yards) has been brought to the cemetery, and judiciously 
used, a much larger amount remains untouched. ‘This 
material is valuable, and is much needed at the present time, 
and will not be less so for some time to come. By the 
terms of purchase this gravel, already paid for, must be 
taken away by the month of December of the present year. 
All that remains after that period will revert to the owner of 
the land. Considering the value of this material, and the 
necessity of securing it, the Trustees are strongly of the 
opinion that this opportunity of meeting an imperative want 
should not be neglected. They have, accordingly, coneluded 
to ask from the City Council an appropriation of $8,000 for 
this purpose. In pressing this subject on the attention of the 
city government the Trustees feel that they are but discharg- 
ing a duty which they owe both to the lot-owners and to the 
city of Boston, whose agents they are. 

The usual and greater portion of the labor during the past 
year was expended on the care and beautifying of the 
grounds; and the Trustees feel justified in saying that 
at no period in the history of the cemetery has it pre- 
sented a more attractive appearance than it did in the 
past year. 

Early in the season it became obvious that a new and more 
commodious greenhouse was needed, as the old one, which 
was greatly in need of repairs, was unable to meet the wants 
of the cemetery. Accordingly a new one was built, fur- 
nished with the necessary heating apparatus, and the old one 
put in complete order. 

It also became necessary to paint and repair the superin- 
tendent’s house, and out-buildings. This has involved consid- 
erable expense; but their condition was such as to demand 
immediate attention. 

One of the principal improvements effected during the 
year was the filling up with gravel, and grading a considera- 
ble tract of land on the left of the main-entrance of the, 
cemetery. This spot, which had been a blemish of long 
standing, has been covered with the required depth of 
loam, and sown with grass-seed. In another season, when 
further contemplated improvements have been made, this 
spot will, undoubtedly, become an attractive one for burial 
purposes. 

When the work of constructing the new pond was com- 
menced it was expected that it would have been completed 
long since. The successive Boards of Trustees have been 
disappointed in not seeing the end reached. The delay, 
however, has been unavoidable, for the reason that the work 
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could only be carried on at such times as the laborers could 
be spared from other indispensable duties. Considerable 
work, however, was, expended during the past season on the 
road bordering the pond, and further work on this object is 
contemplated during the present year. 

There were no fittsize lots graded during the past year, 
the number already prepared for sale having “been considered 
sufficient to supply the demand. There were 20. half- 
size lots graded: each containing 150 superficial square feet, 
situated in desirable localities. 

In addition to the new lots there were 210 single graves 
prepared, situated in three ranges, each range containing 
70 graves. There is a constantly increasing demand for 
single graves, coming from persons of moderate means, 
which indicates to the Trustees the direction in which a large 
portion of their efforts should be directed. 

In concluding their report the Trustees would again call 
the attention of the City Council to the necessity of making 
additional provision for the burial of the poor. The portion 
of the cemetery set apart for free burials will soon be inade- 
quate for that purpose. The Trustees do not deem it advisa- 
ble that the city cemetery (as that part where the poor 
are buried is called) should be enlarged by using the land 
between that and private lots bought from the city; they 
would, therefore, recommend that land adjoining the ceme- 
tery be purchased, and prepared so as to furnish a respectable 
burial-place for the helpless and indigent. 

The Trustees desire to inform the City Council that they 
have chosen Mr. John M. Galvin as their Superintendent, in 
place of Mr. John E. E. Goward. Mr. Galvin is a young man 
of intelligence and pleasing demeanor. He is well known in 
this city as a horticulturist of reputation, and his duties will 
doubtless be discharged with efficiency, and to the satisfac- 
tion of the lot-owners.

BEACON-STREET BRIDGE (OVER OUTLET OF Back Bay.) 


The bridge is in good condition, but will need sheathing in 
the spring. 


BEACON-STREET BripGrk (OvER Boston & ALBANY RaIL- 


ROAD). 


The approaches to this bridge have not yet been filled, and 
itis not in use. It should be painted. 


BERKELEY-STREET BripGe (OVER Boston & ALBANY 
RAILROAD). 


The floor of this bridge may be used with safety for 
another year, after which time it will be necessary to strip 
the bridge, renew a portion or the whole of the floor beams, 
and relay the floor. The bridge is of light construction, and 
it will soon be necessary to replace it. 


BERKELEY-STREET BripGE (OVER Boston & PROVIDENCE 
RAILROAD). 


During the coming season this bridge should have the 
under-floor repaired and the sidewalks concreted. 
BLAKEMORE-STREET BripGE (OVER Boston & PROVIDENCE 

RAILROAD). 


This bridge is in good condition. 


BoyLsTon-sTREET Bripce (in Back Bay). 
This bridge is maintained by the Park Department, and is 
in good condition. 
*Broapway Bripce (OvER Fort Pornt CHANNEL). 


The South Boston Horse Railroad Company have laid its 
tracks on this bridge, but have not yet run cars over them. 
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The removal of the iron flaps covering the opening 
between the draw and the fixed spans has proved of great 
advantage. This change was made possible by the removal 
of the iron floor-plates included in the repairs of 1885. 


The structure is in good condition. 


Broapway BripeE (OvER Boston & ALBANY RarILRoaD). 


The iron floor-system should be painted; otherwise the 
bridge is in good condition. 


BROOKLINE-AVENUE BRIDGE (OVER Boston & ALBANY 
RAILROAD). 


This bridge is in good condition, excepting that it needs 
painting. 


*CHARLES-RIVER Bribp@e (FROM Boston TO CHARLES- 
TOWN). - 


The westerly draw-pier, easterly fender-guard, and the 
sidewalks, have been repaired. Two of the trucks of the 
draw have been renewed, and a new engine and boiler are to 
be put in as soon as built. 

The settlement of the draw foundations continues, as be- 
fore reported. 

The bridge will require very extensive repairs in the 
course of a few years. 

It will be necessary to relay the paving on substantially 
the whole bridge this year, and in connection with this work 
to make necessary repairs on the roadway floor. The fender 

on the westerly side of the bridge will also need repairs. 


*CHELSEA BRIDGE (SOUTH) (OVER SOUTH CHANNEL, Mystic 
RIVER). 


The draw pier needs repairs, otherwise the bridge is in 
good condition. 


COLUMBUS—AVENUE BripGE (ovER Boston & ALBANY 
RAILROAD). 


The bridge should be painted ; but it is otherwise in good 
condition. 
*CoMMERCIAL Point, oR TENEAN Brings (Warp 24). 


With the exception of the under floor, which needs re- 
newal, this bridge is in good condition. 
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COMMONWEALTH-AVENUE BripGe (iN Back Bay). 


The bridge is in good condition. 


*CONGRESS-STREET Bripce (OvER Fort Point CHanneEL). 


The machinery for turning the draw will need repairs this 
year, and the bridge should be painted. Its condition other- 
Wise Is good. 

The work of deepening Fort Point Channel to a depth of 
23 feet at mean low water, which has been undertaken by the 
U.S. Government, will undermine the piling of the draw 
pier, and expose that of the draw foundation, and for this 
reason extensive repairs will be required both on this bridge 
and on Mt. Washington-avenue bridge. The original depth 
in channel at mean low water, of 10 feet to 12 feet, was in- 
creased by the Massachusetts Harbor Commissioners and 
private parties to 16 feet. 7 


DARTMOUTH-STREET BripGe (OVER Boston & ALBANY 
AND Boston & PROVIDENCE RaILROADS ). 


This bridge is in fair condition. 


*DoVER-STREET BripGE (OVER Fort Point CHANNEL). 


This bridge is in fair condition. 


*FPEDERAL-STREET Bripcr (OvER Forr Pornt CHANNEL). 


A recommendation that this bridge be rebuilt was made 
two years since. The repairs made since that time have been 
such as were necessary to keep the structure in safe condi- 
tion. Its construction is such that it may be continued in 
use for an indefinite time by renewing it by piecemeal; but 
that course is not advisable, and I renew my recommendation 
that the bridge be rebuilt as soon as the necessary funds 
can be obtained. 


FERDINAND-STREET BripGkE (OVER Boston & ALBANY 
RAILROAD). 


This bridge should be painted to keep it in fair condition. 


FRANKLIN-STREET FoOoOT-BRIDGE (OVER Boston & ALBANY 
RAILROAD ). 


This bridge is in good condition. 
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HUNTINGTON-AVENUE Brine (OvER Boston & ALBANY 
RAILROAD). 


The sidewalks should be replanked; otherwise the bridge 
is in good order. 


LinpDEN PARK-STREET BripGE (OVER Stony Brooxr). 


Plans and specifications were prepared in September for 
this bridge, and on October 12 a contract was made with 
Ross & Shaw for doing the work. 

This is a temporary wooden bridge, with wooden bulk- 
heads, in place of stone abutments, and was built to carry the 
extension of Linden Park street over the Stony brook. It 
was completed November 22, at a cost of $2,394.18. 


*MALDEN BripGE (FROM CHARLESTOWN TO EVERETT). 


The westerly draw-pier, fender-guard, and. draw-founda- 
tion have been repaired, and the bridge painted. The draw 
is old, but the bridge, as a whole, is in good condition. 


*MERIDIAN-STREET BripGe (FROM East Boston TO 
CHELSEA). 


The sidewalks need re-surfacing, a new set of wheels for 
the draw are required, and the bridge should be painted. 


*Mr. WASHINGTON-AVENUE BriIDGE (OVER Fort PoINnt 
CHANNEL). 


The fender-guard has been repaired. With the exception 
of the under floor of the draw, which needs renewing, the 
condition of the bridge is good. 

If the channel through this bridge is deepened repairs will 
be needed, as mentioned in report on Congress-street Bridge. 


NEWTON-STREET BRIDGE (OVER BosTON & PROVIDENCE 
RAILROAD). 


This bridge is in good condition. 


PuBLic GARDEN FOoT-BRIDGE. 
This bridge is in a dangerous condition, and should be 
repaired at once. 
SHAWMUT-AVENUE Brip@e (OvER Boston & ALBANY RatIL- 
ROAD). 


This Wailea is in fair condition. 
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SWETT-STREET BripGes (OVER SouTH-BAY SLUICES). 


These bridges were built in 1875, and were designed to 
_be temporary structures. The spruce piling of their bulk- 
heads’ is in bad condition, and the bulkheads should be 
extensively repaired ; otherwise the condition of these bridges 
is good. . 


* Warren Bripcr (From Boston To CHarLESTOWN). 


An additional entrance, 45 feet in width, has been made 
from this bridge to the property of the Fitchburg Railroad 
Co. The work was done by, and at the expense of, the 
railroad company. ‘The bridge should be painted, but other- 
wise is in good order. 


West CuestTer Park BrivGe (over Boston & ALBANY 
RAILROAD). 


The recommendation of former years is repeated, viz. : 
“To change the longitudinal crown of the bridge and _ its 
approaches to an easier and more natural curve.” The under 
floor is in poor condition, and the sidewalks should be re- 
paired. 


West CHESTER-PARK BripGE (OvER Boston & PROVIDENCE 
RAILROAD ). 
This bridge should be painted; otherwise it is in good 


condition. 


West RuTLAND-SQUARE FooT-BRIDGE (OVER Boston & 
PROVIDENCE RaILROAD). 


This bridge is 1n good condition. 


Wrinturop Bringer (FroM Breep’s Istanp TO WINTHROP). 


Is generally in good condition. 


Il.— BRIDGES OF WHICH BOSTON SUPPORTS 
THE PART WITHIN ITS LIMITS. 


* CAMBRIDGE-STREET BripGe (FROM BrieHron TO Cam- 
BRIDGE). 


The water-way through this bridge has been slightly 
widened by cutting away projecting timbers. The condition 
of the bridge is good. 
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CENTRAL-AVENUE BripGe (OVER NeponseT River, Dor- 
CHESTER LOWER MILLs). 


This bridge has been painted, and is in good order. 


* CHELSEA Bripce (NorrH, From Mystic River Cor- 
PORATION WHARF TO CHELSEA). 


The faces of the water-way have been repaired. The 
bridge should be painted and the fender-guard near the draw 
rebuilt ; otherwise it is in good condition. 


* EssSEX-STREET BRIDGE (FROM BriGHTON TO CAMBRIDGE). 


This bridge is narrow and ill-adapted to the large amount 
of travel over it. The under floor should be patched, a 
considerable number of stringers replaced, the sidewalk and 
one fence rebuilt, and the roadway sheathed. 


* GRANITE BripGe (FROM Warp 24 To Minton). 


The draw needs new timbers; otherwise the bridge is in 
good order. 


LONGWOOD-AVENUE Bripegk (From Warp 22 To Broox- 
LINE ). 


This bridge is in a safe condition, but should be painted. 
The construction of the proposed Riverdale Park will call 
for a new bridge at this point. 


MatTrapan BripGe (FRoM Warp 24 To Mitton). 


This is a weak bridge, and should be replaced by one of 
proper strength. This can be done at a moderate cost, and 
should be no longer delayed. 


Mitton BripGE (FROM Warp 24 To Minton). 


During the summer it was discovered that two of the stone 
piers which carry the addition to the old bridge were under- 
mined, probably by the freshet in February. Advantage was 
taken of a low stage of the river, and of the fact that the mills 
below the bridge were not using the water-power, to make 
the necessary repairs; and, with the aid of the mill-owners 
in controlling the water, the work was effectually done. 

Several of the bridge covering-stones of the old part of 
the bridge are broken. Repairs should be made upon the 
old portion of the bridge, the iron-work of the new portion 
painted, and the wood-work put in good order. 
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*NEPONSET BrinGE (FROM Warp 24 To QurINcy). 


The under floor should be relaid, the draw-piers planked 
and the sides of the water-way patched. 


*NortH Bracon-street Bripce (rrom BrigHtTon To 
W aTERTOWN). 


This bridge is in good condition, excepting that it will re- 
quire sheathing soon. 


*“NortH Harvarp-streer Bripck (From Bricuron to 
CAMBRIDGE. ) 


» 


The water-way has been improved and slightly widened. 
The draw-pier should be planked; otherwise the condi- 
tion of the bridge is good. 


SPRING-STREET BripGre (FRomM Warp 23 to DrepHam). 


This is a stone bridge over the Charles river, and is in 
good order. 


*WESTERN-AVENUE BripGE (FROM BricHton TO Cam- 
BRIDGE). 


This bridge is in fair condition. 


*WESTERN-AVENUE BripGe (From Bricguron to WaATER- 
TOWN ). 


The abutment at the Boston end has been rebuilt. Plans 
and specifications were made for the work, and a contract was 
made with Michael Meehan, dated July 31, for furnishing 
the new. material required, and for doing the work. 

The old abutment was removed to the level of the wooden 
erib on which it was built, and piles were driven in front of 
the old foundation, and cut off at the sume level. An abut- 
ment of new granite block-stone was then built, the stone of 
the old abutment being used for a new side retaining-wall, 
and for ballast in rear and in front of the new wall. 

The bent of piles nearest the abutment was renewed, and 
the portion of the bridge removed for rebuilding the abut- 
ment was replaced, using such of the old material as was 
found suitable. 

The bridge was closed for travel for about five weeks. 

The cost of the work was $2,690.88. 

The bridge is now in good condition.

Ill. — BRIDGES OF WHICH BOSTON PAYS A PART 
OF THE COST OF MAINTENANCE. 


ALBANY-STREET BripGE (ovER Boston & ALBANY RalIz- 
ROAD). 


A special appropriation for rebuilding this bridge was 
made by the City Council, and the execution of the work 
placed in this department. Under an agreement concluded 
September 15, 1886, the work is to be done jointly by the 
city and the Boston & Albany Railroad Co., as follows: 
The city to rebuild the northerly abutment, and furnish the 
iron bridge: the railroad company to rebuild the southerly 
abutment and pay to the city the sum of $3,000. In con- 
sideration of the expense to the railroad company the span 
of the bridge is to be made longer than formerly, so that 
room can be had under it for an additional track, the same 
to be used in connection with the railroad engine-house. A 
contract, dated Sept. 15, was made with Michael Meehan, for , 
rebuilding the northerly abutment. The old abutment was 
taken down, and 196 new piles were driven, to act in conjunc- 
tion with the old piles. ‘The heads of all piles were imbedded 
in a layer of Portland cement concrete 3 feet in thickness ; 
a foundation course of granite 2 feet thick was laid on the 
concrete, and the stone of the old abutment relaid, with 
additional backing. A new bridge-seat course was furnished 
and laid. 

This portion of the work is nearly completed at this time. 

The southerly abutment has been rebuilt in a similar 
manner, in its new location, by the railroad company, under 
the supervision of this department. 

Plans for the iron bridge have been prepared, and it is 
expected that the entire work will be finished early in the- 
spring. 


*CanaL BripGe (From Boston To CAMBRIDGE). 


*PRISON-POINT BRIDGE (FROM CHARLESTOWN TO 
CAMBRIDGE). 


*West Boston Bripgr (rrom Boston to CAMBRIDGE). 


These bridges are in the care of two Commissioners, one 
from each city, and the expense of maintaining them is borne 
equally by each city. 

Plans and estimates for repairs have been made fd the 
Commissioners from time to time, and the most extensive 


a. oe * 
hs 
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work of the year on these bridges, the rebuilding of the 
northerly sidewalk of West Boston Bridge, was done under 
the supervision of this department. 

Canal bridge has been strengthened by driving 55 new 
oak piles and adding 50 new hard-pine stringers. The 
roadway, in places, is still defective, and will soon require 
further repairs. The draw-piers are to be planked and the 
fence painted this season. 

Prison-point bridge is in fair condition, only ordinary 
repairs having been required. West Boston bridge has been 
repaired by rebuilding the northerly sidewalk from the draw 
to the solid filling in Cambridge, —a distance of about 1,400 
feet. 

The new Bae alk is of brick, on a layer of sand 4 
inches in thickness, and replaces a brick walk laid on sand 
and gravel about 2 feet in thickness. New stringers were 


added where required, and all old ones used were turned 


over. Kyanized spruce lumber was used for floor-planks. A 
new hard-pine fence was built the whole length of the walk 
repaired. The piling of the same section was repaired and 
strengthened in its weakest places, by recapping the old 
piles. 

The total cost of the work was $7,028.68. 

The sidewalk on the southerly side of the bridge will 
require rebuilding this year, and the remaining piles should 
be recapped. 

For further particulars see report of Commissioners, City 
Doc. No. 19, 1887. 


DORCHESTER-STREET BripGe (OVER OLp CoLony Rait— 
ROAD). 


This bridge is in good condition, excepting that the iron- 
work should be painted. 


IV.— BRIDGES SUPPORTED BY RAILROADS. 


Beech-street and Dudley-street bridges, over the Dedham 
Branch of the Boston & Providence Railroad, reported in 
bad condition last year, have not been materially strength- 
ened. Bellevue-avenue bridge, over the same railroad, 1 
also in bad condition. 

The bridges on Harrison avenue and Ww ashington street, 
over the Boston & Albany Railroad, remain in the same bad 
condition as reported last year. The railroad company have, 
however, made contracts for partially rebuilding the Harrisen- 
avenue bridge. 
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Adams-street bridge, over the Old Colony Railroad, has 
been rebuilt. 

The other bridges given in the list of those supported by 
railroad corporations are in fair condition, and require no 
special mention. 


MISCELLANEOUS WORK AND CONSTRUCTION 
IN 1886. 


BENNINGTON-STREET EXTENSION. 


In August an estimate was made of the cost of filling and 
rip-rap for the extension of Bennington street from Wads- 
worth street to Saratoga street. 


BOYLSTON—STREET BRIDGER. 


Plans and specifications were prepared for building the 
abutments and wing-walls for a bridge on Boylston street, 
over the Boston & Albany Railroad. The contract was made 
August 20, by the Superintendent of Streets, with Sylvester 
& Rowe e, and work was begun on August 30. On November 
29 work was discontinued for the w inter, work to the value 
of $18,867.50 having been performed. The work done has 
been the driving of the piles for the northerly abutment and 
wing-wails, completing the masonry of the abutment and 
easterly wing-wall to the grade of the railroad tracks and of 
the westerly wing-wall above that grade. In addition to the 
work done considerable stone has been delivered. 


EXTENSION OF EAst NINTH STREET. 


Plans and specifications were prepared for filling to grade 
that portion of East Ninth street between Old Harbor and 
H streets and rip-rapping the seaward slope. Owing to the 
smallness of the appropriation the whole of the work could 
not be done, and, therefore, it was decided to fill a portion 
of the street across the flats to grade 15 feet above city base, 
for a width of 25 feet on top, and to rip-rap the seaward 
slope from the bottom of the slope to grade 15. 

On August 28 a contract was made with Boynton Brothers 
for doing this work. They began work on September 1, 
and completed it on December 23, at a cost of $7,848. 


RaIsING THE GRADE OF BEACON STREET. 


Work was begun November 23, by the Boston & Albany 
Railroad Company, under a contract for doing the filling for

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raising the grade of Beacon street at its crossing of the 
fe 4. B.R. The work is not yet completed. 63,357 
cubic yards of filling had been deposited to January 1, at 50 
cents per yard. 

Plans and specifications were prepared for a wooden bulk- 
head on the westerly line of Beacon street, for a length of 
572 feet south of the railroad bridge. A contract was made 
on December 20, with Benj. Young, and the work is now 
in progress. 


PassaGE FOR Row-Boats THroucu BripGES OF THE 
CHARLES RIVER. 


In accordance with an order from the City Government, 
an examination, plan, and estimate of cost was made for 
providing a passage-way for row-boats through the bridges 
of the Charles river. 


WuarF at Lone ISLAND. 


An examination for a site for a wharf on Long Island was 
made in July. Plans and specifications were made, and a 
contract was entered into by the Board of Directors for 
Public Institutions, dated September 3, 1886, with William 
A. Norton, to build the same for $11,825. The wharf is 
substantially completed at this date. It is 489 feet in length, 
868 feet of which, however, is a bridge, 19 feet in width, to 
the wharf proper. There are three berths for vessels, and a 
depth of water 10 feet at low tide at the outer end of the 
wharf. A foundation has been provided for a coal-shed of 
600 tons’ capacity. The whart is built ina thorough manner, 
of oak piles, hard-pine caps and stringers, and kyanized 
spruce covering. <A road has also been surveyed and staked 
out from the wharf to the main building. 


BULKHEAD AT City PorntT. 


Plans and specifications were made for building a wooden 
bulkhead on Q street, South Boston, and a contract was made 
by the Superintendent of Streets for building the same, with 
Benjamin Young, the lowest bidder, for $1, 625. This bulk- 
head is about 500 feet long and 11 feet high for the greater 
part of its length. It was built on the land of the Marine 
Park, to retain the filling on Q street and to protect the foot 
of slope from the action ‘of the sea. The bulkhead has been 
ballasted, the ballast being furnished by Boynton Brothers, 
and the work is substantially completed at this date. 
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PROPOSED CAMBRIDGE-STREET BRIDGE. 


Estimates and preliminary plans for a bridge to carry 
Cambridge street over the tracks of the Boston and Albany 
Railroad at Allston Station were prepared and accepted, and 
an appropriation has been made for the work. 

By the plan adopted the dangerous grade crossing of the 
railroad, now existing at this point, can be abolished at a 
comparatively moderate expense. It is the intention to begin 
work on this structure early in the season. 


IN GENERAL. 


The usual large amount of work of a general character has 
been done during the year. Under this head may be classed, 
record plans, maps for Water Works and Park Department, 
copying, tracing, and “ blue printing ” plans. 


B.— WATER-WORKS. 


SourRcES OF SUPPLY. 


The supply of water from the Sudbury and Cochituate 
works has been ample and of good quality. On the Mystie 
works the supply was insufficient for a short time and tem- 
porary pumps were used to raise water from the lake into 
the conduit. 

The work of improving reservoir No. 3, by removing the 
shallow flowage, has been completed during the year. The 
shallow portions of the reservoir have been excavated or 
filled so that when the reservoir is full the water is nowhere 
less than 10 feet in depth. The mud, stumps, and other ob- 
jectionable materials were deposited in the shallow portions 
of the reservoir, raising those portions above high-water 
mark, and the gravel excavated was placed in front of these 
deposits so as to leave clean gravel slopes exposed to the 
water. ‘The work was done both by contract and day labor, 
and the whole work comprised about 276,000 cubic yards of 
earth excavation, 7,000 square yards of paving and rip-rap, 
and 12,000 stumps removed. The following statement gives 
the principal facts relating to the work done by contract : —

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FARM-POND CONDUIT. 


The conduit across Farm pond, connecting the supply con- 
duit from reservoir No. 1, with the main conduit to Chestnut- 
Hill reservoir has been completed and placed in service dur- 
ing the past year. 

The conduit is of brick and concrete masonry, built along 
the shore of the pond for a distance of 2,100 feet, thence 
across the pond a further distance of 1,700 feet. The shore 
section of the conduit rests on a foundation of sand or gravel 
and presented no special difficulties of construction; but 
across the pond the hard bottom was from 11 to 55 feet*be- 
low the surface of the water, overlaid by from 1 to 30 feet 
of mud, and in several places by 15 feet of quicksand. The 
plan adopted for this section of the work consisted in first 
driving ptles through the mud and quicksand a considerable 
distance into the hard bottom. On these piles, which were 
afterward used to support the masonry conduit, was con- 
structed a trestle supporting two parallel lines of railroad 
track, from which gravel was dumped until the surrounding 
mud was displaced, and a bank of gravel built up from the 
hard bottom to above the water-level of the pond. 

The trestle was then removed, the earth excavated, and 
the piles cut off and capped about 13 feet below the top of the 
trestle, with 10 x 10 inch spruce timbers. The caps were then 
covered with a flooring of 4-inch plank, upon which the con- 
duit of concrete and brick masonry was constructed, as shown 
by figure 1. 

The conduit is covered by an earth-bank 8 feet in width 
at the top, with side-slopes of 2 to 1, which are protected by 
stone-paving. 

The pile-trestle was built by G. H. Cavanaugh, at a cost of — 
$26,170.60. The gravel filling was done by Parker & Syl- 
vester. They deposited 59,010 cubic yards of material, at 
a cost of 47 cents per cubic yard. The contract for the 
masonry conduit was awarded to G. M. Cushing, of New 
York, and the work was carried on by him during 1884 and 
1885; but, owing to his failure to complete his contract with- 
in the specified time, the Water Board took possession of 
the work on December 1, 1885, and completed it by day 
labor. The total cost of the conduit was $157,837.97. 


HiGgu-SERVICE. 


Messrs. Moulton & O’Mahoney, the contractors for the 
Fisher-Hill reservoir, commenced operations for the season 
on April 10. 

The work previously done consisted in the removal of loam 
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from the site of the reservoir. The work of construction has 
been carried on during the entire season, and, in order to 
protect the work from the action of the frost, the reservoir 
has been filled to a depth of about 17 feet. The masonry 
gate-chamber has been completed, with the exception of 
the gates and superstructure ; the excavation and the reservoir 
banks are nearly completed, and about one-half of the 
puddle and concrete on the inner slope is in place. 
The total value of the work done to November 27, when 
work ceased for the season, was $52,821.15, or nant 70 
per cent. of the total amount of the contract. The work 
will probably be completed by July 1, 1887. 

The laying of the force and supply mains was commenced 

by the Superintendent of the Eastern Division on April 20, 
and continued until December 7. 10,018 feet of 30-inch and 
2,096 feet of 24-inch pipe have been laid. This work is now 
nearly finished. 
- The City Council having refused to ratify the contract, 
made in 1885, with H. R. Worthington, for pumping-engines 
for this work, specifications were prepared, and proposals 
for two high-duty pumping-engines advertised for. Bids 
were received from several parties, and the contract for the 
engines awarded to the Holly Manufacturing Co., of Lock- 
port, N.Y., the lowest bidders. The engines contracted for 
are to be those known as the Gaskill Compound Pumping- 
Engine, and are to each have a capacity of 8,000,000 gallons 
per 24 hours. 

The contract price for the two engines, without boilers, is 
$50,000. 

Plans for the pumping-station, and other work at Chestnut- 
Hill reservoir, are now being prepared, and the work will 
be commenced as soon as possible, in order that the works 
may be put in operation during the present year. 


West Roxspury HiguH—SERVICE. 


High-service works, for the supply of the highlands of 
West Roxbury, the construction of which was authorized by 
an order of the City Council, approved June 10, 1886, have 
been completed and placed in operation. The pumping- 
station is a brick building, located on the corner of Washing- 
ton street and Metropolitan avenue, and contains two duplex 
high-pressure pumps of the Knowles pattern, each of about 
400,000 gallons’ capacity in 24 hours, and two upright boilers, 
each 42 inches in diameter, containing 85 2-inch tubes 6 feet 
long. 

The reservoir, or tank, is situated on the top of Bellevue 
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Hill, which is the highest land within the city limits. It is 
24 feet in diameter, 40 feet high, and contains, when the 
water is within 3 feet of the top, 125,000 gallons. It is 
located on land which was given to the city for park 
purposes, and it is intended to enclose and protect the tank 
by a building designed to serve as an observatory, from 
which a very extensive view of the surrounding country can 
be obtained. 


DISTRIBUTION SYSTEM. 


The distributing mains of the Sudbury and Cochituate 
works have been extended 11.7 miles, and 2.4 miles of force 
and supply mains have been laid for the new high-service 
works. Two and three-tenths miles of the old tuberculated 
mains have been replaced by coated pipes of larger diameter. 
The distributing mains of the Mystic works have been ex- 
tended 10,606 feet, and 3,590 feet of the wrought-iron and 
cement pipe has been replaced by cast-iron pipe. 

About 1,850 feet of the 48-inch supply main in Beacon 
street, at the crossing of the Boston & Albany Railroad, has 
been successfully raised so as to conform to the new grade of 
the street. At the bridge the pipe was raised about 18 feet, 
the amount of the raising diminishing to zero about 900 feet 
either way from that point. 

The pipe was raised in the following manner: Piles 
were driven on each side of the pipe at intervals of 12 feet, 
and capped 6 inches below the raised grade of the street 
with 6x12 inch double girder caps. Between these bents 
of piles were driven intermediate bents, which were to be 
used to support the pipe when raised.. The earth was then 
excavated around the pipe, and chains and lifting screws 
placed in position. When these arrangements had been 
completed, the pipe was cut on each side of the railroad 
bridge, and the entire length from the bridge to the foot of 
the grade raised at one operation, without breaking the 
joints. As soon as the pipe was raised to its new position 
the supporting caps were fastened in place and wedges driven 
between the pipe and the 12x 12 inch caps. The. pipe was 
then connected across the bridge, all of the joints redriven, 
and the water turned on, after ahigl the bracing and timbers 
for the support of the railroad track were placed in position 
and the filling of the street is now being done. In order to 
avoid communicating to the water pipe the jar caused by the 
running and dumping of gravel trains on the trestle, the 
wedges between the pipe ‘and the 6x12 inch girder caps, 
which were bolted to the piles supporting the railroad track, 
were not put in until the filling was raised above the top of 
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the pipe. The pipe was thus supported independently of 
the railroad trestle. The water passes over the bridge in 
two wrought-iron pipes, 36 inches in diameter, connected 
with the 48-inch main at each end of the bridge by means of 
Y branches. 

In the East Boston District about 17,000 feet of 6-inch 
tuberculated pipe has been cleaned by means of a machine 
forced through the pipe by the pressure of the water. It 
has been found that the 4 and 6 inch pipes, which were 
laid from 25 to 35 years ago, will at present deliver only 
about one-fourth of the quantity that a clean pipe will supply, 
and that by this method of scraping and cleaning the 
capacity of these old pipes can be more than doubled. 


C.—MAIN DRAINAGE WORKS. 


The operation of the Main Drainage System has been 
generally satisfactory during the past year. 

The work of construction has been carried on during the 
year, and includes the building of fences, iron floors and 
staircases, machinery for removing sludge from the deposit 
sewers, the rebuilding of a sewer on Friend street, the 
building of Section 6 of the South Boston Intercepting 
Sewer, and miscellaneous and minor details incidental to the 
perfection of the system. 

Considerable work yet remains to be done to facilitate the 
operation and maintenance of the system, and to attain that 
condition of neatness which should be maintained on works 
of this character. 

The average daily amount of sewage pumped for the 
years 1885 and 1886 is shown as follows : —

Main AND INTERCEPTING SEWERS. 


The sewers, with their regulators, gates, and other appur- 
tenances, have been carefully examined and maintained in 
general good order. All iron-work is periodically inspected, 
painted, and repaired,and at the present time is in good con- 
dition. 

Machinery is now being perfected, by which deposits of 
gravel and sludge in the sewers can be more easily moved to 
places where they can be readily removed from the sewers. 
In connection with this work it will be necessary to build 
several man-holes, and new man-holes will also have to be 
built in several places, for greater convenience in inspecting 
gates at certain stages of the tide, and in controlling valves 
for flushing. 

The overflow sewers at Fruit and Livingston streets were 
cut off by the construction of the Charles River Embank- 
ment. ‘These should not remain closed longer than is abso- 
lutely necessary, as the capacity of the overflow in that dis- 
trict is comparatively small. 

The Main Drainage yard at East Chester park and Swett 
streets is small, and to do the work required to be done here 
it will be necessary to economize the room by removing the 
old lumber and junk now stored there, and by building a 
suitable shop. 


FRIEND-STREET SEWER. 


The pipe sewer in Friend street, between Travers and 
Causeway streets, has been thoroughly rebuilt. 
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Srotion 6, SoutH Boston Inrercertina Sewer. 


A contract has been made with Puttrill & Killian for build- 
ing this section of sewer, which will extend from the intersec- 
tion of Ninth and N streets to the intersection of Sixth and 
Q streets, and the work is now in progress. 


PUMPING—STATION. 


The working of the pumping-plant has been satisfactory 
during the past year. 

The following table shows the performance of the engines 
at the pumping-station during the year 1886 : — 
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Report oF Crry ENGINEER. On 


Iron floors and stairways have been built about the Worth- 
ington engines, and an iron floor has been put in the filth- 
hoist. 

A machine-shop has been fitted up in the engine-house. 

Comparative tests of various kinds of pump- valves are now 
being made, and, while the valves now in use have given very 
ood service, it is hoped that the tests will fur nish data by 
which these valves can be improved upon. 

The plungers of Engine No. 3 have been fitted with a 
metallic packing, which has thus far worked well, and has 
lessened the drip from the pumps. If, after another year’s 
trial, it should be found to be as satisfactory as at present, 
it will be advisable to apply it to Engine No. 4. 

The completion of the iron floor of the engine-house, and 
the building of a fence enclosing the grounds, will place this 
portion of the works in a neat and presentable condition. 


Derposir SEWERS. 


Larger pipes for conveying the sludge from the sewers to 
the settling-tank are now being put in place, and these, in 
connection with other improvements in progress, will greatly 
facilitate the removal of the sludge. 

The channel in front of the settling-tank has been dredged 
to such a depth as to float scows at all stages of the tide. 

The tow-boat “ William Woolley” is now undergoing ex- 
tensive repairs. 

The new dumping-scow built during the year has thus far 
worked satisfactorily, and with the tow-boat in thorough re- 
pair, and the two dumping-scows now available for the work, 
it is expected that the sludge can be disposed of as fast as 
collected.

TUNNEL. 


Tests to ascertain the capacity of the tunnel, as indicated 
by the value of C in the formula S = Ca/RI have been 
made from time to time since the works were in operation. 

The values of C have been found in the last two years as 
follows : —

The last test would indicate a slight reduction of capacity, 
but not enough to cause anxiety. 

At the middle shaft the débris has been graded, and a 
contract has been made with Joseph White, of Quincy, for 
1,100 tons rip-rap for the protection of the slopes around 
the shaft. 

At the east shaft the accumulations of grease, etc., are 
generally removed at intervals of two weeks, and they are 
never allowed to accumulate for more than one month. | 

As yet no means have been found for utilizing these 
deposits. 

At the east shaft nothing has yet been done toward grad- 
ing about it, or building the foundations for the pump which 
is to be set up at this shaft, no funds being available. This 
work should be done. 


THE FLUME. 


The flume is a temporary wooden structure, designed to 
last some years, until the embankment extending from 
Squantum to Moon Island has become sufficiently stable to 
safely support a masonry conduit. 

The flume has thus far served its purpose very well, al- 
though it has several times been used beyond the capacity 
for which it was designed. 

It has settled slightly in several places, but has been 
brought back to the original grade by wedging. The top 
planking and the tops of “the pile- -caps show signs of decay. 
‘The spikes used in the structure have become so rusted that it 
will be necessary to respike the flume this season. 
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Moon ISLAND. 


The reservoirs, and outlet sewers and their connections, 
have given entire satisfaction. 

In addition to the routine work at this point considerable 
work of construction has been done, including fencing, grad- 
ing, placing iron stairways, ladders, etc. 

The action of the sewage upon the submerged iron-work 
of the gates causes rapid deterioration of the smaller parts, 
and considerable leakage in some of the lower gates. Leaks 
once started seem to be rapidly increased by ‘the action of 
the running sewage. 

At the present rate of deterioration it will be only a short 
time before some of these gates will have to be renewed, and 
a wooden gate Is now beng built for trial as a substitute for 
the present iron gates. ‘Should this wooden gate prove 
satisfactory, and be adopted, the cost of gate renewals will 
be comparatively small. 

Four dolphins have been built on the line of the face of 
the new wharf, for the protection of steamers lying at the 
wharf. 

The old building used as a boarding-house for the work- 
men is unfit for the purpose during the winter months.

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D. — PARKS. 


For the purpose of making this report a complete record 
of the work of this department, the following statement, 
which was make to the Park Commssioners, and printed in 
their report to the City Council, 1s given : — 


Back BAY IMPROVEMENT. 


At the beginning of the year no work was in progress. In February 
a freshet occurred, which was the most severe one since work was 
begun upon this improvement. Rain began to fall on the morning of 
the 10th, and continued until the afternoon of the 13th. The total pre- 
cipitation was 5.86 inches, and the melting of the snow upon the ground 
added about two inches more. No injury was sustained et the Back 
Bay, and the covered channel, built under the direction of the Park 
Departiment, and the structures for controlling the flow of the water 
worked in a satisfactory manner. 

A small amount of planting was done in April, but all work was 
suspended on April 19, the appropriation having been expended. 
During the year no other work has been done except such as was 
necessary for the preservation of the property. 


ARNOLD ARBORETUM. 


During the year no work has been done except to sprinkle the drive- 
way and keep it clean. 


FRANKLIN PARK. 


Estimates were made in January of the cost of construction of this 
park. During the year repairs upon the buildings to prevent their 
deterioration have been made, but no work has been done. 


MARINE PARK. 


The wooden pier, begun in 1885, was completed March 26. This 
structure was described in the report for 1885. In May and June the 
outer end of the pier for a length of 354 feet was covered with a roof. 
Provision was also made for lighting the pier. The refectory building 
was removed to a site adjoining the entrance to the pier, and connected 
with Q street by a broad plank-walk. 


Woop IsLtanp PARK. 


No work has been done here during the year. 


CHARLES-RIVER EMBANKMENT. 


The contract for a sea-wall was signed Dec. 30, 1884, by Messrs. 
Parker & Sylvester, and work was commenced in April, 1885, and was 
prosecuted rapidly until the middle of September, when the work was 
partially suspended until an additional appropriation could be made, An 
appropriation of $50,000 having been made in November, work was 
pasted early in the spring “of 1886, and it was completed early in 
the fall 
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The work done under this contract consists of a sea-wall, and filling 
between the southerly side of Canal bridge and the northerly side of 
West Boston bridge. The original design was to build the wall gen- 
erally 200 feet from and parallel with the westerly line of Charles 
street. This was modified by a change in the line near West Boston 
bridge, making but one angle in the length of the wall instead of two, 
as in Charles street. 

At the two angles in the wall, as originally designed, it was intended 
to have boat-landings. ‘The change of plan, however, obliterates one 
of these angles, and the boat-landing was moved to the West Boston 
bridge. 

The sea-wall is about 2,223 feet in length, and is constructed of gran- 
ite masonry laid in mortar; it is 7.67 feet wide at the bottom, and 4.6 
feet wide at the top, and is capped with a coping of dressed granite 
5 feet wide. The granite backing of this wall was obtained from an 
old retaining-wall on the shore line. 

The foundation generally was a plank platform supported on piles; 
but for a distance of 420 feet the material was excavated to ledge, and 
split-granite masonry was used, laid without mortar. The wall was 
backed with ballast, and its front was filled to the grade of the top of 
the platform with gravel, and protected by ballast. 

The elevation of the top of the coping is 15 feet, and of the top of 
the timber platform 1.92 feet above city base. 

The greater part of the filling of the space between the sea-wall and 
Charles street has been done with gravel dredged from Charles river, 
above the West Boston bridge, it being a part of the work included in 
the before-mentioned contract, and the remainder is being obtained 
from the Health Department, the Court-House Commissioners, and 
various other sources.

EXPLANATIONS. 


Detail 1. ‘The amount required for general expenditures 
is considerably larger than for previous years. The Hos- 
pital now has 425 beds, which is an increase of 45 beds over 
two years ago. The two new wards for contagious diseases 
are approaching completion, and will be ready tor occupancy 
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early in the summer. ‘These add 64 beds to our present 
accommodations, and make a total of 489 beds. 

The amounts asked have been very carefully estimated, 
and are conservative and low in view of the increased capac- 
ity of the Hospital. Any less sum would necessitate limita- 
tion of the number of patients to be admitted. ~A curtailment 
of appropriation would require the vacating of some ward or 
wards. 

Detail 2. The furnishing of the two new wards will be 
necessary carly in the next fiscal year. The amount asked 
for is made up from careful estimates. It is a sum larger 
than can be spared from the general expenditures. 

Detail 3. This item is for the continuance of the published 
medical and surgical statistics during the five years ending 
1883. Three volumes of this series have been previously 
published. They are valuable as statistics of the profes- 
sional work of the hospital. 

Detail 4. The Trustees and the hospital staff are of the 
opinion that such a building as is required already and will 
meet the growth of population, cannot be built with the - 
money now appropriated. The amount now in hand will 
only allow a limited extension of the present one-story 
department for out-patients. The building should be two 
stories high, and of a capacity large enough to do the work 
required, and to accommodate the hundreds who daily come 
for treatment. It is both wise and good economy to build 
now such a structure as will meet the necessity. The amount 
asked for is that named by the City Architect, from plans to 
be seen at his office. 

This building is for the treatment of the out-door poor, and 
money appropriated for this purpose will go a great way in 
the relief and distribution of benefits to the poorer class of 
Boston’s population. |

In making the foregoing estimate of the amount required 
for the current expenses ot the cemetery, the Trustees would 
state that the average annual expenses for the ten years, end- 
ing with 1885-86, have been $31,664,35. 

The average receipts for the same ten years have been 
$17,458.31. This sum includes the amount received from 
sales of lots and graves. 

The sales of lots have fallen off during the last few months 
which, if continued, will require an increase in the appropri- 
ation during the year. 

In 1882 the city purchased a large quantity of gravel, 
located on a tract of land near the cemetery. 

By the terms of the purchase, the gravel must be removed 
during the present year; if not, it reverts to the owner of the 
land. 

It is of great necessity that all of this material should be 
brought into the grounds for the construction of lots and 
graves, and for the grading of avenues and walks. 

It is estimated that it would cost at least $8,000 to cart the 
quantity remaining into the cemetery, and deposit it where 
needed. 

The Trustees would therefore urgently request a special 
appropriation of $8,000 for this purpose.

Tt will be noticed from the above statement that there is an 
average yearly increase in salaries of instructors of nearly 
$23,000, which is necessitated by the yearly natural increase 
in the number of pupils. 

In addition to the increased amount necessary under ordi- 
nary circumstances, an increase of about $5,000 is requested, 
in addition to what was spent during the past year, to meet 
the demands of the Committee on ihtancal Training, who 
intend to open additional schools of that character during the 
coming year. 

The opening of the Hugh O’Brien School within a few 
months will require an additional expenditure; and the 
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increase of $28,295.58, for salaries of instructors, above the 
ainount spent this year, will undoubtedly be needed for the 
purpose. | 

The amount asked for salaries of officers is $57,760, a 
decrease as compared with the amount granted last year of 
$1,240. 

Under the head of School Expenses, the following explana- 
tion is offered as to the necessity of granting the amounts 
requested. 

The city is obliged by law to furnish free books and sup- 
plies to all pupils. The amount requested for text-books, 
drawing material, and stationery is $57,500, which is less, 
on a basis of 63,000 pupils, than 92 cents per pupil. This 
cannot be thought a large amount, considering the fact that 
many pupils in the High Schools require books to the value 
of over tifteen dollars, in addition to the cost of all other 
supplies, to carry on their studies. 

The sum of $66,000 is requested for fuel, gas, and water. 
Gas and water will cost not far from $10,000, leaving $56,000 
for coal and wood. The amount of fuel likely to be consumed 
during the coming year will be about 12,000 tons of coal 
and 200 cords of wood; and if the price of coal should be 
above $4.50 per ton, and the estimated amount consumed, 
the sum requested would not be sufficient. The school- 
houses recently acquired use a much larger amount of fuel, 

gas, and water, than do the older buildings, on account of 
improved methods of ventilation. 

The amount required for salaries of janitors is $106,000. 
The amount expended this year will be about $89,500, an 
increase of about $3,000 over that of the past year, caused 
principally by the occupation of new buildings, and addi- 
tional work required in the other buildings. 

The increase next year from the same cause will make 
salaries of janitors, on the present basis, about $92,500. 

A year ago the School Committee voted to increase the 
salaries to the extent of $4,500; but they did not put that 
action into effect, owing to the reduction in the appropria- 
tion. It is desired this year to increase salaries to that 
amount, which will make the sum needed $97,000. 

Again, it is proposed to pay the janitors weekly to conform 
to the manner of payment of similar employés in other de- 
partments, and the $97,000 before stated will only pay them 
to March 20, 1888; and, as at least five weekly payments 
must be made between that date and the close of the financial 
year, an additional appropriation of at least $9,000 will be 
needed to meet that contingency, making the total amount 
required $106,000, as above stated.

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The committee have included an estimate for clearing the 
snow from school-house yards, in accordance with a commu- 
nication from His Honor the Mayor, and the opinion of the 
Corporation Counsel that it was the duty of the School 
Board to do this work. The amount requested is $4,000, 
the committee believing that sum may answer for experiment 
during the first year. 

Your committee are of the opinion that a careful examina- 
tion of the other items under the head of school expenses 
will alone be sufficient to guarantee the granting of the full 
amounts requested. 

The committee having charge of the preparation of these 
estimates have considered every item very carefully, and 
they are of the opinion that every dollar asked for is needed, 
and should be granted. If the appropriating power thinks 
otherwise the School Board respectfully request that they 
may be informed what item or items can be reduced. 

The Committee on Accounts respectfully request that the 
City Auditor may be authorized to transfer unexpended 
balances from any one of the appropriations named to any 
other appropriation.

COMMISSIONERS ON PUBLIC 
CHMETERIES. 


To His Honor the Mayor and the Oity Council : — 


The order of the City Council, under which we are acting, 
instructs us to “investigate and report upon the condition 
and cost of maintenance of the public cemeteries now main- 
tained by the city, and also to report a plan for some differ- 
ent arrangement by which the city’s interest and expense 
may be limited to providing proper facilities for the burial 
of the poor.” In pursuance of this instruction we beg leave 
to submit the following 


REPORT: 


Mount Horr CEMETERY. 


The principal public cemetery of the city is that of Mount 
‘Hope, on Walk Hill street, in the West Roxbury district. It 
was established in 1851 as a private corporation. In 1857 it 
was purchased by the city, under authority conferred by St. 
1849, ch. 150, for $35,000. Its area was at that time about 
eighty-four acres, and four hundred and twenty-seven lots 
had been sold. In 1868 an additional tract was bought 
for $14,000, on Walk Hill and Sargent streets, and is com- 
monly called the Sargent purchase. This tract is about 
twenty acres in area; it adjoins the old cemetery on the 
north, and is enclosed with it. In 1878-9 a parcel of 
about two acres on Berry street, at the extreme westerly 
limit of the cemetery,-was bought for $4,500; and with this 
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purchase the cemetery reached its present dimensions of one 
hundred and six acres. About ten acres, at the western 
end of the cemetery, are set apart for the burial of the poor, 
and it is estimated that enough of this portion remains un- 
occupied to last for several years. Of the remainder, a strip 
in the southerly corner, along the boundary line of Calvary 
Cemetery and Back street, is devoted to single graves, and 
the rest to private lots. Of the latter 1,649 have been sold, 
1,222 of them since the city took possession in 1857. Of 
the available portion of the cemetery, — excluding the space 
occupied by avenues, paths, ponds, rocky and ornamental 
grounds, thickets and swamps, buildings, greenhouses, and 
the like, —fully one-half of the area appears, from a plan 
prepared for us by the City Surveyor, to have been sold in 
lots. We transmit this plan herewith. Between one hundred 
and two hundred lots are prepared and unsold. We give, 
in Appendix A, a table showing the appropriations made. by 
the city, the income derived from the cemetery, and the 
total annual expenditures since the city originally acquired 
its title, up to May 1, 1886. .The appropriations for the 
current financial year have been, thus ‘far, $14,000, and the 
income and expenditures will, apparently, be about the same 
as in recent years. The oravel- bank, purchased in 1882-3 for 
$4,500 for use in filling and grading lots and avenues, will 
be forfeited unless removed hefore December of this year. 
In the third column of the table we give the portion of 
the total income derived from the sale of lots and graves, 
which, it is seen, is more than half of the whole. The re- 
mainder has consisted principally of receipts for digging 
graves, care of lots, use of receiving-tomb, interest from 
trust funds, and other minor items. A considerable portion 
of this so-called “income” might well have been treated as 
capital, which it really was, and have been invested as an ac- 
cumulating fund for the general maintenance of the cemetery 
when all its land should have been exhausted. It has, how- 
ever, all been expended with the appropriations, — a process 
which, if continued, must eventually throw the whole expense 
of maintaining the cemetery upon the city treasury. From 
a business point of view we can think of nothing to be said 
in defence of such financial management, and an immediate 
change of some kind is evidently called for. The net ex- 
pense to the city has averaged about $15,000, annually, and 
it is evident that, if this policy were to be continued, this 
sum must, in the future, increase, as the remaining land grows 
less and the area of lots to be maintained grows oreater, As 
the city also pays, through the One heea of the Poor, the 
cost oF burying the poor, ‘the problem presented to us by the 
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order of the City Council is, to darise a plan by which this 
annual appropriation of about $15,000 may Pe done away 
with hereafter. 

Two ways of bringing about this result present themselves. 
One is to simply discontinue the annual appropriation 
altogether, and require the Trustees to bring their expendi- 
tures within the income derivable from the “cemetery itself, 
and so far within that income that such a fund as we have 
mentioned can be gradually sccumulated. In other words, 
to treat a part of the income, which now averages about 
$20,000 annually, as principal, and maintain the cemetery on 
the balance. 

We believe we may dismiss this plan very briefly, for the 
reason that there is nothing in the history of the cemetery 
up to the present time which affords the slightest encourage- 
ment to believe that it is practicable, and the Trustees them- 
selves do not seem to think it can be done. Its successful 
accomplishment would call for a more radical reform, and a 
more complete and abrupt change of financial policy on the 
part of the Board than we feel warranted in anticipating. 

The other way is to hand the cemetery over to the lot- 
owners, to manage as a private corporation at their own ex- 
pense, without aid from the city. 

If the lot-owners themselves are sufficiently confident of 
their ability to make the cemetery self-sustaining to take it 
off the city’s hands, we see no reason why they should not be 
allowed todoso. Beside the financial saving of about $15,000 
annually to the city, which is not an inconsiderable item, 
being the tax paid by about a million and a quarter of prop- 
erty, we believe the change would be a gain from the point 
of view of good municipal administration. The constantly 
widening field of municipal machinery as the city grows, and 
the difficulty of securing in all its branches thoroughly effi- 
cient and economical service, make it desirable to do away 
~ with unnecessary boards, even when they serve without pay. 
The appointing power is likely always to find it difficult 
enough to obtain suitable men for the indispensable offices 
without having to fill superfluous ones. The general dis- 
credit liable to be brought upon the whole municipal system 
by even petty mismanagement in some minor department, 
and the injustice thus indirectly done in the public estimation 
to many officers and boards of unblemished character who 
administer faultlessly the important trusts committed to them, 
are also strong reasons for abolishing such departments when 
practicable, whether mismanagement has actually taken place 
in them or not. 

Experience shows that the suitable burial of the dead may 
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safely be intrusted to private corporations, and that the re- 
sults are satisfactory both to lot-owners and to the public 
generally. The Forest Hills Cemetery, which was originally 
a public cemetery, but was transferred by the city to private 
hands in 1868, is a case strongly in point. ‘The financial 
management of such corporations is apt to be more business- 
like and economical than can be attained even in the best 
regulated municipal departments, and there is generally less 
promiscuous publicity about the regulation of the grounds to 
disturb the feelings and invade the privacy of persons whose 
relatives are buried there. Lots for burial are private prop- 
erty, and should naturally be under private management -and 
maintained at private expense, as much as pews in churches 
and other similar property. The resources of the tax-payers, 
and the skill of municipal administrators are sufficiently 
drawn upon to meet well the numerous obligations imposed 
upon the city by law, without seeking other burdens or re- 
taining them longer than necessary where they already exist. 

It has been suggested that the city should continue to 
maintain public cemeteries, because they serve, incidentally, 
as a kind of park or pleasure-ground for the people. We 
think, however, that this is an objection to them, rather than 
an argument in their favor; that it is apt to breed in the 
public. mind a disregard, or at least a forgetfulness, of the 
sacred character that belongs to the burial-place of the dead, 
which is rather mmjurious than otherwise to the public morals ; 
and that less, rather than more, frequenting of cemeteries as 
mere public loitering-places or idle pleasure-grounds, is to be 
desired. This feeling appears to be strongly entertained by 
many of the lot-owners of Mt. Hope, who complain of the 
frequency with which, during the summer months, some parts 
of the cemetery become hardly less than a picnic-ground. 
In view, also, of the elaborate and expensive system of parks, 
now being established i in all quarters of the city, it cannot be 
said that there is any need of maintaining cemeteries for the 
purpose of affording public pleasure-grounds, even if it were 
otherwise a desirable policy. 

The large investment which the city has made in this 
cemetery — $55,097.36 for the purchase of land, and 
$367,817.14 for maintenance (see Appendix A) —has been 
urged as areason for not giving the cemetery to the lot- 
owners. But this investment was not made with any view 
toa return of the principal to the city treasury, or to the 
receipt from it of a net income applicable to general munici- 
pal purposes. The land is taken out of the market when 
occupied by graves, and any return derived from it above 
expenses must be held, by legal requirement, in trust for its 
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future maintenance. The money already appropriated from 
the city treasury should be regarded as permanently dedi- 
cated to the burial-of the dead, — as a gift to the lot-owners, 
from which no pecuniary return was expected or can be 
obtained. The question now, therefore, is not one of getting 
back any of the money heretofore expended, but of stopping 
expenditure for the future. The transfer to the lot-owners 

can be in no sense regarded as a pecuniary benefit to them, 
for however successful their management may be they can 
derive no personal profit from it, but must devote all receipts 
to the maintenance and embellishment of the grounds. The 
immediate effect is the imposing of a bill of expense upon 
them; the ultimate effect can only be, if they are successful, 

a burial-ground which will be ¢ a credit and ornament to the 
city. 

It is, in our opinion, unnecessary now to discuss any further 
than we have done the question whether the past policy has 
been a wise one or not, and whether all the money has been 
judiciously and economically expended or not. It seems 
clear to us that for the future, at least, no public consideration 
whatever calls for the further maintenance of Mt. Hope as a 
public cemetery. ‘The lot-owners, as a body, are likely to 
take a warmer and more personal interest than municipal 
officers in its orderly and decent management, and it is 
peculiarly appropriate that the SOSA should be. in their 
hands if they so desire. 

The lot-owners seem anxious to take the cemetery, and 
three years ago attempted to get legislation transferring it 
to their control, but upon terms so unfair to the city that 
the project was very properly defeated. The plan then pro- 
posed provided for a joint management in which the lot- 
owners should have a controlling voice, and the city should 
practically pay all the expenses. Now they appear willing 
to assume the entire expense. Meetings of lot-owners have 
been held, and a committee appointed, with which we have 
conferred ; and at a public hearing which we gave, and which 
was extensively advertised, and largely attended by lot-own- 
ers, there was no dissenting voice upon this subject. Their 
counsel has prepared a Iraft of a bill embodying their propo- 
sition with such provisions as we thought necessary in the 
city’s interest, and we print it as Appendix B. 

We have asked the Board of Trustees for their views upon 
the subject, and invited them to appear before us. The presi- 
dent and one member availed themselves of the invitation, 
and, after an informal discussion, the president expressed the 
opinion that the transfer would be a good thing for the city ; 
and that, as a trustee, he should favor it in the city’s interest. 


. 
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At a meeting of the trustees, however, held subsequently at 
our request for a formal expression of their views, a different 
conclusion appears to have been reached, and a communica- 
tion to that effect was sent to us, which we print as Appendix 
C. We regret that the reasons for the Board’s conclusion 
are not more fully stated, that we might weigh them and see 
whether they would affect yur own judgment as to the city’s 
true interests. It is perhaps natural that the trustees should 
“find themselves unable to perceive that a more wise economy 
would be secured by the suggested change ;” but if the lot- 
owners do perceive it, we cannot see why it is not for the 
city’s interest to profit by the fact to the extent of saving the 
annual appropriation. We cannot feel the force of the trus- 
tees’ opinion that “the obligations assumed by the city 
towards lot-owners, could be more satisfactorily discharged 
by the eity than by any private corporation,” when 
the lot-owners themselves desire, with apparent unanimity 
and with great earnestness, to assume those obligations, and 
to discharge the city from the same. “The large amount 
already expended on the cemetery,” we have already spoken 
of as fully as we care to. As to “the value of the grounds 
still unused,” to which the trustees allude, we have already 
called attention to the fact that fully one-half of the available 
ground is already sold in lots. The remaining land is the 
principal source of future income, and therefore, the main 
financial inducement for the lot-owners to take possession. 

A large portion of the Sargent purchase, however, is 
unavailable for burial purposes, and yet has a substantial 
market-value for other uses. It comprises about twelve 
acres lying west of the side entrance on Sargent street, 
and we have arranged with the committee of the lot- 
owners and their counsel that if the transfer takes place 
this tract shall be retained by the city to be used or 
sold for any purpose except pauper burials. This was the 
most advantageous arrangement for the city that we could 
effect. We endeavored to reserve the whole Sargent pur- 
chase; but the lot-owners would not agree to ni on the 
ground that it broke up their front line on Walk-Hill street, 
from Back street to Sargent street, and cut off much of the 
best land remaining for lots. 

One of the trustees, Mr. French,-who has given the 
subject much careful study, and who attended the public 
hearing, admitted that a private corporation could manage 
the cemetery at much less cost than the city had done, and 
did not think that there was any immediate prospect of 
making it self-sustaining under municipal management. He 


So 
recommended, however, that the city should make consider- 
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ably increased appropriations for the next few years for the 
purpose of laying out the entire unoccupied land on a com- 
prehensive and artistic plan, expecting that the sale of lots 
would be thereby stimulated and the prices of them ad- 
vanced, and that each year something should be set aside 
toward such a fund as we have just spoken of. 

If we agreed with this suggestion it would be no part of 
our official duty to make a recommendation to that effect, as 
the order we act under evidently contemplates a plan for the 
cessation of expenses instead of their increase or even their 
continuance on the present scale. But we are unable to take 
Mr. French’s view. ‘The liberal appropriations of the past 
have so absolutely failed to even start the cemetery on the 
road towards becoming self-sustaining, that we cannot reason- 
ably anticipate reaching that result even if more liberal ones 
were made in the immediate future. One very great obstacle 
is the evident fact that the cemetery has, whether justly or 
unjustly, acquired a somewhat undesirable reputation under 
city management, and we think that fact would stand in the 
way of any very prosperous sale of lots, in spite of the most 
liberal expenditure of money and the most excellent land- 
scape-gardening. It would take a long period of continuous 
good management to give the cemetery a fair name, and 
make it popular. The fact that in six years, under private 
management, four hundred and twenty-seven lots were sold, 
while in thirty years, under municipal control, only twelve 
hundred and twenty-two have been sold, is a rather signifi- 
cant fact bearing upon this point. 

The transfer to private hands would besides reducing the 
expenses, in our opinion, give the cemetery at once a better 
name, attract more purchasers of lots, and probably enhance 
the price of the latter, so that, in the course of time, the very 
improvements, which Mr. French suggests, might be made by 
the new corporation from the income ‘of the cemetery , while, 
under his plan, they would have to be made by the city at the 
expense of the tax-payers. We base this belief largely upon 
the fact that many of the present lot-owners are evidently sen- 
sitive about the atmosphere of political jobbery and intrigue, 
which, rightly or wrongly, has gathered about-this cemetery, 
and the equally well-known fact that nothing so much repels 
persons intending to purchase lots, in which’ they themselves 
and their nearest and dearest relatives will some time be 
buried, as the mere suspicion of mismanagement of that kind. 
This is particularly true of the class of persons possessing the 
means and the taste which would lead them to pay high 
prices for lots. Mr. French’s ambition to make the cemetery 
an ornament to the city is a worthy and honorable one, but 
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we cannot refrain from expressing our decided conviction 
that it is quite as likely to be brought about by the lot- 
owners as by the city, and the tax-payers will, in that case, 
be saved the expense. 

In accordance with the above views, we recommend the 
transfer upon the terms mentioned as decidedly for the city’s 
interest, and as fair, and apparently acceptable, to the lot- 
owners. 

The burial of .the poor is now confined to Mt. Hope 
Cemetery and to the portion of it at the westerly end 
set aside for that sole purpose. A provision is inserted 
in the proposed bill by which the city’s poor may be in- 
terred there as heretofore, either by the city itself, or by 
the new corporation upon such terms of remuneration as shall 
be agreed upon between the corporation and the Overseers 
of the Poor. The transfer will thus neither curtail the 
city’s facilities for burial of the poor, nor increase the ex- 
pense of the same. If the city should retain the cemetery, 
no other portion would, in any event, be used for pauper 1n- 
terments out of consideration for the feelings of lot-owners 
and the injurious effect upon the price of lots. 

Certain lots have been sold under an agreement for per- 
petual care, the city agreeing to apply the income derived 
from the investment of the sum paid in for the purpose to 
the care of the ground within the lot. These lots number 
two hundred and thirty-two out of the total number of six- 
teen hundred and forty-nine sold. The fund thus accumulated 
amounted, on March 1, 1887, to $22,645, invested in city 
bonds, and if the proposed transfer is made, the annual in- 
come of this fund, about $1,200, will be paid by the city to 
the new corporation, to be expended by the latter upon the 
care of the particular lots entitled to it. The principal of the 
fund will probably have to remain in the hands of the city 
until the consent of all the owners of the specific lots for 
which it is established can be obtained to its transfer to the 
new corporation and to the release of the city from its 
obligation to them. 

As the order under which we are acting was probably 
passed in consequence of the statement of His Honor the 
Mayor, in his inaugural address, that “it would seem prudent 
to try to place this matter in the hands of the parties inter- 
ested, acting as a private corporation,” and his suggestion, 
that he “be allowed to appoint an unpaid commission to con- 
sider the subject, and to report a plan which shall be fair to 
the lot-holders, and yet shall relieve the city treasury,” we 
presume that we have, in the foregoing remarks, considered 
and reported upon the principal subject committed to us. 
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The terms of the order, however, are broad enough to cover 
the other public cemeteries, and we have, therefore, given 
them such attention as they seem to require. 


CEDAR GROVE CEMETERY. 


The only other public burial-ground owned by the city in 
which interments are still made to any considerable extent is 
the Cedar Grove Cemetery, on Adams street, in the Dorchester 
District. It wasestablished by the town of Dorchester in 168, 
under a special act, St. 1868, Chap. 68; but no interments 
were made until after annexation of the town to Boston, in 
1870. Its area is about forty acres, of which about seven- 
teen are unimproved and, to a considerable extent, unavail- 
able. The number of lots sold is six hundred and seventy- 
five. For the past four years all lots have been sold with 
agreement for perpetual care, and the total fund accumulated 
for that purpose was, on March 1, 1887, $21,751.12. We 
give, in Appendix D, a table showing the annual appropria- 
tion, the income, and the total expenditures of the cemetery. 
It will be seen that the annual appropriation has averaged 
nearly $6,000 for the past ten years. We consider that all 
the general reasons which we have given in favor of a 
transfer of Mount Hope Cemetery to the lot-owners apply 
equally in the case of Cedar Grove, though the expense to 
be saved by atransfer is not so large in this case. There 
has been no discontent among lot-owners, as in the case of 
Mount Hope, and no organized attempt to get the cemetery 
into their own hands ; and it is fair to the Board of Commis- 
sioners of the cemetery to state that, so far as we have heard, 
no complaint has been made against their management. The 
commissioners are themselves all lot-owners, and, therefore, 
take a greater interest in the cemetery than they otherwise 
would. After one or two conferences with them, however, 
and after they had themselves had an opportunity to ascertain, 
informally, the sentiment of the lot-owners generally, it ap- 
peared clear that the latter would like to take the cemetery 
off the city’s hands. At the public hearing no opposition 
was manifested, and we accordingly recommend the transfer. 
The Commissioners of Cedar Grove Cemetery, who also ap- 
prove of it, have prepared a bill for the purpose. As the 
latter is lengthy, and is almost identical with the Forest Hills 
Act (St. 1868, Chap 57), we do not think it is necessary to 
print it with this report. 
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OTHER Pusiic CEMETERIES. 


The remaining burial-grounds of the city are under the 
care of the Board of Health. With the exception of the 
Evergreen and Bennington-strect cemeteries, they are prac- 
tically closed to interments, yield no income, and are of 
comparatively slight expense to the city. 

Evergreen Cemetery is situated in the Brighton District, 
on South street, near the Chestnut-hill reservoir. It was 
established by the town in 1850, and its area is 602,230 
square feet. We give, in Appendix E, the appropriations, 
income, and expenditure, since the annexation of Brighton. 
It will be seen that the annual appropriation has for some 
years been $1,500, and the receipts about $600. As the 
latter have fallen off the appropriation has increased, the 
total expenditures remaining about the same, — a little over 
$2,000 annually. The perpetual- care fund is $800. No lot- 
owners have come forward offering to take the cemetery, 
and even if they had we should advise that the cemetery he 
retained by the city. Under the Public Statutes, Chap. 82, 
Sect. 9, the city is bound to provide at least one “ suitable 
place for the interment of persons dying within its limits,” 
and Evergreen Cemetery answers that requirement well and 
at slight cost. A very considerable space in the north- 
westerly portion of this cemetery seems to be well adapted 
for the burial of the poor, and the city might utilize it for 
that purpose to advantage after the remaining ground at 
Mount Hope is filled up, or even before that time for such of 
the poor as are brought from the parts of the city which are 
nearer to Evergreen ‘than to Mount Hope. 

The remaining cemeteries, sixteen in number, are all closed 
for burials, and the expense of their maintenance is about 
$4,000 annually. We give, in Appendix F, some information 
as to these cemeteries. We have no recommendation to 
make as to any of them, except that a considerable space in 
the Bennington-street cemetery might well be used for the 
burial of the poor.

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AN Act TO PROVIDE FOR THE TRANSFER AND MANAGEMENT OF 
Mount Hore CEMETERY IN THE City oF Boston. 


Be it enacted, etc., as follows : — 

Section 1 The proprietors by deed of burial-lots in the 
cemetery, known as Mount Hope Cemetery, in the city of Boston, 
comprising the lands acquired by said city under authority of chapter 
one hundred and fifty of the Acts of the year eighteen hundred and 
forty-nine, with any other lands since acquir ed. by said city as an 
addition to said cemetery, except the land described in section 
two of this act, are hereby made a corporation by the name 
of the proprietors of Mount Hope Cemetery, subject to all the 
provisions of chapter eighty-two of the Public Statutes so far as 
they can be applied thereto, except so far as inconsistent here- 
with. 

Sect. 2. The portion of said cemetery above mentioned as 
excepted from the operation of this act is a parcel of land in the 
north-westerly corner thereof, containing about four hundred and 
eighty thousand square feet, bounded and described as follows, 
to wit: Beginuing at the north-westerly corner of the granted 
premises at the inter section of Canterbury street and Sargent : street ;

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thence running easterly by said Sargent street seven hundred and 
fifty feet ; ie rige turning and running southerly at right angles to 
said Sargent street, by other land in said cemetery, six hundred 
feet; thence turning and running westerly at right angles to the 
last- Peationed course, bv other land of said cemetery, seven 
hundred and fifty feet, to land of Whittemore ; thence turning and 
running northerly, by a broken line, seven hundred feet, by. land 
of said Whittemore and by said Canterbury street to the point of 
beginning. ‘The land described in this section shall not be used 
by said city for purposes of pauper burial. 

Sect. 3. Immediately upon the passage hereof the city 
registrar of said city shall appoint and call the first meeting of 
said corporation by mailing written notice thereof to each of said 
proprietors so far as known, and by publishing such notice twice 
in some newspaper published in said city seven days at least before 
such meeting, at which meeting, if this act is accepted by vote of 
a majority of said proprietors present and voting, said corpora- 
tion shall be organized in the manner provided in the first sixteen 
sections of chapter one hundred and eleven of the Public Statutes. 

Secor. 4. Immediately upon the organization of said corpo- 
ration said city of Boston shall convey to it by proper deed 

said cemetery and lands referred to in section one hereof, to be 
held by it, so far as consistent herewith, for the same uses and 
purposes, and charged with the same duties, trusts, and liabilities 
for and subject to which the same are now held by said city, and 
the said corporation shall thenceforth bear the entire charge and 
expense of maintaining said cemetery and of the care of lots and 
graves therein, except as hereinafter provided, and to that end 


‘shall receive from said city the annual income as it accrues of the 


fund now held by said city under the provisions of section seven- 
teen of chapter eighty-two of the Public Statutes, and apply said 
income to the preservation and care of the lots entitled to such ap- 
plication, and the said corporation shall have in respect of said 
cemetery all rights, powers, and privileges, and be subject to all 
duties, obligations, and liabilities now had or sustained by said 
city in respect thereof, and shall fully indemnify and hold harm- 
less the said city in regard to the same. 

Sect. 5. The said city shall continue to have the right of burial 
of persons for whose burial it is bound by law to provide, in the 
portion of said cemetery at its westerly end now set aside for 
said purpose, and interments of such persons may either be there 
made by the said city at its own expense, or by said corporation 
upon such terms for the cost of preparation and interment as may 
from time to time be agreed on between the overseers of the poor 
of said city, with the approval of the mayor and the executive 
board of said corporation. 

Secr. 6. All sales of lots or rights in said cemetery heretofore 
made by said city shall be valid, notwithstanding any want of 
authority in said city to make the same. 

Sect. 7. This act shall take effect upon its passage.

Dear Sir, — Your note of the 11th inst., requesting the Board 
of Trustees of Mount Hope Cemetery to express to you their 


sense concerning the proposition to transfer the control of the 


cemetery from the city to the lot-owners, was laid before the Board 
at a meeting held yesterday. After a full discussion of the sub- 
ject, the Trustees reached the conclusion that it would be neither 
for the interest of the city, nor for the advantage of the lot-owners 
that the proposed change should be made. From their knowledge 
of the needs of such an institution as Mount Hope Cemetery, 
derived from their experience in administering its affairs, the 
Trustees find themselves unable to perceive that a more wise 
economy would be secured by the suggested change. ‘The Trustees 
also entertain the opinion that the obligations assumed _ by the city 
towards lot-owners could be more satisfactorily discharged by the 
city than by any private corporation. 

In conclusion, the Board of Trustees believe, in consideration of 
the large amount already expended on the cemetery, and of the 
value of the grounds still unused, that it would not be wise for the 
city to allow the cemetery to pass from its control.

APPENDIX F. 


A SKETCH OF EVERGREEN AND OTHER CEMETERIES CONTROLLED 
BY THE BoAarD OF HEALTH, WITH THEIR PRESENT CONDITION 
AND PROSPECTS. 


Ata town meeting in Brighton, held on November 9, 1849, a 
committee appointed to lay out and prepare ground appropriated 
for a cemetery reported that the main central avenue, from the 
front entrance on South street to North Grove, had been graded 
and put in suitable order for the purposes intended ; and that the 
timber, wood, and stumps, so far as was necessary to render all 
the avenues, paths, and cross-paths passable, had been removed 
and sold. The total amount expended for the improvements was 
$345.93, and the sum of $196.32 was received for the sale of 
timber, wood, etc., making a net cost of $149.61. On the recom- 
mendation of the committee it was voted that the grounds, avenues, 
paths, etc., be put in a proper condition for interments, without 
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delay ; that all the lots be staked out and numbered to correspond 
with the numbers on the plan, and that they be appraised and 
offered for sale, reserving for public burials the south-easterly 
corner of the ground, including the lots fronting the same; that a 
substantial wall be built in front of the cemetery on South street, 
and that suitable gateways and gates of durable materials be erected 
at the entrance ; and that a good fence be set between the cemetery 
and the land reserved on the westerly side, and marked on the plan 
as the line of division. The committee was further authorized to 
earry all of its recommendations into effect and prepare lots for 
sale, and that the price be fixed at $10 for each, and that the right 
of choice be sold at public auction as soon as said committee shall 
have prepared the same. On April 7, 1850, the same committee 
was empowered to continue its work, except that a fence of wood 
be built in place of a stone wall previously authorized.* On 
August. 7, 1850, the committee having completed its work the 
cemetery was consecrated with religious exercises. On August 
19, 1850, a final report was made by the committee, which says 
that ‘‘after duly preparing the grounds and lots, and building a 
receiving-tomb for the temporary purposes of interment, the com- 
mittee thought it proper to advertise and sell by auction such lots 
as individuals might select and purchase at a choice, and a number 
amounting to sixty were sold at a price for choice varying from $5 
to $20 dollars for each lot, amounting together to $1,031, on 
the first day of sale. ‘These lots have been disposed of, subject to 
such restrictions, regulations, and form of conveyance as the town 
may devise and adopt at this meeting.’ ‘‘ For want of time on. 
the day of the sale the committee adjourned the sale of lots to the 
26th instant, at 4 o’clock in the afternoon.” ‘‘It is respectfully 
recommended by the committee that the care and exclusive man- 
agement of the cemetery be vested in a board of three commis- 
sioners, to be chosen annually at the town meeting in March; and 
they have appended to their report a form of deed of conveyance, 
with rules of a similar kind used in other cemeteries in this vicinity, 
and which they would herewith recommend for your adoption. It 
is also recommended by the committee that the north-easterly, 
instead of the south-easterly, corner of the cemetery grounds be 
appropriated for a public burying-place; and it is further recom- 
mended, that the town clerk be provided with a suitable book, in 
which to keep a record of all deeds and transfers, and that the 
deeds be completed for delivery as soon as practicable, because 
many of the purchasers of lots are anxious to improve them with- 
out delay.” The committee also reported that the expense of com- 
pleting the cemetery was $1,139.87, and that the proceeds of sales 
of lots would amount to a sum fully sufficient to reimburse the 
town for all expenses incurred. ‘The report was accepted, and 
a good deal of discussion afterward took place on the form of a 
deed which had been prepared by the committee, and it was voted 
that the selectmen-be a committee to have the full care and man- 
agement of the cemetery for the time being, and adopt such rules, 
regulations, and restrictions as they may deem proper. It was 
further voted that any inhabitant of Brighton, who had_ not

already purchased a lot, might be allowed to select, from the lots 
not disposed of, one lot at $15, at any time previous to the next 
town meeting. The thanks of the town were voted to the cemetery 
committee, and the selectmen, asthe new committee, were instructed 
to make a donation in behalf of the town of one lot each to such 
individuals of the committee as have contributed much time and 
labor in the discharge of the duties intrusted to them. On 
September 5, 1858, the selectmen were constituted a Board of 
Trustees to take charge of the cemetery, and were authorized 
to expend not exceeding $100 for improvements. May 29, 
1854, the form of a deed for the conveyance of lots was 
adopted. On June 6, 1854, it was ordered that the new cemetery 
on South street be named Evergreen Cemetery ; that the cemetery 
be placed in charge of five persons, to be called the ** Cemetery 
Committee,”’ to be chosen by ballot every third successive’ year. 
Rules and regulations to govern the cemetery were adopted, 
and it was voted to sell that part of the cemetery lot lying 
westerly of the part laid out for burial purposes, containing three 
acres, two quarters, and rods. On May 23, 1845, the Treasurer 
was authorized to sell that part of the cemetery not set off for the 
cemetery at public auction. On April 24, 1860, a committee ap- 
pointed on March 7, 1860, recommend improvements which were 
ordered to be made. On November 16, 1866, a committee of five 
was appointed to lay out lots in Evergreen Cemetery, and fix the 
price for them; and on March 13,1871, it was voted that lots not 
put in condition by the owners before January 1, 1872, be forfeited, 
and revert to the town without compensation.. The price of lots 
was subsequently fixed at $200, and no change in that respect has 
been made by the Board of Health, which acquired possession of 
the cemetery in 1875. The area of the cemetery contained pro- 
vision for 2381 lots, 213 of which have been sold, and 18 are 
available at $200 each. When the Board of Health took the 
cemetery it was ascertained that many of the lot-owners, after using 
a portion of the same, would sell the remainder at a price varying 
from $100 to $150. The Board thereupon passed a regulation that 
the lots should not he divisible. and since then the sales of lots on 
the part of the Board have not averaged more than one per year. 
Many persons who have been pleased with the appearance of the 
cemetery, and have contemplated purchasing, have decided not to 
do so when told of the price of a lot, which price they regarded too 
high in view of the situation of the same. and the general expres- 
sion on the part of such persons has been that they could do better 
elsewhere, Mount Hope in particular being named. Out of an appro- 
priation of $5,000, allotted to the Board of Health for the care of 
all public cemeteries, the sum of $1,483 is expended on Evergreen 
Cemetery annually. There is also an income of between $600 
and $700 each vear derived from the care of lots, at $3 each, and 
the income from $500. which has been paid to the City Treasurer 
for the perpetual care of five lots. The total expenditure each 
year amounts to about $2,083. A superintendent, at a salary of 
$3.25 per day, and an assistant. at $2 per day, receive employment 
during the entire year, and an additional man is needed for a part 
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of the year. ‘The other items of expenditures consist in the hiring 
of horses and teams. The area of Evergreen Cemetery is 602,230 
square feet, and there is no restriction in the deeds prohibiting the 
interment of paupers. Of the area about 200,743 square feet are 
now unoccupied, and one-half of this space could be used for inter- 
ments at a moderate expense. A very large saving could be made 
by the burial of paupers, who die in Brighton and Charlestown, 
within the bounds of this portion of Evergreen Cemetery, while the 
amount received from the Overseers of the Poor for such burials 
could be used for the beautifying of the cemetery grounds, this 
amount being additional to the present appropriation for that 
purpose. 

The other cemeteries controlled by the Board of Health are the 
Bunker Hill and Phipps street, in Charlestown; Copp’s Hill, 
King’s Chapel, Granary, Central, and South, in the city proper ; 
Eustis street and Kearsarge, in Roxbury ; Walter street and West- 
erly cemeteries, in West Roxbury; North and South grounds, in 
Dorchester ; the Hawes, in South Boston ; Market street, Brighton ; 
and Bennington street, East Boston. A man is employed at Copp’s 
Hill who receives $600 per year; a superintendent takes charge of 
King’s Chapel, Granary, South, Central, Eustis, Kearsarge, and 
Hawes cemeteries, for $400 per year, and is paid extra for flowers 
and manure. One man looks after the North grounds in Dor- 
chester, at $640 per annum; one man is employed at the South 
grounds, Dorchester, at $200 per year; for taking care of the two 
cemeteries in Charlestown, $200 per year is paid; and the cost 
of looking after the Westerly burial-ground, in West Roxbury, 
and the Bennington street, East Boston, is $50 each per year. 
The tract of land known as the Bennington-street cemetery, in 
East Boston, was given to the city, and no charge is made for lots. 
One-third of the ground is yet unoccupied, and it would be advis- 
able to use some of that portion for the burial of such unfortunates 
as may be made a subject of public charge in East Boston or 
about the wharves of the harbor front. ‘This suggestion is in- 
tended to include only those interments which must be made 
solely at the expense of the Overseers of the Poor, as agents of 
the city of Boston, and the income from such interments might be 
placed to the credit of the Board of Health, to be used for the im- 
provement of such cemetery. By this means the alleged neces- 
sity of passing an order for the improvement of Bennington-street 
cemetery, now before the City Council, could be avoided.

ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


SUPERINTENDENT OF COMMON AND 
PUBLIC GROUNDS, 


Boston, January 25, 1887. 
To [is Honor the Mayor: — 


Dear Sir, — In conformity with the requirements of the 
revised ordinances I herewith submit my annual report of 
the Department of Common and Public Grounds from Jan- 
uary 1, 1886, to January 1, 1887. 

Permit me to state very concisely that, in consequence of 
the greatly reduced appropriation of last spring, the depart- 
ment has deteriorated to a degree that has called forth many 
severe but unjust criticisms of my management of the depart- 
ment. These criticisms come mainly from the owners and 
abutters of trees on the public streets, who cannot be made 
to understand that a work of such magnitude cannot be par- 
tially, much fess successfully, accomplished without a dollar 
of an appropriation for that purpose. Owing to the long 
neglect and disgraceful condition of the trees and a very 
strong desire to relieve myself of the appearance of blame or 
culpability, I beg to quote from my report of last year, City 
Document 55, page 7, upon this oft-repeated subject : — 
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“Tae SHADE-TREES ON THE PUBLIC STREETS. 


“There has been no matter connected with the department 
under my administration that has called forth such general 
and just condenmation as the mismanagement of our street 
trees during the past four years. Such a condition of things 


is to be deplored ; but, under the then existing circumstances, 


1 fail to see nt whose door blame can be laid. The statutes 
relating to the ownership, care, and management of the trees, 
were so contradictory, and their interpretation so inconsist- 
ent, that, while the trees were allowed to suffer, as usual in 
such cases, ‘nobody was to blame.’ To give a better idea 
of the management and mismanagement of the street trees 
during the past elght years, I cannot do better than to copy 
my review of the street-tr ee problem by the ‘ Boston Herald ’ 
of November 15, 1885: ‘ 


‘¢The shade-trees of the public streets of Boston, the Common, and 
Public Garden number about 24,000, though as this includes large 
numbers of dead and decaying trees, the number may be consid- 
erably less. For many years the statute law, as interpreted by the late 
Corporation Counsel, Hon. John P. Healy, left the whole subject of 
their custody, care, treatment, aud the power to deal with them in a 
somewhat nebulous state. When the present superintendent took 
charge of the department of Common and Public Grounds, in 1878, the 
trees on the public streets were placed in his charge, and he pr oceeded 
to treat them as best he could with the limited means at his disposal. 
In his report, dated Nov. 3, 1879, he gave the number of trees on the 
public grounds in good condition, damaged, and dead, and said that, in 
his judgment, the care, planting, and pruning of trees throughout the 
department should, for the next five years, at least, be made a specialty, 
us, owing to the neglect which they had suffered in past years, time, 


money, and careful training would be required to place them in a satis- - 


factory condition. 

‘¢ For the four years that these trees were in his charge, itis fair to say, 
he did all that the extent of his appropriation would enable him to do to 
improve their culture and appearance. By the interpretation of the law 
under Mr. Healy’s administration as Corporation Counsel, the custody 
ot the trees was vested in the hands of the Board of Aldermen, as county 
commissioners, having control of highways, ete. After the demise of 
Mr. Healy, however, his suecessor, Mr. Nettleton, the present Cor pora- 
tion Counsel, being called upon to ‘further inter pret the law, gave it as 
his opinion that the care of trees standing on streets of which. the city 


does not own the fee, unless such trees were set out under the authority — 


given by the Public Statutes (chap. 54, sect. 9) belongs to the abutters. 
‘They may trim or prune such trees at ple isure. If an abutter desires 
to remove or cut down a tree, notice of intention to do so must be given 
to the Mayor or Board of Aldermen. If the Board desires to retain the 
tree they must give notice of such desire within ten days, and the owner 
will be entitled to recover compensation for any damages caused by re- 
taining such tree. ‘The Board of Aldermen acting as sur veyors of high- 
ways, are authorized to cut down or lop off trees and bushes, except 
such as are needed for shade-trees, if the adjacent land-owners neglect to 
eut down and remoye such trees and bushes after thirty days’ notice in 
writing. 

In vase of immediate danger, however, it is the duty of the Superin- 
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tendent of Streets at once to trim or remove a tree which obstructs or 
imperils public travel. ‘Lrees standing on streets of which the city owns 
the fee are under the control of the City Council, excepting that the 
Board of Aldermen may remove any such tree as obstructs public travel. 
Petitions for pruning, trimming, or removing such trees must be made 
to the City Council. ‘Trees planted by the authority of the Public 
Statutes (chap. 54, sect. 9) are under the sole control of the Board of 
Aldermen, and cannot be trimmed, pruned, or removed without consent 
of the Board. ‘Trees planted by individuals, by permission of the Board 
of Aldermen, are the private property of the planters whether on a street 
of which the city owns the fee, or on a street of which the abutter owns 
the fee. 

- «The care of such trees belongs to the owners. The Board of Alder- 
men may, however, order such a tree to be removed if the public 
necessity seems to require it. 

‘This opinion was given under date of Sept. 25, 1882, and took the 
control of the street trees at once out of the hands of the City Forester, 
and placed it in those of the Superintendent of Streets. During the 
. time the former had charge he planted about one thousand two hundred 
young trees a year on the streets, and was getting them pretty well in 
hand. When, however, their care was given in charge of the Superin- 
tendent of Streets, there was no one in that department who knew how 
to properly treat them, and, as a result, there was a rapid deterioration, 
so that in 1883 when the City Forester caused a census to be taken of them, 
there were, out of a total 23,807 on the Common, Public Garden, and 
streets of the city, 449 dead trees, 243 decaying, and 10,741 that needed 
pruning, the latter being on the streets. ‘The following table will show 
the distribution of these trees and their condition in each seetion, includ- 
ing trees on Common and Public Garden : —

‘«‘ Previous to the time the care of the trees on the streets was taken 
out of his hands, the present superintendent made a practice every year, 
when the summer work was done up, — this was in August, — to dis- 
tribute his men in gang's, each gang in charge of a competent foreman, 
in various sections of the city, and cause them to overhaul the trees. lop 
off dead branches, trim them where trimming was needed, and in other 
ways improve their condition and surroundings. But under the 
administration of the street department little was done to improve 
the trees, while a great deal was done — not of course intentionally — 
to injure them. In cities, as a rule, shade trees have many 
unfavorable conditions to contend with, and the mortality among 
them is consequently very great. In setting curb-stones in new 
streets, the street department must cut off roots and otherwise 
mar the nutritive apparatus of trees. Then in laying sidewalks the 
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bricks are usually placed close up around the tree, not only covering its 
roots and depriving them of a proper share of moisture, but keeping 
the equally necessary air and sunlight from them. Then there is the 
poisoning of the tree by cowl-gas which more or less permeates the 
ground, especially on the streets where the gas-pipes are old and leaky. 
Take Charles street as an example of the persistence of these unfavor- 
able condition of tree existence, and it is a fact that at the present time 
about seven-eighths of the trees on that street are so much injured or de- 
cayed that they should be removed, while quite a number of them are 
dangerous. On Broadway, South Boston, there are 19 dead trees that 
should be removed at once. There are many dangerous trees on Wash- 
ington street, Tremont street, and other streets, while the street trees in 
East Boston are said to be ina very bad condition. Throughout the 
city there are many trees so badly gnawed by horses that they are liable 
to break off during a high wind. Lowever, for the better protection of 
trees a new and simple statute was framed by City Solicitor Bailey and 
passed by the Legislature of last year, and the Revised Ordinances of 
1885 has placed tue care of the trees again in the hands of the Superin- 
tendent of Common and Public Grounds, as the following quotation will 
show :— 

««* Chap. 42, Sect. 2. The said superintendent shall have the care and 
superintendence of the Common, Public Garden, and all the public 
squares and enclosures belonging to the city, and also of the trees in 
the streets of the city, which are in the charge of the City Council. He 
shall cause all statutes and ordinances, made for the protection of trees, 
shrubs, and flowersin the public grounds and streets of the city, to be 
strictly enforced, and shall institute legal proceedings against all per- 
sons violating such statutes or ordinances. He shall also perform all 
duties in regard to trees which may be assigned him by the Board of 
Aldermen.’ 

‘‘ Having had charge of the street trees for the past six months, I have 
learned cnough of their condition and treatment by the various superin- 
tendents of streets to know that they gave them a destructive rather 
than a protective care. Not very long ago I had occasion to call atten- 
tion to an act of official vandalism, which was outrageous, to say the 
least. One of the finest and-healthiest trees on Washington street, at 
the corner of Worcester square, was cut down, for what good and suffi- 
cient reason no man can tell. It was alleged that the tree was rotten 
and dangerous; but it was not. Since the trees reverted to my care IL 
have been at work as well as my limited means would allow, and have 
used the money out of my general appropriation for the purpose of re- 
moving dead or dangerous trees from the streets, cutting off dead or 
dangerous limbs from living trees, etc. Since May last I have 
acted upon 103 petitions for the removal of trees, which involved 
the removal of about 300 trees, and have on hand 94 petitions for 
the removal of nearly as many more. The mere cutting down 
a tree and taking up its roots are not all the expense involved: the hole 
has to be filled up and the sidewalk repaired: teains are required to 
cart away the débris made, so that altogether the average cost to the 
city for the removal of a dead tree is $145.00. I have received hundreds 
of letters of complaints in regard to dangerous trees on highways, but I 
have not had the means of attending to them. In this connection I 
recommend strenuously that the sum of at least $5,000 be specially 
appropriated for the complete renovation of the trees in charge of this 
department. 

‘* With this sum at my disposal I would commence at once with Wash- 
ington, ‘Tremont, and several other principal streets and avenues which 
ave most travelled, and make thorough work on them. I would re- 
move all the dead and decaying trees, all the dead limbs and dangerous 
branches of others. Of the living trees, the careful pruning out of 
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superfluous branches for the admission of light and air is needed: and 
I would also bestow proper treatment on the roots of many that are 
badly smothered, and require water, air, and light to assist them to 
continue their existence. There are, it is said, sections of some streets 
where the exigencies of business require that the trees should be re- 
moved ; but where residences are likely to be maintained they are de- 
sired and needed. When once set out and in successful growth, they 
are a fixture and a landmark for years. The plants we cultivate are 
usually only for a season, yet we would not dispense with them; but 
trees are for a lifetime, for generations, and deserve our first care to 
Start them rightly, guard them carefully, and bestow upon them the best 
care that a city can afford to these remnants of our aborignal forests.” 


From amongst the numerous complaints on this subject I 


beg to present the following as a fair example : — 


** To the Hditor of the Herald: — It is sad, painful, and lamentable to 
go through the streets of Boston and see the street trees, one of the 
most beautiful things of a city, barked and mangled in this and past 
years, by the teeth of horses. Many are struggling with feeble life, 
having nothing but a small thread of bark left, which horses could not 
conveniently reach, and others are utterly destroyed. It costs money 
and labor and long years to raise trees, and ’tis shameful to allow them 
to be destroyed in this way. If there is no law applying to this matter, 
it is high time there should be. In Chicago, a person hitching his horse 
to a tree, or allowing him to stand and mutilate a street tree, even if he 
set it out at his own expense, is sharply looked afte: and fined. Such a 
law is much needed here. Some time ago there was something said or 
done about a society for beautifying the city. If this has taken root, it 
is to be hoped that it will not overlook the beauty of the trees. 

‘*A LOVER OF NATURE.” 


It is pertinent here to state that we have on file, at this 
office, at the present writing, 470 petitions and police notices 
for the removal of dead and dangerous trees and for pruning, 
together with numerous letters. As $15 is a fair average for 
the cost of removing a tree, it would have cost, had I c.m- 
plied with the above number of petitions, $7,050. It will 
readily be seen that I could not possibly impose such a very 
great expense upon my greatly reduced appropriation, al- 
though I have removed or pruned such trees as were imme- 
diately dangerous. 

In carrying out a work of this kind and magnitude it should 
be borne in mind that the mere lopping of dead branches and 
the chopping of decayed trunks will not accomplish the de- 
sired results. 

The careful pruning out of superfluous branches, for the 
admission of light and air, without injury to the symmetry 
and beauty of the trees, is what is needed, and it cannot be 
done upon a large scale without the employment of intelli- 
gent and skilled labor. 

I have written diffusely upon this subject with the hope 
that this year’s city government will make a suitable appro- 
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priation to enable me to remedy the long and just cone 
of the public. 


CATERPILLARS. 


The subject of caterpillars is still one of unabated and un- 
interrupted interest. Asa sample of the many anonymous 
communications that appear from year to year in the daily 
papers upon this enigma, I append the following extract, as 
it is evidently the emanation of an entomologist. (?) 

“ Meantime the leaves are rapidly disappeari ing, while the 
worm safely bestows himself in a large cocoon in the inter- 
stices of the trunk.” 


These critics are more prone to theorizing than to practice, 


for such logic as the above would do credit to the intelli- 


gence of a ten-year-old schoolboy. 

And again we read of another genius at the “ West End,” 
whose experience with sean impels him to send the 
following to the Herald: 

“In the first place, the worms’ must be all taken from 
the trees, after which a paste composed of ashes, lime, and 
clay should be applied to the trunks of the trees. Following 
this, the roots should be dug around, and ashes thoroughly 
applied, which will kill all the old caterpillars which winter 
among the roots, and also the eggs ;” to which a correspon- 
dent replies in the following caustic paragraph : — 


‘<The plan of the gentleman from the ‘ West End,’ seems to be quite 
effective. Like the Irishman’s flea, he first ‘ catches him’ and then 
‘bastes and pastes’ him till he is not ‘thar.’ But inasmuch as the 
gentleman seems dubious about catching the ‘old’ caterpillar, * which 
(don’t) winter among: the roots, and also the eges,’ he would seriously 
recommend the ancient plan adopted by children. in capturing willy- 
water-wagtails, by simply throwing a little grain of salt upon their tails. 
Like whistling jigs to a milestone, “it is the easiest thing in the world to 
do when you ‘eet the bang of it. After a few more essays of ‘ How to 
get rid of cater pillars,’ 1 would not blame the dear creatures if they 
“died dead’ from sheer joy and admiration of the intelligence of their 
would-be annihilators.” 


In the first year of my superintendency, at the urgent 
request of my committee, I wrote the following upon. the 
caterpillar subject. Document 97, 1879. Report of the 
Committee on Common and Public Grounds, on the Destruc- 
tion of Caterpillars, and a Communication from the Superin- 
tendent of Common and Public Grounds upon the subject : — 


In BOARD OF ALDERMEN, Sept. 15, 1879. 


The Committee on Common and Public Grounds, to whom was re- 
ferred the order in relation to destroying caterpillars, beg leave to 
submit herewith a communication from the Superintendent of Common 


and Public Grounds, giving his views upon the subject. 
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A correct estimate of the cost of destroying the caterpillars, providing 
it should be deemed expedient to attempt it, cannot be made until 
the leaves fall and an opportunity is afforded for thoroughly examining 
the trees. 

The committee, therefore, defer making any recommendations until 
later in the season, when they will be better prepared to give such in- 
formation as may be necessary.

DEAR Sik, —In compliance with your request IT herewith submit a 
brief statement regarding the caterpillars that infest the trees on the 
Common and in other parts of the city, about which I think a very great 
amount of misunderstanding exists in the minds of many of the citizens. 
In passing along some of the paths of the Common the observer sees 
many of the trees covered thickly with cocoons, or the remains of them, 
and also with numerous white deposits of the eggs of the insects. An 
impression is prevalent, more or less vague, that these cocoons are or 
were the receptacles of reproducing caterpillars; and that the clusters 
of eggs on the trees, containing each from one hundred and fifty to five 
hundred eggs, were all the productive germs of living insects, really, 
as a newspaper writer has it, ‘‘to be hatched and developed into living 
caterpillars next season.” Were this the condition of things it requires 
no great stretch of the imagination to believe, that not only would the 
leaves on all the trees on the Common be devoured before midsummer, 
but the twigs and branches would also in all probability disappear. 

But the condition of matters does not so present itself to my mind; 
and just here I beg to be permitted to say that some efforts seem to be 
made by some parties to hold your committee and superintendent 
responsible for the presence of these insects on the trees this present 
season, and to exaggerate their numbers: while the fact is, the insects 
were about six times more numerous last year than the present, and for 
several years previously; yet little notice was taken of them, and this 
year the numbers are greatly diminished. Four or five years ago they 
were so numerous that the workmen swept them together in heaps on 
the paths. Your conmittee and superintendent therefore inherited these 
insects as a legacy from their predecessors, and believe the number to 
be rather on the decrease than on the increase. Whether this arises 
from efforts made last spring to destroy them, I will not presume to 
say; but I have no doubt that the operation which I propose to recom- 
mend during the fall, winter, and spring, will do much to eradicate this 
pest from the trees; or at any rate to diminish their numbers. It is 
well also to bear in mind the well-known fact that caterpillars of differ- 
ent species abound at periods on trees in certain localities, and that after 
a time they gradually disappear. The cause of these changes hus not, 
so far as I know, been explained by any entomologist. In the years 
1848, 1849, and 1840, these caterpillars appeared in great numbers on 
Boston Common, and some of the other streets, doing great damage, 
chiefly to the horse-chestnuts, which they devoured very much as they 
have done this year on Broadway, South Boston. They then disap- 
peared and gave place to the canker-worm, a different insect, which 
came some years afterwards. 

The canker-worms again took leave, and the present visitors returned 
four or five years ago, covering the trees and fences with their unsightly 
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cocoons, and making their presence more disagreeable in appearance 
than from what they really destroyed. The unusual manner in which 
these insects propagate their kind renders them peculiarly liable to de- 
struction by other insects, and these causes probably operate in destroy- 
ing their eggs. This accounts in some measure for their sudden disap- 
pearance from localities which they have infested. : 

After giving this matter very careful study and consideration, and 
from a careful examination of the trees, I have come to the conclusion 
that the extermination of these insects by artificial means, at the pres- 
ent time, is wholly impracticable. 

The city owns 22,254 trees; the city proper alone contains 4,783. Of 
these, more or less are infected with insects. Within and around the 
city are many thousands of forests trees, not owned by it, comparatively 
few of which have any care taken of them, or any provision made for 
the destruction of insects ; yet they thrive wonderfully weli, and develop 
their beauty notwithstanding. . 

I do not consider it wise or necessary to recommend an appropriation 


to clear the trees, or exterminate these insects, in the manner some’ 


have suggested to me, and I think the City Council would be fully justi- 
fied in refusing it. ; 

But no one interested in the preservation of the city trees will doubt 
or deny the fact that the trees belonging to the city are in a very bad 
condition and wofully neglected, and many are undergoing rapid de- 
struction from other causes, more than from insects. 

They need better protection from herses, and pruning to a very great 
extent. Some need their branches thinned out, and others shortened, to 
prevent their destruction by snow or storm, which is constantly happen- 
ing to them. This work ought to be done mainly during the winter 
and early spring, and cannot be done under the annual appropriation 
for the maintenance of the public grounds, such as has been voted the 
past two years; and while this was being done a great number of the 
ego-nests of the caterpillar which remained in a productive state should 
be destroyed, and thereby the risk of injury to the trees the coming 
season, which some have feared, would be much decreased. 

On one elm-tree on the Common I found one hundred and fifty-seven 
nests. Of these, probably not ten per.cent. contained living eggs, and, 
in my opinion, few of these now on the trees will be in a state to pro- 
duce living caterpillars by next May. 

It is also pertinent to state that, notwithstanding the apparently large 
number of cocoons on the trees, a comparatively small numoer of fully- 
developed caterpillars appears, and a very small amount of foliage on 
the trees has been destroyed, — not more than two on the Garden, and 
about half a dozen young Lindens on the Common. 

In conclusion, I beg to reiterate that the great objection to these creat- 
ures lies more in their unsightly appearance than in their destructive- 
ness. |

Still another cause of perpetual complaint, is the muddy 
condition of the gravel walks, when the plank-walks are re- 
moved in the spring, and before they are laid down in the 
fall, and, in fact, after each recurring rain-storm during the 
entire season. With the hope that the Committee on Com- 
mon will adopt some other process of walk-making that will 
be less expensive and more permanent than red gravel, and 
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be at the same time in harmony with the feelings and require- 
ments of an intelligent and exacting public, I beg to quote 
here from one of the many missives received by the depart- 
ment upon this subject : — 


DEAR Sir, — Some idiot has ordered up the plank-walk on the Com- 
mon about a month before the usual time, and the work of taking up 
has commenced, of course, upon the muddiest path. Having wallowed 
through the mud this morning, Iam sure you would confer a benetit 
upon the public by using your influence to instil a little common sense 
into the department. 


In reply to this unjust criticism, I beg to remind the 
author that the superintendent can control neither the season 
nor the elements, nor can he retard Nature in its work. Con- 
sequently, if the season opens up early, the general work of 
the department has to be pushed forward, in order to keep 
apace with the rapidly advancing season. Therefore, to do 
the work intelligently and economically, I am obliged to 
remove the plank-walks in order to proceed with the spring 
work. In my report of last year I wrote upon this subject as 
foHows -— 

During the early spring, after the plank-walks are taken up, and in 
the early fall, before they are laid down, after each of the continually 
recurring rain-storms which are so frequent during these seasons, the 
gravel walks are in a soft, muddy, and uncomfortable condition for the 
public to wade through. This is particularly so at the West-st. gate, 
which is the principal point of entrance and exit to and from the Com- 
mon. The flagging on the railroad walk (so called) is completely 
worn out, and so badly dished that after each rainstorm the walk is 
almost impassable. Besides, the flagging has always been too narrow 
for the immense concourse of people that passes to and from the south- 
ern section of the city. To relay this walk with flagging of a suitable 
width would cost at least 40 cents per square foot, or, in round figures, 
$5,050. The whole of this walk can be laid in concrete from gutter to 
gutter, average width 194 feet, for 8 cents (or perhaps less) per square 
yard, or, $2,500. It will rest with the committee to decide whether it 
will be economy or not to recommend the concreting of all the princi- 
pal waiks. 


The removal, relaying, lumber, and carpentry of ‘plank- 
walks is quite a large item of annual expense, and when we 
consider the additional outlay for red gravel, the walks of 
the department become an expensive luxury that very few 
cities, if any, outside of Boston indulge in. | 

From -my experience of the cost of this particular work, - 
during the past nine years, I am convinced that every walk 
on the Common could have been concreted, which, as a mat- 
ter of labor-saving, would yield a handsome dividend into the 
city treasury. 1 am well aware that concreting is looked 
npon with more or less suspicion as being detrimental to the 
growth of trees. Such, however, is not the fact. Many of 
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the walks upon the Common have been concreted for years, 


yet the trees in their immediate vicinity are as sound, vigor- 


ous, and healthy as those on any other part of the Gowen 
In Central Park, New York, all the pedestrian walks are 
concreted without causing any noticeably bad result to the 
trees, and] presume that this is true of all the parks through- 
out the country. As a beginning, ] am directed by the 
chairman of my committee to ask for a special appropriation 
of $5,000 for concreting the walk on the Common from Park- 
square entrance to Park-street church. J am also convinced 
that a great deal might be said in commendation of the ex- 
cellent qualities of red gravel, more especially of its softness, 
ease, and adaptability to the eye as well as of its elasticity 
and smoothness under foot. But does it answer the require- 
ments of the public, and does it pay financially or economi- 
cally? This question is one for the Committee on Common 
and Public Grounds to determine. 

It always seemed sound logic to me “that if a thing is worth 
doing at all it is worth doing well;” or, in other words, if -a 
thing is not worth doing well it is not worth doing at all. 
So it is with the Public Garden, the Common, and all the 
parks and squares throughout the department, —forty- eight 
in number. In consequence of the reduction of the appropri- 
ation, the greater number of the parks and squares could not 
be fertilized ; and, if this system of starving our grass-lawns 
be continued, we shall have, in due time, an overwhelming 
increase of our already too abundant crop of dandelions, plan- 
tains, arnica, wire-weed, ete., which, to eradicate, will cost in 
the end much more than a liberal supply of preventatives. 
Let us consider for a moment that we have about 130 acres of 
lawn-grass which is mown once a week from the micdle of April 
to the first of October. To keep up this continuous strain on 
the soil without an abundance of nourishment must inevitably 
result in the destruction of the grass-swards. 

For the same reason, very little sodding was done on the 
Public Garden or Common during the past season 5 and, as a 
result, the lawns bordering on the Park-street and Beacon- 
street malls, as well as other prominent sections of these 
popular retreats, became very unsightly, and caused many 
uncomplimentary remarks on the management. 

Likewise the gravel-walks throughout the department were 
unavoidably neglected. In the absence of fine, smooth 
walks, the public had to content itself with travelling over 
rough, uneven, gritty, pebbly walks. If we stop for a 
moment to consider the number of gravel-walks contained in 
the forty-eight parks and squares of ‘the department, it will be 
readily understood that it must necessarily require a great 
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amount of labor and material to keep them up to a creditable 
standard. 


PLANK—W ALKS. 


The gradual and steady increase in the number and extent 
of the plank-walks on the Common, Public Garden, and 
various other parks and squares, included in the char ge of 
this department, is a noticeable feature, and must be apparent 
to those who have occasion to travel across them daily. In 
the winter of 1878-79 there were on the Common plank- 
walks on the Tremont-street mall, the Railroad walk (so 
ealled) from Park square to West-street gate, the walk from 
Park-street and Tremont-street gate across to Spruce street, 
and on the walk up to and around the soldiers’ monument. 

On the Public Garden there was a plank-walk across 
from Arlington, opposite Commonwealth avenue, to Charles 
street at the centre of the garden, another from the same 
point on Arlington street to tie gate at the corner of Charles 
and Beacon streets, and also one to the “ sanitary ” thereon. 
At the present time the Common appears to be a complete 
~ network of plank-walks, while the Public Garden has nearly 
nll its main avenues covered with them. There are now on 
the Common — ;

In all there are on the Common 18,195 feet in length, 
having a superticial area of over 76,000 square feet. 

On the Public Garden there are 5,145 feet of plank-walk 
ranging from 2 to 4 feet in width, having a total area of 
18, 975 square feet. 

Blackstone square has 996 feet of 34 and 4 feet walks, 
having an area of 3,628 square feet. 

Franklin ae has 1,071 feet of 31 and 4 feet walks, 
having an area of 3,880 square feet. 

Commonwealth avenue has 500 feet of 3 and 4 feet walks, 
— area, 1,900 square feet. 

Orch: rd park has 1,167 feet of 3 and 4 feet walks, — ar ea, 
3,801 square feet. 

Madison park has 501 feet of 3 feet walk, — area, 1,903 
square feet. 
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Independence square has 500 feet of 4 feet walk, — area, 
2,000 square feet. 

Washington park has, 570 feet of 22. feet walk, — area, 
1,520 square feet. 

The total length of plank-walk laid down is 28,640 feet, 
having a superficial area of 112,507 square feet. The board 
measure of the planks and other materials composing the 
plank-walks is estimated at 245,763 square feet. 

The average cost to the city of these walks, including 
lumber and construction, is about $40 per 1,000 square feet. 
Between hauling, storage, laying, repairing, and adding 
from year to year, this service costs the dcp about 
$3,000 per year. 

Besides the immense quantity described above there are 
demands for additional plank-walks for Madison square, 
Orchard park, Washington park, and Independence square, 
and they are very much needed, indeed. 

Very many of the drains upon the Common are completely 
choked up, and during the heavy rains or thaws, many of the 


principal walks become impassable by flooding. The pipes — 


that were laid in the first place were too small, being only 
four-inch clay pipes, and hence they are unable to carry off 
the flow of water and sand that is rushed into them during 
our excessive storms. This evil should receive the careful 
consideration of the committee. 

The settees belonying to the department, at the present 
time, number only 800. This number is entirely inadequate 
to supply the large territory over which I am expected to 
scatter them. Besides, of this number one-tenth are broken, 
if not absolutely destroyed, during each season. This destruc- 
tion of the city’s property is done mainly in the outlying dis- 
tricts where there is little or no police protection. Under 
these circumstances I venture to advise the purchase each 
year of a couple of hundred strongly-made settees until the 
present number is doubled. 

The annual cost of hose seems a very large item, for which 
I fail to find a remedy. It matters not whether a No. 1 or a 
zero grade is purchased, the result is, so far as duration of 
service is concerned, that one grade seems to last just as 
short a time as the other, which is rarely longer than one 
season. JI mention these facts because the itelti of hose, 
being mentioned in each year’s estimate, has been thought 
by some people to be “ very large.” It should be borne in 
mind that great portions of the hose must be, like the settees, 
sent to the various sections of the city, and by constant use 
is subject to continual breakage which necessitates continual 
expense and renewal. 
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The curbing surrounding the Frog-pond on the Common is 
in an unsafe condition, and is absolutely ¢wmbling to pieces, 
After having had several estimates made as to the cost of re- 
setting it, I have inserted the lowest figure $500 among my 
estimates for the ensuing year. 

The incumbrances which littered the Deer-park on the 
Common so long are, I trust, forever abated. In the spring, 
as soon as the weather permits, the ground will be put in 
thorough order, and such improvements made as will give joy 
to the hearts of many citizens who wept over its misapplied 
use in the past. The committee contemplate adding a small 
wing to the office-building, which is at the present time so 
small that it is impossible to properly transact the business 
of the department therein. 

In regard to the condition of the five lower sections of 
Commonwealth avenue, I beg to refer to my report of 
November 3, 1879, City Document 116, which I quoted 
-inthat of last year. I also quoted at the same time from my 
report of January 20, 1881, City Document 117, and I now 
beg to repeat the same. 


Since the formation of this avenue all the sections between Dartmouth 
street and Chester park have been in a condition that has called forth 
the severe condemnation of many citizens. Most of the trees were in 
a dead or dying condition. ‘To improve or replant the whole of these 
sections was a work of considerable magnitude, and for which the city 
has made no appropriation. So much, however, was said in public 
about the matter that the Committee on Common resolved to make a 
commencement of the work, and devoted $3,000 of the $5,000 appro- 
priated specially for street trees fur this purpose. Accordingly, all the 
old and worthless trees have been removed; three hundred holes have 
been excavated and filled, first with a layer of two loads of clay, to 
retain moisture, and 125 cubic feet of good loam in each hole. 

This will be sufficient to give the trees a good start, and enable the 
committee of the present year to plant up all the sections; bwé vt wilt be 
ineumbent on whoever may be in charge of the public grounds in two 
or three years hence to largely increase the body of loam around each 
tree, or, stall better, to remove the gravel and replace with good loam the 
~ whole of the sections to a depth of eiyhteen inches, in accordance or with 
the recommendations in my report to the committee on this subject, 
November 3, 1879. 


From these quotations from my reports, made, respectively 
nearly eight and six years ago, it is quite evident that the 
condition of Commonwealth avenue was on a par with Kast 
and West Chester park; and if it is desirable to have the 
young trees maintain the same vigorous growth in the future 
that they have during the past few years in their circum- 
scribed quarters, I would deem it economy on the part of 
the city to vote a sufficient sum to enable me to carry out 


the foregoing recommendations before it is too late, as the

trees on these sections are beginning to show signs of the 
Jute predicted for them in the above reports. 

The annexation to the department of Concord and Rutland 
squares, and Berwick and Greenwich parks, together with the 
new extension of Commonwealth avenue, will entail an addi- 
tional appropriation, as they are in a condition similar to that 
of the sections mentioned in the above quotations; that is, 
they are simply gravel or ash banks upon which neither 
trees, shrubs nor grass can thrive for any length of time. 

The five little parks of Hast Boston are also in the same 
condition, —mere gravel-beds, with a slight covering of loam 
on top, and the grass and trees are scorched and burned up 
during the excessive droughts of July and August. 

Madison square has been improved and placed on a foot- 
ing with Chester square and park, and it is my belief that it 
will make one of the most attractive of the small parks of the 
city. 


THe City GREENHOUSES AND THE IMPROVEMENTS OF THE 
RoxsBurRYy—CanaL LAnp. 


About eighteen months ago, through the efforts of Alder- 
man Allen and Councilmen Hawthorne and J. D. W. French, 
the City Government voted to the department the so-called 
Roxbury-canal land, containing 22 acres, which was, at the 
time, very little ees than a dangerous quagmire, and con- 
sidered by the Board of Health as an intolerable nuisance, 
destructive alike to the health and value of the property of 
the surrounding neighborhood. To improve this condition 
of things, these gentlemen sought a remedy, in the first-place, 
by the improvement of Chester park from Columbus avenue 
to Albany street. For this purpose they obtained from the 
City Government a sufficient sum to excavate the whole area 
from Columbus avenue to Albany-street, of the gravel, etc., 
to a depth of tive feet. The several thousand cubic yards of 
material thus removed were utilized in filling’in the swamp- 
hole of the canal land. Having accomplished so much, the 
chairman and committee of last year again appealed to the 
City Government for funds to erect suitable greenhouses for 
the requirements of the department. How they succeeded, 
and how the appropriation was expended, may be understood 
by glancing at the accompanying cut, which shows the front 
view of the buildings and the heating apparatus. 

These houses are arranged as follows: — 

First. A head or leading house, 95 15x14 from which 
. the others radiate. 

Second. A propagating-house, 104 10x8. 
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Third. A tropical house, 104 x 26x18. 

Fourth and fifth. Two plant-houses, 104x118. 

Sixth and seventh. Two plant-houses, 104x10x8. 

There are also three other houses, 10410, in course of 
construction, which will be completed, I trust, about the middle 
of March. | 

At the present time there are 350,000 plants stored in 
these houses, and by the first of June, it is safe to say that 
this number will be increased three-fold. In the outside 
cold-frames there are not less than one million of pansies, 
daisies, cowslips, ete., that make up the spring display after 
the tulips, hyacinths, etc., disappear. By this system of 
spring planting we add at least a couple of months to the 
flowering display on the Public Garden. These flower dis- 
plays may be considered by some as expensive, and, possibly, 
somewhat overdone. On the contrary, the mass of the 
people of Boston, as well as strangers visiting the grounds, 
do not coincide in the views of the few. My experience of 
the last nine years has taught me that each successive year 
brings continuous and pressing demands for additional and 
better displays of flowers. This year we are already be- 
seiged hy urgent requests for vases for the outlying parks, 
like those which adorned Chester Park, Blackstone and 
Franklin squares last season. I can see no good reason for 
refusing to grant these requests, and I therefore ask for a 
small amount of money for this purpose in this year’s esti- 
mate. Lest it might. be considered that I am allowing my 
enthusiasm to usurp the prerogatives of my committee, I beg 
to quote from my report of 1880, City Document 20 : — 


The demand for flowering plants on the public grounds is constantly 
increasing. Whether it is wise on the part of the City Government to 
curtail this clearly manifest desire of the masses, the Committee on 
Common and Public Grounds must judge from their own observations. 


In connection with the Roxbury-canal land improvement, 
I trust I will be pardoned if I step a little out of my usual 
course to make a recommendation that is not wholly within 
my province. Some years ago the city sold about 20,000 
feet of land, bounded by East Chester park, Albany and 
Northampton streets and Harrison avenue. It appears to 
me that the time is not far distant when this land will be 
required for city purposes. Indeed, with the increase and 
development of the new parks, additional greenhouses will 
be required in some central location adjacent to both the old 
and the new gardens and parks alike, and at present I do not 
know of a more available and suitable piece of land, taken 
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in connection with the present 22 acres now owned by the 
city. Without wishing to be considered at all grasping, I 
am convineed that the Department of Common and Public 
Grounds will, within two years, require every foot of this 
land for its increased business. Besides, I believe that the 
Jand can now be obtained for the same amount for which the 
city sold it, with the interest added. I trust the City Gov- 
ernment will give this suggestion a favorable consideration 
before the land passes into the hands of speculators. 

A contract for the complete renovation of the fence around 
Independence square, South Boston, has been awarded to 
P. J. Dinn, Esq., for the sum of $2,775. This work is 
in process of completion, and I am pleased to say that it is 
being performed in a manner creditable to the contractor 
and satisfactory to this department. 

A contract for rebuilding the bridge on the Public Garden 
has been awarded to Patrick F McGaragle, Esq. (doing 
business under the name and style of } McGaragle & Co.), for 
the sum of $575, and it is expected that the job will be 
completed at an early date. 

A contract for conereting Winthrop square, Chaplestorrhy 
was duly awarded to Mr. “ X ” tor the sum of $450; 
but the work has been performed in such a shallow, shabby 
manner that it has not been accepted by this department, 
and, unless Mr. “X———” goes over the work again In a 
more satisfactory manner, as soon as the season will allow, 
the contract with him must be declared null. In that 
case a new contract will be made with a more competent 


contractor. 


BUILDINGS ON THE PuBLIC GARDEN. 


The request of the Massachusetts Horticultural Society for 
permission to erect a building upon the Public Garden for 
their use will, no doubt, be laid before you for adjudication. 
In regard to their proposed innovation, I beg to herewith 
present in contradistinction the accompanying plan, ideas, 
and suggestions which were published in the Boston flerald 
of Febru: ary 11, 1887, and which seem to me to be most 
compatible with the srounds: and the best interests of the 
city if such an encroachment is to be made upon the too 
limited area of the Public Garden: 


SUPERINTENDENT DOOGUE MAKES SUGGESTIONS. 


‘““The application of the Massachusetts Horticultural Society for a 
site on the Public Garden, upon which to erect a building to be devoted 
to the study and advancement of floriculture,” said Superintendent 


Doogue, a few days ago, in the course of conversation, ‘‘ is a thing which. 


appears to have evoked a good deal of comment and criticism, as is 
natural enough; for it is a question that interests the whole people of 
Boston, more particularly the workingmen of the city ; and well it may 

for this garden is the only one they have or can hope to have in f; 
thickly-built a city as old Boston is. The reasons given for this proposed 
move by the Horticultural Society are, no doubt, sufficiently strong to 
them ; but I think it doubtful if the public generally will agree with them 
in this matter. However that may be, I have no desire to enter into a 
controversy with anyone, or any association in regard to the matter, [ 
think, however, that I may not be charged with stepping outside my 
province if I point out the consequences, or some of them, from my 
point of view, that would follow the erection of a building like that pro- 
posed by the Horticultural Society on the Public Garden. The site pro- 
posed for such a building, I am told, is along the Boylston street mal} 

which is the most frequented of any section of the Garden, for the 
reason that there the shade-trees have acquired a large growth, and 
afford a cool shelter from the burning sun, even in the hottest summer 
weather. From this cool retreat a good and almost unobstructed view 
of the entire garden can be enjoyed, which adds to its value as a resort. 
In addition to the building in question, which is to be of stone, it is said 
that the contemplation is to erect an iron skeleton-frame, upon which to 
spread canvas and form a kind of tent in which floral and horticultural 
exhibitions on an extensive scale could be held. Now, to aceommo- 
date the many thousands of people who would flock to a free exhibition 
of this kind, it would require most, if not all, the space upon that por- 
tion of the garden which is now devoted to grass. The result would 
soon be a sward on the Public Garden which would be a fitting counter- 
part of that of the unsightly parade ground on the Common.” 

‘* But the society wants a new building, and regards the location of 
the Public Garden as more central and more desirable for its purpose 
than its present location.” 

“So f am told. Well, if the mere location is what they are after, 
and the Public Garden pleases them, I will tell you where they can get 
a good site for their building, not a stone’s throw distant, and that is on 
the south side of Park square, where the land is for sale.” 

‘* But this land is, no doubt, dear, and would make a building erected 
on it cost a large sum of money.” 

‘*T have no doubt it would; but the society is as well able to build 
such a building on land of its own as the city is to give it land which 
properly belongs to the people, and which has cost a great deal of the 
people’s money to put in the condition it now is in. ‘Then, if the city 
should give the society the right to build on the Public Garden, could it 
consistently allow that association to charge an admission fee, on any 
occasion, to the public to enter on their own premises ?” 

‘* But would not the benefits derived from such admission compensate 
for such small charges as would be made?” . 

«* Not to the general public, who would not patronize such an institu- 
tion on the Public Garden if an admission fee were charged, any more 
than they now do in its present location. But if the public really need 
a horticultural building on the Public Garden, why should not the city 
erect such a structure, and invite the public-spirited gentlemen who are 
in the present movement to aid in filling it with rare plants until the 
building is well stocked, and have it free to all the people? The donors 
of such plants, or collections of the same, might have such collections 
named after them, and the public would then have a good opportunity 
of appreciating their kinduess and public spirit. Such a system being 
once well started, it would require but a very short time to have brought 
together an extensive, varied, and valuable collection of the choicest 
exotics to be found in the country.” 

«« But if a building were to be an objectionable thing on the Public 
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Garden, if erected by the Horticultural Society, why would it not be 
equally so if erected by the city?” 

‘¢T will show you why the case would be vastly different. In the first 
place, without trenching upon any part of the Garden now under cultiva- 
tion, it is practicable to secure a site for an exhibition-building for the 
city at comparatively little expense, and with alterations that might 
benefit rather than injure the garden as it now is. ‘The pond in the 
Public Garden is three and one-third acres in area. Owing to the nature 
of the soil underlying it, which is the mud of the old Back-Bay bottom, 
it is very hard to keep this area of water without its becoming a 
nuisance in midsummer. If I could obtain sufficient fresh water to flush 
and clean it out at intervals during the warm weather, I could easily keep 
it sweet and clean; but it happens that when I want water most for this 
purpose the dry season is on, and the water department feel that they 
have to husband the city’s supply for other uses. Now, by filling in this 
pond, so much of additional land would be added to the Public Garden, 
and an annual nuisance and source of complaint would be at once re- 
moved. With this land added in the centre of the garden, [ think you 
will admit that here there is room enough to accommodate all the 
architectural improvements that would be added tor many years to 
come. Now, remember, I do not advocate filling in this entire basin, 
because I do not think any such thing will be called for, and, besides, 
there are many who no doubt enjoy it in the Garden landscape. But 
enough conld be filled in to accommodate a building that would be 
ample for the purpose named, and still leave quite a large, and, so far 
as keeping it clean, a more manageable pond than we now have. Ihave 
outlined an improvement of this kind with a simply suggestive sketch 
of such a building as might be erected upon the made land of the pond. 
Herext is.” 

[The sketch named is the one which accompanies this article. ] 

‘The ground plan of the building, which is located on the end of the 
pond that might be filled, contemplates a structure 300 feet in length by 
about 50 feet in width, and perhaps 20 feet high in the wings. It could 
be built of iron, with the rounding roofs of thick hammered or rolled 
glass. Fountains might be placed in front and rear of it, and, as you 
will see, it can be placed parallel with Boylston street. Again, if at 
any time after it was built more room was necessary, a wing in front and 
another in rear might be run out at right angles from the centre, giving 
to the structure a cruciform character that would add to its attractive- 
ness; and all this could be done without in any way interfering with the 
trees now on the garden. Now, this building, which could be kept 
supplied with attractive plants all the year round, should be open to the 
public during the entire week, throughout the days and late into the 
evenings, the daylight being prolonged in a way by a judicious distribu- 
tion of electric lights upon its towers. It should be free to rich and poor 
alike, and I-have no doubt would be educational in its influence; and, if 
the poor man should not learn the botanical names of all the plants, he 
could at least become familiar with them as works of the Creator, and 
enjoy their beautiful forms and their floral offerings. I would also 
recommend the removal of the curb around the pond, and the grading of 
the banks down to the water's edge; the planting of willows and other 
suitable shrubs, whose drooping or graceful branches would add a 
charm to a surrounding that is now stiff and formal. I may add, also, 
that the removal of the so-cailed rockery from the pond might be in- 
cluded in the improvement, as it has not enough sympathy with its sur- 
roundings to plead for its retention. Now, here I have given you afew 
suggestions to think about, and would say in conclusion, that if the 
Public Garden is to be encroached upon for building purposes, and plant- 
houses are called for, let the city do the building on behalf of the people, 
for the benefit of the people.”

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Indeed, if Your Honor will allow of a parable on this 
subject, I will merely hint at that un-Bostonian Cogswell 
gift, (?) as an admonition, if it should bear fruit in’ this 
instance ; and if it does, it is worthy of the donor, with all its 
unsightliness and the great amount of eye-pain it has caused 
the citizens generally. 3 


A BOSTONIAN’S PROTEST AGAINST THE DESECRATION OF THE PUBLIC 
GARDEN BY THE MASSACHUSETTS HORTICULTURAL SOCIETY. 


From **The Boston Herald” of February 3, 1887. 


A proposition made by the Horticultural Society for permission to 
erect a building on the Public Garden dves not appear to have awak- 
ened that interest in the community which the subject deserves, though 
perhaps in this the writer is mistaken, and the apparent apathy is 
but the result of a settled conviction that the scheme will not be pushed, 
and, if it is, that it will be strangled at once, as our citizens do not 
contemplate, and will not tolerate, any such encroachment on this little 
breathing-place of the poor; that there is a fixed resolve to say to all 
and every corporation and organization, of what name or nature soever, 
under whatever pretext they may seek it: ‘+ Hands off, gentlemen; 
our Common and Public Garden shall not be invaded by brick and 
mortar, granite or marble, for the erection of any building there, public 
or private.” ‘This, I am satisfied, is the determination of nine-tenths of 
the citizens of Boston, and they will show it pretty plainly, too, when- 
ever there appears a probability of such a scheme being seriously 
considered. Attempts of this kind have been made heretofore, and, 
were it not for the jealous care with which the citizens guarded them, 
our Common and Public Garden would be long since cut up and built 
over. : 

This cutting up was seriously contemplated in connection with some 
such scheme as this of the Horticultural Society, not a great many years 
ago, and the writer of this heard one of the speculators boast that they 
would soon have Columbus avenue extended to Park street, and then 
Huntington, Commonwealth, and other avenues would follow as a 
matter of course. The plans were laid out, and the affair discussed 
with all the cool calculation attending an ordinary money-making enter- 
prise, without a single thought as to the rights of the public; all that 
was needed was an entering wedge, and all they desired would follow. 
Perhaps some of our easy-going citizens will need to be assured that 
there are individuals in the community who would have no hesitation in 
laying their sacrilegious hands on these grounds. Let them be assured 
that many such are moving around in our streets day after day, looking 
with longing eyes on that beautiful green spot, laying plans for cutting 
it up; in their mind’s eye watching the buildings rise and the streets 
extend, and praying for some means or device to coax the city into 
permitting the erection of some edifice there as a wedge, — charitable, 
of course, in name, as that would be the most likely to succeed, giving 
it a fair outside, an attractive name, and keeping ever in the foreground 
the fact that it is simply and solely for the benefit of the poor. 

Ah, truly, ‘‘ charity covers a multitude of sins,” but seldom more than 
when under its garb is made this apparent philanthropic effort to get a 
foothold on our public grounds! That people who would, if they could, 
lay hands on them, especially the Common and Public Garden, are 
moving around in our midst, and that they are just of the class who 
make the latent attempt (using honorable men as cat’s-paws), there 
is not the slightest doubt. ‘That there are but few, very few, Bos- 
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ton men among them, I am also happy to say, nine-tenths of them 
belonging to the rural districts and the various towns in the State. But 
few residents of Boston belong to the Horticultural Society, and those 
who do have their country-seats ; while the great majority are men who 
have their own gardens and parks, and care nothing individually about 
our Public Garden, beyond its convenience and adaptability for certain 
ends and aims in connection with their business. I say business know- 
ingly, for what are their exhibitions but business advertising, and who 
outside their own members receive any benefits, — medals, prizes, or 
gratuities? The premiums, I understand, go in all cases to their own 
members, an outsider having very little chance; and though the sums 
received may, in the case of a few rich men, like Mr. Ames, be handed 
over to the gardeners, the great majority use these moneys to pay 
expenses, and which is, of course, perfectly proper, and would not be 
introduced here only for the boast made of what the few rich men do. 
Now, let us see of what benefit this proposed building is to be to the 
poor and ignorant, in whose interest they claim it is to be erected. 
There must be, in the first place, they say, a charge for admission to 
prevent a crowding ; otherwise the valuable plants may be damaged, as 
some horny-handed laborer may leave his finger-prints on the delicate 
velvet leaves, forgetting that they were only to be looked at. Evidently 
this is not the class of people the display is intended for, after all. But 
suppose it is, yet a poor man, without a ‘* quarter” in his pocket, may 
go whistle around the corner and admire the design and beauty of the 
structure, but he cannot enter. Evidently some blunder here, or else it 
never was intended for him. ‘The little children, too, come around 
peeking in through the windows, wondering what beautiful things they 
have locked in there ; but the pompous porter, cane in hand, orders them 
off the premises. It was not evidently intended for the children either, 
though it occupied the place where was once the nice seat beneath the 
shade where they were accustomed to sit and play. Charity, philan- 
thropy, humanity, forsooth! Suppose these people succeed in their 
design, and that some beautiful structure adorns one of the malls, — either 
the Beacon or Boylston street would, I presume, be selected; no mat- 
ter, however, about the location, the building is there and an exhibition 
is to be given — picture to yourself the country wagons entering the 
inclosure with their loads of plants and flowers, cutting up the avenues 
and paths in their track, and scattering straw and other attendant débris 


all around, Well, this unsightly mess can, of course, be soon cleaned 


up and the paths repaired so that the poor people, who are to be blessed 
with a sight of those beautiful things, may not have their feelings out- 
raged or their shins broken in their anxiety to get into the great house 
and see the show. 

The exhibition goes on swimmingly for a few days, the promoters 
taking good care to have their business cards pretty well circulated 
during the time, and then there is another invasion of the rural Jehus 
to cart off the valuable plants loaned for the oceasion, and a similar 
cutting up of paths and scattering of straw and dirt is enacted. Many 
of those valuable plants are no doubt worthy a visit; but they are only 
loaned fora few days in the spring and fall tor the semiannual exhibition, 
and when they are removed what is to be seen in the deserted hall to 
attract either the rich or the poor, the citizen or the stranger ? Ah, yes, 
there are little weekly side-shows, visited by few beyond those imme- 
diately interested, and these only in the exercise of their legitimate daily 
business, just, kind reader, as you and I attend to ours, for the bread 
and butter it supplies, — simply this, and nothing more. Now, sir, of 
what benefit is all this to the poor; what, in fact, to anybody, except 
those who are taking this means for advertising their goods? Even 
suppose they allowed the plants to remain in the building, or that the 
city procured a collection, would a view of these beautiful things now 
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and then compensate for the shade tree, the quiet seat, the odor of 
flowers, the merry laugh of children, the song of birds, and the fresh 
air, whose places it usurped, and whose ease, frazrance, melody, and 
healthfulness it banished? Most decidedly not. 

But then they say, ‘‘ Our library.” Ah, yes, I had almost forgotten 
that. Well, they say they have a good librar y; perhaps they have. [ 
do not wish to question it, and I will s say I really believe they have. But 
ITshould like to know who, up to this time, has known anything about it 
outside their own members; and, even of these, how many have ever 
been allowed to take one of their books to his home ? Yes, I am satis- 
fied there is a library; but I know there is one also in Boylston street, 
containing probably every book of any real value that the society pos- 
Sesses, and perhaps a few more, and where they can be consulted and 
obtained at much less trouble and inconvenience than at the society's 
rooms. Taking it all in all, and throwing in the library, too, [ cannot 
conceive what benefit the great mass of our citizens are going to 
derive from any such scheme as that the Horticultural Society proposes, 
especially at such expense as the destruction of our little Public 
Garden ; for it would be nothing less than its destruction if a building 
such as that contemplated should be erected within its limits. If this 
outrage is committed the public might as well, soon as late, close the 
gar den gates, put padlocks on, and hand the keys to the officers of 
the Horticultur al Societv. 

Is there not, Bostonians, some deep design in thus selecting the 
Publie Garden for this intended institutidn, while there are so many 
vacant spaces, and in central locations, too, to be had in the city? The 
Public Library building on Boylston street is to be vacated soon, and 
would be unquestionably central. There is land in the neighborhood 
of Copley square that may be had; and, in fact, there is no lack of suit- 
able locations, and this being so why attempt to encroach upon our 
little, cramped Public Garden ? 

The late Mr. Wilder, they tell us, was once permitted to give an ex- 
hibition there; so too, we believe, was P. T. Barnum; but the garden 
was not then what it now is. They are just as different as the Park 
street of the old almshouse and bridewell days and the Park street we 
See to-day. If the citizens of Boston are ever mad or base enough to 
allow of the erection of any building on these grounds, let it, in the 
name of God, be a hospital, a school-house, a public hall, a people’s 
church, or something the benefit of which will be apparent on its very 
face. Permit these horticulturists to erect the building they propose, 
and soon other societies will come with claims, just as good claims, for 
the erection of others. In fact, all these societies and organizations 
who exhibit their wares from time to time for the benefit of the public in 
general, and their own private ends in particular, will have a right to 
complain if they ask and are refused. A gallery of choice paintings 
and works of art would be a highly creditable institution there. It 
would be an excellent location for a building devoted to exhibitions of 
the different breeds of that noble animal, ~ the dog, with occasional 
changes to babies, hen shows, ete. In fact, there is ‘scarcely a business 
you can name that would not be able to eet up a very interesting and 
attractive display, many of them ofa much more useful and beneficial 
nature than the exhibition of the strange, but useless, though beautiful, 
products of a far-off clime. 

Bostonians, when a project of somewhat the same nature came before 
you in the past it received only somewhere about 90 votes in its favor. 
Should this be brought to you for your decision. stamp it out as effect- 
ually, and to all let your answer be, ‘‘ Hands off, gentlemen! ‘This 
Common has been handed down to us by our fathers, “and our children 
shall receive it from us in its entirety, adorned, perhaps, somewhat, but 
unencumbered. That Public Garden our fathers reclaimed from the 
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marsh; we have spent many thousands in beautifying and adorning it, 
and, please God, in our day, no unhallowed hand shall disfigure it with 
brick and mortar. stone or marble.” Ah, thus has it ever been with 
the rich towards the poor, grasping at any little plot they possessed in 
common! The commons in olden times attached to the towns in Europe 
had been gradually encroached upon, under one pretence and another, 
by the lords or squires of the adjoining estates, until they became, in 
many instances, completely swallowed up, or materially curtailed. All 
that is required in such cases is an entering wedge, and this onee placed, 
the ice broken, the whole field follows. Look to it, Bostonians, rich 
and poor, that your Public Garden is not invaded under any pretext 
whatever, — charitable, beneficial, moral, or doubtful. Let no plausible 
arguments, honeyed words, or high-sounding name induce or seduce 
you to consider for a moment any scheme for the erection of a building 
there. Answer them back first, last, and every time, emphatically, 
Never. Instruct your servants in the Council and elsewhere to pay no 
attention to any such proposal, but indignantly scout it if brought to 
them for action. Let them know, too, in language not to be misunder- 
stood, that their official heads depend on their discountenancing any 
such project. 
If, however, the city authorities should be mad enough to give per- 
mission to erect this proposed building, the descendants of those who 
knew how to dispose of the obnoxious tea would very readily find a 
somewhat similar element for the reception of brick and mortar.

AS AN ATTEMPT WAS MADE BEFORE THE LEGISLATURE OF 
THE STATE LAST YEAR, 


in the interest of economy (?), to single out this department 
as a sample of waste and extravagance, if not of downright 
dishonesty, it seems to me but simple justice, not alone to 
myself, but to the gentlemen who constituted the various com- 
mittees on Common and Public Grounds during the last nine 
years, to lay before Your Honor the correspondence that en- 
sued between myself and the author of the aforesaid attempt. 


Mr. Minot’s criticism of the Common, as reported in the 
Flerald of March 21, 1886 : — 


** Your visit gives me an opportunity to make a requested correction. 
There are 481 acres in the Common. The cost of caring for the 
Common the last fiscal year was $19,450.86, exclusive of the cost of 
police. If my arithmetic is right, the average cost per acre is $431.20 
a year, the principal work being cutting grass, raking up leaves, and 
smoothing sidewalks. Of course, most of the work is done in summer, 
— practically, it is all done in eight months, most of it in a shorter 
period. The wages being $2 a day, this would allow for one man to be 
actually at work for the whole of eight months, except Sundays, on each 
acre of ground. Will any farmer or owner of a country place believe 
this is necessary ? I well remember the astonishing statement made by 
the late E. R. Mudge about the cost of maintaining his own place 
of 198 acres at Swampscott, famous for the perfect manner in which the 
ornamental part, about as large as the Common, was kept. My impres- 
sion is that he employed one man during the winter, and that three 
men were sufficient fur all the rest of the work in sammer. 
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‘**T don’t choose the Common as an instance where possible economy 
might be practised. because I do not look upon it as any more extrava- 
gantly eared for than the other departments. In fact, it now costs, 
perhaps, not half as much as a few years ago. The same sort of criti- 
cism can be made upon any of the departments, at least upon those 
that I know about, and there are many very responsible and well-in- 
formed people who are ready to affirm it of every department in the 
city.” 


MAINTAINING THE COMMON. 
Supt. Doogue replies to Mr. William Minot, Jr.’s, criticism. 


In the Sunday Herald Mr. William Minot, Jr., in discussing the 
special appropriation passed by the Common Council, gave some fleur es 
in regard to the cost of maintaining the Common, which appeared to 
the writer to call for an explanation, and, accordingly, he waited upon 
the superintendent of the department yesterday, and asked him if the 
labor on the Common actually cost the city what Mr. Minot said it did 
in the interview in question. Mr. Doogue said: 

‘¢T had about made up my mind to let this miter pass without com- 
ment from me, as I felt that such a statement as this would carry its 
own refutation on the face of it. ‘Your visit,’ said Mr. Minot to the 
Herald reporter, ‘ gives me an opportunity to make a requested cor- 
rection. There are 48; acres in the Common. The cost of caring for 
the Common the last fiscal year was $19,450.86. exclusive of the cost of 
police. Ifmy arithmetic is right, the average cost per acre is $431.20 
a year, the principal work being cutting grass, raking up leaves, and 
smoothing sidewalks. Of course, most of the work is done in sum- 
mer, - practically, it is ail done in eight months, most of it in a shorter 
period. ‘The wages being $2 a day, this would allow for one man to be 
actually at work for the whole of eight months, except Sundays, on each 
acre of ground. Will any farmer or owner of a country place believe 
this is necessary?’ 

‘« Now, this is not the criticism of a person who desired to do me or my 
department any injustice, for he says, further along, ‘I don’t choose the 
Common as an instance where possible economy might be practised, 
because I do not look upon it as any more extravagantly cared for than 
the other departments. In fact, it now costs, perhaps, not half as much 
as a few years ago.’ But it still further illustrates what erroneous con- 
clusions may be hastily and inconsiderately arrived at by an intelligent 
and fair-meaning gentleman who does not know what he is talking 
about. After his testimony had been given before the legislative com- 
mittee, in which he made some erroneous statements in regard to this de- 
partment, he wrote me, March 17, saying that an anonymous writer had 
given him some corrections which he could not use because the com- 
munication was not signed, and that he should be obliged to any one 
who would set him right. He asked for areas of Common and Public 
Garden, and actual cost of maintenance for the year 1884-5. ‘I need 
not say,’ he added, ‘ that I had no thought of criticising your depart- 
ment; but I have no auditor’s report, and would like the precise facts 
from you.’ 

‘* Now, I fully believed him when he said he did not pick out my de- 
partment for criticism, and sent- him the information he asked for, in- 
cluding the cost of maintenance of Common and Public Garden dur- 
ing the last five years. In a note of date of March 20, Mr. Minot 
acknowledges the receipt of the figures, etc., sent him in a neat and 
gentlemanly note, in which he says, ‘I am obliged tu you for your 
prompt and very clear reply to my questions. I shall make use of the 
figures to state precisely what the expenditures are, and thereby cor- 
rect any false impression I may have given. I have been in the habit 
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of considering and criticising the amount of the city’s expenditures ; 
but, a3 I do not wish to say behind your back what I am not willing to 
say to your face, allow me to say to you now what I have frequent- 
ly, since you have been in charge, said to others, — that, though I have 
travelled much, I have never seen a more beautiful garden, or, perhaps, 
as beautiful a garden, as the Public Garden now is in summer.’ This 
letter seemed to be as manly as it was complimentary; but judge of 
my surprise at seeing in the interview in the Sunday Herald the criti- 
cism I have quoted to you. ‘The items in my report of expenditures on 
the Common for the last year, which include teaming, sods, repairs on 
fences, fountains, and walks, gravel, loam, manure, and fertilizers, 
grass-seed, and trees, amount to $9,090.38 of the total of $19,450.86 
expended. 

‘«Now, these items of outlay are absolutely required every year, in 
order to keep the Common in repair and up to the standard that must 
be maintained in its care; and, indeed, if anything, these items should 
be very considerably increased rather than cut down. If this service is 
not maintained up to the standard, public eriticism and condemnation 
will quickly follow. The larger item for labor, however — $10,360.48,— 
is the one that could only legitimately come under criticism from Mr. 
Minot; and, admitting that it was mostly for the mere work of cutting 
grass, raking up leaves, and smoothing sidewalks, as he says, it would 
amount to only $214.72 per acre, instead of the sum of $431.20 a year, 
as he states. But perhaps it would enlighten the public, as well as the 
gentleman in question, to know what is done for the $10,360.48 in- 
cluded in the item for labor. During last summer the Common was 
mowed twenty-six different times, which would give a mowing of 1,200 
acres inall. This was done by hand, because horse-mowers, though tried, 
were found to be not available. Then the ragged edges left on the borders 
of the walks had to be trimmed down by the slow process of hand- 
shearing The gravel walks of the Common are 5§ miles in length, 
nearly all of the surface of which has to be hand-picked and rolled level 
before new gravel is added. Then it has cost the department, on an 
average, about $1,000 a year to clear off the débris left on the parade- 
ground from the damping of snow in winter by the horse-railroads. 
After the Fourth of July celebration of last year it cost us about $1,500 
to clean up the Common, and about $1,200 more to clean up after the 
military parades. 

‘« During the fall season the leaves have to be gathered and removed 
twice a week. ‘Throughout the entire summer season the walks have to 
be all swept twice a week, except the Tremont street mall, which has 
to be swept every day. Two men are constantly employed on the 
Common to pick up waste-paper, ete. The pruning of trees alone costs 
about $300 a year. The frog-pond has to be cleaned out twice a year, 
and the eobblestones reset in it every spring to some extent, and this 
work alone costs about $500. The gutters and walks have ali to 
be repaired, and, in some eases, the pavements in the gutters reset. 
Every spring the whole Common has to be raked over with fine steel 
rakes, to remove the stones and other hard substances left on them by 
boys and other visitors, which would prevent the employment of 
mowers, if allowed to remain. Then there is ineluded in the general 
item of labor the sowing of grass-seed and sodding under the trees, 
which, if not repeated every year, would leave the shaded plots bare 
and unsightly. It requires an acre and a half of sodding every year to 
repair the edges of walks where people kill the grass by going on it 
when the paths are muddy. The ploughing and levelling of the base- 
ball ground — an area of about five acres — were ineluded in last year’s 
bill for laber; and, beside the ploughing and levelling, the ground 
bordering the walks had all to be spaded. When Mr. Minot asks: 
‘Will any farmer or owner of a country place believe this is necessary ?? 
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Tecan tell him that any sensible farmer or owner. who knows what is 
done and why it must be done, will say that he believes it is. The idea 
of comparing in any way the cost of keeping a private place in the 
country with that of the Common is altogether out of any proper line of 
comparison. Indeed, the idea of comparing the cost of maintaining the 
streets of Boston and the public highways in a country town would be 
prime sense compared to it.” 

**Then, what you expended last year on the Common is below what 
you think should be laid out on it?” 

‘‘Yes, indeed. We shall need the present year nearly $22,000 to put 
it in proper order, and then there would not be a dollar expended that I 
do not consider absolutely called for. Here is a list of what is needed: 
For sods, $2,000; for red gravel, $2,000; for blue gravel, $1,000; loam, 
$1,000; phosphates, $1,200; teaming, $2,500; plank-walks, teaming 
same, and repairs, $2,500; kidney-stones and paving, ete., $800; re- 
pairing drains, $1,000; painting and repairing fences, $1,000; settees, 
$400; young trees, $500; grass-seed, $100; signs ‘ Keep off the Grass,’ 
$100; 24 mowing-machines, $360; tools, hardware, etc., $500; remov- 
ing snow from walks, etc., $1,000; cleaning up after dumpings of the 
horse-railroads, $1,200; cleaning up after Fourth of July celebration, 
$1,500; cleaning up after military parades, $1.000; in all, $21,760. 
And this does not include the cutting of grass, sweeping walks, and 
other labor necessary to caring for the Common. I think what I have 
given you will show that my department, at least so far as that portion 
of it criticised is concerned, is administered with an economy that can- 
not be exceeded without positive neglect in some needed directions. ”

Boston COMMON. 
What tt Costs per Acre to Keep tt in Good Order. 


To the Editor of the Herald,—I make no defence. I admit I was 
Wrong in my statement of cost per acre for unskilled labor, and am 
sorry for it. Figures are always dangerous, and people most familiar 
with them may, with the most honest intentions, make very serious 
mistakes. At the time of your reporter's visit I had only Mr. Doogue’s 
Statement that the area of the Common was 48} acres, and the total 
cost $19,450. Three days later I received Mr. Doogue’s official report, 
and found, much to my surprise, that these figures did not include his 
own salary and many other general expenses, the share of which, 
assignable to the Common, ascertained by relative acreage, is 
$3,824, making the cost of the Common not $19,450, but $23,274, the 
average cost per acre for all purposes, whatever may be the cost of 
labor, excluding police, over $480. This inaccuracy is no excuse for 
mine, the extent of which will appear later, nor do I state it in the way 
of recrimination. [am not making an attack on this department. It 
no more deserves criticism than other departments; but it is a most 
convenient illustration, because every one knows where it is and what 
it is, and, in a general way what is done there, while most of the other 
departments are more or less of mysteries to the general public. I use 
the figures, first, as some sort of an indication of what the cost of main- 
taining the park would be, and, second, to enable people to see whether, 
judged by the standard of similar work done at private cost, any 
economy was pos-ible in this department, and in the other departments, 
in most, if not all, of which the expenditure bears about the same pro- 
portion to what the same work, equally well done, would cost in private 
hands. Mr. Doogue’s department includes the Common, Public Garden, 
and various squares, little parks, ete., ete., the total acreage of which 
is 131. The acreage of the Common is 37 per cent. of the whole, — 37 
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per cent. of the ‘‘ general” expense is $3,824. Tt will be seen from the 
following copy of his report that it is not easy for the uninitiated, even 
with the report in hand, to tell precisely what the labor of all kinds 
costs, whether, for instance, teaming is done with or without labor, 
and so on. 

Payments for expenses on Common, etc., for the twelve months 
ending Dec. 31, 1885, are as follows: — General expenses: salary 
superintendent, $3,000; lawn-mowers and repairs, tools and hardware, 
$2,225.11; use of greenhouses, $1,348; storage, $780; J. McCarty, 
personal injuries, $500; allowanee for horse and vehicle for superin- 
tendent, $500; telephone rentai and repairs, $374.69; board of horse, 
repairs of carts, ete.. $430.08; water-rates, $365; teaming plank-walks, 
$275; ear-fares and travelling expenses, $221.65; printing and station- 
ery, $156.98; fuel, ice, and small items, $59.21; labelling trees on 
Common and Public Garden, $100; total, $10,835.72. Common labor, 
$10,360.48; teaming, $3,760,99; sods, $1,558.87; repairs on fences, 
fountains, and walks, $1,277.15; gravel, $1,183.75; loam, $828.07; 
manure and fertilizers, $376.80; grass-seed, 86.75; trees, $58; grand 
total, $19,450.86. 

Let us not, however, lose sight of the original subject of inquiry. 
My first allusion to the Common was before the legislative committee, 
in opposition to a park loan. I said, substantially, that the cost of 
laying out the park was one thing, and was a serious matter in itself; 
but that the cost of maintaining that park afterward was another and, 
perhaps, more serious question, and alluded to the annual cost of the 
Common as an indication of what those expenses were likely to be. I 
still think the figures shown in Mr. Doogue’s report are very fair ground 
for my argument. The number of men employed on the 131 acres 
(on some considerable part of which little work is done) was, in May, 
104; in June, 89; in July, 72,— an average for three months of 88. In 
January, February and March the average was 12; for the remaining 
months the average was 45. I take the figures given by Mr. Doogue to 
mean the number of unskilled Jaborers employed upon the grounds, 
and that they do not cover skilled labor. The average for nine months 
is 59 laborers, -—~ about one for every two acres. Independent of the 
question of labor, and exclusive of the cost of police, it appears, as 
nearly as it can be got at, that the cost of the Common per acre, for all 
purposes, is $482. If the cost per acre of the Franklin park were as 
much, or only a half or a quarter, or even less, it would be a very serious 
burden, to say nothing of the cost of maintaining the Back-Bay park. 
It is true that in Mr. Doogue’s report the item marked ‘ labor” is only 
$10,360, which is an average, say, of $200 an acre; or, for eight 
months, $25 a month for each acre. But it is immaterial what the cost 
consists of, the only important question being the total cost per acre as 
an indication of the cost of other parks, and as means of comparing the 
cost of such work as compared with the same done at private expense. 
I still insist that these figures are very significant. And, if it were 
shown, after all this investigation, that the cost of labor on the Common, 
which Mr. Doogue admits to be $200 an acre, was only $100 an aere, I 
should still insist that the same work could be done equally well for a 
much less price if the work was carried on by a private person at his 
private cost. And I should still insist that these figures are an alarm- 
ing indication of what the cost to the public would be of maintaining 
elaborate parks in the Back Bay and in West Roxbury. ‘The cost of 
the Common and publie grounds has been $91,000, For the last year 
it was only $61,000, It is much to the credit of Mr. Doogue and the 
city authorities. But the fact that it was $91,000 indicates what it may 
be again, and will be, under reckless governments to come if the city 
is allowed to pass a reasonable limit of taxation. When the expendi- 
ture was $91,000 or near it, most respectable and otherwise trustworthy 
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and judicious members of the city government insisted, as they do now 
of other expenditures, that it was impossible to do the work any 
cheaper. . But it seems it could be done, and is done, at two-thirds of 
that cost and better done. I do not believe the statements made to-day 
as to all the departments. that less expense is impossible, for the very 
simple reason that those who make the statements know nothing about, 
and do not pretend to know anything about, what such work is done for 
elsewhere, or what, by comparison, is the smallest cost at which such 
work, equally o ood. can be done. The explanation is never any state- 
ment of knowledge or fact. It is always so much work is ‘*‘ demanded,” 
we are only doing three-quarters of what is ‘*demanded.” I wish, 
again, to say that I have meant no personal attack, and have no malice 
in speaking of Mr. Doogue’s own unconscious errors of statement, 
which he, of course, neither intended nor thought of; but I do believe 
that his department, and most, if not all, of the “others, can be carried on 


equally well at very much less cost.

Boston COMMON. 
Mr. Doogue criticises Mr. Minot’s criticism of his department. 


To the Editor of the Herald, —I think Mr. W. Minot, Jr.,. is a 
gentleman of very peculiar methods of argumentation, to say the least, 
and, though I desire no newspaper controversy with him or anyone else, 
I yet feel it due to myself and the position I holdin the city’s employ to 
make a few comments upon his latest effort as a reviewer of the Depart- 
ment of Common and Public Squares, of which I have the honor to be 
superintendent. Some time ago, in his testimony before a legislative 
committee, in opposition to legislation which would enable the city to 
raise money to complete its parks, this gentleman made some very wild 
statements regarding the cost of maintaining the Common, to show by 
comparison the prospective cost of maintaining the new parks under 
such a system would be something frightful for the tax- payers to con- 
template. I then, with the best intention, privately gave him such in-: 
formation as I thought would enlighten and set him right j in the matter, 
for I saw he was dealing with things of which he was “totally ignorant ; 
but, in a day or two after I sent him the facts and figures regarding my 
department, I was surprised to see the report of an interview in the 
Herald, which showed that he either did not read what I had sent him, 
or did not understand the significance of what was thus shown. A 
representative of your paper called upon me, and, in reply to questions, 
I explained some of the peculiarities of the work of looking after the 
Common, und showed the errors into which Mr. Minot h: ud inadyer- 
tently, as I then believed, fallen. In the Sunday issue of April 4, Mr. 
Minot again seeksthe Herald, over his own signature, and after admitting 
that he was ‘‘ wrong in his statement of the Gost of unskilled labor, and 
is sorry for it,” woes « on to try and prove, by a sort of special, or specious, 
pleading, that not only was he right in his guesswork, but is glad of it. 
His after-thought of including in the cost per acre of the Common to 
the city a proportion of my salary I do not complain of, but would 

suggest that, while he was about it, he might have included the propor- 
tion of the Mayor’s salary, which might be as generally chargeable to 
the departments under him, and he has quite forgotten the cost bof light- 
ing the Common, which would add considerably to the cost per acre of 
maintenance, and comes, I should say, quite naturally into his estimate. 
I think it needless even to hint that the cost of maintaining the Com- 
mon, as estimated by him, can bear no comparison to the cost of maintain- 
ing a natural park like the Franklin, The Common and the Public Gar- 
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den are both purely artificial parks, subject to a far different kind of care 
and cultivation to that required by the park in West Roxbury While 
on the subject of comparison, why did not Mr. Minot quote the average 
cost per acre of maintaining the Public Garden? There he would find 
a comparison to show what the West Roxbury Park might cost to main- 
tain that would be far more startling than that of the Common. And it 
would, in a sense, be as just. Or why not compare the cost of main- 
taining the Public Garden per acre, -- it has twenty-two acres. — as 
against that of the Common, to show that the former costs extravagantly, 
and includes not only a portion of my salary, but allowance for horse 
and vehicle (used only to reach outlying parks), board of horse, tele- 
phone rental] and repairs, ete.? I wonder if Mr. Minot has any con- 
ception of the value of the flowers raised by this department for the 
ety and used on the Public Garden and parks? This would, to put it at 
low figures, as I can easily prove, amount to at least $80,000 a year, 
and I have now on hand for the city about 2,000,000 plants of various 
kinds, worth, at a very low estimate (five cents each, and that is what 
the che: apest of them would be worth. some being wor th fifty cents, and 
even more each), fully $100,000. Why not, if we are going into the 
subject, as Mr. Minot seems desirous of doing, put this little item to 
the credit of this department, and if the Common is to be chargeable 
by its acreage of thirty-seven per cent. of the ‘‘ general” expense, why 
not credit it with that proportion, or $37,000 of the $100,000 worth of 
plants in the department? J admit that this method of comparison may 
be thought a little strange, but is it more so than that of Mr. Minot, in 
his Jast communication ? When we forget or ignore facts and ficures, 

and make our imaginations eater to our desires, why not be erenerous, 

even if we fail to be just? 

Every decent man shculd have some proper pride in his personal 
appearance. Ifhe allows his beard and hair to grow, and his face to go un- 
washed, his clothes become dirty and torn, his hat seedy and battered, and 
his toes to show through his boots, we set him down as a tramp, as one 
who has practically lost his grip on life, and avoid him. Ifa city does not 
have pride enough to care for its streets and squares and parks to keep 
them in good condition, it soon loses caste, and is avoided. The Com- 
mon can be made as inexpensive as the most penurious tax-payer might 
wish. No sodding under trees, sowing of grass-seeds, or putting on 1 of 
ashes, or fertilizers, need be done. No er avel need be added to the walks. 
The grass can be allowed to grow afoot or 18 inches high, and mowed 
but twice inaseason. Plank-walks need not be renewed. The Fourth of 
July celebration d2bris may be allowed to remain and efirich the: soil, in 
conjunction with that remaining after the show annually dumped by the 
horse-railway. The annual crop of leaves may be left to blow about as the 
wind listeth, and the same element may be allowed to take dead leaves 
off the trees, and save expense of hand-pruning. In fact. the cost per 
acre for maintaining the Common may be cut down to a very small 
figure, or even a surplus of earnings may be given, by reconverting it 
to its orignal use as a cow-pasture. But is that what the citizens of 
Boston desire ? 

During my eight years’ incumbency of my present position I have 
been subject to joint committees whose chairmen — such gentlemen as 
Messrs. Guild, Parkman, French, and the present Mayor — can all bear 
witness to the economy practised i in it, and they can do this understand- 
ingly, having taken pains to inform themselves of all the facts relating 
to it, being in that respect far differently qualified for judging from Mr. 
Minot, and, I think, they will all say that that ventleman has been as 
sin oularly unfortunate in his statements regarding the cost of maintaining 
the Common as he is in using them in a compar ative way to frighten the 
public as to the probable cost of maintaining the Franklin Park.

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THE Cost oF PUBLIC GROUNDS. 


To the Editor of the Herald: —'The cost of the Common was used to 
indicate what the cost of maintaining Franklin Park and Back Bay Park, 
when completed, might possibly be. By the last obtainable report, the 
cost per acre of maintaining Central Park was $575 — about $100 more 
than the Common cost per acre, but the cost of the Common does not 
include the cost of police. I expressed an opinion that the Common 
might be maintained in as good order for less money. ‘The average 
appropriation for Fairmount Park for the last four years has been $93 
per acre. Perhaps they practised there ignoble economies, unbecoming 
to the functionaries who have the honor to superintend, or there may be 
other reasons which make this fact of no value. J only know that it is 
a fact. The original discussion was as to facts.

Dougherty knows anything whatsoever about the cost per 
acre of maintaining the improved portions of Central or 
Fairmount parks. “Besides, Tam credibly informed that not 
more than 400 of the 3,000 acres in Fairmount Park are 
wholly completed, which would make the cost per acre last 
year for maintenance $625 instead of $93. But inasmuch 
as the author of “perhaps they practised there iqnoble econo- 
mies unbecoming to the functionaries who have the honor to 
superintend, or there may be other reasons which make this 
Fact of no value,” has unravelled the mystery by the ambi- 
guity of his simile, we will now leave the gentleman in the 
full possession of all the glory he has achieved through his 
wanton disparagement of this department.

Now 
pansies are holding their velvet sway and suggest ‘* thoughts,” many 
and sweet. Beds of golden and deep maroon, purple and white, biue 
and almost black, are contiguous, but not mixed, and the effect, of 
course, is perfect. ‘Fhis artistic gardener has so decorated the base of 
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the Washington statue in the grounds as to rivet public attention, and 
admiration upon the wondrous beauty and glances are never raised to 
the inequalities or ugliness of the monument itself. 

Boston Commonwealth. — The Public Garden vu. The Old ‘* Back Bay” 
locality.

— One of the finest and most extensive public exhibi- 
tions of roses ever given in this city is now in progress on the Public 
Garden. The Garden presents a much prettier appearance at present 
than it has for several years. 

Boston Herald. — The city of Boston is lucky in having secured the 
services of Mr. Wm. Doogue as City Forester for another term. The 
eare and skill bestowed upon the Public Garden, Common, and public 
squares last year reflected great credit on Mr. Doogue as a florist and 
landscape gardener.

ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


SUPERINTENDENT OF LAMPS, 


Lamp DEPARTMENT, Jan. 7, 1887. 
To the Honorable City Council :— 


In accordance with the provisions of Chapter 34 of the 
Revised Ordinances I have the honor to submit for your 
consideration the annual report of the Lamp Department for 
the year 1886. 

It contains a tabulated statement of the expenses of the 
department during the past municipal year; an inventory of 
the property and materials on hand January 1, 1887; a table 
showing the cost of the present number of street lamps at 
the rates now paid for gas, oil, or electrics, and also the 
expense of lighting, cleaning, and care of the same. 

A table is also presented showing the number of street 
lamps on the 15th day of December, 1886, and the increase 
or decrease in the number of lamps, whether gas, oil, or 
electrics, in the different sections of the city, during the 
past year. 

An abstract of the general work of the department is also 
given, together with such general information as may be of 
interest. 

The rapid growth and development of the suburban dis- . 
tricts of the city have required that a large number of lamps 
should he set up in those places during the past year to 
partially satisfy the demands and requests of the residents 
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therein; and, judging from the number of petitions now 
on file in this department; and the average development 
of these districts during the past five years, it is fair to 
presume that the number of street lamps, during the present 
year, must be still further largely increased. 

The work of renewing the supplies to the gas-lamps, 
where, owing to age and decay, they had become practically 
useless, has been unusually expensive during the past year ; 
and yet, in the older sections of the city, where the supply- 
pipes have been in use for many years, this is a work which 
must continue for some time to come.

This memorandum of agreement, made this day of 
May, in the year eighteen hundred and eighty-four, by and between the 


City of Boston, party of the first part, and the 

a corporation duly established under the laws of 
the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, party of the second part ; 
Witnesseth : 

I. The party of the second part agrees to furnish all the gas required 
for lighting the public lamps, now located, or which the ity may de- 
sire to locate, along the lines of the mains of said Company as now laid, 
or along the lines of any additional mains laid by said Company, during 
the term of this contract, excepting only in case of accident which might 
temporarily interfere with the supply. 

II. The said party of the second part agrees to furnish said gas on 
each and every night during the term of this contract, as hereinafter 
agreed, in such manner and between such hours as the Superintendent 
of Lamps of said City shall direct, it being agreed and understood that 


1On and after January 1, 1887, the price will be $1.75 per M feet. 
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the hours of burning shall not be less than thirty-eight hundred and 
twenty-eight per annum, for each lamp, and that the number of lamps 
to be lighted with said Company’s gas shall not be less, at any time 
during the term of this contract, than the number now lighted with it; 
and that all additional lamps along the line of said Company’s mains, 
ordered by said Superintendent of said City to be lighted with said Com- 
pany’s gas, during the remainder of the year eighteen hundred and 
eighty-four, shall increase the minimum number to be so lighted, during 
the remainder of the term of this contract, to the extent of the number 
so added. 

Ill. Said party of the second part further agrees to put down service- 
pipes for public lamps in their district where new pipes are required, 
and to keep in repair the pipes in use below ground in said district, and 
to use for such new pipes and repairs only wrought-iron pipes, not less 
than one inch in diameter, and wrought or malleable iron couplings, 
and bends or elbows; such service-pipes to have a regular fall toward 
the street mains; also to furnish automatic regulator burners for all the 
public lamps in said district, the cost of said burners to be borne equally 
by said parties; and also to furnish, without charge, such quantity of 
alcohol as may be necessary to clear the pipes from obstructions, not 
to exceed seventy gallons in any one year. 

IV. ‘The City of Boston agrees to pay monthly to said party of the 
second part for gas furnished as aforesaid, at the rate of 
per thousand cubic feet where burners consuming four feet per hour 


are used, and at the rate of per thousand cubic feet 
where burners consuming more than four and not less than fifteen feet 
per hour are used, and at the rate of per thousand cubic 


feet where burners consuming fifteen feet per hour, or more, are used ; 
it being understood by both parties that no burners shall be used con- 
suming less than four cubic feet per hour each. 

VY. Said City of Boston further agrees to take care of the said lamps 
and burners, and the portions of pipe above ground attached thereto, at 
its own expense, and light and extinguish said lamps punctually ac- 
cording to printed tables to be furnished by said Superintendent, who 
shall make written returns to said Company, on Monday of each week, 
and, on the first and fifteenth day of each month, of the number of lamps 
lighted each night, and the time of beginning to light, and beginning to 
extinguish the same, and give immediate notice to said Company of any 
obstruction below ground, and of any. leakage of gas coming to his 
knowledge. 

VI. Said City of Boston also agrees to repay said party of the 
second part the actual reasonable expense incurred by said party for 
the labor and materials required for putting down service-pipes and 
keeping the pipes in use below ground in repair, and also to repay to 
said Company one-half the cost of any new regulator burners required, 
and of fitting the same; and also one-half of the actual reasonable: 
expense of removing and cleaning said burners once in each year, or of 
changing the size of the burners, if such change is ordered by said 
Superintendent of Lamps, under the right hereinafter given said City. 

VII. Itis further agreed that all new burners shall be tested before 
being used, and that either party hereto, with the consent of the other 
party, may, from time to time, at its own expense, remove and test any 
of the burners in use in the public lamps in said district, without inter- 
fering with the regular burning of said lamps, and all such tests shall 
be made in the presence of some representative of each party hereto ; 
and that all burners which vary more than one-tenth of a foot from the 
designated standard shall be replaced by said Gas-Light Company, the 
cost thereof to be borne equally by said Company and said City. 

VIII. Itis expressly agreed that the slot of all lava-tipped burners 
shall be cleaned by the use of a suitable brush, and that no metallic 
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cleaner shall be used upon them, and no lamplighter shall be permitted 
to open the regulator of any such burner for any purpose whatever. — 

IX. It is further agreed that said City shall have the right to require 
said party of the second part, at any time, on reasonable notice from 
said Superintendent, to change any burner, so that it shall consume 
such number of cubic feet of gas per hour as said Superintendent may 
order. No alteration of the burners in use in the said lamps shall be 
made without the consent of both parties to this agreement, except as 
herein provided. 


X. This agreement shall take effect on the ‘ ae 8 
of May, eighteen hundred and eighty-four, and shall continue in force 
until the day of May, eighteen hundred and eighty- 
seven.

During the year 1883 a contract was made with the Boston 
Gas-light Company, dated April 15, 1883, for a term of five 
years, at the rate of $1.30 per thousand cubic feet, for gas

CONTRACT. 


This memorandum of agreement, made this 15th day of April, in the 
year eighteen hundred and eighty-three, by and between the City of 
Boston of the one part, and the Boston Gas-Light Company, a corpora- 
tion duly established by laws of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, 
of the other part ; 

Wiinesseth : 

I. The said Boston Gas-Light Company agrees to furnish all the gas 
required for lighting the public lamps within that part of the City of 
Boston now lighted by said Company on each and every night of the 
term of this contract as hereinafter agreed, in such manner and between 
such hours as the Superintendent of Lamps of said City shall direct ; 
to put down service-pipes for public lamps in said district where new 
pipes are required, and to keep in repair the pipes in use in said district, 
and to use for such new pipes and repair only wrought-iron pipes not 
less than one inch in diameter, and wrought or malleable iron coup- 
lings, and bends or elbows; such service-pipes to have a regular fall 
towards the street mains. The said Gas-Light Company also agrees to 
furnish without charge such quantity of alcohol as may be necessary to 
clear the pipes from obstructions, not to exceed seventy gallons in one 

ear. 
: II. The said City of Boston agrees to pay to said Gas-Light Com; 
pany for gas furnished as aforesaid, at the rate of one dollar and thirty 
cents per thousand cubic feet, of actual burning, each burner con- 
suming four feet per hour, free from all taxation, and to make payment 
thereof monthly. And said City also agrees to employ and pay lighters 
to light, clean, and take care of all the public lamps in said district, 
who shall light and extinguish them punctually according to printed 
- tables to be furnished by said Superintendent, shall make written returns 
to said Superintendent and said Company on Monday of each week 
of the number of lamps lighted each night, and the time of beginning 
to light and extinguish the same, and shall keep the burners and por- 
tions of the pipe above ground, within their respective routes, free from

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frost and other obstructions, and give immediate notice to said Super- 
intendent and said Company of all obstructions below ground and of 
any leakage of gas. Said City also agrees to repay to said Company 
the actual reasonable expense incurred by them for the labor and ma- 
terials required for putting down service-pipes and keeping the pipes in 
use in repair. 

Ill. Itis expressly agreed that the slot of all lava-tipped burners 
shall be cleaned by the use of a suitable brush, and that no metallic 
cleaner shall be used upon them, and no lamplighter shall be permitted 
to open the regulator of any such burner for any purpose whatever. 

Ail new burners shall be tested before being used, such tests to be 
made in the presence of some representative of each party hereto, and 
all burners may, with the consent of the other party to this contr act, be 
removed and tested by either party at its own expense at any time when 
it will not interfere with the regular burning of said lamps. All 
burners which vary more than one- ‘tenth of a foot from the designated 
standard shall be replaced, or nade to conform to said standard. 

IV. This agreement shall take effect on the 15th day of April cur- 
rent, and shall continue in force until the 15th day of April, eighteen 
hundred and eighty-eight, and thereafter until a new agreement shall be 
made, or either of said parties shall notify the other of its wish to ter- 
minate the same. 


A verbal agreement was made, during the year 1881, by 
which the Chelsea Gas-Light Company is to furnish such 
quantity of gas as may be ‘needed for lighting the Chelsea 
portion of the Meridian-street bridge (3 Jamps now in use), 
at the rate of $2 per thousand Baie feet, which still con- 
tinues in force.

A special contract was entered into with the Charlestown 
Gas Company, October 1, 1884, continuing until the expira- 
tion of their original contract, April 15, 1887, of which the 
following is a copy :— 
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CONTRACT. « 


This memorandum of agreement, made this first day of October in the 
year eighteen hundred and eighty-four, by and between the City of 
Boston of the one part, and the Charlestown Gas Company, a corpora- 
tion duly established by laws of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, 
of the other part ; 


Witnesseth : 
I. The said Charlestown Gas Company agrees to light with gas, and 
care for the same, the large gas lanterns in City sq. (1), Thompson sq. 
(1), and Sullivan sq. (1), now lighted and cared for by the said Com- 
pany, on each and every night of the term of this contract, in such man- 
ner and between such hours as the Superintendent of Lamps of said City 
shall direct, said lamps not to consume less gas than at present, viz., 
City sq. 100 ft. per hour, Thompson sq. 100 ft. per hour, and Sullivan 
sq. 75 ft. per hour, for the sum of sixty-five cents each lamp per night. 

IU. The said Company agrees to furnish all gas required for lighting 
all public lamps burning (9) nine feet per hour and over, and less than 
(15) fifteen feet per hour, that are located, and may be located during 
the term of this contract, during such hours as the Superintendent of 
Lamps of said City shall direct, forthe sum of one dollar and thirty 
cents per thousand cubic feet; and for all burners that are located, and 
may be located during the term of this contract, upon the foregoing con- 
ditions, burning (15) fifteen feet per hour and upwards, except those in 
City sq., Thompson sq., and Sullivan sq., the rate will be one dollar per 
thousand cubic feet. 

Ill. The City of Boston agrees to pay to said Gas-Light Company 
the sum of sixty-five cents per light, for each and every nightsaid lamps 
in City sq., Thompson sq., and Sullivan sq., are burnt; and one dollar 
and thirty cents per thousand cubic feet for all burners burning (9) nine 
feet of gas per hour and over, and less than (15) fifteen feet per hour; 
and one dollar per thousand cubic feet for all burners burning (15) 
fifteen feet per hour and upwards (excepting the large lamps above 
mentioned), free from all taxation, and to make such payments monthly, 

IV. This agreement shall take effect on the first day of October cur- 
rent, and shall continue in force until May fifteenth, eighteen hundred 
and eighty-seven, and thereafter until a new agreement shall be made.

The Automatic Glycerine burner, adopted by the depart- 
ment in 1879, still continues to give good satisfaction; a 
large number of these burners have been thoroughly cleaned 
and put in order during the past year, and are now in as 
good condition as when first applied.

GAS~LANTERNS. 


The lanterns used for the publi¢ lamps are made of copper, 
tinned on both sides, and are so constructed that the names 
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and numbers of streets may be placed inthem. This method 
of placing street signs and numbers has been of great advan- 
tage to the public ; “but the introduction of the electric light 
has caused the removal of a very large number of the lan- 
terns in which they had been placed, and a great deal of 
trouble and annoyance has been caused by their displace- 
ment. It is the business of the Street Department to pro- 
vide street signs, and it is to be hoped that during the 
present year some means will be adopted to provide against 
the present inconvenience to the public, which has been 
caused by their removal from the street lamps. 


Oi1t—L AMPs. 


The petroleum oil (115 fire-test) used in the public lamps 
where gas cannot be obtained is purchased of the refiner at 
the lowest market rates, and has fluctuated in price, during 
the past year, from 61 cents to 74 cents per gallon. ‘The 
present price is 61 cents per gallon. 

The fonts from which it is burned are adapted to the city 
use; the “ Fireside” B burner is also used. ‘The entire cost 
of maintaining these lamps during the past year has not ex- 
ceeded $14.10 each. 


Laraet Gas—LAmpes. 


The large three-cluster “Bray” lanterns adopted and in- 
troduced by the Committee on Lamps, four years ago, for 
the purpose of lighting squares, prominent places, and 
thoroughfares, are still continued in use, and as a rule 
wherever set up have given fair satisfaction. These lanterns 
are purchased of the manufacturer at a cost of $41 each, 
complete. Although used as a substitute for the electric 
light in places gine the electric cannot be procured, they 
are, all things considered, more expensive, and, as it does not 
seem proper that a larger amount of money should be paid 
for a smaller quantity of light, it appears to me that it would 
not be advisable to increase the number of these lamps ex- 
cept in cases of absolute necessity, where the public con- 
venience and safety require a larger volume of light than is 
furnished by the ordinary street lamp. At present there are 
59 of these lamps in use in the streets, squares, and public 
parks, distributed as follows, and a table showing the cost of 
the same is also presented : —

Patent torch, the city having purchased the right to manu- 
facture and use the same. 


LAMPLIGHTERS’ DUTIES. 


The lamplighters are required to light and extinguish the 
lamps in their charge promptly at the time designated on the 
time-card, one hour only being allowed for each; to keep 
the lanterns clean, and in order to do soare required to clean 
them at least twice each week, on Tuesdays and Saturdays, 
and oftener should it be necessary: to report at this office 
every defect in either lantern or fixtures at or before 9 A.M. ; 
to keep the stopcocks clean and properly oiled, the burners 
in order, and the pipes clear from water or frost. Gas-leaks 
are to be reported at this office and at the office of the gas 
company when discovered, and a written statement is also 


required on each Monday morning of the work performed 


the previous week. Any neglect in the care of lanterns or 
fixtures is considered sufficient cause for immediate dis- 
missal. 

All men employed to light the lamps are furnished with . 
the necessary ladders, torches, cans, hooks, etc., etc., by the 
city. 

The men who are employed to light and care for the oil- 
lamps find it necessary to devote about all their time to 
properly perform the work for which they are employed ; 
and in many cases are obliged to employ assistance, and keep 
a horse and wagon at their own expense.

Since May 1, 1885, the City of Boston has had no con- 
tracts with any of the different electric lighting companies ; 
but the lights have been furnished under and by the author- 
ity of orders of the Board of Aldermen of 1885 and 1886,— 
it not being deemed for the best interests of the city to make 
contracts during those years. 

On September 27, 1886, the following order was passed 
by the Board of Aldermen : — 


Ordered, That the Superintendent of Lamps be and he hereby is author- 
ized to contract with any responsible electric lighting company or 
companies, for furnishing the city with electric lights for public street 
lighting, for a period of not exceeding three years from the date of 
contract; the expense thereof to be charged to the appropriation for the 
Lamp Department; 


and, under the authority of and according to the provisions 
of this order, contracts have been made with the Brush Elec- 
tric Lighting Co., of Boston, the Citizens’ Electric Light 
Co., the Merchants’ Electric Light and Power Co., and the 
Charlestown Gas Co., for a period of three years from the 
date of said contract, viz., January 7, 1887. 


The following is a copy of the contract as made with those 
companies : — 


This agreement, made this day of 
A.D. 1887, by and between the 
Electric Lighting Company, a corporation established by law, having a 
usual place of business in Boston, Massachusetts, of the first part, and 
the City of Boston, of the second part: 

Witnesseth : 

That the said Electric Lighting Company 
agrees to furnish electric lights, of not less than two thousand ~ 
candle-power each, according to the French standard of measurement, 
and to the satisfaction and acceptance of the Superintendent of Lamps 
of said City, in such numbers, and such places in the streets, lanes, 
parks, or other public places in said City, as the Board of Aldermen of 
said City shall from time to time direct, and keep the same lighted to the 
satisfaction of said Superintendent, from sunset to sunrise of each and 
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every night during the continuance of this contract, or during such 


hours of the night ¢ as the said Superintendent of Lamps may direct. 


And said Company further agrees to indemnify and save harmless said 
City of Boston from and against all claims and demands for damages, 
costs, expenses, or compensation for or on account of the erection, main- 
tenance, or use of any of said lights, or of the wires or apparatus con- 


nected therewith; and also against any and all claims by reason of any 


infringement of any patent right in the use of said lights, or the 
apparatus or machinery connected therewith. 

The said City of Boston agrees to pay for said lights, furnished and 
lighted as aforesaid, to the satisfaction of said Superintendent, at the 
rate of sixty-five cents per light for each and every whole night the same 
are lighted; and at the same rate per hour of lighting, where, by order 
of said Superintendent of Lamps, such lights are lighted for a portion of 
the night only, and to make payment thereof monthly. 

It is also understood and agreed that, in case of the failure or neglect of 
said Company to furnish and keep lighted said lights, or any of them, as 
above agreed, there shall be forfeited and deducted from the sums to be 
paid by ‘the City of Boston under this contract, an amount for each lamp 
or light so omitted to be lighted, equal to double the rate to be paid for 
lighting the same under this contract, as above provided. 

This contract shall be and continue in force for three years from and 
after the day of 1887. 

It is also understood and agreed that, in case of any alteration of this 
contract, so much thereof as is not necessarily affected by the change 
shall remain in force upon all the parties hereto, and no payment for any 
work done under any alteration shall be made until the completion of the 
whole contract; and the adjustment and payment of the bill then ren- 
dered for such work shall release and discharge the city from any and 
all claims or liability on account of any work performed under this 
contract, or any alteration thereof.

COMMITTEE ON ORDINANCES, CONCERN- 
ING WARD-ROOMS. 


In Common Councin, March 3, 1887. 


The Committee on Ordinances, to whom were referred the 
orders for the Superintendent of Public Buildings to provide 
better accommodations for ward-rooms in Wards 2, 7, 11, 
and 22, having considered the subject, respectfully submit 
the following 


REPORT : 


Since the enactment of the law providing for the division 
of the wards into precincts, and the establishment of polling- 
places in the various precincts, the ward-rooms have been, in 
a measure, superseded, and no express provision exists in our 
present ordinance for their establishment. But, although 
not specifically recognized by law, your committee believe 
the ward-rooms should still’ be maintained in the several 
wards, for the purpose of public meetings of the citizens, or 
any other purposes of a kindred nature, and that provision 
should be made therefor in the ordinances. Your committee 
therefore recommend that chapter 3 of the Revised Ordi- 
nances be amended as set forth in the accompanying or- 
dinance. They also report that, in their opinion, the several 
orders ought not to pass.

AN ORDINANCE TO AMEND CHAPTER THREE OF THE REVISED 
ORDINANCES OF 1885, CONCERNING WARD-ROOMS. 


Be it ordained by the City Council of Bosion, as follows : — 

Section 1. Section eight of chapter three of the Revised 
Ordinances of 1885 is hereby amended in line four, by 
adding after the words © a printed copy,” the words “of the 
first seven sections.” 

Secr. 2. Said chapter three of the Revised Ordinances 
is also further amended by adding the following sections : — 

“Scr. 9. For all the purposes, except that of being 
polling-places, for which ward-rooms have been or may be 
lawfully used, a room shall be set apart in every ward in the 
city, and shall be known and designated as the ward-room of 
said ward. Until otherwise ordered, the Superintendent of 
Public Buildings shall have the care and custody of such 
ward-rooms and shall provide for opening, closing, lighting, 
and heating the same whenever necessary. 

“Sror. 10. The Superintendent of Public Buildings 
shall designate a suitable room in each of the public build- 
ings hereinafter named to be a ward-room. In case any 
room so designated cannot be occupied for the purposes of a 
ward-room at any time, the said supermtendent shall, with 
the approval of the Mayor, provide equivalent accommoda- 
tion elsewhere for any public meeting in such ward, for 
which a permit shall be granted.

In Common Councin, February 17, 1887. 


‘ Ordered, ‘That any person who has paid to the City of Boston the bet- 
terment assessed on his estate for the West Roxbury Park improvement, 
and who has not brought suit to recover the same, shall, upon proof of 
such payment, receive from the City Treasurer, ninety-five per cent. of 
the sum so paid as a betterment, as an abatement of the said assessment.

The Committee on Judiciary, to whom the foregoing order 
was referred, having considered the matter beg leave to sub- 
mit the following 


REPORT: 


The above order was doubtless founded on a mistaken idea 
that the city had decided to settle all suits for the collection 
of betterments assessed on account of the Franklin Park, on 
the payment of five per cent. This idea is very natural in 
view of the following order, printed in the Report of the 
Park Commissioners for 1886 (City Doc. No. 20 of 1887). 
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City OF BOSTON, 
In BOARD OF ALDERMEN, Dec. 15, 1886. 


Ordered, That in the several suits for abatement of the Franklin Park 
betterment assessments, the City Solicitor be and he hereby is authorized 
to consent to judgment abating said assessments to an amount equal to 
ninety-five per cent. of the amount assessed, but in each case without 


costs and without interest. 
Passed. Sent down for concurrence. Dec. 16, came up 


Approved by the Mayor, Dee. 20, 1886. 


This order came back from the Committee on Claims in 
the Board of Aldermen, Dec. 6, 1886, and as that report 
was not printed separately, it is reprinted in Appendix A to 
this report. That report, read in the light of explanations 
obtained by your committee, explains the reasons for the 
above order for consenting to judgment for ninety-five per 
cent. of the assessments. Yet it will probably be more sat- 
isfactory to have a more ample statement of the facts.

The Committee on Parks were willing to accept, as a 
settlement, den per cent. on this sum. 

3ut there had already been payments of assessments made 
in full by certain parties, amounting to 3 $7,031 00 

The City Solicitor advised the committee that in the Park. 
Act (Acts of 1875, Chap. 185, Sect. 12), it was provided that 
“all sums received for betterments shall be paid into said 
sinking-fund,” and that there was no way by which any 
portion of said sum could be refunded. At the same time it 
was clearly unjust to take all of the money paid in by those 
who did not contest the betterments, and they were equitably 
entitled to a refund equal to the abatement made in settling 
the suits. 

Hence the expedient was adopted of appointing a trustee, 
to collect from the contestants the sum agreed upon, viz., ten 
per cent. of the betterments, out of which cash ninety per 
cent. of the $7,031 was to be refunded to those parties, so 
that all would stand on an equality. 

The settlement, therefore, to be made by the city with all 
the persons assessed, was to be on the basis not of five per 
cent., asthe order seemed to imply, but of not less than ten 
per cent. 

One little arithmetical point, however, complicated this 
plan. If the amount already paid into the sinking-fund, 
viz., $7,031 had been just five per cent., or one half of the

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city’s claim, it would have been very easy to make calcula- 
tions. But it was a little over five and a half per cent. on 
$126,223, and as the exact per cent. would have been figured 
on many smail sums, the City Solicitor and the trustee 
agreed that eleven per cent. would be a more practicable 
figure. That is to say, that those who had paid in should 
receive back eighty-nine per cent. of their assessment, and 
those who had not paid should now contribute eleven per 
cent. of the betterment standing against them. 

The trustee’s account would then stand like this, calling 
those who had paid in full, Class A, and those who stood 
out and sued, Class B.

But the City Solicitor agreed to a rather different settle- 
ment, as set forth in the order, viz., to keep the $7,031 in 
the sinking-fund, and to accept five per cent. on the $119,192 
of Class B.

in the hands of the trustee to go towards the law expenses 
incurred in the prosecution of appeals and suits by those 
who constitute Class A. 

So far there can be no question but that the settlement is 
equitable to all parties. The city, by its votes, had decided 
to accept about ten per cent. of the betterments in full set- 
tlement; it could not pay back any of the money already 
put into the sinking-fund; hence the necessity of a third 
party, or trustee, to collect the amounts due from Class B, 
and to refund the proper proportion to Class A, paying the 
balance into the treasury or sinking-fund. 


This Class B is stated to have been composed as follows : —

It should be said that the omnibus petition included all 
persons assessed for less than $25, and that this suit was 
brought at the suggestion of the city to protect the rights of 
all the persons assessed, at or about the very last day when 
they could have availed of the two years’ limit. 

It is understood that Messrs. Olney, Wheelwright, and 
Butler acted as counsel for a committee representing the per- 
sons interested, and that a circular was sent to all of the 
parties concerned in the omnibus petition. These parties 
would probably have never sued, the amounts being so small. 
It seems, therefore, equitable that the counselemployed should 
receive a fair compensation for the services rendered. Be- 
cause, if these parties had done nothing, and had applied 
separately for an abatement, the city would doubtless have 
insisted on the eleven per cent. and such further sums as 
would have covered the extra expense and trouble. 

It has been intimated that the trustee will collect, therefore, 
fourteen per cent. instead-of eleven from Class B, excepting 
those in the omnibus petition, who will pay eleven, and will 
refund eighty-six per cent. instead of eighty-nine to Class A, 
and will apply this three per cent. to counsel fees. Though

the city has nothing to do with such a settlement officially, 
it seems reasonable and fair, and it is hoped that this explana- 
tion will satisfy those affected by it. 

Of course this has nothing to do with the charges made by 
the counsel in any case for their direct services. 

It seems, therefore, to your committee that the public inter- 
ested should now understand that the city is to receive a trifle 
over ten and a quarter per cent. of all the betterments as- 
sessed, and that, if they pay fourteen per cent. into the hands 
of the trustees, they are paying only a reasonable sum for the 
services rendered by the counsel in securing this large abate- 
ment. 

The statement has been made to your committee that over 
ninety per cent. in value of the cases had been settled by such 
payment to the trustee, and that he will, undoubtedly, soon 
be in a position to refund the proper sums to Class A, and to 
pay the stipulated sum of $5959.60 into the City Treasury. 

Under these circumstances your committee recommend 
that the order on which this inquiry was based “ought not to 
pass,” as it is founded on a mistake, and as all persons 
assessed will pay between ten and eleven per cent. of their 
betterments into the City Treasury.

FRANKLIN PARK BETTERMENTS. 


Alderman Hart submitted the following : — 


‘‘The Committee on Claims, acting under the following 
order,— 3 

‘s Ordered, That all claims for reduction or abatement of 
assessments on account of the locating and laying out of the pub- 
lic parks, be referred to the Joint Standing Committee on Claims, 
who shall consult the City Solicitor, and report such settlements as 
they consider just and equitable,’? — 

Herewith submit their report respecting the betterments assessed 
on account of the laying out of Franklin Park. 

1. Under a previous order, passed upon the petition of William 
Minot, Jr., and others, for an abatement of the assessments for 
Franklin Park betterments, the committee last spring gave three 
public hearings to all parties concerned. At these hearings the 
petitioners put in a large amount of evidence, to wit, the testimony 
of many land-owners and real-estate experts, as well as sales of 
land in the vicinity, all tending to show that the laying out of 
Franklin Park had in no way enhanced the value of the property 
upon which the betterment assessments had been laid. ‘This evi- 
dence, though one of the hearings was specially assigned for the 
taking of counter-evidence, remained wholly uncontradicted ; and, 
with the obvious facts of the situation, brought the committee to 
the result that there was undoubtedly a very serious question 
whether in many cases there was any betterment, and in the 
remainder of the cases whether there was not a much smaller bet- 
terment than was assessed for the laying out of the parks. 

2. Nothing has occurred, since the hearings above referred to, 
to alter the conclusions to which the committee were then com- 
pelled to come. Further inaction in the matter is clearly unjust 
to the private parties concerned. It is just as clearly prejudicial 
to the interests of the city. Between four and five hundred suits 
are pending, none of which apparently can be tried except at con- 
siderable expense to both parties, while, in case of any reduction, 
howeyer small, the taxable costs will have to be borne by the city. 
This, in a large number of the suits, would result in expense to 
one party or the other, exceeding the whole amount involved, the 
average amount at issue in two hundred and forty-four of the 
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pending actions —a majority of all the cases in litigation — being 
only about $25. The case is further complicated by the fact that 
some of the parties assessed — representing in the aggregate 
some $7,000 of the whole betterment — have paid their assess- 
ments, most of them under protest. The committee feel that all 
should be treated alike; that the parties who have paid are en- 
titled to the same equitable consideration as those who have not. 
In this view an adjustment of the matter which seems to the com- 
mittee fair and equitable all round is that the petitioners should 
each have judgment for an abatement equalling 95 per cent. of the 
amount assessed, —in other words, should pay to the city 5 per 
cent. of the amount assessed as betterment. — and should also col- 
lect and return to the parties who have already paid their assess- 
ments in full, 89 per cent. of the amount so paid. The parties 
now petitioning for abatement will then pay about eleven per cent. 
of their assessments, of which about 6 per cent. will be paid to 
William Minot, Jr., trustee, to distribute pro rata among the par- 
ties who have already paid their assessments, and balance remain- 
ing at the end of six months to be paid into the city treasury. 

The committee are confident that this arrangement — which will 
net the city about 10 per cent. of the assessment — will be gener- 
ally, if not universally, acceptable, both because it reasonably meets 
the equities of the situation, and because counsel before them, 
representing a very large majority of the pending suits, have given 
it their assent. The City Solicitor will, of course, allow judg- 
ments for abatements to be entered in the several cases only upon 
the amounts remaining due being paid, and will consent to judg- 
ment in any case only upon the amount necessary to repay 89 
per cent. of the betterment assessments already paid being col- 
lected and paid over to the trustees. | 

The committee accordingly recommend the passage of the fol- 
lowing order :— 

Ordered, That in the several suits for abatement of the Frank- 
lin Park betterment assessments, the City Solicitor be and is hereby 
authorized to consent to judgment abating said assessments to an 
amount equal to 95 per cent. of the amount assessed, but in each 
case without costs and without interest. 

The report was accepted. 


Ald. Harr. — The members may not be very familiar with that,

— What the report means is this, that we proposed 
to abate 90 per cent. on those who have not paid their assess- 
ments, but we were blocked in that when we found that 198 per- 
sons had paid their full assessments which amounted to $7,000. 
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and the object of this report is that some of the money taken from 
the parties who have not paid may be paid back to those parties 
who have paid. I think if anyone will look into it they can very 
easily understand it without it being put in print. I have the fig- 
ures here, and any Alderman wishing to see them can do so. 

Ald. Sullivan having withdrawn his proposed amendment, the 
matter was assigned to the next meeting of the Board.

COMMONWEALTH OF MASSACHUSETTS. 


In the Year One Thousand Eight Hundred and Eighty-seven. 

AN ACT TO AMEND CHAPTER ONE HUNDRED AND FOURTEEN 
OF THE ACTS OF THE YEAR EIGHTEEN HUNDRED AND 
SEVENTY-EIGHT, INCORPORATING THE TRUSTEES OF THE 
PUBLIC LIBRARY OF THE CITY OF BOSTON. 


Be it enacted, etc. : — 


SEcTION 1. Section five of said act shall be amended so 
as to read as follows: The said trustees shall have the gen- 
eral care and control of the central public library in said city 
and the fixtures connected therewith, and also of the expen- 
ditures of money appropriated therefor.

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Sror. 2. The said board of trustees shall have full power 
and control of the design, constr uction, erection, and main- 
tenance of said central public library building, to be erected 
in the city of Boston, and are hereby fully authorized and 
empowered to select and employ an architect or architects to _ 
design said building and supervise the construction and erec- 
tion thereof, and a superintendent or superintendents to 
take charge of and approve the work; but work upon said 
building shall not be commenced until full general plans for 
the building shall have been prepared, and no specific work 
shall be commenced until the same shall have been duly 
advertised, proposals for doing such work shall have been 
received from responsible parties, and contracts have been 
entered into with satisfactory guarantees for their per- 
formance. 

Secr. 3. Said board shall semiannually, and whenever 
required by the mayor or city council, make and present in 
writing a particular report, and a statement of all their acts 
and proceedings, and of the condition and progress of the 
work on said new building in process of erection by them.

COMMONWEALTH OF MASSACHUSETTS. 


In the Year One Thousand Eight Hundred and Eighty-seven. 
AN ACT TO REGULATE THE OBSERVANCE OF THE LORD’S 
DAY. 
Be it enacted, etc. : — 


Section 1. Whoever is present at a game, sport, or play, 
or at any dancing or public diversion, except a concert of 
sacred music, upon the Lord’s day, shall be punished by 
fine not exceeding five dollars for each offence. 

Sror. 2. Whoever on the Lord’s day keeps open his 
shop, warehouse, or workshop, or does any manner of labor, 
business, or work, except works of necessity or charity, or 
takes part in any game or play, shall be punished by fine 
not exceeding fifty dollars; provided, that nothing in this 
section shall be held to prohibit the manufacture and distri- 
bution of illuminating gas or other artificial light, nor the 
distribution of water for fire or domestic purposes, nor the 
use of the telegraph or the telephone, nor the retail sale of 
drugs and medicines, nor the letting of horses and carriages, 
nor the running of street railway cars, nor the preparation, 
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printing, and publishing of newspapers, nor the sale and 
delivery of newspapers, before ten of the clock in the 
morning, nor the sale and delivery of milk before the 
same hour, nor the transportation of milk before noon, 
nor the keeping open barber’s shops and doing the or- 
dinary work of the same before ten of the clock in the 
morning, nor the making or selling by bakers of bread or 
other food before ten of the clock in the morning and be- 
tween the hours of four of the clock and half-past six of the 
clock in the evening. 

Sect. 3. Section thirteen of chapter ninety-eight of the 
Public Statutes is hereby amended by striking out the word 
“travel” therefrom, and section fifteen of the same chapter 
is hereby amended by striking out the word “ through ” there- 
from. 

Srot. 4. Prosecutions for penalties incurred under this 
act shall be instituted within six months after the offence is 
committed. 

SEecT. 5. Sections one, two, and three of chapter ninety- 
eight and chapter eighty-two of the acts of the year eighteen 
hundred and eighty-six are hereby repealed.

AN ACT TO AUTHORIZE THE DEDHAM WATER COMPANY AND 


THE JAMAICA POND AQUEDUCT CORPORATION TO CONSOLI- 
DATE, OR TO SELL WATER TO EACH OTHER. 


Be tt enacted, etc. : — 


Section 1. The Dedham Water Company and _ the 
Jamaica Pond Aqueduct Corporation, at meetings of their 
respective corporations called for the purpose, may, within 
two years from the passage of this act, by vote of a majority 
in number and in interest of the stockholders of each of said 
corporations who may be present and voting at said meetings 
respectively, agree to unite and consolidate the said corpora- 
tions under the name of Union Water Company, upon such 
terms as may be mutually satisfactory ; and such votes so 
passed by said corporations shall be effectual to unite and 
consolidate said corporations, and thereafter all the fran- 
chises and property, rights, easements, privileges, and 
powers granted to, or held by, said Dedham Water Com- 
pany or said Jamaica Pond Aqueduct Corporation, shall be 
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held and enjoyed by said Union Water Company in as full 

and ample a manner as if they had been at first granted 
directly to said last-named corporation, and said Union 
Water Company shall thereafter be subject to all the duties, 
obligations, liabilities, and restrictions to which either of said 
component corporations may have been subject in severalty 
at the time of union, and all proceedings, suits at law or in 
equity, which may be pending, to which either component 
corporation shall be a party, may be prosecuted or defended 
by the Union Water Company in like manner and with the 
same effect as if such union had not been made. All claims, 
contracts, rights, and causes of action of or against either 
component corporation, at law or in equity, may be enforced 
by suit or action to be begun and prosecuted by or against 
the corporation formed as aforesaid under the name of the 
Union Water Company. And said component corporations 
shall continue corporations for the purpose of prosecuting 
or defending any suit or proceeding at law or in equity, or 
otherwise, now pending. After the passage of said votes 
said Union Water Company shall have the right to use, for 
any of its customers, water from the sources from which 
said component corporations are now authorized to take 
water, but not to an extent beyond the limits of the charters 
of said component corporations respectively. 

Snot. 2. The first meeting of the Union Water Company, 
for organization, shall be called by the presidents of the 
component corporations, or either of them, and seven days’ 
notice of such meeting shall be given by publication in one 
newspaper in the city of Boston, and in one newspaper in the 
town of Dedham; and at the meeting persons holding stock 
in either of the component corporations shall be entitled to 
vote upon such’ terms as have been previously agreed upon 
between such corporations. After the organization of said 
Union Water Company each of the component corporations 
shall continue for the purpose of perfecting said union, and 
doing all such acts and things, if any, as may be necessary 
therefor, and shall execute all such transfers, assignments, 
and conveyances as the Union Water Company may deem 
necessary or expedient to vest in itself any property, estates, 
contracts, rights, or claims, if any there be, which do not 
vest in it by virtue or authority of this act. 

Sect. 3. In case said union is made the Union Water 
Company may issue new stock in lieu of the capital stocks 
of its component corporations, but its whole capital stock 
shall not exceed the authorized capitals of said component 
corporations. Said new stock may be issued to stockholders 


of the component corporations upon such terms as may be 
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mutually approved, and in order to equalize fractions of 
shares the Union Water Company may, if it elects, buy 
shares or fractions of shares from, or sell the same to, said 
stockholders upon such terms as the parties may approve, at 
not less than par. Said Union Water Company may, at any 
time, issue bonds to an amount not exceeding its capital 
stock. 

Sect. 4. The Dedham Water Company may, at any 
time, sell to the Jamaica Pond Aqueduct Corporation, from 
the water which said Dedham Water Company is authorized 
to use, a supply of water for distribution by said Jamaica 
Pond Aqueduct Corporation to its customers. 

Sect. 5. Nothing in this act contained shall affect or 
limit the rights of the town of Dedham, under chapter one 
hundred and thirty-eight of the acts of the year eighteen 
hundred and seventy-six as amended by chapter twelve of 
the acts of the year eighteen hundred and eighty-two, to 
purchase the francbises and property of the Dedham Water 
Company from it, or from the Union Water Company ; but 
if said town of Dedham shall so purchase said franchises and 
property it shall thereafter have the right to sell to the Jamaica 
Pond Aqueduct Corporation, or to the Union Water Com- 
pany, from the water which it shall be authorized to use, 
a supply of water for distribution by said Jamaica Pond 
Aqueduct Corporation or said Union Water Company to its 
customers. ‘This act shall give no right to any party to dis- 
charge water into Jamaica Pond. 

Srecr. 6. This act shall take effect June first, eighteen 
hundred and eighty-seven.

To the Honorable the City Council: 


In reply to the order of the na Oa Council requesting infor- 
mation on certain matters relating to the use of the Tremont 
meter we respectfully report, — 

That the use of the Tremont meter does not appear to us 
to have been advantageous to the city. 

The first purchase of meters from the Tremont Meter 
Company was made October, 1883; the last on June 27, 
1885. Within that period 4,445 meters were purchased at a 
cost of $108,847. The number now in use and the number 
rejected and otherwise disposed of is as follows : —

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The number recorded as failing to meet the bond of guar- 
anty for twelve months’ satisfi vetory service 1s 1,752. As 
heretofore reported, the Tremont Company have set up a 
claim that the guaranty does not apply to the larger part of 
the meters alleged to have failed. 

The amount recorded as expended by the department for 
repairs and exchanges, char geuble to the Tremont Meter 
Company, is about $1,000.

SUBURBAN STREET RAILWAY. 


FIRST LOCATION. 


In Boarp oF ALDERMEN, March 14, 1887. 


The Committee on Railroads, to whom was referred the 
petition of the Suburban Street Railway Company to lay and 
maintain tracks with suitable curves, turnouts, switches, and 
connections in the city of Boston, respectfully report that 
they have given the matter due consideration, and are of the 
opinion that the accommodations at present furnished to the 
public in Tremont street are wholly insufficient, and that 
some relief must be furnished therefor to meet the growth 
and increase of the city; that Boston is largely supported by 
the business enterprise, industry, and coéperation of persons 
who reside in the suburbs and outlying wards, and to refuse 
reasonable accommodations to readily come and go is to put 
a limit upon the growth of Boston that we do not believe its 
citizens desire. ‘To increase the number of street cars in 
Tremont street is only to still more retard those already 
there. We therefore regard that some further outlet is a 
public convenience and necessity, and believe that all the lo- 
cations asked for by the petitioners are needed and should 
be granted ; but since the hearing before the Board of Alder- 
men we have learned that the petitioning corporation pro- 
poses to apply to the Legislature for leave to construct a 
tunnel under the Common or Beacon hill, which, if granted, 
will furnish the needed accommodation and relief. We 
therefore recommend that all of the locations asked for be 
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granted, but that the locations on Park street and on Beacon 
street, between Park street and Charles street, be held in 
abeyance by the committee, to await.the action of the Legis- 
lature relating to the authority to tunnel, and we- therefore 
recommend the passage of the following or der,

Ordered, That permission be hereby granted to the asso- 

ciation for the formation of the Suburban Street Railway 
Company to lay down tracks of the railway of the said pro- 
posed company in the streets of the city of Boston, with the 
right to construct, use, and maintain a double track and suit- 
able curves, turnouts, switches, and connections in the follow- 
ing-named streets in the city of Boston; beginning at and 
connecting with the tracks of the Metropolitan Railroad Com- 
pany at the intersection of Charles and Beacon streets in 
said city, and extending through said Beacon street to Ar- 
lington street; thence through Arlington street to Marlboro’ 
street ; thence through Marlboro’ street to its intersection with 
Clarendon str eet, and there to connect with the tracks of the 
Metropolitan Railroad Company. 
_ Also beginning at and connecting with the tracks of the 
West-End ‘Street. Railway Company, as located at the inter- 
section of Beacon street and Commonwealth avenue in said 
city, and extending through said Commonwealth avenue to 
Essex street, and there connecting with the tracks of the 
Cambridge Railroad Company. 

Also beginning at and connecting with the tracks of the 
West-End Street. Railway Company, as located at the inter- 
section of Beacon street and Brookline avenue in said city, 
and extending through Brookline avenue to the boundary 
line between said city of Boston and the town of Brookline, 
where said boundary crosses said Brookline avenue. 

Said tracks and turnouts, ete., except those belonging to 
the other companies herein mentioned, being shown by red 
lines on a plan made by J. W. Monnaie dated Feb. 25, 
1887, and deposited in the office of the Superintendent of 
Streets. 

The right to lay down the tracks located by this order is 
upon condition that the whole work of laying the same, the 
form of rail to be used, and the kind and quality of material 
used in paving said tracks, shall be under the direction and 
to the satisfaction of the Superintendent of Streets, and shall 
be approved by him; also upon condition that said Subur- 
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ban Street Railway Company shall accept this order of loca- 
tion, and shall agree, in writing, to comply with the con- 
ditions herein contained, and shall file said acceptance and 
agreement with the city clerk within thirty days from the 
passage of this order; otherwise it shall be null and void. 

Further provided, that said corporation shall adopt and use 
in the construction of said railway the most approved pattern 
or form of rail now in use, and such as shall least interfere 
with public driving and the use of the streets for ordinary 
trafic. Andsuch rail and construction of road shall be satis- 
factory to and approved by the Superintendent of Streets. 
And they shall also keep in repair and maintain the road-bed 
and pavement inside, and a space eighteen inches wide 
outside, their tracks, satisfactory to the Superintendent of 
Streets, and otherwise in accordance with Chapter 113, Sec- 
tion 32, of the Public Statutes.

COMMONWEALTH OF MASSACHUSETTS,

AN ACT TO PROVIDE FOR THE APPOINTMENT OF A RESERVE 
POLICE FORCE IN THE CITY OF BOSTON. 


Be it enacted, etc. : — 
Section 1. The board of police for the city of Boston 
may, under such rules as the civil-service commissioners of 


the Commonwealth prescribe, appoint suitable persons, not 
exceeding one hundred in number, to constitute a reserve 
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police force for said city, who shall be subject to such rules 
and regulations as the board of police may from time to time 
prescribe, and who may be removed by said board for any 
reason satisfactory to it. Said board of police may assign 
the members of said reserve police force to duty in said city 
whenever and for such time as it shall deem necessary, and 
when on duty they shall have and exercise all the powers 
and duties held and exercised by the police of said city. 

Sect. 2. All appointments upon the regular police force 
of said city shall be made from the reserve police force, under 
such rules as the civil-service commissioners of the Common- 
wealth may prescribe ; and service on the reserve police force 
for not less than six months shall be deemed to be equivalent 
to the probationary period now required by the rules of said 
commissioners. 

Sror. 3. The members of the reserve police force shall 
be paid by the city of Boston, when on duty, such compen- 
sation, not exceeding two dollars and fifty cents per day, a 
the board of police may from time to time prescribe. : 

Sect. 4. This act shall take effect when accepted by the 
city council of the city of Boston.

AN ACT TO PROVIDE FOR PENSIONING MEMBERS OF THE 
BOSTON POLICE DEPARTMENT. 


Be it enacted, etc.: — 


Section 1. The board of police for the city of Boston, 
by the affirmative vote of all the members and-with the ap- 
proval of the mayor, may retire from office any member of 
the police department who has become disabled while in the 
actual performance of duty, or any member who has per- 
formed faithful service in the department for a period of not 
Jess than fifteen consecutive years, or any member who be- 
comes mentally unfitted for police duty, and place the mem- 
ber so retired upon a pension-roll. No such.member shall be 
placed on the pension-roll unless it shall be certified to the 
board in writing by the city physician that such member is 
permaneutly incapacitated, either mentally or physically, 
from performing his duty as x member of the department. 
In case of total permanent disability, caused in or induced by 
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the actual performance of his duty, the amount of annual — 
pension shall be one-half of the annual compensation of the 
office from which he is so retired, or such less sum as the 
said board may determine. ‘The pension of a member who 
has served fifteen or more consecutive years shall be an 
amount not exceeding one-third the annual salary or com- 
pensation of the office from which he is retired, or such less 
sum as the said board may determine. - 

pear.2:'- If any member of the said police department 
shall die from injuries received while in the discharge of his 
duty, and shall leave a widow, or if no widow any Pchild or 
children under the age of sixteen years, a sum not exceeding 
three hundred dollars may be paid as an annuity to such 
widow so long as she remains unmarried, or to -any such 
child or children so long as he or they continue under tke 
age of sixteen years, and the board of police may, from time 
to time, order such annuity to be reduced. 

Sect. 3. This act shall take effect upon its passage.

AN ACT IN RELATION TO THE ISSUE OF BONDS FOR THE 
ERECTION OF THE COURT-HOUSK FOR THE COUNTY OF

THEREOF. 


Be tt enacted, etc. : 


Section 1. Upon the request of the commissioners ap- 
pointed by the mayor of the city of Boston in relation to 
the erection of a court-house for the county of Suffolk, it 
shall be the duty of said city from time to time to issue 
and negotiate the bonds or certificates of indebtedness de- 
scribed in section five, chapter three hundred and seventy- 
seven of the acts of the year eighteen hundred and eighty- 
five, to xn amount not exceeding two and one-half millions 
of dollars in addition to the cost of the land. The commis-’ 
sioners may expend the amount of the proceeds of said 
bonds tor the purchase of land already taken, but not paid 
for, and for the erection and furnishing of said court-house ; 
but they shall not expend, or contract to expend, more than 
said amount unless such excess of expenditure shall first have 
been authorized by the city council of Boston. 
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Snot. 2. Neither the indebtedness incurred under this 
act, nor the expenditures and taxation necessary to meet the 
interest on and the principal of said indebtedness, shall be 
reckoned or included in determining the authorized limit of 
indebtedness or rate of taxation of the city of Boston under 
the provisions of chapter one hundred and seventy-eight of 
the acts of the year eighteen hundred and eighty-five. 

Sect. 38. ‘This act shall take effect upon its passage.

To. the Judiciary cache ittee of the Common Council: — 


GENTLEMEN, delay in answering the question, 
whether the City Counen can authorize the Massachusetts 
Horticultural Society to erect a building on the Public Gar- 
den, 1s due to my having waited in “order to give to the 
petitioners’ counsel all the time he needed to exunine, and, 
if possible, to meet, the legal objections which appeared in 
the course of my investigation of the subject. 

Upon careful consideration, | am of the opinion that the 
City Council cannot grant the request of the society. | 

The territory called the Public Garden is made up, first, 
and mainly, of flats which were formerly a part of the Com- 
mon; and, secondly, of land conveyed to the City by the Com- 
monwealth, by an indenture of December 11, 1856. (See Back 
Bay Agreements, p. 59.) Whether the flat referred to were, 
at the time of the adoption of the city charter, in 1522, 
and have since continued in law to be, part of “the Com- 
mon,” so as to be within the exception to the power given to 
the City Council to lease or sell all the property of the city “ ex- 
cept the Common and Faneuil Hall,” is a question not free 
from doubt. It was much discussed in 1843, upon a propo- 
sition to sell those flats, and the different views taken by emi- 
nent lawyers, whose opinions were then sought by the City 
Council, are recorded in City Documents Now! 23, 234, atid 
26 of that year. But it seems to me unnecessary to con- 
sider that question in this connection, since there are other 


objections which would be more readily admitted. The first. 


is found in Chapter 210 of the Acts of 1859, entitled “ An 
Act in relation to the Back Bay and the Public Garden in 
the City of Boston.” By the acceptance of this Act the 
City of Boston surrendered whatever rights it had as a mere 
property-holder to erect buildings either on the flats or on 
that part of the Public Garden ceded to it by the Common- 
wealth, and agreed that “no building shall hereafter be 
erected between Arlington and Charles streets, except such 
us are expedient for horticultural purposes.” 

It has been suggested that the words of the exception are 
broad enough. to cover the use which the petitioner desires 
to make of the land. But those words cannot in their econ- 
struction be separated from the context; and, considering 
the whole section in which they appear, and that which fol- 
lows, it seems clear to me that the phrase was intended 
merely to authorize the erection of greenhouses, and such 
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other minor buildings as might be convenient in the care 
and cultivation of the land which was the subject of legisla- 
tion. Moreover, if it be admitted that under this excep- 
tion the city itself may erect such buildings as the City 
_Council may deem expedient for horticultural purposes, I do 
not think such a right can be assigned. The city holds that 
land for public use, and it cannot permit any portion of it to 
be permanently occupied for private uses. 

Another objection is found in the Act of the Legislature 
passed in 1877, entitled “An Act for the protection of pub- 
lic commons and parks,” now Sections 16 and 17 of Chapter 
54 of the Public Statutes, which provides that “no building 
exceeding six hundred square feet in area upon the ground 
shall be erected in or upon a common or park dedicated to 
the use of the public, without leave of the General Court.” 
I think this restriction applies to the Public Garden.

CONCERNING WARD-ROOMS. 


In the Year One Thousand Fight Hundred and Highty-seven. 


AN ORDINANCE TO AMEND CHAPTER THREE OF THE REVISED 
ORDINANCES OF 1885, CONCERNING WARD-ROOMS. 


Be it ordained by the City Council of Boston, as follows: — 


SECTION 1. Section eight of chapter three of the Revised 
Ordinances of 1885 is hereby amended, in line four, by 
adding after the words “a printed copy” the words “ of the 
first seven sections.” 

Seot. 2. Said chapter three of the Revised Ordinances 
is also further amended by adding the following sections : — 

“secr. 9. For all the purposes, except that of being 
polling-places, for which ward-rooms have been or may be 
lawfully used, a room shall be set apart in every ward in the 
city, and shall be known and designated as the ward-room of 
said ward. Until otherwise ordered the superintendent of 
public buildings shall have the care and custody of such 
ward-rooms and shall provide for opening; closing, lighting, 
and heating the same whenever necessary. 

“Sect. 10. The superintendent of public buildings shall 
designate a suitable room in each of the public buildings 
hereinafter named to be a ward-room. In case any room 
so designated cannot be occupied for the purposes of a ward- 
room at any time the said superintendent shall, with the 
approval of the mayor, provide equivalent accommodation 
elsewhere for any public meeting in such ward, for which 
a permit shall be granted.

An examination of the facts and figures will show that the 
amount of work done by this department, during the past two 
years, is far in excess of that formerly accomplished during a 
similar period ; and, asa result, large tracts of land have been 
opened up for building purposes whose increased value will 
add many thousands of dollars to the wealth of the city. 

During the past year there has been constructed, especially 
in the outlying districts, an unusual length of main sewers, 
and it is interesting to note how rapidly the beneficial effects 
of this construction have made themselves felt. For example, 
the district in Dorchester, bounded by Washington street, Blue 
Hill ave., Norfolk street, etc., which two years ago contained 
scarcely a dozen houses, to-day can boast several hundred 
first-class residences: and about five hundred acres of land, 
which was before that time practically unfit for building pur- 
poses, has heen made available and brought into the market. 

In the district bounded by Beacon street, Boston & Albany 
R.R., West Chester park, and Ipswich street, some very costly 
houses have been built during the past two years whose only 
drainage was obtained by means of a system of small sew- 
ers. having an outlet into the covered channel of Stony brook. 
This created a considerable nuisance, of which property-own- 
ers in the vicinity complained, because it made their prop- 
erty unsalable. To relieve this district a main sewer has 
been built in Beacon and Ipswich streets to the Boston & 
Albany R.R., and connected, in Hereford street, with the Im- 
proved System of Sewerage. 

i obably no part of Boston has suffered for lack of prop- 
er drainage more severely than the Ashmont District, so 
called, in Dorchester. In the spring of 1886 the committee 
on aes ers, after careful examination, gave a public hearing 
to the residents of this district, at which several prominent 
citizens, who were also large tax-payers, stated that, unless 
some relief, in the way of drainage, were atlorded thea dis- 
trict, they would be compelled to close their houses, as they 
could not obtain tenants who would occupy them for any 
length of time. In fact, it was shown that the death of sey- 
eral children in the district was the direct result of improper 
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drainage. The soil, which is of a clayey nature, renders cess- 
pools of little or no practical use and necessitates the con- 
struction of sewers. 

During the year a main sewer has been built in Granite 
avenue, emptying into the Neponset river; and it is hoped 
that, during the coming spring and summer, there will be 
seen a marked improvement in this district. 

During the past two years a main sewer has been built 
between Forest-Hill station and Roslindale; and several 
small sewers in what is known as the Roslindale District. 
The main sewer is intended to drain about eight hundred 
acres of land; and a large increase, during the coming year, 
in the number of buildings erected, in consequence of better 
facilities for drainage, may be confidently preaicted. 

It will be necessary, in the near future, to build a main 
sewer through the valley between Roslindale and Central 
Station, to take the drainage now discharging into a natural 
water-course which runs along the Dedham Branch of the 
Boston & Providence R.R., and which is a source of annoy- 
ance to parties owning land through which this stream flows. 
The residents of this. Hart. of Boston have waited long and 
patiently for relief; and, as there is a considerable amount 
of the loan for this district unexpended, I would recommend 
that this work be commenced as early as possible, in order 
to afford such relief before another summer. 

The district which, in years past, has been most neglected, 
but which, on account of its natural advantages, should, in 
my judgment, have received as much attention, at least, as 
any other, is the Brighton District. During the past two 
years, Nair eas through the untiring efforts of 2 member of 
the City Government, ‘this district, prob: bly the most healthy 
in Boston, has been enabled to receive proper drainage facill- 
ties as far as the time has permitted. 

The soil being of a sandy and gravelly nature, is particu- 
larly well adapted to the use of cesspools; but in a district 
which is growing as rapidly as this sewers become an abso- 
lute necessity. 

Two main and several small sewers have been built during 
the past year; and, with a large balance remaining to the 
credit of the district, a considerable amount of work can be 
done in the present year. 

I have endeavored, as far as possible in a limited space, 
to show to the City Government the work accomplished by — 
this department during the past year. It will be seen that 
the proportion of large sewers to that of small is unusually 
great, and it will prob: ubly be a number of years before the 
city can receive back, by way of assessments, the money thus

expended ; since the amounts must be distributed over land 
as yet undeveloped, but which, in time, must pay its pro- 
portionate part towards the construction of these main sew- 
ers. ¢ 

The whole length of sewers in the city, exclusive of the 
intercepting sewer, is now about 255 miles. 

Assessments have been levied by the Board of Aldermen, 
nnd bills sent to the Collector to the amount of $62,377.27. 
The Collector has received during the year, on account of 
the department, $81,758.48. 

During the year 2,285 permits have been given to con- 
struct or repair house connections.

AN ACT TO PROVIDE FOR THE TRANSFER AND MANAGEMENT 
OF MOUNT HOPE CEMETERY IN THE CITY OF BOSTON. 


Be it enacted, etc. : — 


Srotion 1. The prop#ietors by deed of burial-lots in the 
cemetery known as Mount Hope Cemetery in the city of 
Boston, comprising the lands acquired by said city under 
authority of chapter one hundred and fifty of the acts of 
the year eighteen hundred and forty-nine, with any other 
lands since acquired by said city as an addition to said 
cemetery, except the Jand described in section two of this 
act, are hereby made a corporation by the name of The 
Proprietors of Mount Hope Cemetery, subject to all the 
provisions of chapter eighty-two of the Public Statutes, so 
fur as they can be applied thereto, except so far as incon- 
sistent herewith. 

SreoT. 2. The portion of said cemetery above mentioned 
as excepted from the operation of this act is a parcel of land 
in the north-westerly corner thereof, containing about two 
hundred and. fifty-five thousand square feet, bounded and 
described as follows, to wit: Beginning at the north-westerly 
corner of the reserved premises at the intersection of Can- 
terbury street and Sargent street ; thence running easterly by 
said Sargent street four hundred and fifty feet; thence turn- 
ing and running southerly at right angles to ‘said Sargent 
street by other land in said cemetery five hundred feet ; 
thence turning and running westerly at right angles to the 
last-mentioned course, by other land of -said cemetery 

feet, to land of Wihittentores ; thence turning and running 
northerly, by a broken line six hundred feet: by land of said 
Whittemore and by said Canterbury street to the point of 
beginning.. The land described in this section shall not be 
used by said city for purposes of pauper burial, nor shall 
said city sell the same nor devote it to other uses without 
first offering it for sale to said corporation. 

Secr. 3. Immediately upon the passage hereof the city 
registrar of said city shall appoint and call the first meeting 
of said corporation by mailing written notice thereof to each 
of said proprietors so far as known, and by publishing such 
notice twice in some newspaper published in said city, seven 
days at least before such meeting, at which meeting, if this 


——_—— 
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act is accepted by vote of a majority of said proprietors 
present and voting, said corporation shall be organized in 
‘the manner provided in the first sixteen sections of chapter 
one hundred and eleven of the Public Statutes. 

Secor. 4. Immediately upon the organization of said cor- 
poration said city of Boston shall convey to it by proper 
deed said cemetery and lands referred to in section one 
hereof, together with the stock, tools, implements and other 
personal property pertaining thereto or commonly used 
thereon, and with the right to any unpaid balances remaining 
due for lots already sold, to be held by it, so far as con- 
sistent herewith, for the same uses and purposes, and 
charged with the same duties, trusts and liabilities for and 
subject to which the same are now held by said city ; and the 
said corporation shall thenceforth bear the entire charge and 
expense of maintaining said cemetery and of the care ‘of lots 
and graves therein, except as hereinafter provided, and to 
that end shall receive from said city the annual income as it 
accrues of the funds now held by said city under the pro- 
visions of section sevénteen of chapter eighty-two of the 
Public Statutes, and apply said income to the preservation 
and care of the lots entitled to such application; and the 
said corporation shall bave in respect of said cemetery all 
rights, powers and privileges, and be subject to all duties, 
obligations and liabilities now had or sustained by said city 
in respect thereof, and shall fully indemnify and hold harm- 
less the said city in regard to the same. 

Srcr. 5. The said city shall continue to have the right of 
burial of persons for whose burial it is bound by law to 
provide, in the portion of said cemetery at its westerly end 
now set aside for said purpose, and interments of such per- 
sons may either be there made by the said city at its own 
expense, or by said corporation upon such terms for the cost 
of preparation and interment as may, from time to time, be 
agreed on between the overseers of the poor of said city, 
with the approval of the mayor and the executive board of 
said corporation. 

Secr. 6. The title to lots or rights of burial in said ceme- 
tery heretofore sold by said city is ; hereby confirmed.

In the Year One Thousand Eight Hundred and Eighty-seven. 


AN ACT TO PROVIDE FOR THE TRANSFER AND THE MANAGE- 
MENT OF CEDAR GROVE CEMETERY IN THE CITY OF 
BOSTON. 


Be it enacted, etc. : — 


Secrion 1. Thomas F. Temple, Herbert S. Carruth, 
Albe C. Clark, J. Frank Howland, and William Pope, pro- 
prietors of lots in Cedar Grove Cemetery, their associates 
and successors, are hereby made a corporation by the name 
of The Proprietors of Cedar Grove Cemetery, with all the 
powers and privileges, and subject to all the duties, liabilities, 
and restrictions which now are or may hereafter be in. force 
relating to such corporations, except as hereinafter is pro- 
vided. 

Secr. 2. Said corporation may purchase, acquire, receive 
and hold real estate in that part of the city of Boston which 
was formerly Dorchester, to the extent of sixty acres; and 
said corporation may also hold personal estate to an amount 
not exceeding one hundred thousand dollars. 

Srcr. 3. All persons now owning lots in said cemetery, 
or who shall hereafter become proprietors of lots therein, 
shall be and become members of said corporation. 

Secor. 4. The officers of said corporation shall consist of 
seven trustees, a treasurer and a secretary, and such other 
officers as they may direct. The same person may hold the 
offices of secretary and treasurer. The secretary shall be 
clerk of the board of trustees. The five persons now com- 
missioners of Cedar Grove Cemetery under the provisions of 
an act passed in the year one thousand eight hundred and 
sixty-eight, entitled ‘An Act relating to a public cemetery 
in the town of Dorchester,” and the acts in addition thereto. 
shall respectively be and remain trustees under this act until 
three years after the expiration of their respective terms of 
service under the aforesaid acts; and at the first annual 
meeting of said corporation two additional, trustees of said 
corporation shall be chosen, one of whom shall hold his ~ 
office for one year, and the other shall hold his office tor two 
years, from the time of such election. All vacancies in said 
board of trustees shall be filled by elections by ballot. At 
the annual meeting in the year eighteen hundred and eighty- 
eight, one trustee ‘shall be chosen, who shall hold his office 
for the term of seven years. At every annual meeting there- 
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after one trustee shall be chosen to hold his office for the 
term of seven years after bis election. And the said trustees 
shall have the general management, care, and superintendence 
of the property, expenditures, business, and prudential affairs 
of said corporation, and of the sales of lots in said cemetery, 
and shall make a report of their doings to the corporation at 
its annual meeting. ‘The treasurer shall give such bonds as 
the trustees may direct. In case of a vacancy in said board 
of trustees by death, resignation, removal, or otherwise, 
such vacancy shall be filled by the choice of another trustee, 
who shall hold his office for the residue of the term for which 
such member, so deceased, resigned, or removed, would have 
held the same. And such election may be made -at any 
annual or special meeting of said corporation. Said trustees 
shall not receive any compensation for their services as such 
trustees. | 

Secor. 5. The city of Boston is hereby authorized and 
required to transfer and convey, immediately upon the organi- 
zation of this corporation, to said corporation all the right, 
title, and interest which it has in the lands which have been 
purchased or set apart for said cemetery, and in and to all 
other estate, property, rights, and things purchased or other- 
wise obtained, acquired, and accrued to said cemetery and 
within the territory aforesaid which said city now has or is 
entitled to have, and in and to any and all moneys standing 
to the credit of said cemetery upon the books of the city of 
Boston, and all other rights, interests, moneys, and trust- 
funds relating to said cemetery. . And said corporation shall 
hold the said property, estate, and rights for the same uses 
and purposes, and charged with the same duties and Habili- 
ties for and subject to ‘which the same are now held by the 
city of Boston; and all rights which any persous have 
acquired in said cemetery shall remain valid to the same 
extent as if this act had not been passed. 

Secor. 6. The annual meetings of said corporation shall 
be held on the fourth Monday of April in each year, at such 
place in the city of Boston as the trustees shall direct, and 
notices thereof, signed by the secretary, shall be published i in 
one or more of the newspapers printed in Boston, at least 
seven days before the meeting; special meetings may be 
called by order of the trustees in the same manner. At all 
meetings of said corporation a quorum for business shall 
consist of not less than nine persons, and any business may 
be transacted, of which notice shall be given in the advertise- 
ments for the meeting, and all questions shall be decided by : 
majority of the members present and represented, and voting 
either in person or by proxy. : 
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Sect. 7. As soon as said city of Boston shall have made 
the conveyance and transfer of said property as aforesaid, 
said corporation shall succeed to all the rights, powers and 
privileges, and be subject to all the duties, oblig: itions, and lia- 
bilities in respect to the same, which said city of Boston had 
or was liable to before such conveyance; and the trustees 
herein provided for shall have all the rights, powers, authori- 
ties, trusts, immunities, and privileges which the said com- 
missioners under the said act entitled “An Act relating to 
a public cemetery in the town of Dorchester” and the acts 
in addition thereto had; and after such conveyance the last- 
named commissioners shall cease to have any power or au- 
thority under the said act, but shall have and hold their 
power and authority under this act. And said trustees shall 
have the authority to grant and convey to any person or 
persons, by deeds duly executed, the sole and exclusive 
rights of burial and of erecting tombs, cenotaphs, and _ other 
monuments in any of the designated lots or subdivisions 
of said cemetery, upon’ such terms and conditions as they, 
by their rules and regulations, shall from time to time pre- 
scribe; and said trustees may from time to time make such 
rules and regulations in regard to the mode and manner in 
which the proprietors shall exercise the rights granted to 
them in their respective lots or subdivisions of land in said 
cemetery «s to them shall seem fit, the same not being incon- 
sistent with this act or the laws of this Commonwealth relat- 
ing to such cemeteries, and such regulations shall be binding 
upon all proprietors in the samé. 

Sect. 8. Said board of trustees are hereby authorized 
to take and hold any grant, donation or bequest of property 
upon trust, to apply the same, or the income thereof, for the 
improvement or embellishment of said cemetery, or for the 
erection, repair, preservation, or renewal of any monument, 
fence or other erection, or for the planting and cultivation of 
trees, shrubs, or plants in or around any lot, or for improv- 
ing said premises in any other manner or form consistent 
with the purposes for which said cemetery is established, 
according to the terms of such grant, donation or bequest ; 
or any deposit of any money shall be made by the proprie- 
tor of any lot in said cemetery, for the annual repair, pres- 
ervation, or embellishment of such lot and the erections 
thereon, the said trustees may give to such proprietor or his 
representative an agreement or “obligation in such form and 
upon such conditions as they may establish, binding them- 
selves and their successors to preserve and keep in repair 
said lot forever, or for any such period as may be agreed on. 
And any sums of money so received by said trustees shall 
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be, and any other funds in their hands may be by them in- 
vested i in savings banks, and in any securities in which sav- 
ings banks are authorized to invest. And unless other 
provision is made by the terms of any such grant, donation, 
or bequest, all such sums and property shall be under the 
direction of said board of trustees, and the income of such 
fund or funds shall be appropriated by said board of trus- 
tees in such manner as shall, in their opinion, best promote 
the purposes for which said grants, donations, bequests, or 
deposits are made; but said board of trustees shall not be 
liable to make any renewal or reconstruction of any monu- 
ment or other erection on any lot in said cemetery, unless 
such liability shall be expressed in the agreement given by 
them as aforesaid, or in the terms and: conditions under 
which they accept any grant, donation, or bequest. 

Srecr. 9. All personal property now belonging to said 
cemetery, and the proceeds of all sales of lots in lands now 
held or hereafter to be acquired by said cemetery, shall be 
forever devoted and applied to the preservation, improve- 
ment, embellishment, protection, and enlargement of said 
cemetery, and the incidental expenses thereof, and to no 
other purpose. . 

sect. 10. This act shall take effect upon its passage so 
far as to authorize the commissioners to call the meeting 
hereafter mentioned, and for the proprietors to act upon the 
acceptance of the same; and it shall take full effect when- 
ever the proprietors of lots in said cemetery shall, within 
sixty days after the passage of this act, accept the same at 
a meeting of such proprietors to be held at such time and 
place as ‘shall be designated by the commissioners of Cedar 
Grove Cemetery who shall be in office at the time of the pas- 
sage of this act. Said meeting shall be called by the said 
commissioners, to be held at some suitable pk: ice Within the 
city of Boston, by publishing notices of the time, place, and 
purpose thereof, once in each of two successive weeks in two 
or more newspapers published in said city, the last of which 
publications shall be at least seven days before said meet- 
ing. ; 

Sect. 11. If this act shall be accepted at the meeting of 
said proprietors mentioned in the preceding section, by the 
votes of the majority of said proprietors present or repre- 
sented at said meeting. voting in person or by proxy, the 
meeting for the organization “ot said corporation, and the 
annual | meeting of “said corporation for the present year 
shall be held at the same’ place and on the same day with 
the said meeting mentioned in the preceding section, and 
immediately after the acceptance of this act, and such notice 
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of the said meeting for organizing said corporation, and of 
said annual meeting shall be given by said commissioners 
as they shall deem expedient; and the trustees elected at 
such annual meeting shall hold their offices, one for one year 
and one for two years, from the first Monday of May of the 
present year.

AN ACT TO PROVIDE FOR THE APPOINTMENT OF POLICE 


MATRONS IN CERTAIN CITIES, AND FOR THE ESTABLISH- 
MENT OF A HOUSE OF DETENTION FOR WOMEN IN THE 
CITY OF BOSTON. 


Be tt enacted, etc. : — 


Section |. In every city of the Commonwealth having a 
population of over thirty thousand inhabitants, except the 
city of Boston, namely, the cities of Worcester, Lowell, 
Cambridge, Fall River, Lynn, Lawrence, Springfield, and 
New Bedford, the mayor shall, within one month after the 
passage of this act, designate, one or more police stations as 
the station or stations for the detention and confinement of 
all women under arrest within such city ; and such mayor may 
at any time so designate any additional station or stations, or 
may declare any stution or stations to be no longer so desig- 
nated, provided that at least one such station shall always 
remain so designated. In the city of Boston the board of 
police may at any time, in case it does not deem it practicable 
or expedient that all women arrested in said city should be 
taken at once to the house of detention for women herein- 
after provided for, designate one or more police stations as a 
station or stations for the detention and confinement of 
women under arrest. The mayor in each of the cities above 
mentioned, except the city of Boston, and the board of police 
in the city of Boston, shall have the sole power to appoint, 
and shall appoint as soon as may be after any station has 
been designated as above provided, either one or two police 
matrons to be attached to such station. 

Sect. 2. No woman shall be appointed a police matron 
unless suitable for the position, and recommended therefor 


in writing by at least ten women of good standing, residents 


of the city in which the appointment is made. A.'police 
matron shall not be appointed for any definite term, but to 
bold office until removal, and she may be removed at any 
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time by the authority appointing her by written order stating 
the cause of removal. Upon the death, resignation or 
removal of a police matron her successor shall be appointed 
as soon asmay be. A police matron shall receive a reasona- 
ble salary or pay, which shall be fixed, except in the city of 
Boston, by the city couneil of the city in which she is ap- 
pointed ; in the city of Boston the salary of a police matron 
shall be fixed by the board of police and paid by the city 
treasurer upon the requisition of such authority. Where 
only one police matron is attached to a station she shall re- 
side within a reasonable distance of such station, and shall 
hold herself in readiness to respond to any call therefrom at 
any hour of the day or night. Where two. police matrons 
are attached to a station the respective hours during which 
they shall respond to ealls therefrom shall be so fixed by the 
authority appointing them that one or the other of them shall 
be ready to respond at all hours of the day and night; and 
each such matron shall, during the hours so fixed for her, re- 
main within a reasonable distanve of such station, and hold 
herself in readiness to respond to any call therefrom. So 
Jong as any woman is detained or confined in a police station’ 
to which a matron or matrons is or are attached, it shall be 
the duty of such matron, or one of such matrons, to remain 
constantly thereat ready for service. A police matron shall 
have the entire care and charge of all women held under 
arrest in the station to which she is attached, and she may at 
any time call upon the officer in command of such station for 
assistance ; she shall be subject to the authority at the head 
of the police department of the city in which she.serves, and 
to the rules and regulations, not inconsistent with this act, 
prescribed by such authority ; but she shall not be subject to 
the control or direction of any police officer attached to a 
station excepting the officer in command thereof at the time. 
In every station to which a police matron is attached it shall 
be the duty of the authority appointing her to provide, at 
the expense of the city, sufficient and proper accommodation 
for women confined under arrest. 

Secr. 3. In the city of Boston the board of police shall 
establish, within three months after the passage of this act, 
and shall maintain, a house of detention for the reception 
and confinement of women under arrest; and for that pur- 
pose said board shal! have the authority to hire, lease, alter, 
and arrange a building or buildings, and to fit up the same 
in a suitable manner. Said board of police shall establish 
reasénable salaries for the officers and assistants. of such 
house of detention hereinafter provided for, and such sala- 
ries, together with all expenses incurred for the establish- 
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ment of such house of detention, for the maintenance of the 
same, and for the transportation of prisoners thereto and 
therefrom, shall be paid by the city treasurer of said city 
of Boston upon the requisition of said board. Said board of 
police may prescribe all needful rules and regulations, not 
inconsistent with this act, for the government of such house 
of detention. The officers of such house of detention shall 
consist of a chief matron, an assistant chief matron, and as 
many assistant matrons, and other male or female assist- 
ants, as said board of police may deem necessary for the 
proper management of the same. The chief matron and 
assistant chief matron shall be appointed by the board of 
police, but no woman shall be so appointed unless suitable 
for the position and recommended therefor in writing by at 
least twenty-five women of good standing, residents of the 
city of Boston; they shall not be appointed for any definite 
term, but to hold office until removal, and-they may be re- 
moved at any time by said board by written order stating 
the cause of removal. The assistant matrons and other 
assistants shall be appointed, and may be suspended, by the 
chief matron, subject to the approval of said board of police. 
Either the chief matron or the assistant chief matron shall 
be on duty at all hours of the day and night. A police 
officer who takes a woman to such house of detention shall 
render such assistance in placing her under confinement as 
the chief matron or assistant chief matron may require, and 
the chief matron or assistant chief matron may at any time 
send to the nearest police station for such police assistance 
as they may require. 

Snot. 4.. Whenever in any city subject to this act a 
woman is arrested and taken to a police station which has 
been designated as provided in this act, and to which a 
matron is attached, it shall be the duty of the police officer 
in command of such station to cause such matron to be sum- 
moned forthwith, if she is not then present; and whenever 
in any such city a woman Is arrested and taken to a station 
to which no matron is attached, it shall be the duty of such 
officer to cause such woman to be removed as soon as pos- 
sible to the nearest station to which a matron is attached, or 
in the city of Boston to the house of detention above pro- 
vided for, and the city treasurer of the city shall pay the 
reasonable expense of such removal. upon the requisition of 
the authority at the head of the police department of the 
city. In the city of Boston the board of police shall make 
regulations naming the police divisions from which all women 
arrested shall be taken or sent directly to the said house of 
detention, without confinement in a police station, and pre- 
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scribing what disposition shall be made, in compliance with 
the provisions of this act, of women arrested in the other 
police divisions to whose stations no matron is attached ; but 
no such removal of a woman shall operate to take from any 
court any jurisdiction which it would otherwise have had. 

Secor. 5. Whenever any other city in this Commonwealth 
shall have a population of over thirty thousand inhabitants, 
as shown by any census taken by authority either of this 
Commonwealth, or of the United States, the provisions of 
this act shall apply to such city in the same manner as if it 
now had such number of inhabitants and were included in 
section one. 

Sect. 6. In any city of this Commonwealth having less 
than thirty thousand inhabitants the mayor may designate 
one or more of the police stations in said city as above pro- 
vided in section one: and, after such designation, sections 
one, two, and four of this act shall take effect in such city in 
the same manner as if it were included in section one. 

Srot. 7. The expression “police station” or “ station” 
in this act shall include any place where persons are tem- 
porarily confined under arrest; the expression “woman” 
shall include any person of the female sex. 

Seor. 8. This act shall take effect upon its passage.

AN ACT TO ESTABLISH THE HOURS OF LABOR OF PERSONS

Be it enacted, etc. : — 


Srctrion 1. No person shall be employed in any of the 
various departments or branches of service of this Common- 
wealth or of any city or town thereof, more than eight hours 
in any one day, except when a different apportionment of the 
hours of labor is made for the sole purpose of making a 
shorter day’s work for one day of the week; and in no case 
shall the hours of labor exceed forty-eight in a week. 
oan 2. This act shall take effect upon its passage.

COMMITTEE ON JUDICIARY, 


REGARD TO AN ORDER FOR SETTING BACK A BUILD- 
ING WHICH PROJECTED UPON A HIGHWAY. 


In Common Councit, April 21, 1887. 


The Committee on the Judiciary, to whom was referred 
an order passed by the Common Council, March 24, 1887, 
which was returned without action by the Board of Alder- 
men, beg leave to make the following report : — 


The original order directed the Corporation Counsel to 
take any action necessary to give effect to a certain order 
in regard to setting back a building which projected upon a 
highway. The Board of Aldermen returned the order with 
the indorsement that the Common Council have no jurisdic- 
tion in the matter. 

It seems to your committee that the honorable Board mis- 
took the intent of the order. The original order was passed 
by the Board of Aldermen, Feb. 2, 1886, and was signed 
by the Mayor. The subject-matter then was solely in their 
hands as affecting the condition of a public highway. But, 
after the order was properly passed, it became a public 
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statute, which all citizens might be interested in enforcing. 
It would seem certainly that the City Council, or either 
branch, is entitled to direct the enforcement of any State law, 
or city ordinance, or any order of a public nature passed by 
any branch or board of the City Government. 

By Chap. 25, of the Revised Ordinances of 1885, it is 
made especially the duty of the City Solicitor to perform 
such professional duties incident to his office as may be re- 
quired of him by the City Council or either branch thereof. 
It is probably better to call upon him than upon the Cor- 
poration Counsel. But your committee have no doubt that 
the Common Council can direct the City Solicitor to enforce 
any public law, resolution, or order, affecting our citizens, 
whether that body took part in enacting the same or not. 

If the Common Council can direct the City Solicitor alone 
it can also legally and properly ask the Board of Aldermen, 
to join them in such action. eb} 

Asa matter of fact, the original order referred to, of the 
date of Feb. 2, 1886, was passed by the Board of Aldermen, 
and not by the City Council, as stated in our order. This 
error should be corrected before returning the order to the 
Aldermen, although it was not mentioned in that body as a 
cause of complaint. | 

Your committee therefore recommend that the order be 
passed in a new draft, and that a certified copy of this 
report be appended thereto. : ,

In Common Councit, Feb. 3, 1887. 


Ordered, That the Committee on Ordinances consider the 
advisability of amending Chapter 17 of the Revised Ordi-

The provisions of the new charter (Chapter 266 of Acts 
of 1885), whereby all contracts made in behalf of the city, 
in which the amount involved exceeds $2,000, require the 
approval, in writing, of the Mayor are well known, and the 
language of Section 6 of that chapter containing such pro-

visions need not therefore be quoted. In the conduct of 
the business of the several departments of the city it has 
not been deemed expedient, except in a few instances, to 
subdivide any contract where the total estimated expenditure 
exceeds $2,000. While in these few instances it is not 
claimed that such subdivision has worked any injury to the 
financial interests of the city, such a subdivision is clearly 
an evasion of the provisions of the charter; and it will 
readily be seen that instances might arise, if such a method 
of subdivision were generally adopted by the several de- 
partments, whereby the city would not derive the benefit 
arising from a healthy and proper and reasonable business 
competition. Some cases might be conceived where, in 
order to expedite the work of the city, such a subdivision 
would be adyantageous, and, by the language of the order 
under consideration, the Mayor in such cases is authorized 
to sanction, in writing, such a course of business. 

With a desire solely that the affairs of the city should be 
conducted in strict accord with the intent and spirit of the pro- 
visions of the new charter, by which the officers and boards of 
the city are held strictly accountable to the Mayor, as the chief 
executive officer, —and actuated by a feeling that the Mayor 
should be strengthened in an endeavor to secure “ the honest, 
efiivient, and economical conduct of the entire executive and 
administrative business of the city, and the harmonious and 
concerted action of the different departments,” the under- 
signed believes that the amendment proposed should be 
favorably considered, and submits herewith the accompany- 
ing draft of an ordinance covering the desired change, and 
recommends its adoption by the City Council.

The Committee on Appropriations respectfully report, in 
part, at this time, and submit herewith for adoption by the 
City Council, the accompanying appropriation bill of ex- 
penditures for the purposes required by the several depart- 
ments during the ensuing financial year. ‘The annual esti- 
mates of the departments have been carefully considered by 
the committee, and have been revised and reduced to an 
extent made necessary under the present limit of expendi- 
ture to which the city is confined by law. The total amount, 
$11,229,132, represents the entire sum that the City Council 
may appropriate. This sum cannot be exceeded by a single 
dollar, and the committee, after a careful review of the 
needs of the several departments, have made a division of 
amounts which appears to them as fair and equitable as the 
circumstances will warrant ; and, in submitting it to the City 
Council, they feel called upon to urge the necessity of imme-_ 
diate action thereon, as it is exceedingly desirable to pass 
the bill in some shape during the present month. The com- 
mittee have been, of necessity, compelled to ignore, at 
present, the matters calling for special appropriations that 
have been referred to them by the City Council, for the 
simple reason that under the prescribed limit of expenditure 
they could not be included in the present bill. 
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The customary orders for the tax-levy, and authorizing 
the transfer of unexpended balances of appropriations, etc., 
accompany this report, and the committee recommend their 
passage. 

Aldermen Lee, Donovan, and Carroll, and Messrs. Mur- 
phy, Keliher, and Chamberlain, dissent from the bill as 
regards the items for Paving and Reserved Fund, and recom- 
mend that the respective amounts be $800,000 and $50,000. 

Alderman Sullivan dissents from items of the bill, and 
recommends the following appropriations, namely : —

MINORITY REPORT. 


The undersigned, while agreeing fully with most of the 
recommendations in the above report, dissents in regard to a 
few items. The requests of the Health Department seem to 
be carefully made, and to be rendered necessary to meet the 
daily requirements of the city. Hence the reduction made 
by the committee appears to be a dangerous trifling with a 
most important matter. 

The police signal system can be tried with $50,000, and 
an appropriation should be made, so that the beginning can | 
be made this summer. 

The public buildings require money to preserve the 
property of the city, and saving a cent here means the loss 
of a dollar of our assets. 

The Public Library suffered badly from the deduction of 
last year. Its work is sealed on a basis of $120,000 annual 
expenditure. To cut off $5,000 is poor economy, for gaps 
made in the systematic purchase of current literature can 
never be filled. 

Qn the other hand, the great increase for the Lamp 
Department is clearly in a line where economy will injure no 
one materially.

_ The appropriation for Mount Hope Cemetery should cease 
absolutely, especially since the Cedar Grove Cemetery has 
been transferred to lot-owners, who find the income sufficient 
without a city subsidy. But the item for gravel for this 
cemetery is a necessity. The city bought it, and must re- 
move it during the present season, or it reverts back to the 
owners of the land. |

The Committee on Railroads, to whom were referred, as 
unfinished business of last year, the petition, with majority 
and minority reports thereon, of the South Boston Railroad 
Company, for a location for a single track in Broadway, from 
Harrison avenue to Washington street, and for the right to 
enter upon and use the tracks of the Metropolitan Railroad 
Company on Washington street, between Broadway and 
Beach street; also the petition of Edward W. Johnson and 
5,999 others; the petition of Patrick A. Collins and 3,999 
others, and the petition of H. P. Kennedy and 79 others, in 
aid of the same, having considered the subject, respectfully 
recommend the passage of the order of location accompany- 
ing the report of the majority of the committee of last year.

Ordered, That in addition to the rights heretofore granted 
the South Boston Railroad Company, to lay down tracks in 
the streets of the city of Boston, said company shall have the 
right to lay down a single track in West Broadway, from 
Harrison avenue to Washington street, connecting with tracks 
of said company already laid in West Broadway ; also the 
right to lay a curved track at the corner of West Broadway 
and Washington street, to connect with tracks of the 
Metropolitan Railroad Company in Washington street; also 
the right to enter upon and use the tracks of the Metropolitan 
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Railroad Company on Washington street, between West 
Broadway and Beach street, said tracks and turnouts being 
shown by red lines on a plan made by Daniel Coolidge, 
dated September 6, 1886, and deposited in the office of the 
Superintendent of Streets. 

The right to lay down the tracks located by this order is . 
upon condition that the whole work of laying the same, the 
form of rail to be used, and the kind and quality of material 
used in paving said tracks, shall be under the direction and 
to the satisfaction of the Superintendent of Streets, and shall 
be approved by him. Also upon condition that said South 
Boston Railroad Company shall accept this order of location, 
and shall agree, in writing, to comply with the conditions 
herein contained, and shall file said acceptance and agreement 
with the City Clerk within thirty days from the passage 
of this order; otherwise it shall be null and void. Also 
Surther provided that said corporation shall adopt and use, 
in the construction of said railway, the most approved pattern 
or form of rail now in use, and such as shall least interfere 
with public driving, and the use of streets for ordinary traffic. 
And such rail and construction of road shall be satisfactory 
to and approved by the Superintendent of Streets. And it 
shall also keep in repair, and maintain the road bed inside 
and a space eighteen inches wide outside its tracks, satis- 
factory to the Superintendent of Streets, and otherwise in 
accordance with chapter 1138, section 32, of the Public 
Statutes.

Ordered, That,in pursuance of the authority of Chapter 
11, Section 67, of the Public Statutes, all taxes assessed for 
the purpose of providing for the expenditures of the City of 
Boston and County of Suffolk, for the financial year 1887-88, 
and for paying the city’s proportion of the State tax of 1887, 
shall be due and payable on the first day of November, 1887 ;' 
and, if the same shall remain unpaid, interest at the rate of 
six per cent. per annum shall be charged upon all such taxes 
as shall not be paid at that date; and upon all taxes that 
shall remain unpaid on the first day of January, 1888, there 
shall be charged interest at the rate of seven per cent. per 
annum ; and all the interest that shall huve become due from 
and after the above-named dates shall be added to and be a 
part of such taxes ; provided, however, that the taxes assessed 
by authority of Chapter 13 of the Public Statutes, upon the 
shares of National Banks and of other corporations, shall be 
due and payable on the first day of November, 1887, and 
interest shall be charged, as provided in said chapter, upon 
all such taxes as remain unpaid after that date, at the rate of 
twelve per cent. per anhum.

To His Honor the Mayor and the City Council of the 
City of Boston: — 

GENTLEMEN, — In compliance with the provisions of the 
City Ordinance the Board of Fire Commissioners herewith 
presents its Fourteenth Annual Report, containing a state- 
ment of the fires and their causes, the condition of the 
department, and expenditures for the year ending April 30, 
1887. | 

ALARMS AND LOSSES. 


There have been during the year 827 alarms, including 
bell and still, resulting in a loss of $931,999, — an average loss 
of about $1,127 for each alarm. The number of alarms is 42 
in excess of the number for the year ending April 30, 1886. 
Three fires caused more than a third of the total loss. These 
were the new England Institute building fire on Huntington 
avenue; the Swett-street fire, which destroyed the Bradley 
Fertilizer W orks ; and the fire at East Boston, which consumed 
the building and its contents belonging to the Lockwood 
Manufacturing Company. ‘The unfavorable conditions under 
which these fires were fought are well understood by the 
public; and the Board has never heard the efficiency of the 
department questioned in regard to them. It is a significant 
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and a creditable fact that in but few, if any, instances has 
fire been permitted to spread from the building or buildings 
in which it was found on the arrival of the department. Our 
citizens are to be congratulated upon this comparative im- 
munity from large fires and great loss; but, at the same time, 
they should remember that good fortune as well as an efficient 
fire department has been on their side. It is folly to assume, . 
that we have reached that happy level of security where 
disastrous fires or conflagrations are no longer possible. The 
pressure of all kinds of business, the avarice of owners and 
builders, who strain their legal privileges to the danger- 
point, and many other causes, combine to make Boston a 
highly combustible city. The full significance of this fact 
ought to be recognized by the public. The Fire Department 
and the insurance companies were not organized to relieve 
property-owners of responsibility, but to help them protect 
their property, and assist them in bearing their losses. Care- 
lessness is altogether too common. The law regarding the 
closing of hoist-ways in buildings is too widely ignored. One 
brave member of the department lost his life from culpable 
if not criminal negligence in that respect. Actions have 
been brought by district engineers, in several instances, against 
owners or tenants for violations of this very proper and neces- 
sary law, and in each case a fine has been imposed, but so 
small as merely to vindicate the letter of the law, without 
carrying out its spirit. The Board does not tend to criticise 
judicial decisions ; but it, nevertheless, is strong in the opinion 
that the imposition of such exemplary penalties as the statute 
prescribes would secure highly beneficial results in removing 
many of the dangers to life and property that are now per- 
mitted to exist. 


FINANCIAL CONDITION. 


The financial showing of the department is favorable. 
Upon the basis of previous years it would probably be able 
to show a small surplus over all expenditures, even after 
equipping itself with the necessary new apparatus for the im- 
mediate future; but the weekly payment system has called 
for thirteen months’ salaries out of a year’s appropriation, 
which leaves a deficit. This will natually correct itself in 
time ; and, even as matters stand, the Board cheerfully invites 
comparison with the record of any other department. No 
money was spent that was not felt to be needed; and even 
more than was used could undoubtedly have been applied 
for the decided benefit of the city. It is the policy of the 
Board, so far as possible, without working injustice to any

class, to select, as members of the department, men of special 
handicrafts, more particularly carpenters, painters, cabinet- 
makers, masons, whiteners, plumbers, and machinists. This 
is not done when it would involve any sacrifice of the par- 
ticular qualities which a good fireman should possess; but, 
in a majority of cases, it is found that men who have been ac- 
customed to steady work in an employment requiring both 
muscle and skill, also constitute the best raw material for 
this department. In this way it is enabled to cover nearly 
all of the work required in necessary repairs in an excellent 
manner, and more promptly than it could be done by outside 
parties, while many thousands of dollars are thereby an- 
nually saved to the city. 


GROWTH OF THE DEPARTMENT. 


The Board clearly realizes that, as the city grows, constant 
additions must be made to the means of protecting its prop- 
erty interests; and it desires that, so far as possible, all 
sections shall be equally cared for. It has been obliged, 
however, to respectfully resist pressure in some instances, 
for the increase of companies in certain localities. It 
sympathizes with the demand for making various companies 
permanent, for the ideal department is a permanent depart- 
ment. At the same time the relations of territory to popu- 
lation in Boston are such that it may be many years before 
the city will be justified in making the department per- 
manent throughout. During the past year a new house has 
been completed in East Boston, and a permanent chemical 
company located therein. A new engine-house is in process 
of construction at Brighton, and a house intended eventually 
to accommodate a ladder company and an engine company is 
building at Roslindale. A new house is nearly completed 
in Charlestown, and companies will be placed in the ladder 
and engine houses on Boylston street as soon as there is a 
street to run on. The Board has drawn its estimates to 
cover making Engine 14 permanent, the location of a 
chemical engine in South Boston, and the addition of another 
permanent man to each of the one-man independent hose 
companies. It also intends to keep the regular companies 
up to their maximum strength, with as few exceptions as 
possible. Thus the process, even if conservative, is a con- 
stantly strengthening one, which in the end, the Board trusts, 
will leave neither the tax-payer nor the property-owner any 
real ground for complaint. 
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Tue Patrot SYSTEM. 


The street-patrol system, largely peculiar to the Boston 
department, deserves a word of comment. Of a total of 
826 alarms, 17 have been sent in by the night patrol. Some 
have been needless; but at least a round dozen have been for 
working fires. This may seem a small proportion of the 
whole ; but their character, not their number, determines their 
importance. The Board has no means, of course, of mathe- 
matically estimating the value of the system, but it can 
instance at least three fires where minutes were worth thou- 
sands of dollars, and one where life was probably saved by 
an effective vigil and a prompt alarm. The system has been 
selected for criticism by those interested in the department 
on various grounds, the principal being that it unduly in- 
creases the temptations to which the men are exposed. If 
there are men in this service who cannot resist temptation in 
the discharge of a specific and an important duty, then they 
are in the wrong place. They are not desired in a depart- 
ment the distinguishing characteristics of which, the Board 
is proud to believe and say, are manliness, bravery, fidelity 
and zeal, and should retire and place themselves under the 
restraint and protection which society provides for beings of. 
weak wills and feeble minds. While the present Board 
remains in authority the patrol will not be abolished, pro- 
vided it shall continue to as triumphantly justify itself as it 
has justified itself in the past; and the Board tries to 
impress upon members of the department the fact that their 
zeal in preventing a fire will have equal weight with their 
zeal in conquering it, in their claims: to recognition and 
reward for faithful and efficient service. 


STILL—ALARMS, 


The record in the Fire-Alarm Department has been one of 
progress ; and its methods deserve, in an increased degree, 
the confidence that they have so long commanded. The still- 
alarm system has for some time been in operation in the city 
proper, north of Dover street, and the experiment, as yet, 
furnishes no grounds for a modification of the original opinion 
of its value. The bell system was more potent in drawing 
crowds to fires than it was in warning the department. It 
was larger in name than in fact, and it frequently tempted 
men to take risks of absence in which it did not protect them. 
By changing the system it is believed that the department 
loses but little, and gains much, and no reason is yet appar- 
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ent why Boston cannot with advantage confirm the experi- 
ence of all other large cities in the country in this respect. 


THe Frre—MarsHaA.L. 


The creation of the position of Fire-Marshal has been con- 
firmed within the year by the City Council, and filled 
by gubernatorial appointment. The relations between that 
office and the Board are necessarily close, and it is pleasant 
to add that they are also cordial. While the primary duty 
of the Fire-Marshal is the investigation of the causes of fires, 
especially those that are in any way suspicious, the Board at 
the outset announced to the department by general order, 
that its vigilance to the same end was not to be relaxed in the 
slightest. It is believed that this order has been faithfully 
obeyed, and that there has been hearty codperation of the 
two departments. 


OFFICERS AND MEN. 


The Board extends its cordial thanks to the officers and 
men of the department for the intelligence and heartiness 
with which they have carried out its commands and wishes. 
Between the administrative and executive officers an excel- 
lent understanding seems to exist, which tends to promote 
the harmonious working of the whole department for a com- 
mon end and a common good. In discipline, morale, and 
zeal the Boston Fire Department has never stood higher. 


THe Pouice. 


The Police Department is the necessary auxiliary of the 
Fire Department, and it has done its part in making the 
year’s record with a zeal and helpfulness that command the 
sincere thanks of the Board.

THe PROTECTIVE DEPARTMENT. 


A close and friendly alliance, based on a community of 
duties, interests, and associations, continues to exist between 
this department and the Protective Department. There are 
no rivalries, except those of a friendly and wholesome na- 
ture; and the Board takes this opportunity to gratefully ac- 
knowledge many acts of courtesy and assistance on the part 
of the Protective force.

The organization of the department consists of a Board of 
three Commissioners, a Chief Engineer, a Superintendent of 
Fire-Alarms, 138 Engineers and officers and other members, 
including telegraph operators, to the number of 689 men.

The number of horses in the department April 30, 1887, 
was 171. 22 were purchased, 21 sold or exchanged, and 1 
died. During the four winter months extra horses were 
placed in service under agreement with the owners that such 
service should be without cost to the city other than the care 
and feed, the same as is given the regular horses of the de- 
partment. The horses have received inspection from the 
Hospital Surgeon, who has made weekly reports to the 
Board of their condition and treatment, poe in BULLI: or 
at the Hospital. 

The number of horses receiving treatment anune the year 
was 145, of which 45 were received at the Hospital stable ; 
of these 13 were horses taken for department’s use during 
the winter months. Of the horses treated 7 were incurable, 
1 died. 

While the number of deaths was small the past year, the 
number of sick and disabled has been somewhat large, which 
may be accounted for by the severe and prolonged weather 
of the past winter. 


WaTER AND HypDRANTS. 


The total number of hydrants in the city, May 1, was 
5,023. In addition to these hydrants there are 288 fire 
reservoirs in different sections of the city that contain from 
300 to 500 hogsheads of water, atid can be used in an emer- 
gency. The number of hydrants added during the year is 
as follows: 

76 Dee 38 Post, 20 ‘Boston, and 52 Boston Lowry. 
The amount paid by this department for water and the care 
and maintenance of hydrants was $91,217, or at the rate of 
$20 per hydrant. 

In all cases the Water Board have cheerfully complied 
with the requests of this Board in the establishment of 
hydrants whenever necessity required. 


FIRE—ALARM DEPARTMENT. 


The new construction and repair work done by this de- 
partment within the year ending April 30, 1887, is as 
follows : — 


Two new circuits, numbered 4 and 21, have been built at 
the West End, overlapping each other, so as to secure the 
usual ieceetinn of the signal-boxes in their connection with 
head-quarters. 
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These circuits have been run with No. 12 hard-drawn cop- 
per wire, instead of No. 9 iron, for the purpose of using a 
less number of structures for their support, and the best re- 
sults have been given by its use. 

Brighton circuit, No. 14, has been re-run through nearly 
half its extent, the copper wire being used as far as the mill- 
dum. ‘The box-gong service has been extended to the houses 
of Engines 21 and 28, and the Dorchester and West Rox- 
bury circuits have been connected into the system. 

The bouse of Engine 1, in Newton, has been connected by | 
wire with Engine 29 in Brighton, for the purpose of calling 
assistance from the former company when desired. 

Telephones have been put into the residences of Commis- 
sioners Fitch and Murphy, and house of Chemical Engine 7, 
making 62 stations belonging to the department, connected 
with head-quarters. The houses of Insurance Companies 1 
and 2, and office of the Fire-Marshal are also connected with 
the system. 

Public alarms have been discontinued at the West End 
and in the city proper, north of Dover street, with the ex- 
ception of the bell on Faneuil Hall, which is still in service. 

Hight new signal-boxes, and forty-one keyless doors have 
been added to the service within the year. 

Renewal of old wire and extension of loops for connection 
of new boxes have been made, together with changes and 
other improvements in construction in various parts of the 
city.

An aerial five-wired cable has been run through the trees 
on the Common, along the Park and Beacon street malls, in 
connection with the new construction of circuits 4, 14, and 20, 
previously referred to. Some changes have been introduced 
in the construction of the batteries which have resulted in 
greatly improved service in that department. No new ap- 
paratus has been added to the equipment of the operating- 
room, but a general renovation of the room and instruments 
has recently been made. The clock on Gaston school-house 
was destroyed by fire, April 28th, 1887.

The following tables show the location of the several pieces 
of apparatus in service or reserve, together with the name 
of the builder and when put in service; also a statement of 
the hydrants and reservoirs in: use, and the fires and alarms 
from May 1, 1886, to April 30, 1887. 
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Depots for coal are located on Salem and Shaving streets, 
city proper; Main street, Charlestown; Orleans street, 
East Boston. 

The Chief and Assistant Engineers, the Superintendent 
of Fire-Alarms, the Superintendent of Repairs, and Hospital 
Surgeon, are each supplied with a horse, wagon, pung or 
sleigh. 

Each company is supplied with a hose-pung. There are 
three supply-wagons and a hay-caravan for Fire Department 
uses, and two wagons in service for repair-men of Fire-Alarm 
Telegraph. 

A hand-engine, with two hose-carriages and seven hundred 
feet of rubber and cotton hose, belonging to the Fire Depart- 
ment, is stored at Deer Island Institution, to be used by the 
convicts if required. 

In each fire district a spare hose-carriage, with hose, is 
kept at department houses.

A constant watch is kept at the head-quarters, City Hall, 
night and day, by the operators. Each operator has assigned 
to him certain hours of duty, during which time he is respon- 
sible for the correct working of the apparatus in giving alarms, 
and all testing of the circuits and other details pertaining to the 
service. An automatic arrangement is connected with the 
receiving apparatus, by which assistance may be called from 
the sleeping apartments, if at any time the operator should 
be suddenly incapacitated by illness from performing his 
duties. No operator is permitted to sleep during his watch, 
unless expressly relieved by some. one else, and by consent 
of the Superintendent. 

Each operator is accountable to the Superintendent for 
any mistakes that may occur at the office during his hours 
of duty. 
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An accurate account is kept of the time of giving each 
alarm, and of the station from which it originates, and all 
other necessary information.

OFFICE OF THE OVERSEERS OF THE Poor, CHARITY BUILDING, 
CoRNER OF HAWKINS AND CHARDON STREETS, Boston, May 24, 1887. 


To His Honor the Mayor and Coty Council of Boston : — 

In accordance with usage and the provisions of the City 
Ordinances, the Board of Overseers of the Poor present 
to the City Council their Annual Report for the year ending 
with April 30, 1887. 

This department of the public service requires but few 
radical changes from year to year. Its individual bene- 
ficiaries, of course, change in some degree; old ones die or 
are dropped from its rolls, and new ones take their places ; 
but the class for whose special needs the Board exists, will 
ever remain as a part of the population of a great city. An 
enterprising and busy metropolis attracts all classes and con- 
_ ditions. All are not equally fortunate in securing a liveli- 
hood. Accidents and disease happen to the industrious as 
well as to the thriftless. The aged pass their period of gain- 
ful labor, and little ones are left without the strong hand 
which has protected and supported them. 

We have not been unmindful of the danger to the com- 
munity, as well as, often, the injury to individuals, of in- 
discriminate and heedless alms-giving. We sympathize with 
the awakened sentiment which has aroused the modern phi- 
lanthropist in his endeavor to check the abuses which have 
attended, in the past, the administration of municipal out- 
door relief as well as personal charity. To correct this evil 
was the animus of the City Government, nearly twenty-five 
years ago, when it reorganized this Board. Its successive 
members in the administration of the trust have kept this 
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idea in the foreground, and none more so than those who 
have now the char ge of its affairs. 

Because a certain sum is placed in our hands we do not 
believe it necessarily must be spent or given away. ‘The in- 
dustrious tax-payer must not be charged with expenditures 
which are not actually needed by those below him in the 
social scale. Judgment as well as sympathy must be the 
measure of duty ; and, while we administer aid with tender- 
ness to those who are really unfortunate and suffering, a 
stern refusal must be given to that importunate and idle 
class who urge claims which neither their circumstances nor 
character will justify. 

The past year, as a whole, as has already been intimated, 
has not been unusual in its character. There has been a de- 
crease in the number of families aided, the amount of money 
expended being about the same as last year. ‘The daily 
routine of work in the main office has been acceptably dis- 
charged. 

The Temporary Home and the Wayfarers’ Lodge have 
each afforded shelter and sustenance to those who needed 
such assistance. The condition of those receiving aid by 
orders or supplies from the office has been ascertained by 
visits at their several homes, and extensive correspondence 
has been held with the authorities of towns and cities where 
some of our city poor reside, and also those who have poor 
residing here. 

Our expenditures have been within the appropriation, 
leaving, however, but a small balance in the treasury. Our 
trust funds have increased, and new investments have been 
made from unexpended income.

The number of new registration papers filled during the 
year has been 570. ‘This indicates the new cases aided. 
Their antecedents and history have been investigated, and are 
now in a permanent form on our files. The total number 
of these registration papers is now 25,725. The number 
of visits made by our visitors and agents is 15,912. Old 
cases are visited as well as the new, for it is important that 
the old should be reéxamined, as circumstances or charac- 
ter may have changed.. An appeal from an old case, how- 
ever worthy at first, is not readily answered without an 
inquiry into present needs and conditions. In the above 
number of visits is not included the attendance by our 
physicians in the suburban districts of the city. The poor 
in the city proper are generally served by the physicians 
connected with the Boston Dispensary, or by those on the 
staffs of the several hospitals, public and private, which 
abound in the city. 

The City Hospital was established primarily for the people 
of Boston. A large number of patients have no legal claim 
upon us, yet humanity requires their admission into it in 
their distress. Some have settlements in other cities and 
towns which are chargeable for their support, while others, 
having no legal settlement, the liability for their support 
rests with the Commonwealth.

which has been paid over to the hospital. 
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The Temporary Home for women and children adjoin- 
ing the Charity Building has not admitted so many inmates 
as in the previous year. We regret to state that the char- 
acter of the class who receive its shelter is not so re- 
spectable as formerly. Released women from the Island, 
who otherwise would go to their old resorts, are tem- 
porarily taken in, and efforts are made to reclaim and 
provide them with situations. Many worthy women, how- 
ever, with children, for a short period without homes, are 
afforded shelter within its walls, and every year gives 
additional assurance that our system of municipal charity 
would not be complete without the existence of the in- 
stitution.

The Wayfarers’ Lodge, in the old Mayhew school-building, 
on Hawkins street, has, during the year, given food and 
lodging to many casuals and waifs temporarily in the city. 
Good order has been preserved, and the inmates, generally 
without a murmur, have acquiesced in the conditions im- 
posed upon them on their entrance. A bath, good meals, 
and well-ventilated and comfortable lodging-rooms reconcile 
them to the work which is required. Imposture is checked 
by careful supervision, and any abuse of privileges is speedily 
remedied. Experience has proved that the establishment 
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of the Lodge was a wise measure ; and other cities have fol- 
lowed our example in the matter. The wood that is sawed 
and split is taken for the public buildings of the city, or 
sold to householders for their private wants. 

Applicants for relief at the main office, if able-bodied, 
are sent to the yard to work; and in this way they pay in 
part for the supplies furnished their families. 376 men 
were sent with work-cards to the yard ; 73, however, declined 
to present them, demanding assistance as a right, and would 
not submit to labor as a condition, as they considered it 
a degradation to work, — asure criterion of the worthlessness 
of their claim for aid. 1,383 days’ labor was secured by 
those who cheerfully conformed to the conditions. 

The plan which was suggested in last year’s report, of 
permitting a limited number of men out of employment to 
work in the yard at fifty cents per day, has been carried into 
execution. ‘These men retain their self-respect, being re- 
lieved from the necessity of applying to the Overseers for 
aid. The compensation is small; but, with the proceeds 
of labor from other members of their families, they can tide 
over a period of want until more remunerative employment 
can be obtained. This plan has been adopted by several 
cities with success, and.so far the experiment works well 
with us. The number of men who can be employed must, 
however, depend upon the opportunity which is furnished for 
the sale of the wood. 156 men were so employed who 
worked 3,818? days. 

The Park Commissioners having taken possession of the 
wharf on North Charles street, where our wood was formerly 
landed, the Board has secured a lease of Harris’ wharf on 
Commercial street. It is a good location; and, from its size 
and convenience, is admirably adapted for the purpose, and 
will compensate in part for the narrow quarters to which we 
are subjected at the yard in Hawkins street. The Lodge has 
had some extraordinary expenses the past year, caused by 
the removal, the purchase of new horses and carts, which has 
been deemed necessary as a measure of economy, and the 
preparation for an increase of business.

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Cases of sickness in the Home or Lodge are attended by 
the City Physician, who has a room in ~ Charity Building, 
where the poor are vaccinated. 

In 1772 the Board of Overseers of the Poor of Boston was 
made a corporation for the purpose of holding trust-funds, 
the income of which they were to distribute in accordance 
with the provisions of the wills of the several donors, for the 
aid and comfort of that class of our population who had seen 
better days, but who had become, through illness, loss of 
property, the death of relatives, or other causes, reduced in 
circumstances. ‘These funds now amounting to over six 
hundred thousand dollars, are separate and distinct from the 
annual appropriation from the City Government, and the 
income is spent for a different class of beneficiaries. These 
recipients are aged persons, some of whom have lived in 
comparative affluence in their early days, and always have 
been of respectable character and surroundings. The num- 
ber of pensioners on these funds is 220. During the year 
29 have been added, 30 have died, 1 has entered the “Old 
Men’s Home,” 1 the “Old Ladies’ Home,” 2 have gone to 
the Almshouse, | to the “Insane Hospital,” 1 has been 
transferred to city pension-list, and 9 have withdrawn. 

One of the funds, the Boylston Education, is exclusively 
for boys under fourteen years of age. Nineteen boys have 
received board and tuition in existing private institutions in 
the city, at an expense of $4,042.68. 

The amount of expenditures from the income of all the 
funds, exclusive of new investments, has been $23,263.73 of 
which $4,286.21 was for improvement of the Bullman estate. 

During the year a new fund has been created, called, after 
its donor, the Rachel T. Stevens fund, for the benefit of 
poor worthy Protestant single women who have arrived at 
the age of fifty years. It consists of $3,000 in city notes, 
and some real estate in Somerville. The income is not 
available at present, although we have received and invested 
the principal, there being a “life interest on it. 

These repeated gifts and legacies are an evidence of the 
confidence placed in the Board, and illustrate the benevo- 
lence of our people, and their interest in the welfare of those 
who are less favored than they have been, in worldly pros- 
perity. 

There are two other parcels of real estate held by the 
Board. One is a block of four brick houses, with a large 
piece of unimproved land, belonging to the David Sears char- 
ity in Longwood, and the other is the Bullman estate in 
Cambridge street. The buildings on this estate have been 
completely renovated and repaired during the year, the 
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expense of the improvements having been defrayed from a 
repair-fund, established some years since from the surplus 
of income. These alterations have made the property more 
respectable in appearance, and have added to its rentals. 

A large portion of the Charity Building is occupied, as was 
designed by its erection, by various charitable organizations, 
who work in sympathy with each other for the common 
good. One new one, the “Boston Children’s Aid Society,” 
has been furnished with quarters during the year. Mutually 
benefiting each other m the investigation of the applicants 
for relief, recently a more tangible measure has been 
adopted by the voluntary offer of the “ Boston Provident 
Association ” and the Board of “ Associated Charities” to. 
take, themselves, a portion of the new appeals for aid, thus 
reducing the expenditures from our own treasury, and say- 
ing the individual-from the seeming opprobrium of receiving 
public charity. 

Contributions of fruits and other supplies for the sick 
have been received from the Unitarian Sunday-School at 
Arlington, and from other sources, which are distributed, 
with other necessaries, from our storehouse. 

The buildings which we occupy are in. good condition. 
The Superintendent of Public Buildings has courteously 
attended to necessary repairs when his attention has been 
‘alled to the matter. 

Few changes have been made in the personal service of 
the department. A physician has been appointed for East 
Boston, and two new visitors have been added, having passed 
examination under civil-service rules. 

A great loss has been sustained by the Board in the volun- 
tary retirement of Mr. Thomas F. Ring from its membership. 
Admirably adapted for the position by his past experience 
in the charities of the city; warmly alive to the interests of 
the poor, and, at the same time, acting with calm judgment 
on their claims, real or otherwise ; loyal to the duties and re- 
sponsibilities placed in his hands, suggesting many of the 
improvements which have been made in administration since 
he has sat in the Board, particularly in the management 
of the Wayfarers’ Lodge; possessing, with independence of 
opinion, an urbanity of manner which rendered him an 
agreeable associate, — his withdrawal from this department 
of the public service is a loss to the community. For a 
period of about nine years he has labored, in committee and 
in more public manner, for those interests which should 
command, when opportunities offer, the devotion of every 
good citizen ; and his record will show him to have been one 
of the most efficient and useful men ever connected with our 
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organization. His associates, on a recent occasion, gave an 
expression of their estimation of his worth, and their regret 
that he was no longer to participate with them in the 
important matters committed to their charge. 

The usual detailed statements of the Treasurer and 
‘Secretary, appear in the pages following this general report.

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Trust—FUNDS IN THE HANDS OF THE OVERSEERS OF THE 
Poor. 


Pemberton Fund.— This fund comprises bequests and 
gifts made to the City of Boston from 1760 to the present 
time from “A. B.,” Daniel Oliver, Margaret Blackader, 
‘Alice Quick, Anne Wheelwright, Mary Ireland, Benjamin 
Pemberton, Martha Stevens, Mrs. H. Driscoll, William 
Breed, Samuel Eliot, John Coffin Jones, Mary Belknap, 
“A Citizen of Boston,” Anonymous, Miss Dr. Harriot K. 
Hunt, George Higginson, and Walter E. Hawes. The 
most important, however, of the bequests was from Benja- 
min Pemberton, Esq., whose will was proved June 25, 1782, 
and for that reason his name has been given to the fund. 
The income of this fund is to be expended, at the discretion 
of the Overseers, in semiannual payments to the poor of 
this city. 

Boylston Relief and Education Funds. — These funds 
were from a bequest by John Boylston, who died in London, 
England. His will was proved June 12, 1795. One por- 
tion of the bequest is ordered to be paid to “ poor and de- 
cayed householders of the Town of Boston not under fifty 
years of age; persons of good character, and reduced by 
the acts of Providence, not by indolence, extravagance, or 
other vice.” ‘The other portion to be applied to the “ nurture 
and instruction of poor orphans and deserted children of the 
Town of Boston until fourteen years of age.” 

Mason Fund was a bequest from Jonathan Mason, by 
will dated July 15, 1798, interest to be paid annually to 
the chaplain of the almshouse or workhouse; interest to be 
added until one is appointed. The interest is now paid 
semiannually towards the salary of the chaplain of the House 
of Industry. 

Dexter Fund was a bequest from Samuel Dexter, by will 
dated May 7, 1811, for supplying firewood or coal to such 
objects of charity as are not supported in the almshouse, 
though sometimes relieved by the Overseers of the Poor. 

Jeffries Fund was a bequest by David Jeffries, former 
Town Treasurer. Will dated January, 1786. “Income to 
be applied to the purchase of tea, coffee, chocolate, and 
sugar, for the refreshment of those persons who, in the 
providence of God, are or shall be obliged to seek refuge in 
the almshouse, after having lived reputably; but always 
giving preference to the pious poor.” 

LInucy Bullman Charity consists of an estate on Cambridge 
and Joy streets, in this city, which came into the possession 
of the City of Boston in accordance with the will of Lucy 
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Bullman, proved at Probate Court, Suffolk County, January 
9, 1832, in which it is provided that, upon the death of cer- 
tain persons therein named, said estate is given to the City 
of Boston, upon the condition that the estate should never 
be sold, but the income used for the benefit of the poor. 
By a vote of the City Council, approved by the Mayor, Jan- 
uary 4, 1873, this estate was placed in charge of the Over- 
seers of the Poor. 

The David Sears Charity.is a fund contributed by the 
late Hon. David Sears for the relief of the poor, the income 
only to be expended “in aid and for the support of citizens 
or families who may have seen better days, and for charity 
in all its forms, in such a manner as may best tend to alle- 
viate the sufferings of human life and render the condition 
of the poor more comfortable.” 

Pierce Fuel Fund. — The legacy of Caleb Pierce to the 
City of Charlestown, accepted by the City Council of that 
city, May, 1861. “Income to be expended in the purchase 
of fuel, to be distributed to those indigent widows whose 
husbands, before their decease, had resided in Charlestown 
at least one year, and the said widows still continuing to 
reside in Charlestown at the time of receiving ‘said bounty. 
Income payable annually to the Trustees of the Charlestown 
Poor Fund.” 

Holton Protestant Poor Fund. —A bequest by James 
Holton to the inhabitants of the town of Brighton. “Income 
to be annually expended forever in purchasing and dis- 
tributing provisions among poor and indigent Protestant 
families in said town of Brighton, on Thanksgiving, or other 
holidays, or just previous to such holidays, to the end that 
such. poor Protestant families may have the means, in some 
degree, of enjoying such holidays in common with their fel- 
low-citizens ; and I specially direct, that, in such periodical 
distributions, unmarried Protestant females who are poor or 
needy shall receive a liberal share of provisions, and also 
other articles of comfort, such as said distributers shall deem 
to be most conducive to the comfort and happiness of that 
lone class of citizens.’ 

Flolton Protestant Pauper Fund.— A bequest by James 
Holton to the inhabitants of the town of Brighton. “Income 
to be annually expended, in whole or in part, as necessity 
or circumstances may require, by the Selectmen of said town, 
in providing good and plentiful meals, on Thanksgiving Day, 
or other holidays, to the Protestant paupers of said Brigh- 
ton.” Unexpended income to be added to the principal. 

Stoughton Poor Fund. — A bequest of Lieut.-Goy. Will- 
iam Stoughton, who died July 7,1701. By his will he gave 
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£50 to the relief of the poor of Dorchester, to be improved 
by the care of the Selectmen, the income to be distributed 
to the most needy inhabitants. 

Goodnow Fund. — A bequest of Elisha Goodnow (to be 
paid over upon the decease of his wife) to the City of Bos- 
ton and its assigns, “to be invested, and the income applied 
forever to and “for the relief, assistance, and support of the 
poor, sick, and infirm in said city, not supported by the 
said city in its almshouse, in such manner as the said city or 
the government, or officers thereof, may deem most judicious, 
but without reference to the religious faith or belief of those 
who may apply for or need the assistance from this fund. ” 
$5,000, received April 29, 1885. 

Rachel T. Stevens Fund. —A bequest of Rachel T. 
Stevens, the net income is to paid (after the death of a per- 
son named in the will) “for the support and niaintenance of 
poor worthy, Protestant single women of Boston, who have 
arrived at the age of fifty years (not including widows), 
paying to each of such women during her life, the sum of 
one hundred dollars in semiannual payments. Upon the 
marriage of any beneficiary under this will, no further pay- 
ment of money is to be made to her, nor is any further pay- 
ment of income to be made to any beneficiary who becomes 
unworthy of help under this trust.”

An ACT CONCERNING THE PAYMENT OF STATE AID TO THE 
WIDOWS OF CERTAIN SOLDIERS, SAILORS, AND MARINES. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives in Gen- 
eral Court assembled, and by the authority of the same, as fol- 
lows : — 


Section 1. State aid may be paid to the widow.of any soldier, 
sailor, or marine described in the second section of chapter thirty 
of the Public Statutes, who was married to said soldier, sailor, or 
marine before the ninth day of April, eighteen hundred and eighty, 
and who is otherwise qualified to receive State aid under the pro- 
visions, limitations, and regulations of said chapter. 

Sect. 2. So much of section three of chapter thirty of the Pub- 
lic Statutes as is inconsistent with this act, and chapter two hun- 
dred and four of the acts of eighteen hundred and eighty-five, are 
hereby repealed. 

Secor. 3. This act shall take effect upon its passage.

An ACT CONCERNING THE COLLECTION OF CLAIMS AGAINST THE

COMMITMENTS TO THE INDUSTRIAL OR REFORM SCHOOL.

Section 1. Section fifty-one of chapter eighty-nine of the

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a person having a settlement in this Commonwealth is committed 
to the State Industrial School or the Lyman School for Boys, the 
state board of lunacy and charity shall give written notice thereof 
to the overseers of the poor of the town or city of settlement, 
which town or city shall pay for his support in such school one 
dollar a week from the date of such notice, to be paid to or recoy- 
ered by the treasurer of the Commonwealth.

DECISIONS. 


INHABITANTS OF MILForRD v. COMMONWEALTH OF MASSACHUSETTS. 


Petition under Chapter 195, Public Statutes, to recover for the 
support of Susan Touhey, alleged to have been a State pauper, who 
fell into distress in said town, and who was not able to be removed 
to the State almshouse. She was properly supported by the peti- 
tioner, under Section 25 of Chapter 86, Public Statutes, and at the 
cost stated in the annexed account. ‘The court found, as a fact, 
that no express contract was made with the Commonwealth for the 
board of the pauper, but that whatever was paid by the agent of 
the Commonwealth was with reference merely to the amount. of 
the allowance to be made under the statutes upon the bills of the 
town of Milford, presented in accordance with the provision of 
Section 26 of Chapter 86. The court ruled as matter of law that 
the claim of the town for reimbursement under Section 26 is not a 
claim founded upon contract for the payment of money within the 
meaning of Section 1, Chapter 195, Public Statutes, and found for 
defendant. Plaintiff excepted. Exception overruled. ‘* Public 
Statutes, Chapter 195, does not confer upon the Superior Court 
jurisdiction to enforce obligations of the Commonwealth which do 
not arise from contracts actually made with the Commonwealth, 
but which are imposed upon the Commonwealth by statute.” 
H. E. Fales for petitioners; H. N. Shepard for Commonwealth. 


GLEASON v. Criry oF Boston. 


Opinion of the Court. — Devens, J. 


It is to be considered whether Mary A. Harrington, the mother 
of Daniel Harrington, for whom support has been furnished by the 
Commonwealth, had herself acquired a settlement in the City of 
Boston. She was a married woman, having no settlement of her 
own, nor one derived from her husband elsewhere in the Common- 
wealth. She acquired one by residence in the defendant city for 
five years, consecutively, from Feb. 14, 1877, to Feb. 14, 1882, 
unless it shall be held that she received relief as a pauper during 
this period, by reason that on her application the sum of $3 was 
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given to her on Feb. 11, 1882, by the Overseers of the Poor of 
Boston, to be used for the board of her child, who was then 
boarded out, she being then unemployed, and therefore unable to 
pay its board. Pub. Sts. c. 83, $1, cl. 6, 7, and §2. Taunton v. 
Middleboro, 12 Met., 35. 

The husband of Mrs. Harrington was hee in the Common- 
wealth ; and, on Feb. 14, 1877, and on Feb. 11, 1882, was serving 
terms of imprisonment in the House of Correction. Whether, in the 
interval between these terms, if there was any, he resided with his 
wife, does not appear by the report or agreed facts; butit is found 
that, during the whole period, he contributed nothing to the support 
of his family, and was without means, owing to his intemperate 
habits. If, under the circumstances, Mrs. ‘Harrington was not 
under a legal obligation to support her child, then no relief was 
furnished to her; and, although a married woman, she acquired a 
settlement in the defendant city, by her residence for five years 
therein. 

By the common law, as it exists in Massachusetts, the father 
is bound to support his minor children, and this, even if he 
deserts them. 2 Cush., 347. When the wife leaves the husband, 
having proper cause to do so, taking her infant child with her, she 
carries with her his credit, so as to make him responsible for the 
board and necessary expenses of both. Reynolds v. Sweetser, 15 
Gray, 186 Mass.,187. The legal obligation which the father is under 
to support the minor child is usually assigned as the reason why he 
is entitled to recover its wages when it has profitable employment. 
Upon the death of the father the mother is bound to support the 
children, and is herself then entitled to their wages and the cus- 
tody of them. 15 Mass., Nightingale v. Withington. Dedham v. 
Natick, 16 Mass., 134. Clapp v. ‘Green, 10 Met., 439. 

As the personal property of the wife passed to the husband upon 
her marriage at common law. she was necessarily deprived of this 
means of supporting her children, and all legal duties growing out 
of the marriage were imposed upon him. Even when the wife pos- 
sessed separate property it has been held independently of statute 
obligation that she is not compelled to support the children of the 
marriage. 

Thus it is said by Lord Cottenham in Hodges v. Hodges, 4 cl. 
and Finelly, 322, 374: ‘* The children may want even the neces- 
saries of life, — they may want the means of proper education ; 
the law does not throw on the mother the duty, the legal obliga- 
tion (the moral obligation we have nothing to do with here), of 
maintaining, educating, or providing for the children.” 

Pub. Sts., c. 84, §6, is relied on as establishing that the 
mother, equally with the father, is under a legal obligation to sup- 
port their children. This section enacts that the kindred of poor 
persons, ‘‘ in the line or degree of father, grandfather, mother, or 
grandmother. . . . to their respective ability.” It was founded on 
the stat. of 1793, ce. 59, §3; which, itself, was based on the stat. 48, 
Elizabeth, c. 2, §7, which had been construed as not applying to 
femmes couverts, Styles, 253. Apart from the principle that the 
adjudged construction of the terms of a statute must be deemed to 
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be enacted as well as the terms themselves, when an act which has 
been passed by the legislature of one state or country is afterwards 
adopted by another, such appears to us its true construction. 
Com. v. Hartwell, 3 Gray, 450, 451. As remarked in Coleman 
v. Overseers of Birmingham, 62, B. Div. 615, where the case in 
Styles is affirmed, the words mother and grandmother ‘‘ must be 
read as if the description were mother and grandmother, not being 
under coverture.” 

It may be that, considering the larger liberties and rights now 
given to married women, their responsibilities and legal duties 
should be enlarged also. ‘This is a matter for legislation. If the 
statute is properly construed, in view of the circumstances which 
existed when it was passed, such judicial construction should still 
prevail. Nor, if we assume that the husband entirely abandoned 
the wife during the five years’ residence, which is the aspect of the 
case most favorable to the defendant, was the legal duty of sup- 
porting the child imposed on the wife. That still remained upon 
the husband ; and he could not extricate himself from it by aban- 
doning his family, or so conducting himself that his means of per- 
forming it were necessarily curtailed during his lawful imprisonment. 
Those who furnished a support to his children had a lawful claim 
against him for the expenses. It was not intended that the father 
and mother should be jointly responsible. She becomes so only 
when he has ceased to be so. 

While the mother would have greater rights over the child when 
she and it had been abandoned by the father, and, while he might 
not be allowed to interfere with any reasonable contract made by 
her for the nurture or employment of the child, this would be upon 
the ground that he had authorized such contracts by his relinquish- 
ment of control over it, and not because he was no longer liable for 
its support. 2 Met., 89, 10 Allen, 270. No facts here exist such 
as are found in Brow v. Brightman, 136 Mass., 187, where the 
care and custody of the child, having been given to the mother by 
a decree of this court, it was held that the father was not liable 
for its support. No contract could be implied against the 
husband, as he had ceased to have any control of the child, or any 
right to make any provision for it except with the mother’s con- 
sent. The only remedy to obtain such provision for the child as 
the father might be compelled to furnish, would be under a decree. 
In the case at bar the husband had the full right to resume con- 
trol of the child, unless some order of court should have intervened ; 
to make provision for it in his own way, and it was his duty to have 
done so in a proper manner. This duty, incumbent upon him, was 
not devolved upon his wife by his crime or neglect. She was not 
under a legal obligation to support the child; and the assistance 
afforded her in doing so was not relief extended to her as a 
pauper. The wife having acquired a settlement in Boston, and 
the husband having none in the Commonwealth, the child follows 
and takes the settlement thus acquired by the mother. P. Sts., ¢. 
83, § 1, cl. 2. The plaintiff is therefore entitled to recover. 

Judgment for plaintiff.

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FircHBurG v. ATHOL. 
[Feb., 1881. 130 Mass., 370. | 
Opinion of the Court. — Soule, J. 


The Statute of 1874 does not give a settlement to a person who 
voluntarily ceased to be a resident of the Commonwealth twenty 
years before it was enacted, nor to the son of such person who 
had not so resided within seventeen years before nor at any time 
since, nor by derivation to the wife of such son, who after the 
enactment becomes a pauper. 

Abigail Taylor was the wife of Edwin, to whom she was mar- 
ried August 2, 1854. Edwin was the son of Lucius, who lived in 
Athol till 1854, when he went to Canada, to which province Edwin 
followed him in-1857, and neither lived in Massachusetts after. 

Lucius moved to Athol in 1833, having there no settlement, and 
lived there till April, 1853, excepting the years 1842 and 1847, 
and was taxed and paid all taxes from 1834 to 1852, excepting 
1840-1842 and 1847. Edwin was born in 1836, and never ac- 
quired a settlement after his majority. The mother of Edwin 
was Mercy (Bryant) daughter of Clement Bryant, of Brockton, 
and no evidence was offered as to her settlement before marriage. 
The pauper always lived in Massachusetts, but never in Athol, 
She was relieved by Fitchburg between October, 1877, and March, 
1879, and Athol did not remove or pay for her.

The above amount of $500,977.45, resulting from the actual 
business of the year, remained in the treasury in conformity with 
the requirements of Chap. 15, Sect. 9, of the Revised Ordinances ; 
and an order of the City Council, approved April 30, 1887, provided 
that it be used towards meeting the appropriations for the financial 
year 1887-88. 

The annual appropriation order of the City Council provides 
that no money shall be drawn for by the Mayor and Auditor, or be 
paid by the Treasurer, unless the same has been previously appro- 
priated by a special vote of the City Council; hence the necessity 
of applying to the City Council for additional means, if 
from any cause an original appropriation falls short. The ad- 
ditional means thus asked for can only be furnished by an author- 
ized transfer from some existing appropriation which can spare 
it, or by a specific loan. In this manner the City Council retain a 
knowl-dge and control of all the expenditures, as none can be made 
unless an appropriation for the same is expressly authorized by 
them.

Farm-Pond Conduit. — The conduit across Farm-pond, con- 
necting the reservoir on the Sudbury river with the main Sud- 
bury-river conduit was completed in July. 

Improvement of Reservoir No. 3. — Allof the shallow-flowage 
portions of the reservoir have been deepened by excavation of 
about 250,000 cubic yards of muck and gravel, so that when the 
reservoir is full, there is now nowhere around the borders less 
than 10 feet of water. . 

High-Service Works. — The construction of the Fisher-hill 
reservoir has been in progress during the past year, and this 
work will be finished during the season. The force and supply 
mains have been laid, and contracts have been made for the 
pumping-station, engines, boilers, etc. It is expected that the 
work will be completed during the coming year. Works for the 
supply of high lands in the West Roxbury District have been built 
and placed in operation. 


Marine Park, City Point. — The outer end of the wooden pier 
for a length of 354 feet was covered with a roof. 
Charles- River Embankment. — The wall began in 1885 has been 


completed and a large amount of filling in rear of the wall has 
been done, the material for filling having been brought largely 
from the site of the new court-house. ‘Considerable filling has 
also been done by the Health Department. 


Boylston-Street Bridge. — Work was begun on the building of 
the abutments of this bridge on August 380, 1886, and is now in 
progress. 


Extension of East Ninth Street. — The extension of this street, 
between Old Harbor and H streets, was filled fora width of 24 
feet on top to grade 15, and the seaward slope was covered with 
rip-rap.

Raising Grade of Beacon Street. — 'The filling required for rais- 
ing Beacon street, so as to pass over the B. & A. R.R., has been 
completed and a wooden bulkhead has been built for a portion of 
the length on the line of the street, for retaining the filling. 

Albany-Str ect Bridge, over the B. & A. R.R. — Under an 
arrangement concluded September 15, 1886, the work of rebuild- 
ing this bridge is being done jointly by the city and the railroad 
corporation, as follows: The city to rebuild the northerly abut- 
ment and furnish the iron bridge; the railroad company to re- 
build the southerly abutment and to pay to the city the sum of 
$3,000. In consideration of the expense to the railroad company, 
the span of the bridge is to be made longer than formerly, so that 
room can be had under it for an additional track. The abutments 
are substantially completed, and the iron bridge is in process of 
erection by the King Iron Bridge and Manufacturing Co., of 
Cleveland, Ohio. ! 

Main Drainage Works. — Almost all the work done in this 
department during the last financial year has been in completing 
the minor details of construction incident to a new work, such as 
putting up fences, iron railings, floors, and staircases, ete. 

The Friend-Street sewer has been rebuilt, and Section 6, South 
Boston intercepting sewer, is more than half finished, and will be 
completed this season. 

The working of the main drainage system has been very satisfac- 
tory; but considerable work will have to be done to bring it toa 
proper condition of efficiency and neatness. 

The maximum and minimum amounts of sewage pumped at the 
pumping-station in the year 1886 have been 111,537,337 and 
23,877,504 gallons, respectively; the averuge daily pumping has 
been 36,866,129 gallons, costing a little more than six cents per 
million gallons pumped one foot high. 
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PUBLIC BUILDINGS. 


The following new buildings have been completed during the 
year, from the designs and under the supervision of A. H. Vinal, 
City Architect : — 

Home ror Paupers, situated at Long Island. — The building is 
three stories in height, the main building being 282 ft. by 45 ft., 
with a large wing at rear. 

Each floor is principally divided into three large wards, with 
ample toilet-rooms, etc., at ends of building. 

The building is constructed of brick, the stone trimmings being 
of granite. 

The principal contracts were performed by the following firms: 
Masonry, R. R. Mayers & Co.; carpentry, Andrew P. Anderson. 

BumLpIncs FOR ContTacious Cases, situated on the grounds 
of the City Hospital, consist of two new wards, connecting with 
the old wards by covered corridors, ete. Each building has two 


open wards, 1 for men and 1 for women; 12 isolation rooms; and 
4 bath and toilet rooms, etc. ‘The buildings are two stories in height, 
of design corresponding to the adjoining buildings. The work is 
being done by the following firms : masonry, Edward Lynch ; car- 
pentry, O’Connor & Co. 

ENGINE-HOUSE AND Porice STATION, BoyLtston STREET. — 
These buildings are situated at the corner of Hereford street. 
The engine-house, which is nearly completed, accommodates an 
engine and ladder company ; adjoining is the police-station, which 
is three stories in height, containing 14 cells in basement, first and 
second stories being devoted to office, guard-room, dormitories, 
etc., the entire upper floor being used for a drill hall. The con- 
tractors for the engine-nouse are: masonry, Donahue Bros. & Co. ; 
carpentry, Creesy & Noyes. Contractors for the police-station are : 
masonry, Donahue Bros. & Co.; carpentry, W. J. Jobling. 

ENGINE-HOUSE, situated on Monument street, Charlestown, ~ 
accommodates an engine and ladder company; the outside of the 
building is constructed of brick, with frecstone trimmings. The 
contractors for the work are as follows: masonry, O’Sullivan Bros. ; 
carpentry, John McNamara. 

PumPinc-staTion, Roxpury Hiau SrErvicer, situated on Wash- 
ington street, near Clarendon Hills, is a building about 34 
feet hy 35 feet, containing pump, boiler-rooms, etc. ‘The building 
is built of selected common bricks, with red granite trimmings, 
the walls and ceiling of pump-room being finished in cypress. G. 
L. Eldridge, builder. 
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Herewith will be found the usual details of receipts and expen- 
ditures, debt and property, and the accounts of the board of 
Commissioners of Sinking-Funds, Treasurer and Collector, in 
accordance with requirements of the Charter and ordinance.

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LAMP DEPARTMENT, 


The whole cost of lighting the streets of the city during the financial year 
1886-87 was $524,923.45, against $499,937.50 in the previous year. On the 
15th of December the city was lighted with 10,140 gas and 2,785 oil lamps, 
being an increase of 99 gas, and an increase of 155 oil lamps, as compared 
with the previous year. 

The lamps are located as follows : —

The prices paid for gas in the public lamps to the several gas companies 
are: Boston, at the rate of $1.30 per thousand cubic feet; Roxbury, $1.65; 
Charlestown, $1.75; South Boston, $1.85; East Boston, $1.75; Dorchester, 
West Roxbury, Brighton and Chelsea, $2.00 per thousand feet. 

The men who clean and light the gas-lamps are paid at the rate of $2.00 
per day, and have an average of 96 lamps each. 

The underground service-pipes are laid and kept in repair by the various 
companies, under the direction of the Superintendent of Lamps, and at the 
expense of the city, without pecuniary consideration or profit to the com- 
panies. 

The oil-lamps, during the past year, have been lighted and cleaned by men 
employed by the Superintendent of Lamps, at the rate of 34 cents per lamp 
per night, for this service. 

The oil is purchased of the refiners at the lowest market rates. 

In addition to the above there are 501 electric lights burning, under con- 
tract with Electric Lighting Companies of this city, at the rate of 65 cents per 
light per night. The city provides the iron posts, and the companies furnish 
the lamps and light.

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The valuation of 1886 for personal property can be fairly increased $38,958, - 
500, in addition to the amount given in the foregoing table for the value 
assessed by the Commonwealth at the rate $14,45, per $1,000 upon shares 
of Massachusetts corporations, the property of residents in Boston. The 
State deducts from the value of each share the amount that represents the 
real estate and machinery locally assessed, and pays over to the city that pro- 
portion of the tax that represents the personal property of each corporation. 

The valuation can be further increased, say $1,506,300 for bank stock, 
assessed at the several rates of the places where the banks are located, as the 
taxes are paid to Boston as assessments upon this class of property held by its. 
citizens in Massachusetts banks located outside that city. 

As the revenue from these two sources is always estimated before the 
amount to be raised by taxation is determined, the effect of the valuation of 
this property in reducing the rate of taxation upon the $710,621,335 assessed 
by the city is, as nearly as may be, the same as though its amount was in- 
cluded in the Assessors’ aggregate, and the taxes were assessed by them. 

The total valuation of personal estate which is assessed for all purposes for 
which the city must raise money by taxation can, for the year 1886, be put at 
$233,582,860. 

In addition to the taxable valuation, churches, charitable, scientific, and 
literary corporations, hold property exempt by law from assessment, as fol- 
lows: Value of land, $12,495,200; value of buildings, $12,370.100. Total 
real estate, $24,865,300; personal estate, $13,211,300. The City of Boston 
holds, in its corporate capacity (not assessed for city taxes), $20,417,602 of 
actual assets available for the payment of liabilities, and $42,142,469 nominal 
assets, the character of which is shown in the following copy of the return of 
the Assessors as of May 1, 1886, to the State Treasurer: —

SpEcIAL ASSESSMENTS. if 


That of Boston, previous to the enactment of Chapter 174 of the Acts of 
the year 1866 (generally known as the betterment law) consisted of assess- 
ments upon abutters for the cost of sidewalks for foot-passengers upon the 
public streets, where the owners of estates have failed to construct them ;' 
and for three-quarters the expense of construction of new sewers, the city 
assuming one-quarter the cost. The act of 1866 enables the city to assess 
upon the owner one-half the amount that his estate has been benefited by the 
laying out, widening, or change of grade of any street, after the city shall have 
first paid all the land and building damages and the full cost of the work. The 
following table exhibits the character and amount of these special assessments 
for the past twenty years : —

The figures given above do not include the ‘‘ special assessments; ” they 
are not given, as there are no data as yet collected by which their detail and 
amount can be known. That such assessments are laid upon estates for pur- 
poses which in Boston are included in the expenditures met by the general tax 
levy is well known. That they are considerable in amount there can be no 
doubt. That they are sometimes very heavy is evident by the following 
statement: The valuation between 1868 and 1878, inclusive, of a lot of 
vacant Jand, bounded northerly by 97th street, easterly by Old Broadway, 
southerly by 96th street, and westerly by ‘‘the Boulevard,” containing eight 
house-lots, with a total area of 20,200 square feet, ranged from $4,750 to 


1 In January, 1874, the towns of Kingsbridge, Morrisania, and West Farms were annexed 
to the City of New York. Their real-estate valuation of about $9,500,000, was increased by 
the authorities of New York City to about $23,000,000, in order that their assessments might 
be based upon the same scale of appraisement as the property of Manhattan Island. This 
increased yaluation was included in the tax of 1874. 
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$37,700, with an average of $24,664, the annual taxes averaged $652.81, or 
$26.70 per thousand; and the special assessments for sidewalks, paving, 
grading, ete., and also for betterment by the location of certain public parks 
[some of which were four miles distant from the land assessed] averaged 
$1,282, or $52 per $1,000, a total average rate per annum of $78.70.! A part 
of the personal estate of New York is taxed at a lower rate than other 
property. This, probably, is the result of suits in the United States Supreme 
Court against the city, in which national banks prevailed, upon the ground 
that their shares were assessed at a greater rate than other moneyed capital. 
The official statement is that ‘‘ the rate of tax upon the assessed valuation of 
personal estate of such corporations, joint-stock companies, or associations 
as are subject to local taxation thereon,” was as follows : —

For the years 1872 to 1876, inclusive, a special assessment was laid on each 
one thousand dollars, as a ‘‘ Public Building Tax.” The rate of this special 
tax for the years 1872 to 1876, inclusive, is included in the table above given, 
and is stated in detail in the foot-note upon the next page. 

In the assessment of 1868, real estate, which had previously been assessed 
at a nominal valuation, was placed at the full market value, and assessments 
have since been made upon that basis. Several classes of personal property 
which, under the law of Massachusetts, are included in the valuation of the 
cities and towns of the Commonwealth, are, under the laws of Pennsylvania, 
assessed exclusively for the benefit of the State. A ‘‘ precept” issued to the 
assessors of Philadelphia by the Board of Revision of Taxes, subsequently

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to 1880, requires the assessment of ‘‘ All mortgages, all money at interest, or 
owing by solvent debtors, upon promissory note, bond, judgment, or other- 
wise, not including bank-notes. All money loaned or invested on interest in 
any other State, or in stocks. or bonds of corporations .of any other State ; all 
furniture, including gold and silver plate above the value of $300; all pleas- 
uré-carriages; all vehicles used for transporting passengers for hire, stating 
the kinds of vehicle; all annuities over $200, except those granted by this 
Commonwealth or the Federal government; all gold and silver watches; all 
horses, mares, geldings, mules, and neat cattle, over the age of four years.” 
The personal property assessed on account of the municipality consists of fur- 
niture, horses, cattle, and pleasure-carriages. An enactment of the Legislature 
of 1868, first taking effect in the levy of 1869, requires a discrimination in the 
assessment taxes upon real estate. The suburban portion of this municipality 
is assessed upon two-thirds, and the farming land upon one-half, of the rate 
levied upon the built-up portion of the city. The following table shows the

It is claimed that from 1866 to 1875, inclusive, the appraisement of real 
estate was for the market value. The personal estate liable to taxation under 
the laws of the State of Illinois is substantially the same as that assessed in 
Massachusetts. 

The City of Chicago is made up of three districts or townships, viz., South, 
North, and West Chicago, which, in addition to their proportion of the city 
taxes, as shown in the above table, are assessed for their proportion of State 
and county taxes, and for certain local improvements, the city in its corporate 
capacity not being assessable for these purposes. ‘The valuations upon which 
these assessments are made are reduced by boards of equalization to corre- 
spond to assessment values in other parts of the State and county. The fol-

Assessments are made at the full cash value of property, real and personal, 
and for real estate are designed to cover a period of ten years. 

The City and County of Baltimore have distinct municipal governments ; 
and county taxes must be in addition to thuse imposed by city authority. By 
a law passed in 1878 corporations which had previously been exempt upon 
their property, because the shareholders were assessed the full value of the 
shares, were, in 1879, assessed for their real property where located, and the 
shares were taxed after allowance for real-estate assessments had been made. 
The effect is shown by an increased real and a diminished personal estate 
valuation.

The gain of $17,000,000 upon this class of property, during the ten years pre- 
ceding the assessment of 1870, and the gain of $6,000,000 for the same time 
preceding 1880, represent the improvement in old and the value of new 
buildings. The real-estate valuation of the city, as made by the assessors of 
1870, was, in round numbers, $145,000,000. 

This estimate was deemed excessive, and an act of the Legislature was 
obtained authorizing local boards to reduce it nineteen (19) per cent. The 
reduced valuation of the real estate of the city upon which the tax of 1871 
was levied was placed at $123,427,888, and is the official, if not the true, 
valuation of the property. The figures of subsequent years indicate reduced 
values. Those of the new valuation of 1881 show a reduction of more than 
seven per cent. in the value of the real estate as compared with those of the 
preceding year. : 

The table which follows shows the amount of taxes levied in this city since 
1867, and the rate of tax per thousand for State, county, and city purposes. 
The column marked ‘ Delinquencies and Forfeitures”’ is thus explained. 
Unpaid taxes of former years are added to and form a part of the grand total 
of each year until they are paid, or the several accounts are closed by a sale 
or otherwise.

COCHITUATE WATER-WORKS. 


Lake Cocuiruatse. — Situated within the limits of the towns of Framing- 
ham, Wayland, and Natick, in Middlesex County. The extreme length ofthe 
lake, in adirect line, is 34 miles, and the breadth of the widest part about 1,800 
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feet, with a water surface of 800 acres. In addition to the supply in the lake, 
‘¢Dug Pond,” containing 444 acres, and ‘‘ Dudley Pond,” containing 81 acres, 
are connected with and form important tributaries to it. The whole circuit of 
the lake, measuring at its verge when within two feet of high water-mark, is 
about 16 miles, and the city owns an average width of five rods around it, 
which is held free from taxation; also 14 acres at the outlet of Dudley Pond. 
In addition to this the city owns 23% acres in Wayland, 724 acres in Natick, 
and on the line of the aqueduct, — not including land appurtenant to the 
Chestnut-hill and Brookline Reservoirs, nor land occupied by and necessary 
for the protection of the aqueduct, — 274 acres in Needham, 5% acres in New- 
ton, 14 acres in Brookline, which is taxable. 


SuDBURY-RIVER Conpbuit. — The Sudbury-river Conduit, extending from 
Farm Pond, in South Framingham, to the Gate-house at Chestnut-hill 
Reservoir, is 83,912 feet in length. The area of land owned by city on con- 
duit line 198 acres, and area of reservoirs, 851.5 acres. A section of conduit, 
4,170 feet in length, connects Farm Pond with Dam No. 1 on the Sudbury 
river, and another section, 3,760 feet in length, extends through Farm Pond, 
so that the Sudbury-river water can be sent to the city independently of the 
pond water. The city owns a width on the line of the conduit varying from 
80 to 400 feet. In effecting settlements for the land taken for the conduit 
and storage-basins, the Boston Water Board have, in many cases, purchased 
land not actually required for the above purposes. 

Basin 4 in Ashland covers an area of 162 acres, and has a capacity of about 
1,300,000,000 gallons. 

The whole pee of the Ng S Works, extending from Lake Cochituate, and 
toa reservoir in Deeuedinel oT about 23 acres of water surface, and 119, 583,960 
gallons capacity. 

The ‘‘ Chestnut-hill Reservoir,” situated in the Brighton District, of the 
capacity of 730,000,000 gallons, with a water surface of 123% acres. There 
are 212% acres in this whole property, the line of pipe from Chestnut-hill 
Reservoir to the main near the Brookline reservoir; also, the land under 
which are the pipes, being in amount about 64 acres. 

The ‘* South Boston Reservoir,” on the east side of Telegraph Hill, South 
Boston, covers, with its embankments, an area of about 126,000 square feet. It 
resembles in shape a segment of an ellipse, and has a water area, when at 
high-water mark, of 70,041 square feet, and a capacity of 7,508,246 gallons. 
This reservoir is now used for storage, and is connected with the distributing- 
pipes only in case of fire or accident to the pumping-mains. 

The ‘* Kast Boston Reservoir,” on Eagle Hill, East Boston, is bounded 
westerly by Brooks, and southerly by White street. ‘The land covered by and 
appurtenant to it comprises about 216,027 square feet. Its water area, when 
at high-water mark is 44,100 square feet, and its capacity 5,591,816 gallons. 

The ‘ Parker-hill Reservoir,” on Parker Hill, Roxbury District, is located 
ona lot of land taken under the act of the Legislature authorizing the building 
of this reservoir, containing 197,614 square feet. It was built specially for 
the high-service supply, and will hold 7,200,000 gallons above a plane 24 feet 
above the bottom of the outflow pipe. The area of the water-surface, when 
at high-water mark, is 64,033 square feet, and its elevation 219 feet above 
tide-marsh level. A strip of land 25 feet wide leading from Fisher avenue, 
and containing 2,887 square feet, was purchased for a route for the pipes to 
the reservoir. 

The new High-Service Reservoir, situated on Fisher Hill, Brookline, is now 
being built. The site for this reservoir, containing 459,670 feet of land, was 
purchased for the sum of $91,934. The capacity of the reservoir, when 
completed, will be 15,000,000 gallons. 

The main-pipes leading from the receiving reservoirs in Brookline, Brighton 
District, and Newton, to this city, and the distributing-pipes laid in the city 
proper, East Boston and South Boston, Roxbury, Dorchester, West Roxbury, 
and Brighton Districts, aggregate in length 367 miles, varying in size from 3 
to 48 inches i in diameter. 

Pipe-yard and Wharf, Albany street, containing 72,920 feet, upon which 
there are wooden buildings for storage of pipes, etc.; Pipe-yard and Machine- 
shop, on Federal street, near Summer, with tools and machinery, and other 
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property therein, for the use of the department. This lot contains 9,192 feet, 
on which isa brick building used as a machine-shop. The original cost of the 
establishment, including tools and machinery, stables, etc., was about $30,000. 
In 1870, after the fire, two stories were added to the building, and general 
repairs made, at a cost of $6,848.50. Building on Elmwood street and place, 
on a lot of 5,563 square feet, in which are the pumping-engines for supplying 
water to the highest parts of the city, by means of the stand-pipe erected on 
Highland Park, formerly known as the ‘‘ Fort Lot,” between Beech Glen and 
Fort avenue. This lot was placed in charge of the Cochituate Water Board 
by an order of the City Council of 1870. It contains 114,360 square feet. 

The report of the Boston Water Board to the City Council for the year 
1885 contains a full statement of the condition of the works. 

The cost of construction of these works to the city, up to the 30th April, 
1887, is $19,100,502.42. 


MYSTIC WATER-WORKS. 


The upper portion of Mystic lake, which is the source of supply, is situated 
in the towns of Medford, Arlington, and Winchester, 64 miles from Charles- 
town square. It has an area of about 200 acres when flowed to the level 
authorized by the act to take water, and a storage capacity of that level of 
380,000,000 gallons. The area of country forming the drainage-basin is 27.75 
square miles. ‘To convey the water ofthe lake to the citizens, the works con- 
sist of dam and overfall; conduit with its appurtenant gate-houses, waste- 
weir, and ventilator; cast-iron main under Mystic river; engine-house; 
pumping-engines ; force-mains; reservoir with influent and effluent chambers ; 
supply mains, and city distribution-pipes, hydrants, gates, etc. 

The dam is 1,560 feet long, built of earthwork and masonry, and its height 
is 11 feet above high-water mark of Boston Harbor. The conduit is 7,450 
feet in length, constructed of hydraulic brick masonry 8 inches thick. It is 
oviform in shape, 5 feet 8 inches high, and 5 feet wide, interior dimensions. 
The cast-iron mains, two in number, conveying the water from the pipe-cham- 
ber at the end of the conduit to the engine-house, are 487 feet long and 3 feet 
in diameter. ; 

The engine-house is situated on the southerly bank of, and about 200 feet 
from, the Mystic river. 

It is a substantial building, 120 feet long and 58 feet wide, constructed of 
faced brick and freestone, and embraces under one roof the boiler and engine- 
rooms, repair-shop, and pump-well. The lot of land about the engine-house 
is about 12 acres, and upon a portion of it is a dwelling-house for the engi- 
neers, and also a stahle. Connected with the engine-house is a brick and 
stone coal-shed, havinga capacity of 1,000 tons. 

In the engine-house are three of Worthington’s Duplex Pumping-engines, 
two of 5,000,000 gallons each and one of 8,000,000 gallons’ capacity, per 24 
hours. Hight boilers supply the steam for pumping the water. 

The force-mains are of cast-iron, each 30 inches in diameter, and 3,277 
feet in length. The reservoir is on Walnut Hill, in Medford, near Tufts 
College. | 

Its water-service covers an area of 44 acres, being nearly a parallelogram 
in shape, 560 feet by 350 feet. 

High-water line is 147 feet above tide-marsh level, and at this grade its 
capacity is 26,244,415 gallons. 

The whole lot of land connected with the reservoir belonging to the city is 
about 104 acres. 

The whole length of distribution-pipes in Charlestown is about 30 miles. 
The whole length of distribution-pipes supplied by the Mystic works is about 
146 miles. The city owns alsoa lot of land containing 12,807 square feet, on 
Medford street, with a substantial brick stable upon it. This land is used 
for a pipe-yard. 

A two-story brick building, 38 X 40, built during the year 1882-83, for use 
as a workshop, is located on land of the city at the corner of Medford and 
Tufts streets. 


Mystic Sewer. —The Mystic sewer extends from Prospect street in 
Woburn to Lower Mystic pond in West Medford, a distance of 18,892 feet. 
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The sewer was built to intercept the objectionable drainage from the tan- 
neries, and discharge it into the lower pond at the head of the tide-water. 
The area of land taken under the act of the Legislature for the construction 
of the sewer and branch drains, was 97,245 square feet. 

The cost of construction of the Mystic Water-Works up to the 30th April 
1887, is $1,657,624.33.

PUBLIC INSTITUTIONS. 


The following property 1s under the charge of the Board of Dvrectors 
for Public Institutions : — 


Deer Istanp. — Containing about 134 acres of upland, and about 50 acres 
of flats, on which is the large brick building known as the Housge or INpus- 
try. Also, a wooden house occupied as a House of Reformation for Girls, a 
brick school-house for truant-boys, and a wooden one for nursery, a farm- 
house, brick workshop, and receiving-house, laundry, bakery, and engineer’s 
house, piggery, two large barns, and other buildings; steamboat wharf, and 
another landing place; stone-sheds, farming utensils, live stock, merchan- 
dise provisions, tools, etc., required for carrying on the Houses of Industry 
and Reformation and Almshouses. In 1885 a new hospital was built on the 
island, the total cost of the same, together with furnishing, being $74,999.65. 

Raisrorpd Is_tanp (with the buildings thereon), purchased in 1871 of the 
Commonwealth, at a cost of $40,000, containing 11 acres. The buildings are 
occupied by male paupers. 

House oF CoRRECTION AND Lunatic Hospirat. — These institutions oc- 
cupy anarea of 821,875 feet of upland, to which is appended about 1,310,700 
feet of flats, which, with the Master’s house, workshops, out-houses, and 
other appendages, the furniture, farming, and machanics’ tools and utensils, 
fire-engines, provisions, stock on hand for manufacturing and other purposes, 
horses, and other live stock, belong to the city. There is in the house of 
Correction workshop a steam-engine of twenty horse-power, and boiler, with 
shafting, etc., for carrying machinery, and the necessary apparatus for heating 
the prison workshops and chapel with steam. 


ALMSHOUSE, ALFORD STREET, CHARLESTOWN District, is situated on a 
lot containing 104,191 feet, near the Everett line, a short distance from the 
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Malden bridge. The building is of brick, built in 1849; is 100 feet long by 
45 feet wide, 34 stories high, with two wings 39 feet by 19 feet. There area 
large barn and other outbuildings upon the lot. 


ALMSHOUSE, AUSTIN Farm (West Roxpury District). — The site pur- 
chased by the city for a Home for the Poor, known as the ‘‘ Austin Farm,” 
contains about 50 acres, and is bounded on the easterly side by Back street, 
on the southerly side by Morton street, on the westerly side by Canterbury 
street, and on the northerly side by Austin Terrace, so called. On this es- 
tate are a house occupied by female paupers, barn with silo of a capacity of 
325 tons, ice-house, and sheds. 


MARCELLA-STREET Home. — Building formerly occupied by the city of 
Roxbury as an almshouse. Additions and alterations were made in 1876-77 
and ’81, for the accommodation of pauper and neglected children. Contents 
of lot, 152,000 square feet. 


STEAMER “J. Putnam BRADLEE.” — This boat is 340 tons’ burden, 140 
feet long, 26 feet 3 inches beam, 45 feet breadth over all, 8 feet 6 inches 
deep, and was built at Greenpoint, L.I., in 1875. Cost, including outfit, 
$43,836.19. Used for conveying prisoners, passengers, provisions, etc., to 
and from the city to the Deer and Rainsford Island Institutions. 


Lone Istanp. — Proposed Home for‘paupers. Contains about 182 acres. 
A building to accommodate 450 to 500 persons is nearly completed.

HEALTH DEPARTMENT. 


The following property 1s in charge of the Superintendent of Health : — 


Souty City Strasies, SHop, anp SuHeEps. — Situated on Albany street, 
opposite Newton street. The lot belonged to the city before being used for 
this purpose, and contains 90,780 feet. The stables and buildings connected 
therewith are of brick. There are also on the premises five wooden sheds, 
used for storing wagons, etc. The stable is two stories high, with French 
roof, and has accommodations for 117 horses. Total original cost, exclusive 
of land, $79,089.23. ; 

Connected with the stables are blacksmith, wheelwright, painter, and har- 
ness-makers’ shops, with all the necessary tools, in which the wagons, carts, 
harnesses, etc., used by the department, are constructed and kept in repair. 


OrraL Depot. — Erected in 1864 on the wharf fronting on Albany street, 
opposite Brookline street, on the other side of the dock from that used by the 
Paving Department. The lot which the building occupies, and the yard 
attached to the same, contain 39,511 feet, and belonged to the city before 
being used for this purpose. Total original cost of building, $18,578.89. 
This building is used for the deposit of house-offal daily collected in the city 
carts, and which is thence conveyed without the limits of the city proper by 
purchasers of the same. 


West StrasLE AnD SHEDS, Nortn Grove Street. — The stable is a 
brick building, a story and a half high, 128 feet by 50, located on North Grove 
street, built in 1860, with suitable out-buildings attached to the same. It has 
accommodations for 54 horses. The lot contains about 45,152 square feet. 


HIGHLAND STABLE, with accommodations for 60 horses, on the old Alms- 
house lot, Highland street, containing 81,082 square feet. A part of this 
stable and adjoining lot is used by the Paving Department. There is on this 
lot a brick stable, which cost $89,594.13. On this lot is an offal-shed, erected 
in 1875, at a cost of $1,160.12. 

In 1875 there was a stable erected for 21 horses, on Rutherford avenue, 
Charlestown District, at a cost of $5,083.07. Shed and out-buildings, built in 
1879. Contents of lot, as claimed by city, 17,300 square feet. 

The Superintendent of Health has charge of the city stables, horses, carts, 
wagons, etc., necessary for the business of keeping the streets and places 
clean, collecting the house-offal, house-ashes, etc. The estimated value of 
the whole property is about $95,500. 

Prisoners are conveyed from station-houses to court-house, from court- 
house to Deer Island boat and jail, and South Boston Institutions, by vehicles 
furnished by this department. 


BOARD OF HEALTH. 
The following property isin charge of the Board of Health : — 


Twenty-one urinals, in different parts of the city, including two retreats for 
females, one on the Common, facing West-street entrance, and the other on 
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the Public Garden, — two wooden structures, with slated roofs, appropriately 
furnished. in office of City Physician, books and surgical instruments. 

GaALLop’s IsLanp, containing about 16 acres, was purchased in 1860 for 
$6,600, used as Quarantine station, on which are a dwelling-house, barn, 
coal-shed, two hospitals, steamboat wharf, store-house for infected cargoes, 
and other buildings, with the live stock, farming utensils, merchandise, pro- 
visions, tools, etce., for carrying on the Quarantine Department. 

Smavt-pox HospiraL, Canterbury street, West Roxbury District, built in 
1877. Cost of land and buildings, $31,388.78. The contents of lot are 
4.182 acres. 

SrEaAMBOAT ‘ ViGILANT.” — This boat is about 734 tons burden, 95 feet in 
length, 17 feet beam, and 8 feet deep, and was built in Boston in 1886. Cost 
of boat and furniture, $18,000.00. Employed in quarantine service.

These houses are floating structures, except those at City Point, foot of L 
street, and Coinmercial Point; the houses at the foot of M street and foot of 
L street are on the beach. Most of them are obfong, with wooden roofs, 
enclosing a water surface, around which, inside of the structures, are plat- 
forms. All the houses have dressing-rooms attached to them. Houses at 
M street and L street consist of a main building, with ells, in which are 
dressing-rooms; from the end of these ells to the water are fences, attached 
to which is a chain with cork buoys, which encloses a square water-surface. 
In the offices of the Superintendents are various articles of furniture, tools, 
and supplies, for making small repairs.

Located in West Roxbury and Dorchester Districts, about 54 miles from 
the city proper. Additional land, with dwelling-house and other buildings on 
Berry street, bought, 1878, for $4,500, containing two acres, making total 
contents 1063 acres. House occupied by the Superintendent of the Cemetery 
is owned by the city. 


CEDAR GROVE CEMETERY. 


Located on Adams street, Ward 24, and contains about 41,46 acres. 


PAVING DEPARTMENT. 


The following property is under the charge of the Superintendent of 
Streets: — 


BuILpIngs AND WHARF, on Albany street, opposite Sharon street, adjoin- 
.ing the City stable. The building is of brick and wood, and covers some 
8,000 square teet of land, and is divided into a shed for breaking stone for 
macadamiziny, blacksmith’s and carpenter’s shops, andatool room. ‘The total 
contents of the lot, including wharf and building, are 63,180 square feet. 
Original cost of the building, $10,940.86. - 

Fort-Hitt WuHarr, containing 21,054 square feet, placed in charge of the 
Paving Department May 18, 1874, to be used for the landing and storage of 
paving blocks and gravel until such time as said wharf shall be wanted for 
the extension of Oliver stfeet. A part of this wharf is occupied by a tenant- 
at-will, at $500 per annum; part by Board of Health. 

East Boston. — A water lot on Condor street, 70 feet on said street, run- 
ning to Commissioners’ Line, about 800 feet. Adjoining this, another lot 
belonging to the Boston Water-Works, about 50 feet front on said street, and 
running down to the Commissioners’ Line. The two make a front of 120 feet 
on Condor street. The water lot is in charge of the Paving Department. 

Lot on Chelsea, Marion, and Paris streets, containing 43,550 square feet. 

LrepGr Lot, on Washington street Roxbury District, containing 134,671 
square feet. Upon this lot are buildings containing a steam-engine and stone- 
crusher. 

HIGHLAND-STREET STABLE Lot. — Upon this lot is a large brick stable, 
erected in 1873-74, and occupied by the Health and Paving Departments. 
Also, a brick building used as a blacksmith’s shop, and a shed for the storage, 
of tools, etc. For contents of lot, see Health Department. 

LepGe Lor, on Codman street, Dorchester District, containing 299,000 
square feet, was purchased, in 1870, for the sum of $5,980. Upon this lot is a 
stable, a building containing a steam-engine and stone-crusher, and another 
building. 

On tHe AutMsHoUSE Lot, Hancock street, Dorchester District, there are 
two stables, also two sheds and a tool-house, used by this department. 

Lrpce Lov, on Magnolia street and Bird place, Dorchester District, con- 
taining 81,008 square feet. This lot was purchased by the town of Dorchester, 
of Stephen Baker, in 1867. 

DowneER-AVENUE Lor, Dorchester District, containing 35,300 square feet, 
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purchased by the Paving Department, in 1871, of Nathan and Henry N. 
Sawyer, for the protection of the Almshouse lot. 


West Roxspury District. —On Childs street, a lot of land containing 
16,650 feet, upon which are a stable and shed, erected in 1875, at a cost of 
$5,000, a blacksmith’s shop and tool-house. 


GRAVEL Lots. — On the corner of Forest Hills avenue and Norfolk street, 
a lot containing 47,798 square feet, purchased by the town of Dorchester, of 
Benjamin Clapp, in 1860; in town of Milton, on Brush-Hill road, containing 
64,523 square feet, hired by town of Dorchester for nine hundred and ninety- 
nine years; Morton street, Ward 23, containing about one-third of an acre, 
purchased by town of West Roxbury, of Michael Cook, in 1870; Tenean 
street, purchased of William F. Baldwin, Guardian, and Arad Thompson, for 
$21,360, in 1884. 

LepGr anp Grave. Lot, rear of Union street, containing about 37,000 
square feet, purchased by the town of Brighton.

SEWER DEPARTMENT. 


The Superintendent of Sewers has under his charge 255 miles of sewers 
built by the city and under his control. ‘The department occupies a small lot 
on North Grove street, and a large one, with water-front, on Albany street, 
containing 43,000 square feet for sturage of materials, tools, ete. In his An- 
nual Report to the City Council, January, 1887, the Superintendent of Sewers 
gives a schedule of the tools and other property belonging to this department. 


1 On Charles-river Bridge there are four wooden buildings owned by the City and leased to 
four different parties. (See City Doc. 83, of 1887.) 
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SEALER OF WEIGHTS AND MEASURES. 


There are one principal and four deputies annually appointed by the 
Mayor. 

In his charge are various sets of standard weights and measures, etc., 3 
horses, wagons, pungs, and harnesses. See Annual Report for 1886, for de- 
tailed statement of property. 


CITY ENGINEER’S OFFICE. 


The following articles are in charge of the City Engineer : — 


Instruments for surveying and drawing; drawing-paper, drawing-boards; 
hanging maps and pictures; 6,645 loose and 14 volumes of bound plans; 
reference library of 541 volumes, and various other articles; horse and buggy. 


CITY SURVEYOR’S DEPARTMENT. 
The following articles are in charge of the City Surveyor : — “ 


CENTRAL Orrice. — Instruments for surveying and drawing; drawing and 
other paper; books, tools, drawing-boards and desks and drawing-tables. In 
this department are 17,141 plans, — see Annual Report for 1886 for list of, — 
besides which there are 3,638 lithographed plans. ‘Top-buggy, harness, ete. 


DorcHEstER District Brancw. — Instruments for surveying and draw- 
ing; drawing and other paper; books, tools, drawing-boards, tables, etc. 
There are 2,412 plans in this office. 


LAMP DEPARTMENT. 


The Superintendent of Lamps has charge (according to the Annual Report 
published January, 1887) of 10,139 gas lamps and 2,785 oil lamps, besides 
501 electric lights; posts, brackets, ladders, oil-cans, measures, and the 
necessary tools used in lighting the lamps and repairing the same, 7 horses, 
6 wagons, 1 top-buggy, 1 sleigh, 4 pungs and harnesses. 

Repair-shop on Albany street, built in 1874, the lot contains 8,000 square 
feet. 


PUBLIC SCALES. 


One in the South-stable yard, Albany street; one in Haymarket square; 
one in Central square, East Boston; one corner Eustis and Mall streets, Rox- 
bury District; one each corner of Centre and La Grange streets, Washington 
street, corner Centre street and Starr lane, Roslindale, West Roxbury Dis- 
trict; and one Washington street, near Rockland, Brighton District. 


POUNDS. 


One on Albany street; one on school-house lot, Breed’s Island, East Bos- 
ton; one on Almshouse lot, Roxbury District; one on town-house lot, 
Brighton District; one on South street, Jamaica Plain; one on Almshouse 
lot, Dorchester District. 


FURNITURE. 


In the various offices in City Hall, Court-houses, Jail, Registry of Deeds, 
Probate Office, and all the other public buildings; in the Grammar and Pri- 
mary school-houses owned by the city, and in several rooms hired for school 
and other purposes. 


OVERSEERS OF THE POOR. 


In charge of the Board of Overseers of the Poor. 


CrenTRAL Cuariry Bureau Buitpine, located at the corner of Chardon 
and Hawkins streets, is occupied by the Overseers of the Poor, the Paymas- 


ae 
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ter of the Soldiers’ Relief, and the following charitable societies: Boston 
Provident Association, Industrial Aid Society, Boston Sewing-Circle, Young 
Men’s Benevolent Society, German Aid Society, Boston Police Relief Asso- 
ciation, Ladies’ Cooperative Visiting Society, the Associated Charities, 
Homeopathic Dispensary, and the United Hebrew Benevolent Association. 
The City Physician also occupies a room in this building. 


Temporary Home ror THE DestiTuTF is located at the corner of Char- 
don and Bowker streets. This building and the one above mentioned were 
erected on a lot the contents of which are 19,962 square feet. The total cost 
of these buildings, with the land and the boiler-house in the rear, was 
$210,494.38. 

Lopecr ror WAYFARERS, in the old Mayhew School-building, on Hawkins 
street, lot containing 9,625 square feet. 
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PUBLIC LIBRARY. 


In the Public Library and its branches in East Boston, South Boston, Rox- 
bury, Dorchester, Charlestown, Brighton, Jamaica Plain, West Roxbury, 
th End, and North End Districts there are about 486,406 bound volumes, 
besides manuscripts, pamphlets, statuary, and paintings. The Tosti engray- 
ings embrace some in frames, 5,100 in bound volumes, and several hundred 
in portfolios. 


SCHOOLS. 


In the Public Schools of the city under the charge of the School Commit- 
tee, 331,000 books, 1,166 music charts, 136 pianos, 135 piano-stools, 130 piano- 
covers, 61 sets of philosophical apparatus, 3,172 maps, charts, and globes. 
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TRUST FUNDS. 


OVERSEERS OF THE POOR’S FUNDS. 


Trust Funds in the hands of the Overseers of the Poor, Thomas F. Temple, 
Chairman, Frederic W. Lincoln, Z’reasurer, April 30, 1887. 


PEMBERTON Funp. — This fund comprises bequests and gifts made to the 
City of Boston, from 1760 to the present time, from ‘‘ A. B.,” Daniel Oliver, 
Margaret Biackadar, Alice Quick, Annie Wheelwright, Mary Ireland, Benja- 
min Pemberton, Martha Stevens, Mrs. H. Driscoll, William Breed, Samuel 
Eliot, John Coffin Jones, Mary Belknap, ‘‘ A Citizen of Boston,” Anony- 
mous, Dr. Harriot K. Hunt, and George Higginson. The most important, 
however, of the bequests was from BENJAMIN PEMBERTON, whose will was 
proved June 25, 1782; and for that reason his name has been given to the 
fund. The income of this fund is to be expended, at the discretion of the 
Overseers, in semiannual payments to the poor of this city. The amount of 
this fund, April 30, 1887, was $112,864.11. 


Boyutston Funps. — These funds were from a bequest by Joun Bortston, 
who died in London. His will was proved June 12, 1795. One portion of 
the bequest is ordered to be paid to ‘‘ Poor and decayed householders of the 
Town of Boston,” ‘* not under fifty years of age,” ‘‘ persons of good charac- 
ter, and reduced by the act of Providence, not by indolence, extravagance, 
or other vice.” The other portion to be applied to ‘‘ nurture and instruction 
of Poor Orphans and Deserted Children of the Town of Boston until fourteen 
years of age.’ 

The Boylston Relief Fund amounted, April 30, 1887, to $21,826.79. 

The Boylston Education Fund amounted, April 30, 1887, to $142,186.69. 


Mason Funp. — Was a bequest of JonatHan Mason, by will dated July 
15, 1798. Interest to be paid annually to the Chaplain of the Almshouse or 
Workhouse. Interest to be added until. one is appointed. The interest is 
now paid annually towards the salary of the Chaplain of the House of 
Industry. Amount of Mason Fund April 30, 1887, $8,409.50. 


Dexter Funp. — Was a bequest of Samuet DExtTER, by will dated May 7, 
1811, for supplying firewood or coal to such objects of charity as are not 
supported i in the Almshouse, though sometimes relieved by the Overseers of 
the Poor. Amount of Dexter Fund April 30, 1887, $3,591.55. 


JEFFRIES Funp.— Was a bequest of Davip Jrrrrizs, former Town 
Treasurer. Willdated January, 1786. Income to be applied to the purchase 
of tea and coffee, chocolate and sugar, for the refreshment of those persons 
who, in the Providence of God, are or shall be obliged to seek refuge in the 
Almshouse, after having lived reputably, but always giving preference to the 
pious poor. Amount of Jeffries Fund, April 30, 1887, $3,889.50. 


Lucy Buttman Cuariry. — Consists of an estate on Cambridge and Joy 
streets, in this city, which came into the possession of the City of Boston in 
1872, in accordance with the will of Lucy BuLLMAN, proved at Probate Court, 
Suffolk County, Jan. 9, 1832; in which it is provided that, upon the death of 
certain persons therein named, said estate is given to the City of Boston, upon 
condition that the estate never be sold, but the income used for the benefit of 
the poor. The estate is valued at about $10,300. Funds on hand, 
$14,637.36. 

By a vote of the City Council, approved by the Mayor Jan. 4, 1878, this 
estate was placed in charge of the Overseers of the Poor. 
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Davip Sears Cuarity. — This is a fund contributed by the late Davip 
Sears, for the relief of the poor. 

The amounts formerly held in the Fifty Associates Charity, and the Searss- 
tan Charter House have been transferred to this fund. 

This fund has been largely increased by the amount received by the Dona- 
tion Fund established by Mr. Sears, of which the Fifty Associates were actu- 
aries, and the total amount of “The David Sears Charity,’ April 30, 1887, 
was $290,965.09. 


Pierce Fue, Funp. — Legacy left to the city of Charlestown, by the late 
Cates Pierce, who died September 7, 1860, and which was accepted by the 
Charlestown City Council, May, 1861. Income to be expended in purchasing 
fuel for indigent widows, whose husbands had resided in Charlestown at least 
one year before their decease, said widows still continuing to reside in Charles- 
town. 

Amount of fund April 30, 1887, $1,500, invested in City of Boston note, 
and $45.00 interest on hand. ‘Total, $1,545.00. 


Hotton Protestant Poor Funp. — Legacy left to the town of Brighton 
by the late James Hotton, in 1863, will probated June 9, 1863. Income to 
be expended in purchasing and distributing provisions among poor and indi- 
gent Protestant families in said town of Brighton, on Thanksgiving and other 
holidays, or just previous to such holidays. Unmarried Protestant females 
to receive a liberal share. Amount of fund April 30, 1887, invested in City of 
Boston note and interest. Total, $1,623.23. 


Hoxton Prorestant Pavurer Funp.—Legacy left to the town of Brighton 


_ by the late James Ho ton, for the purpose of furnishing good and plentiful 


meals to the Protestant paupers of Brighton, on Thanksgiving Day, or other 
holidays. Amount of fund April 30, 1887, City of Boston notes and interest. 
Total, $2,711.45. 


StoucHtTon Poor Funp. — Bequest of Lieut.-Gov. Witt1am SrouGHTon, 
who died July 7, 1701. By his will he gave £50 to the relief of the poor of 
Dorchester, to be improved by the care of the selectmen, and the income to 
be distributed to the most needy inhabitants. Amount of fund April 30, 1887, 
invested in City of Boston notes and interest. Total, $1,737.93. 


Goopnow Funp.—Invested in City of Boston note and interest, April 30, 
1887, $5,389.85. 

A bequest of ExtisHa Goopnow, “‘ to be invested and the income applied for- 
ever to and for the relief, assistance, and support of the poor, sick, and in- 
firm in said city, not supported by the said city in its almshouse, in such 
manner as the said city, or the government, or officers thereof may deem most 
judicious, but without reference to the religious faith or belief of those who 
may apply for or need the assistance from this fund.” 


Racuet T. Stevens Funp.—A bequest of Racwet T. Stevens. The net 
income is to be paid (after the death of a person named in the will) ‘ for the 
support and maintenance of poor worthy Protestant single women of Boston, 
who have arrived at the age of fifty years (not including widows) paying to 
each of such women during her life the sum of one hundred dollars in semi- 
annual payments. Upon the marriage of any beneficiary under this will, no 
further payment of money is to be made to her, nor is any further payment of 
income to be made to any beneficiary who becomes unworthy of help under 
this Trust.”

CHARLESTOWN POOR’S FUND. 


Various bequests made by Richard Russell, May, 1674; Richard Sprague, 
will dated October 5, 1703; Thomas Call, will dated January, 1772; Richard 
Devens, 1825; David Goodwin, March, 1826; Thomas Miller, April 2, 1833; 
Catherine Bradish, September, 1836; Daniel White, 1864; James K. Froth- 
ingham, 1864; Jacob Foss, 1865; Simeon A. R. DeWolf, 1865; Reuben 
Hunt, 1866, for the benefit of the poor of Charlestown. By an act of the 
Legislature, passed in 1825, the board of trust was composed of the selectmen 
of Charlestown, and the two senior deacons from each church, for the time 
being, and their successors in said office.. By act of annexation the members 
of the two branches of the City Council, for the time being, residing in the 
Charlestown District, together with the senior deacons of the religious 
societies of Charlestown, now constitute the board of trustees.

POLICE CHARITABLE FUND. 


The City Council passed an ordinance, July 31, 1878, to take effect on its 
passage, continuing in force the provisions of the ordinances of 1870 and 
1875, providing that all moneys earned by police officers for fees as witnesses, 
except one witness fee a day in the Supreme or Superior courts, shall be 
kept as a separate fund, and invested and managed by the Mayor, Treasurer, 
and Auditor of the city for the time being, who shall be trustees thereof. The 
income of the said fund shall be applied to the relief of persons who have 
received an honorable discharge from the police force by reason of sickness, 
age, or other inability, and who are, in consequence thereof, in necessitous 
circumstances; and also to the relief of the widows and orphans, in necessi- 
tous circumstances, of police officers who have died while in the service of 
the city. Said trustees may make such rules and regulations for the appro- 
priation and disbursement of the interest of said fund as they may deem ex- 
pedient; subject, however, to such orders or ordinances as the City Council 
may from time to time adopt. 

The trustees consist of the Mayor, Hugh O’Brien, the City Treasurer, 
Alfred T. Turner, and the City Auditor, James H. Dodge; Hugh O’Brien, 
Chairman, and James H. Dodge, Treasurer and Secretary.

BOSTON FIREMEN’S RELIEF FUND. 


By Chapter 107 of the Acts of 1880, the Mayor of the City of Boston for 
the time being (and his successors in office), the Board of Fire Commissioners 
of the City of Boston, for the time being (and their successors in office), 
were constituted a body corporate for the purposes of receiving and holding 
all sums of money, and real and personal estate, not exceeding in the aggre- 
gate two hundred thousand dollars, which may be given, granted, bequeathed, 
or devised to itfor the benefit of members of the Boston Fire Department, or 
their families, requiring assistance, or for the benefit of any persons, or the 
families of any persons, who have been such members, requiring assistance. 
The property so held shall be known as the Boston Firemen’s Relief Fund. 
The said body corporate shall have authority to manage and dispose of the 
same and the income thereof, according to their best discretion, subject to the 
provisions of any and all trusts which may be created for the purposes afore- 
said. 

In accordance with the provisions of the foregoing act the following-named 
persons, viz.: His Honor the Mayor, Hugh O’Brien, Fire Commissioners 
Robert G. Fitch, John R. Murphy, and Richard F. Tobin, now constitute the 
Board of Trustees. Hugh O’Brien, Mayor, President; Frederick W. Smith, 
Jr., Clerk.

This is a donation made by Mrs. Joanna Brooker and others to the 
Selectmen of Boston for the time being. 

The income from this fund is paid over in equal proportions to the Alder- 
men of this city, and they distribute the same, at their discretion, for the 
relief of Poor Wipows anp Sick PEOPLE.

FRANKLIN FUND. 


This is a fund for the encouragement of young mechanics. Dr. BenyaMiIn 
FRANKLIN, in his will, gave the inhabitants of Boston, in 1791, £1,000 ster- 
ling, which he directed to be loaned in sums of not more than £60 nor less 
than £15, to one applicant, at five per cent. interest; to be repaid in annual 
instalments of ten per cent. each. These loans are restricted to ‘* Young 
Married Artificers, under the age of twenty-five, who have faithfully served 
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an apprenticeship in Boston, so as to obtain a certificate of good moral char- 
acter from at least two respectable citizens, who are willing to become their 
sureties in a bond for their payment of the money.” 

It was the estimate of Dr. Franklin that the £1,000 would increase in 100 
years to £131,000, and then the managers of the fund were to lay out in public 
works £100,000, and the balance to continue on interest for another hundred 
years, which he estimated would then amount to $4,600,000; of this amount 
the sum of $1,610,000 was to be at the disposal of the inhabitants of the town 
of Boston, and the balance to be paid the Government of the State. 

The Board of Aldermen of 1882, after a report in the matter of the Franklin 
Fund from a Committee consisting of Aldermen Stebbins and Hart, passed 
the following resolves : — , 


Resolved, That, in the opinion of this Board, comprising a majority of the 
Trustees of the Franklin Fund, it is expedient and highly desirable that the 
proportion of said fund which will be available in 1891-92 for investment in 
‘¢some public work,” should be devoted to the extinguishment of the debt 
incurred for the purchase of the West Roxbury Park. 

Resolved, That in the event of such disposition of the said portion of the 
Franklin Fund, the park thus purchased should be called ‘‘ Franklin Park,” 
in honor of the testator, who has so generously endowed his native town. 


The trustees under the will are the Selectmen (now Board of Alderman), 
united with the ministers of the oldest Episcopalian, Congregational, and 
Presbyterian Churches in the Town of Boston. The first loan was made 
May, 1791. 

The Treasurer of the Fund, Samurn F. McCreary, in his annual report 
to the trustees, makes the statement of the condition Feb. 1, 1887, viz. : —

SCHOOL TRUST FUNDS. 


CHARLESTOWN ScHoo.t Trust Funps. — The Legislature of Massachusetts, 
on the 27th of March, 1793, passed an Act to incorporate Richard Devens, 
Nath’! Gorham, Josiah Bartlett, Aaron Putnam, Joseph Hurd, Nath’l Haw- 
kins, Seth Wyman, and their successors, Trustees of the Charlestown Free 
Schools. On the 18th of April, the same year, it was ‘‘ Voted that the Town 
Treasurer deliver to Aaron Putnam, Esq., Treasurer for the Trustees of the 
Charlestown Free Schools, all the money, bonds, notes of hand, ete. (being 
the property of said free schools), that now are, or may come into his, the 
Town Treasurer’s, hands. 

The charter of the City of Charlestown, after prescribing the manner of 
electing the School Committee, provides that the persons thus chosen shall 
have ‘‘ all the powers and privileges, and be subject to all the liabilities, set 
forth” in the Act to incorporate certain persons by the name of the Trustees 
of Charlestown Free Schools; the act of annexation to Boston provided for 
the continuance of this corporation in the members of the School Committee 
of the City of Boston from the Charlestown District. 
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By an Act approved March 13, 1877, the School Committee were incorpo- 
rated and authorized to receive the Charlestown School Trust Fund, to 
‘manage said Fund and disburse the income thereof within the limits of 
the former City of Charlestown, according to the tenor of the instruments 
creating said trust.”

Dear Sir, — In view of the fact that by act of the State 
Legislature more money is likely-to be placed at the disposal 
of the city for the purpose of increasing the appropriations, 
I should like to submit to your Honor some points in relation 
to the Sewer Department requiring immediate action. 

The amount of money appropriated to carry on the depart- 
ment for the year commencing May 1, 1887, namely 
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$150,000, is insufficient for the maintenance alone; and the 
building of new sewers, the cost to come out of this appro- 
priation, is completely out of question. 

1 am satisfied that, to maintain the department as it should 
be (by maintenance, I mean the examining, cleaning, and 
repairing of sewers, building of catch-basins and man-holes 
and small sewers rendered necessary by some emergency), 
would require an appropriation of $200,000 ; and, where new 
systems of sewers or extensive repairs on old sewers are 
required, an extra amount should be appropriated. 

Complaints are continually coming to hand of defective 
drainage in the more populous parts of the city, that have to 
rely on old wooden sewers, many of which are _ badly 
decayed, some partly fallen in, and most of them filled with 
sludge. 

Nearly all of the “South Cove,” parts of East Boston, 
the Ward and Vancouver streets district, and South Boston, 
are particularly bad; complaints and petitions from these 
districts are very frequent, particularly after a storm; and as 
most of the land has been taxed for drainage, or the owners 
willing to pay for it, they have the right to demand proper 
drainage to protect their health and business. 

In the sections mentioned above, and a number of minor 
places, the improvements to be made consist almost wholly 
in rebuilding. 

The outlying districts of Brighton, West Roxbuy, Dor- 
chester, etc., are rapidly developing, and must be sewered. 

There were loans made forsewering these districts, but they 
were totally inadequate; the balances are so small as to 
warrant the department in building but a small fraction of 
the sewers already petitioned for. 

People do not petition for a sewer, knowing that three 
quarters of the cost is to be paid by them, until a necessity 
actually exists. 

In Roxbury and Dorchester no sewers can be built unless 
they are charged to the sewer appropriation, as the balances 
of the loans are very small. 

In the outlying districts I am desirous of making com- 
plete surveys and estimates of the cost of sewers, and plac- 
ing upon paper comprehensive plans for the sewering of 
these districts when fully developed, in order that, when 
necessity exists for any sewers, they can be started without 
delay, and made to conform to a plan which willinsure that 
no work be done twice. 

These plans will also be very useful as an indication to 
the Street Department and other departments of what. will 
eventually be required in the matter of sewers.

In the matter of surveys and examinations I am anxious 
also to have plans made of the existing sewers, as questions 
of importance are often brought up in relation to them, and 
the plans in the department are very defective, often oblig- 
ing us to confess ignorance. 

The cost of making these surveys and examinations I have 
included in the following schedule of estimates on work for 
which an immediate and pressing necessity exists. 

This schedule I have divided into districts, as follows : —

COMMONWEALTH OF MASSACHUSETTS. 


In the Year One Thousand Hight Hundred and Eighty-seven. 


AN ACT TO ESTABLISH THE NUMBER OF MEMBERS OF THE 
COMMON COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF BOSTON. 


Be tt enacted, etc. : — 


Section 1. At every annual municipal election hereafter 
held in the city of Boston, the qualified voters in each ward 
shall bring in their votes for able and discreet men, qualified 
voters in their respective wards, to be members of the com- 
mon council for the ensuing year, as follows : — 
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In ward one, for three members; in ward two, for three 
members; in ward three, for two members; in ward four, 
for two members; in ward five, for three members ; in ward 
six, for two members; in ward seven, for two members; in 
ward eight, for two members; in ward nine, for two mem- 
bers; in ward ten, for three members; in ward eleven, for 
four members; in ward twelve, for three members ; in ward 
thirteen, for three members; in ward fourteen, for four 
members ; in ward fifteen, for three members; in ward six- 
teen, for three members ; in ward seventeen, for three mem- 
bers ; in ward eighteen, for three members ; in ward nineteen, 
for three members; in ward twenty, for four members; in 
ward twenty-one, for three members; in ward twenty-two, 
for three members; in ward twenty-three, for three mem-

Sect. 2. Chapter two hundred and forty-three of the 
acts of the year eighteen hundred and seventy-five is 
hereby repealed.

SECTION 1. Section one of chapter one hundred and 
seventy-eight of the year eighteen hundred and eighty-five 
is amended by inserting after the word “tax,” in the second 
line, the words “and of one tax assessed for the purposes for 
which a county tax is now assessed or may hereafter be 
authorized to be assessed by the legislature.” 

Sect. 2. This act shall take effect upon its passage.

AN ACT TO FURTHER REGULATE THE OBSERVANCE OF THE

SecTION 1. Section one of chapter ninety-eight of the 
Public Statutes is hereby amended by striking out in the 
third line thereof the words “or upon the evening next 
preceding the Lord’s day.” 

SEcT. 2. Section two of said chapter is hereby amended 
by adding at the end thereof the following: “ but nothing in 
this section shall be held to prohibit the manufacture and 
distribution of [A] illuminating gas or other artificial light, 
nor the distribution of water for fire or domestic purposes, 
nor the use of the telegraph or the telephone, nor the retail 
sale of drugs and medicines, nor articles ordered by the 
prescription of a physician, nor mechanical appliances used 
by physicians or surgeons, nor the letting of horses and 
carriages, nor the letting of yachts and_ boats, nor 
the running of [B] steamboats, of street railway cars, 
nor the preparation, printing, and publishing of news- 
papers, nor the sale and delivery of newspapers, nor the 
retail sale and delivery of milk, nor the transportation of 
milk, nor the making of butter and cheese, [C] nor the 
keeping open of barber shops and doing the ordinary work 
of the same before ten of the clock in the morning, nor the 
making or selling by bakers [D] of bread or ‘other food 
usually dealt in by them before ten of the clock in the morn- 
ing and between the hours of four of the clock and _ half-past 
six of the clock in the evening.” 

Sect. 38. Section thirteen of chapter ninety-eight of the 
Public Statutes is hereby amended by striking out the word 
“travel” therefrom, [E] also by striking out the words “ if 
he disturbs no other person,” at the end of said section, and 
inserting in place thereof the words “provided he doth not 
disturb the public peace or obstruct others in their religious 
worship ;” and section fifteen of the same chapter is hereby 
amended by striking out the word “through” therefrom 

F). 

Be, 4. Section three of chapter ninety-eight of the 
Public Statutes and chapter eighty-two of the acts of the 
year eighteen hundred and eighty-six are hereby repealed.

COMMONWEALTH OF MASSACHUSETTS. | 


In the Year One Thousand Eight Hundred and Eighty-seven. 


AN ACT TO AUTHORIZE THE INTRODUCTION OF A POLICE 
SIGNAL SYSTEM IN THE CITY OF BOSTON. 


Be it enacted, etc. :— | 

Section 1. The board of police for the city of Boston is 
hereby authorized to introduce and maintain in the several 
police divisions of said city an electrical signal and tele- 
phonic system, and to provide such patrol wagons, horses, 
equipments and accommodations for the same as in the 
opinion of said board may be necessary for the purpose. 

SEecT. 2. The said board of police is hereby authorized 
to draw, from time to time, upon the city treasurer of Boston 
for the money required to meet the expense of. carrying out 
the provisions of the foregoing section, to an amount not 
exceeding seventy-five thousand dollars; and the city treas- 
urer shall pay the same out of the receipts for liquor license 
fees which remain in the treasury of the city after the pro- 
visions of section fourteen of chapter one hundred. of the 
Public Statutes have been complied with. The annual 
expense of maintaining said signal system shall be paid by 
the city treasurer upon the requisition of said board. 

Sect. 3. The board of police is hereby authorized to 
attach the wires and fixtures used in the police service to 
any posts and structures now erected or that may be here- 
after erected in the city of Boston for the support of wires 
used in the transmission of electricity ; provided, however, 
that such wires and fixtures shall not be attached to poles 
and structures belonging to the fire alarm department except 
by consent of the fire commissioners; and shall have the 
same privileges in respect to underground wires that are 
now or may be hereafter enjoyed by other departments of: 
the public service. 

Srecr. 4. This act shall take effect upon its passage.

AN ACT TO PROVIDE FOR THE RELOCATION AND WIDENING 
OF CHARLES-RIVER BRIDGE IN THE CITY OF BOSTON. 


Be it enacted, etc. : — 


Srotion 1. The city of Boston may make such changes 
in the location of Charles-river Bridge and the approaches 
thereto, or of any part thereof, as, in the judgment of the 
street commissioners of said city, the public convenience and 
necessity may require. In any new location so made, said 
city may reconstruct the present bridge and approaches, or 
may construct a new bridge and approaches, with a width 
in either case not exceeding one hundred feet. Said city 
may also construct on the sides of said bridge such fender 
guards, draw piers and other structures, extending outside 
said limit of width, as may be necessary for the protection 
of said bridge, and for the convenient operation of the draw 
therein, and for the prompt and safe passage of vessels 
through the same. Said city shall continue to maintain said 
bridge and approaches ¢ as a public highway upon any new 
location so made. 

Srot. 2. All the right, title and interest of the Common- 
wealth in and-to the Charles-river Bridge, the approaches 
thereto and the materials of which it is composed are hereby 
transferred to the city of Boston. Said city and its assigns 
may also continue to cover with the present solid and pile 
structures, and to use for any lawful purpose, without com- 
pensation therefor, so much of the tide-water lands of the 
Commonwealth lying on both sides of said river within the 
harbor lines now established by law as are covered by 
the present bridge and its approaches, and are not included 
in the new location thereof; but so much of said bridge and 
its appurtenances as lies outside of and between said harbor 
lines, and is not covered by the new location thereof, sball 
be discontinued and removed by said city. 

Secr. 3. In the exercise of the powers granted by this 
act said city shall be subject’ to the provisions of chapter 
nineteen of the Public Statutes and all other general laws 
applicable thereto. 

Sect. 4. Said city may acquire by purchase or take such 
lands and other property as it may deem necessary for the 
purposes aforesaid, and shall file, from time to time, in the 
registry of deeds for the county of Suffolk, and cause to be 
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recorded therein, a description of any land so taken as cer- 
tain as.is required in an ordinary conveyance of land, with 
a statement signed by the mayor of said city that the same 
is taken under and for the purposes set forth in this act; 
and the act and time of the filing thereof shall be deemed to 
be the act and time of the taking of such land, and notice to 
all persons that the same has been so taken. Said city shall 
be liable to pay all damages sustained by any person in his 
property by reason of the taking of any land or other 
property as aforesaid, and if not settled by agreement or ar- 
bitration the same may be assessed by a jury at the bar of 
the superior court for the county of Suffolk, upon petition to 
be filed by such person within one year after such taking and 
not afterwards, in the same manner as damages are assessed 
for the taking of lands for highways in said city. 
Sect. 5. This act shall take effect upon its passage.

AN ACT TO AUTHORIZE A LOAN FOR THE PAYMENT FOR 
LANDS HERETOFORE ACQUIRED FOR PUBLIC PARKS IN OR 
NEAR THE CITY OF BOSTON. 


Be it enacted, etc. : — 


Seotion 1. For the purpose of paying for the lands 
heretofore acquired by the city of Boston for public parks, 
the city council of said city may, by a vote passed in the 
manner provided by section seven of chapter twenty-nine of 
the Public Statutes, authorize its treasurer to issue, from 
time to time, to the amount of four hundred thousand dol- 
lars, negotiable bonds or certificates of indebtedness, payable 
in not exceeding fifty years from their date, and bearing 
interest at a rate not exceeding four per cent. per annum, 
to be denominated on the face thereof, “ Public Park 
Loan.” 

Sect. 2. Said treasurer shall sell said bonds and certifi- 
cates, or any part thereof, from time to time, and retain the 
proceeds thereof in the treasury of said city, and pay there- 
from the expenses incurred for the purpose aforesaid. 

Secr. 38. The debt and loans authorized by this act shall 
not be included within the limit fixed by section two of chap- 
ter one hundred and seventy-eight of the acts of the year 
eighteen hundred and eighty five. 

Sor. 4. This act shall take effect upon its passage.

REPORT ON PUBLICATION 


OF 


CITY COUNCIL PROCEEDINGS 


In Common Councit, June 1, 1887. 


The Committee on Printing, to whom was referred so 
much of the Mayor’s Inaugural Address as relates to publish- 
ing the Proceedings of the City Council, having considered 
the subject, respectfully submit the following 


REEORT: 


The present system of publishing the reports of the pro- 
ceedings of the City Council began in July, 1868. Since 
that time various newspapers have contracted for the yearly 
publication, and the expense has increased according to the 
large increase in the amount of material to be printed. 
Thus, in 1879, the price paid was $6,175, which included 
the cost of reporting ; in 1885 it was $5,125, in addition to 
which was $2,500 for reporting ; in 1886 it was $5,520, with 
$2,587 for reporting; and for the year ending July 1, 1887, 
the contract with the “ Traveller ” Co. is for $9,000 for print- 
ing only. 

The system in use contemplates the publication of the 
proceedings of each branch of the City Council, by some 
evening paper, on the Tuesday and Friday following. its 
regular meeting. Owing to the noticeable increase in the 
length of the sessions, it has been found impossible to have 
the manuscript report prepared by the official reporter in 
season always to allow this stated publication. When the 
Common Council has beenin session from 7.30 P.M. until long 
after midnight, it is practically impossible, except at enor- 
mous extra expense, to prepare the copy for the printers in 
season for the usual issue of an evening paper on Friday. 
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Your committee see no reason to anticipate any change in 
the hours of meeting, or in the duration of sessions. The 
only newspaper which would contract at all for the publica- 
tion last July was the Boston “ Evening Traveller.” The 
well-established arrangement of that paper for Saturday is 
such, that, if the Proceedings of the Common Council cannot 
be published on Friday evening they cannot be inserted in the 
Saturday evening paper. A publication on Monday evening, 
of course, oreatly lessens the value of the system, since the 
Board of Aldermen are deprived of any means of learning 
the reasons which influenced the action of the Common 
Council, on the papers to be acted upon by the Board on 
Monday afternoon. Even were it certain that any of the 
daily papers would be willing to contract for this business 
for the next year, it may be doubted whether some other 
arrangement would not be preferable in all respects. ‘The 
alternative, of course, is the undertaking by the city of the 
publication of its Proceedings in some other form. Your 
committee have considered the matter in the light of the 
course pursued in other large cities, and they are of the 
opinion that the example of the city of New York in this 
matter is worthy of careful consideration. In that city, 
although no full report is made of the Proceedings, a daily 
journal is printed, giving details of the doings of the city 
government in its various branches, including resolutions 
and orders approved, petitions received and considered, con- 
tracts to be made or amended, appointments, estimates, ex- 
penditures, proclamations of the executive, and notices and 
advertisements of the several departments, forming a com- 
prehensive gazette of the business of the municipal corpora- 
tion. 

A slight modification of the New York plan would seem 
to meet our requirements very fairly. It has been learned 
by your committee that it is entirely possible to print the 
report of the Proceedings in the form of a small newspaper, 
issuing the same twice a week regularly, namely, on Wed- 
nesday and Saturday mornings, containing respectively, the 
proceedings of the Board of Aldermen on Monday, and those 
of the Common Council on Thursday. After a full consul-, 
tation with the present efficient )eporter. and with the city 
printers, your committee feel that a regular publication can. 
be insured, while full opportunity will have been afforded for 
a careful revision of the proofs. This revision, it should be. 
said, has not been found possible under the present system, 
and the lack of it has led necessarily to many annoying mis-. 
takes in the Proceedings as published. Such a journal, also, 
could, at a slight expense, be made a means of informing the 
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public of matters of departmental work and administra- 
tion, which are now, by statute or ordinance or cus- 
tom, advertised in general newspapers. The advantage of 
collecting in one publication the announcements of the 
several departments in regard to the public health, safety, 
registration, elections, etc., and the new ordinances from 
time to time established, will, your committee believe, be 
no slight gain in favor of the new system. 

Careful estimates have been made of the probable cost of 
the system, and it is evident that the expense will not exceed 
that of the present plan, basing the calculation upon the 
figures of the last year. Of course, this system has the 
defect of oreatly limiting the cir culation given to the report 
of the proceedings. ‘The city circulation of any of the even- 
ing papers can hardly be less than 10,000, and it would be 
utterly inexpedient to print and circulate any such number of 
such a document as we recommend. But it may also be safely 
said that, as the contract has always been made heretofore 
with some well-established newspaper, the circulation has 
been exclusively confined to the habitual patrons of that 
journal. Those patrons were not necessarily, or even prob- 
ably, the persons most interested in reading the proceed- 
ings, and it is a reasonable conclusion that 2,000 or 3,000 
copies distributed among persons who apply for them would 
really entirely supply the a demand on the part of our 
citizens. 

Without going into the details of the plan, because it may 
be found desirable to make arrangements for the sale, at a 
nominal price, of copies for the purpose of insuring distribu- 
tion, your committee would suggest that each Alderman be 
allowed fifty copies, and each “Councilman ten copies, with 
enough copies for contingencies to bring the edition up to 
2,500 or 3,000. Should there be a demand for a larger 
edition at any time, the additional expense, of course, is » 
trifling, and would not affect the financial soundness of the 
undertaking. It would be perfectly possible to print an 
edition of the Proceedings alone, from the same type, so as 
to make an annual volume for indexing and reference, as has 
always been done under the present system. The only addi- 
tional expense will be for a proper supervision of the details 
of the make-up of each issue, and this will not exceed $1,500, 
which amount, on the plan proposed by your committee, is 
saved on the expense of composition. 

Your committee, therefore, recommend the passage of the 
following order.

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Ordered, That the Committee on Printing be hereby au- 
thorized to make contracts and arrangements for the report- 
ing and publication of the Proceedings of both branches of 
the City Council for one year, from the first of July, 1887, 
at an expense not exceeding the appropriation of $13,500 
already made for that purpose. Such publication to be 
made on the morning of the second day following the meet- 
ing of either branch, and the form to be similar to that of the 
New York City Record. The said committee may distribute 
the whole or any portion of each issue, or may sell the same, 
accounting to the City Collector for all amounts received 
therefor.

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A REPORT 


OF THE 


RECORD COMMISSIONERS. 


The Seventeenth Report of the Record Commissioners 
continues the Records of the Selectmen from January 1, 
1742-3, through Dec. 31, 1753. 

As was noted in the preface to our last volume, the matters 
discussed by the Selectmen were mostly of local interest 
only. Immigrants, as burdens and as agents of infection, 
were closely scrutinized. Beacon Hill is mentioned, and the 
town’s rights defined. An exhibition of a microscope was 
licensed in 1747, as also the use of Faneuil Hall in the even- 
ing on Coronation Day, “it not to be a precedent.” Maj. 
Thwing’s brown bread was fixed at not over one-fifth Indian 
meal. 

The enlargement of King’s Chapel, and the building of a 
new Latin School, are herein recorded. 

The orders for Faneuil’s funeral and the honors paid to his 
memory are to be found at the beginning of this volume ; and 
at the end, a vote of thanks to Lord Colvill, commanding a 
vessel on this station. 

In 1747 the expedition to Louisburg caused such a scarcity 
of wood in the town, owing to lack of wood-cutters and coast- 
ing vessels, that leave was asked to import three thousand 
chaldrons of coal from Cape Breton. 

Many other interesting items will reward the reader, es- 
pecially relating to town lands, lines, and streets.

&c. for the Garrison at Louis bourgh, and [335.] Others of them 
that were discharged, are afraid to go to the Eastward for Wood, 
as usual, the Indian Enemy being many there, and are frequently 
killing our Men, so that the Town has already suffered extremely 
for want of so absolutely necessary an Article as Fireing is, in 
such a Cold Climate as this, and if it can’t be supplied from other 
places than the Eastern parts, the Inhabitants have the melancholly 
Prospect of suffering much more the ensuing Winter than they have 
yet done, for the Wharves in the Town that at this Season of the 
year were generally full of Wood, have not sufficient for daily use, 
and as we can think of no method to avoid the great Distress the 
Inhabitants of this Town, must inevitably meet with for want of
